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SHAKSPEARE NOTES. 


SHAKSPEARE was, probably, indebted for the 
names of the heroines of Twelfth Night* to the 


first part of Emanuel Forde's © Parigmus, the Re- 
nowned Prince of Bohemia, Lond. 1598, for neither 


Olivia nor Viola occur in the Ingannati, from which 


Shakspeare is believed to have borrowed the plot. | 


In the romance Olivia is Queen of Thessaly, and 
Violetta, the name of a lady, who, unknown to her 
lover, disguises herself as a page to follow him, 
and she, also, like Viola, is shipwrecked (see F. f. 
3, and D. d. 3). If this conjecture is founded on 
fact, the negative evidence that Twelfth Night 
was written after 1598 afforded by its omission in 
Meres's list is confirmed. I am inclined to be- 
lieve also that some slight traces of Shakspeare's 
familiarity with Parismus' may be discovered in 
Cymbeline and the Winter's Tale.“ It is worth 
mentioning, perhaps, that the coast of Bohemia 
plays a conspicuous part in this story, so that

Early the next Pozning, Dionyſius, attended by his Nobilt- 
ty, rode fa to meet the Pꝛinte ſome thee miles from the City, 
whom having met, he moſt lovingly embꝛaced, and welcomed 
with exceeding great courteſſe. Pariſmus marvelling very much 


at this unerpcted kindneſs in him, laid: Moſt high and magni- - 


ficent King , I being altogether unworthy of this your exceeding 
favour , moſt humbly intreat your pardon to my preſumption : 
deſiring you to impute my raſhnels to my Youth , hic hath at- 
tempted this boldneſs, without any hope, in the leaſt degree, to 
deſerve this kindnel>s, D.onyfi s taking him by the hand, deſtred 
him to leave off theſe Speeches, fo2 that he eſteemed his Court 
and Countrey inluſficient to entertain him as he deſerved ; tell- 
ing him, that he was the moſt welcome gueſt to his Court that

By this time“ they were 
come to the Watacegate, where was the Aucen with all her 
train of Ladies, ready to welcoine Pariſaus: which was ſuch a 
plealant ſight to bchold, that the Pzince with the ludden view of 
their beautp was dꝛiben into a deep tidy, from the which he was 
revived by the Queen, who moſt graciouſly came and welcony 
edhim;ſaying : Ja all kfadneſs J bid pour honour welcome in⸗ 
ts Theflaly, where. we will endeavour to requite pour kriendchlp 
in coming unto us. 

Bolt vertuous Queen, quoth he, fo2 this your honourable fay 
tour , both mp lelk and all that are mine ſhall be continually 
bound tg do you all dutiful ſervice. The great-glozy of the Palace 
made Pariſmus to marvel ; and the honourable entertainment, 


the ſumptuous Banquets, the rare Pulick, and gallant Shows, 


to tedious to rehearſe, made him think that fame had altogether 
darkned the honour of that place: ſo that all his ſences were 
greatly retriſhed with the variety of ſeveral delights. 

At ſuch time as King Dionyſus and the Pꝛince entred the 
Court, Laurana hear ing of the Pzinces comming, ſkanding at 
her Chamnber-window, viewed them well, and knew, oz at leaſfk 
thought, that to be Pariſmus that came with her Father and the 


- Queen, attended-bya gallant train of nights: and calling her

To relate the Conference the King and Pariſmus had, were 
too tedioug, and impertinent to the Piſtozy. But the Pꝛinte much 
marvelling he could not ſee Laurana, ſo famous fo: her beauty, 
was hereby dzawn into many deep cogitations ; By which 
thoughts, and remembzance of the late journey he had paſſed on⸗ 
ly to behold her perſon, and that now he could not be alſured he 
had ſeen the Beauty he expected, he was fallen into ſuch a ſad 
ſtudy, that in a manner he neither heard what was ſpoken, no2 
regarded where he was. At the laft,reviving his ſences that were 
dulled with paſſion, he ſuddenly Cghed, and fearing leſt his hea⸗ 
vine ls had been noted, ſmiling ſaid ; Pour" Pajeſty may perad- 
venture note my (abneſs : the remembzance of pour Knights 
injury maketh me lud, how he ſhould be ſo griebouſly wound- 
ed, and no man found that ſhould ad the (ame.

But when he ſaw none but the Ring aud Queen, he began to 
war untch trau bled in hiamind, to think what might be che 
taule, that we; whole Fame had long fince tome to his know⸗ 
ledge, was not to be ſeen : that by confttaſned mirth he paſt a- 
wapthe time in ſuch banquefting and other paſtime as the King 
entertained him withal ; which was ſuch as he much wondzed 
at. Now night being come, with all Watelineſs that might be 
be was conducted to his Lodging; which was moſt ſumptuouſly 
adozned with moſt coſtly and rich Pangings, that the place ſees 
webanew Paradiſe, foz there wanted nothing that might ei⸗ 
ther delight the eer oz eye.

withal, it ſhall be reody at your tommand. Mhereupon ſhe then 
de par ted co Lautana; Telling der, that he intended to pzubide a 
Banquet fo; the mw · ronie States, and therefozs willether to 
give oꝛder to have the lame perfoꝛzmed. Which news rejoyced 
Lavrana ts hear hoping there to ſæœ the Pzince of Bohemia, to 
whom che bare an inward love, and deſtce of acquaintance 1

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that haſtening all things to a readineſs , and adozning her [elf in 
— coſtly Oznaments, ſhe expected the wiſhed time of their 
coming. 

When Supper was ended, the Queen commanded a Gentle- 
man to invite Dionyſus , the King of Hungary, the Pxince of 
Sparta, and all the reſt, unto a Banquet, in an exceding ſtately 
Gallery , where they were by the Nucen moſt Royalty enter- 
tained, Alt in general admired the exceeding beauty and comely 
Statelineſs of the P2zinceſs Laurana: and they almoſt fed them⸗ 
ſelves as much with her ſurpaſſing beauty, as with the dainties 
that were pꝛepared.

laſt entred two other Tozch-bearers,and two Eunuchs, apparel⸗ 
led and playing on ſeveral Inſtruments : after whom followed 
the Lozd Remus, apparelled in Carnation , like Pariſmvs , but 
not in ſuch gozgeous manner. All marching th:ice about the 
Gallery whilſt their Puſick ſounded, 


The Aſſembly well liked * 3 Dionyſius, who 
wondzed 


wondzed of whence they were, fox that he was altogether ſgno-- 
rant, and nothing lulpcating they were of his own Court, ſaid to 
the Pꝛince of Spart: There is a young Pꝛince in my Court 
that is now ſick, otherwiſe J ſhould have thought he had been the 
chief amongft them. The eyes of the whole company were bu- 
Ged with: behol ding their comely perſons, and their ears deligh⸗ 
ted with the lound of the Puſick. Laurana adviſedly beheld 
thole knights, thinking verily Pariſmus was one in the company; 
foʒ the knew not of the Peſſage he had ſent the King her Father. 
Mhilſt che was in the midſt of this meditation, Pariſmus came 
with great reverence, and took her by the hand to Dance; which 
Ge courteouſly accepted. Lozd Remus took the Pzince of Spar- 
ta's Siſter, Lo2d Oriſtus another Lady of Sparta; and ſo likes.

Courteous Lady, quoth he, A being unknown, 
pꝛoffer my humble ler vice unto pour ſelf, unto whoſe perfeaions 
J am lo wholly bound, that unleſs if pleaſe you to accept of my 
lopaltp, J Galt conſume my weariſome days in ſozrow. Sir, quoth 
the vertuous liabeHa,your undeſerved kindneſs J know not how 
torequite,andJ ſhould be very ſoʒry it by my occaſion you ſhould 
be griebed: and this J-faithfully aſſure you, that as occaſion ſhall 
ſerve , A will hereafter entertain you. All this time Parifmus 
was walking-with Laurana, uſing theſe ſpeeches, 

Polt admirable P2inceſs, becauſe J am diſguiſed, you may 
think my wo2ds ta p2oceed rather of courſe then ot true affection: . 
but J affure you, never did any with moze zeal utter his fain- 
ting wozds, no2 moze abhoz unkaichlulneſs, then my ſelf doth : 
Being alſo unknown, vou map think my boldneſs to pꝛoceed out. 
of hope not to be dilcovered. But to acquaint you with my name,

can any way pꝛocure your content, to the uttermoſt ak my. en-- 
deabour J will do it. 

Pariſmus was [0 rabtſhed with the heavenly voice of Laurana, 
that. he could have wiſhed no-other happineſs then to enjoy. her 
pꝛeſente; and was by her kind and modeſt anſwer ſo much cam 
fozted, that he reſolved no miſery oz calamity whatſoever should; 
alter his true affection,

to digreſs from my former reſoltition, that I could not chuſe but 
congratulate your kindneſs. L yield to your requeſt to ſpeak wit" 
me, preſuming your Princely mind cannot harbour any ill mean- 
ing, and the rather, becauſe I find my heart yieldinz withont my. 
conſent : therefore I commit my ſelf into your cuſtody, my Ho. 
nour being unblemiſhed , which I truſt you will not aay wav vio- 
late. So relying upon your vertucus diſpoſition and good opinion 
of my raſh attempt, I ceaſe, 
Tours, as ſhe max.

Par iſmus was ſo raviſhed with this courteous reply, that he 
tſteemed himſelf to be the ſoꝛtunateſt man living, a thouſand 
times kifſing and reading hole [weet lines, that in his fancy be 
never felt any joy comparable to this his ſweet meditation. Then 
he ſhe Sed Oriſtus the ſacred Lines and ſweet Beſſage Laurana 
had ſent, willing him to be ready to go with him ts the place ap⸗ 
pointed, but unſeen, leſt that the Pꝛincels ſhould blame him fo}. 
not fulfilling her tommand. Thus (pending the Day, (which 
ſecmed to be longer then two) he again returned to his Cham⸗ 
ber, thinking each minute a year, and g thouſand times wiſhing 
the appꝛoach of the appointed time. Lascana in the mean time 
being not unmindkul of her pꝛomiſe, onelyp attended by Leda, 
was gone down into the Garden, by a doo! that opened out of her 
Lodging; where being come, Cynthia was pꝛeud to gibe light 
to her Pajeſtical pꝛeſente: and by the clearneſs of her ſplendoz, 
(had any beheid her) ſhe might have been effeemed to ſurpaſs the 
comelineſs of Diana, walking in her clad concelts.

Mhich kind ſpeech ſo much 
emboldned Pariſmus, that. he embzated her in his arms and kiſt 
her ; and ſifting down together, they folded each in the others 
arms, Pariſmus began to recount unto her his lobe. and how that 
his coming into Theſſaly was only to da her ſervite; vowing ne⸗ 
ver to depart, it ſhe would not accept him her pooz Servant; with 
many other kind pꝛoteſtations, pꝛoceeding from his unfeigned 
affection : that Laurana , being wounded with his entreat ies, 
could not chuſe but accept of his love , uttering unto him theſe:

Pariſmus 
chaught that news unwelcome ; but being neceſſitated to depart, 
he ſadly took his leave , deſfring to know when the would vouch⸗ 
fafe him her pzeſence again: which Ge told him ſhould be at his 
appointment. foꝛ that ſbe was now his to.diſpoſe of, Do with ma⸗ 
ny west embraces they parted.

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Pariſmus quickly got over the Mall, and was ſoon ſafely come 
to his Chamber; where he told ts Oriſtus his happy fucceſs in 
Love, asking his counſel how he might pꝛocure Dionyſius his 
good liking to conſumate the Marriage betwirt them : which 
firft he thought to motion himſelf, then he thought Dionyſius 
would not like thereof without the conſent of his Father firſt 
had; and withal might blame Laurana of undutifulneſs, if he 
knew it were with her p2ivity.

Lodgings; which made Sicanus to fret inwardly, lo to think that 
Fariſmus (his only enemy, as he thought) Gould obtain the pol⸗ 
— of Laurana's love, which might debar him of his withed 
e. 
Pariſmus ſeeing Lozd Remus talking to Iſabelli, ſaluted his 
Laurana with theſe ſpeeches : By dear Lady, although J coafeſs 
m lelt far unwozthu ok that kindneſs you have alrcady granted 
me, pet J humbly requeſt one favour moze at pour hands, which 
is, That you would vouchlafe to meet me to mo2row at night in 
that happy place where J received the firſt aſſurance of pour 
comto2table kindneſs ; fo my Paſſſons are ſo extream, that my 
life would periſh were it not maintained by enjoying your love:

Now Lo2d Remus did bear great affection to the Lady Iſa- 
bella, and had oftenfimegolicited his ſuit unto her, which He 
in a manner yielded unto:which made Pariſmus the rather chuſe 
him fo2 his Companion, by keeping his company fo have. the 
oktner acceſs unto Laurana. The King of Hungaria, the Pꝛinte 
of Spaxta, and Sicanus, they were encountred by. King Dionyſius,

pꝛeſently came to him; and having done humble reverente unto 
him, he uttered theſe ſpeeches, 
Laurana, my chief care is to ſee thee married acco2ding-to thy 
ſtate, which hath made me ſend fo2 thee , to know whether thou 
haſt already placed thy affcaion o not: otherwile there is conre::

By dear Lozd and Father; Abumbly thank. xou fo2 the *

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ſold benefits received by pour favour , being pet af liberty from 
all, knowing it my duty to have pour conſent befoze J would 
pꝛeſume fo match iny ſelf ; truſting that Jſball fo place my af- 
ſc>ions as ſhall be agreeable to pour Pleaſure. Mell, do ſo then, 
(ſaid the King) and this was the cauſe J ſent fo you, | 

Lwrana departed with a heavy ſigh, wiſhing that the time of 
Pariln u, appꝛoath were:come, that the might impart this news 
unto him, which geieved her, and ſe knew would not pleaſe him; 
reſolving with her lelk never to give tonlent. And after Dinner 
(by the commandment of Olivia the Queen) ſhe accompanied 
the Lady 1f{.b la: by mcans whercok Sicanus had occaſſion to 
£ourt her, whom he found fo be of lo mild behaviour, and yet lo 
{ar diflet ing from his mind, that he ſaw no likelihod of attains 
ing her love. 

His impoztune demands (which he builded upon her Fathers 
pꝛomiſe, and his own hope ef aſſurance) ſhe anlwered lo wiſely 
and courteouſly , that his Love thereby encrealed, but his hope 
was ns whit augmented : fo2 ſeeing fuch a vertuous reſolutſon, 
oz in a manner abſolute denpal to his ſuit, he was perſwaded that 
Pariſmus was the onely man that hindzed his Lobe; which the 
rather veredhim , becauſe he knew his Uertues of every Pan 
tommended, and himſelf by the beauty of his excellent gifts dil⸗ 
graced :; ſo that ever after he ſought all means he could to wozk 
his harm. And fearing to be kruſtrated ok his expectation,he began 


derp narrowly to pꝛy into the behaviour of Laurana towards Pas

ding their time in kweet greetings, but kar krom any thought 
ok unchaſtnels, their embzacings being grounded upon the moſt 
vertuous conditions that might be.

Poze ſhe would have ſpoken, but 
the Chꝛyſtal tears that fell from her eyes, and extream ſozrow ts 
ſee Eariſmas ſo ſad, ſtopped her ſpeech, who was dzawn info ſuch 
admiration to think of her kindneſs , that he could uſe no woꝛds 
to comfozt her, but with his cheeks wiped away the tears that 
bedewed her face , and beſtowed ſweet kiſſes on her Cozral⸗co⸗ 
loured Lips: and at laſt he ſald; Dear Laurana, dear Laurana, A 
would deſtre you not to think that J any way call pour Loyalty 
in queſtton, but onely uſed theſe ſpeeches to aſſure you that what⸗

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Parents diſpleaſure fo2 my ſake, that am unwozthy oł that kinds 
nels, J will hereafter ſo fully reſt at your command,ts do whatlo⸗ 
ever lyeth in my power, that you ſhall ſay, Pariſmus is not unwil- 
ling, although unable, to be ſufficiently thankful. 

Thus thinking too much of their ſtoln time ſpent about this 
unpleaſant news, they began to uſe wo2ds of moze comfo2t, pꝛo⸗ 
" ceeding from the kindeſt Friendſhip that might be; fo2 fo plea- 
ſantly Lweet were their lovely joys and Ccue-hearted meanings, 
that they far ſurpaſſed the admirable kindneſs of Lovers, but 
might be termed the true lubjꝛas of perfect pleaſures : wherein 
theſe two harmleſs Souls continued the greateſt part of the 
night with ſuch joy, that had Sicanus (who molt envied Pariſmus) 
ſeen and beheld them, he would never have attempted to part ſuch 
a pair of faithful Friends.

T> next mozning Sicanus ſsught all the means he could: fo 
Solicit his Suit again; but Laurana uſed the matter in ſuch 
ſo2t, that ſhe kept her Chamber thꝛee oꝛ four days, to the end he 
ſwuld hade no occaſfon to ſpeak to her; which made him almoſt 
: mad. 0 
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mad. And ſeeing himſelf truſtrated ot his deſtre that way, his 
mind being apt fo2 any impꝛeſſton, began to deviſe how he might 
either find out the cauſe of Laurana's ſtrangenels, oz Revenge 
bimſelf on Pariſmus, who he thought was the onely man that 
hindzed his Love. Studying how to bzing that about, he began 
to weigh how greatly Pariſmrs was eſteemed of Dionyſius, and 
that his vertues made him ſo well beloved of all, that to offer 
him any abule openly, every one would condemn him, & thereby 
bis honour ſhould the moze increaſe, and he himſelf be evil

Theſe Aillains, greedy of gain and pzeferment, and being at 
that pzeſent poo2 and needy, Swoze that they would perfozm 
whatſoever he commanded them ſo they might but know the man, 
Sicanus then giving them the money, told them it was Pariſmus, 
who had of late done him a monſtrous injury, at whoſe name the 


Villains fared one upon another, as though they had repented 


them of their pꝛomile: and that, when as he rode kozth a Bawb⸗ 
ing, (as his tuſtome was) they might wait an oppozturiity until 
he was alone, and then accompliſh their intended murther with- 
out ſulpicion. Thele Willains, fully bent upon their intended 
milchief, (being Yeathens, and therefoze the moze eaſtly dzawn 
with the hope of reward to any Treachery) continually waited 
their convenient time with an unmoveable reſolution, 
Pariſmus all that dap being in company of the King and other 
Nobles, having given his mind to quietneſs, fo2 that he was 
fullp allured of JLaurana's favour , nothing Zoubting the treaſon 
of Sicanus , told Dionyſivs, that he intended to go on Yawking, 
deſiring him to vouchlale to ſee his Faulton Axe;which Dionyfins 
ä E 2 pꝛomiled 
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pꝛomſled to do, ko; that his Hawk was effeemed above ail others, 
Likewiſe Sican s, the King of Hungaria, and Pyince of Sparta, 
Would bear him company, 

The next mozning verp early Bing Dionyſus, Pariſmue, and 
the reit of the company, addzeſſed themlelves to that paſtime, and 
having ſpent moſt part of the day, towards the evening Paritmus 
loſt his Hawk, which he loved exceeding well, being pꝛocured by 
a tempe:t that ſuddenly aroſe;t thereby being wandzed from the 
reſt of his company, chanced to hear the noiſe of her Bellg, as he 
thought, in the Mood hard by, where becauſe he could not ride, 
therekoze he alighted from his hozſe, and gat in on foot, 

He was not enfred far,but thoſe villains that Sicanus had hi⸗ 
red, having followed him ſecretly all that day, and now thinking 
and finding this the fitteſt oppoztunity to do their purpole, were 
come into the wood, and cloſe at Par:imus heels: who eſpying 
them [ooft with ghaſtly countenances, as he thought, and with 
their weapons about them, (the villains indeed being amazed at 
his very countenance) began fo call to remembzance the late 
milchance that Oſiris had received in the lame place: but that 
thought was ſoon extin& , for that he knew them to be Sicanus 
Servants. At laſt he asked them if they had not ſeen his Hawk. 
They anſwered not a wo2d, but one of them ſtared about, as if he 
had heard her near at hand: which cauſed Pariſmus fo look dili⸗ 
gently the fame way, But he in the mean time dzawing his 
& 291d, ſtruck Pariſmus ſo violently upon the head, (being bare- 
headed by reaſon ofthe heat) and the blow, having nothing ts 
mitigate the fozce thereof, ſo grievouſiy wounded him, that he 
fell to the earth: then, befo1e he could recover himlelk, and with- 
all being without a Weapon, (fo2 otherwiſe thoſe thzee could not

Jn the mean time Pariſmus having gotten bzeath , began to 
entreat them to ſpare his life, (fo2 Thꝛeats in ſuch a caſe would 
not pꝛevail) pꝛomiſtug to reward them with great kindneſs ik 
they would not murther him: perlwading them withal that this 

their deed would be known, fo2 that ſuch wickedneſs is common- 


ly 
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ly revea ed, and aws gricvoully puniſhed; and he that had let 
them about that villanous action would always hate them in his 
heart, thongh outwardly he might pretend a few of kriens⸗ 
ip : felling them likewiſe, that he was 2 b inte, and abe t5 
pꝛeker and pleaſure them; pꝛomiüng thein tht they would nor 
need to tear Sicanus difpieaſure , (f they would fave his life; and 
how all men would hate them fo2 deſtroving him: but, on the 
pther ſtde, men would commend them koz being lo mercitul as tg 
(pare his like. All thele pertwaſtons could nothing pzevaſl , but 
without making him any anſwer, they thꝛuſt their Swozds into 
his body in divers places; and thinking him to be desd, they co⸗ 
veced him with Pols and Leaves, leaving his car kalg to be de- 
voured by ſome wild Beaſt, His Hozfe they found tyed without 
the Mood; but him they unbzidled and let go, to avoid ſul icion; 
their own weapons they ſunk in the bottom ok a deep Pool of was 
ter that was by the Woods ſide, and lo departed, not being dilco⸗ 
vered oz ſuſpected by any. 

While they were ſfriving with Parilmus in this ſozt, it chan⸗ 
ted that there was a Knight, as he leemed by his Armour, that 
heard the noiſe, and haſting by gueſs ſo well as he could to the 
place, at length he came where Pariſmus lay covered, and took- 
ing about could ſee no body, but might perceive the earth trodden 
and all to beſmeared with blood, and the Pals tozn up and re- 
moved from its uſual place; whereupon diligentiy ſearching as 
bout, heeſpyed the lump of Poſs and Leaves whereunder Parit” 
mus lay covered, which was the only pꝛeſervation of his Life: 
fo) the Mols lying cloſe about him, kept the Wind from his: 
Wounds, otherwiſe he had periſhed, 

The Knight removing off the Leaves, found the body of the 
goodlieſt man that ever he beheld, moſt grietouſly wounded, and 
gaſping fo2 his lateſt breath of like; which ſo molliſted his heart, 
that (though he was of a cruel Diſpoſition) he uſed al the means 
he could fo reſtoꝛe him; and labouring to recober his ſenſes, he 
perceived bzeath to ſteal fozth of his Poſtrils, which perlwaded 
him that there was hope of Like. Therekoze taking Par {mus in 
hig arms, he conveyed him to the place of his abode, which was 
within thole Woods, Now. pou muſt underſtand o_ 115 

| night 
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of puniſhment. fo2 divers outrages they had committed, and tak- 
ing a felicity inthat kind of life, they continued a great Frater- 
nity amongſt them; he being the very lame that had wounded 
Oſiris, as is befoze rehearſed. Amongſt whom we will leave 
Pariſmus, to declare what hapned at the Court. 

Dionyſius marvelling that when the day was ended, Pariſmus 
was not returned, both he and the reſt (Sicanus accepted) diverflp 
conjectured ; moſt thinking that he was gone aſtray , and being 
unacquainted, might be gone to the Palace, not knowing which 
way fo return to the place where he left them. Sicanus [ikewile 
leemed as careful as the reſt. Pet at laſt, by the Nights appꝛoach 
they all departed towards the City; and at their arrival D:ony- 
ſius earneſtly enquired fo2 Pariſmus return, but could hear no 
news thereof, 

Being hereat much perplexed in mind, he imagined that Pa- 
riſmus might be gone ſo far in ſearch ok his Þawk , that he could 
not attain to the City that night, and therefoze might lodge by 
the wap, and lo return the next moꝛning. Thus with this hopeful 
perſwaſion. being perſwaded fo2 the pꝛeſent, they betok themlelveg 
to their reſt. Sicanus being gladded with the news of Pariſmus 
want, called the Tartarians unto him, and enquired what they had 
done: who certified himok all their villanous exploit, « how cun⸗ 
ningly they carried it to aboid ſuſpition ; to whom he plelded 
many diſhonourable thanks fo2 that their moſt impious fac, 
Thus all continued in good hope until the next mozning, which 
being tome, and moſt of the day ſpent , there was no ſucceſsful 
news of Par iſmus return, and all his Servants were tome; onely 
the Pꝛince was fill miſſing. Dionyſius being therewith won⸗ 
dertully grieved and troubled in mind, ſpeedily cauſed a hundzed 
nights to make all dilfgent ſearch and enquiry that might be to 
hear of him; who were all moft willing ; bearing an inward love 
to the young Pꝛince above all the Knights that ever arrived in 
Thefaly, The Bohemian Knights likewiſe made ſuch lamentatt- 
on fo2 their L0zd, that it was ſoon blazed through the Court 
and City, that Pariſmus was not returned from Hawking: — 
coming 
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coming to Laurana's hearing, at the firſt repoꝛzt thereof ſhe was 
ſo toꝛmented in her thoughts, that ne could hardly refrain from 
dilcovering her love by extream complaints: as a.lo by the ma- 
nitold queſtions and enquiries ſhe made, with whom he went, how 
long they miſt him, and where, when, and how they loft his com⸗ 
panty ; being dziven into a thouſand ſundzy doubts ok his ſafety, 
and ſhewing an extraozdinary care of his welkare. Thus by de- 
viſing what (tould be become of him, ſhe could enjoy no quiet 
noz content : but her greateſt comfo:t was, that the ſtill hoped 
he ſhould hear ſome news of his return by ſuch Knights as were 
gone in learch ok him: amongſt whom were his own Knights, . 
whoſe care ſhe thought would be greater then any otheis koz his 
pꝛeſer vation. 

Oriſtus took his want in ſuch heavineſs, that he ſeemed to be 
frantick with extream ſozrow. And Sicanus having now accom⸗ 
pliſhed the thing he purpoſed , uſed often times to viſit L-urara, 
and earneſtly pzoſecuted his fozmer ſuit. : wherewith Laurena 
was lo much grieved to remember any other love then Parilmus, 
0) to think that any other ſhould offer him lo much wꝛong, that 
ſhe ſhewed her [elf ſo vertuouſly dildainkul to S canus his Suik, 
and ſeemed lo little to regard his woꝛds and pꝛoteſtat ions, that 
he began to deſpair of obtaining her good will. Pet he was still 
comfozted in this, that he had her Fathers conſent, which might 
be a means fo pꝛoturt her liking : beſides, he thought the great- 


neſs of his birth would. be a chief means ts further him in his 


Suit. 
D:onyfius, Olivia, and the reſt, were much troubled at Parit- - 
mus loſs , whom they all deemed to be fallen into ſome miladven- 
ture; otherwiſe they could not imagine what might be the occa- 
ſion of his ſtay : ſo that the whole Court in general was d2i- 
ven into ſuch ſadneſs, that if ſeemed not like the lame if was 
wont to be: eſpecially the King and Queen took it lo heavily,that - 
all their joy was turned to ſozrow;t their pleaſant countenances 
into ſad looks ; but pet all continued in hope to hear ſome news of 
him by the return of ſuch as were gone in hisſearch: but moſt of: 
them returning in thee 02 four days fruſtrated all their hopes. 
Oriſtus being pet behind, at laſt returned, having by — 
; | quUIty.: 
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enquiry found out the Bozſe whereon Pariſmus rode, who was 
taken up ſome twenty miles diſtant fromthe place where thoſe 
Uillaing had left him. This augmented their grief, when they 
ſaw all that were in ſearch of him returned with no good Hews; 
and that Oriſtus, the laſt of their hopes, inſtead of joyful tydings, 
bzought farther cauſe of ſoꝛrow. They were fully aſſured by his 
finding the Hozſe whereon he rode, and he by no means to be 
heardof, that he was either fallen into the hands of ſuch as had 
murthered him, 62 by miladventure might be devoured by (ome 
wild Beaft that had ſeized on Hint unawares. And in general all 
made ſuch ſozrow fo the lols of ſo vertuous a Pzince,that it was 
to be wondzed at, that a man ig who a time of acquaintance 
could behave himſelfſo vertuoully a. "eq well beloved of all. 


Laurana erempting her ſelf from all quiet, and baniſhing from” 


her mind all mirth and jop, withal hearing the news Oriſtus had 
bjought, fell into ſuch an extream paſſion of grief, that fo2 a long 
ſpace ſhe continued as one wholly bereft of Life; and notwith⸗ 
ſtanding Leda and all the reſt of the Ladies uſed all the g kill 
they had, yet could they by no means recover her: whereupon 
with wzinging their hands, fearing their hair, and with grie- 
vous Exclamation, they made ſuch an out-cry, that the bzuit 
thereofcame to the hearing of the King and Queen and all the 
reſt, by which occaſſion a new ſozrow began. By that time the 
King aud Nueen were come into the Chamber, the Pzinceſs 
began ſomewhat to come to her ſelf; and lifting up her eyes, and 
fetching a grievous ſigh, looked upon her Father & Pocher with 
ſuch a pitiful countenance,that at the ſight thereof they could not 
refrain from tears, and ſtill earneſtly looked about her toſe if 
Pariſmus were returned. At laſt being fully recovered, Dionyſus 
asked her what might be the cauſe ofthis her ſudden- Sickneſs, 
telling her, that if it lay in his power to comfozt her, the might 
be fully aſſured he would not deny her any thing. Laurana kneel- 
ing down, thinking to habe ſaid ſomething, was ſo overcome with 
the remembzance ok her dear friends want, and extream ſoꝛrow 
lo fully poſſeſt her heart, that her ſpeech was turned into tears, 
which fell in ſuch abundance from the Chꝛyſtial Fountain of her 
Eyes, that the Ring and Queennot able ahy longer to "_ 
„ * 
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her ertafte of Dozrow, left *her ts the care re of Leda and the reſt 
ok her Ladſes. The King being departed, ſhe diſmiſſed all the reit 
of her Attendants , except Leda, and began to lament in this 
manner, 

Unhappy wietch that Jam! to what a miſerable eſtate am J 
bzought. having loft my greateſt comfozt, and the onely maintai⸗ 
ner of my bliſs , without whole pꝛelence J neither can noz will 
enjoy my unfoztunate Life ! Noble and mol vertuous Pzince, 
what is become of you what miladventure hath befallen you - 
what Tyzant could be lo barbarous as to do thee injury hat 
creature lo inhumane as | te harm - 02 what mind lg 
malicious as not to w „id Mo is me koz the loſs of 
my Pariſmus ! Heavint 5 ſhall be my delight, care and ſozrow 
my companions, till my Pariſmus return. Oh, but my heart gives 
me he will never return: he is ſurely dead by ſome untimely ac- 
tident, 02 he would not all this while have been ablent krom me, 
My deareſt Pariſmus, would J were with pou whereloever pou 
are, then would mp heart be at quiet, then Gould J be happy, 
then Gould J be ridofmy kear, griet, care, ſoꝛrow, and pa in; top in 
pou only is my comtłozt. 

In theſe and ſuch like plaints ſhe would have continued till, 
but that Leda comforted her with all the perſwaſions that the 
could deviſe; telling her that ſhe ought not to grieve lo much, fo 
that he would lakely return again, and that he might abſent hims 
ſelf fo2 ſundzy and ſpecial cauſes not yet known to her: uſing mas 
ny sther devices to dzaw her from that exfrentity of ſozrow ; in 
which eſtate ſhe continually remained, bit pet lomewhat com⸗ 
foꝛted with hope or his return; being there: 11to perſwaded by the 
ſpeeches of Leda , who uſed the ſame onel ts allwage her Pi⸗ 
ſtriſes Sozrow, be herſelf fearing that <2 Would never ſe& him 
again. 
| Parifmus remaining all this while amongft the Out / laws, who 

kept themlel veg in a Cave, which they had ſecretly and artilici⸗ 

A made under the ſide of a Pill, in the midſt of a Wood: — 
could hardly be found by any: therefoze there they tho 

themſelves ſecure. Theſe were the very ſame that had w 5 


Oſiris, and had with them * the — in whole — O- 
un 
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ſiris was hurt; pet by* Oſiris adventure ſhe was pꝛeſer ved krom 
the. outrage the Knight intended to her; fo2 theſe Out laws be⸗ 
lng without a Captain, they therefoze thought themſelves fo be 
equals, which hapned well fo2 the Wirgin ; fs2 one ot them, that 
tame f02th with the noiſe of Oſiris and the others ſight, tool lo 
good a liking to her, that he repꝛoved the others tfncibi.ifp, telling 
Him, that if was a villanous act to deflow2 a Uirgin that had not 
offended him; by whoſe perſwaſton he defiſted from farther cru- 
elty, andcarriedher away to the Cave , where ſhe was appoin⸗ 
ted to dzeſs ſuch Pꝛoviſlon as they bzought in: which che wil⸗ 
tingly did, to defend her ſelf from farther injury. Pariſmus 
_ comely p20poztion made him well liked of all them, who ſeem- 
ed to them to be a man of great.account by his apparel; and in 
time they thought he might do them many Plealures ; therefoze 
they commanded this Ufrginto uſe: all her gk and endeavour 
Xo cure his Wounds : who within two days by her diligent care 
had bꝛought him to his ſenſes, and he began fo ſpeak to them, 
which rejoycedthem to hear. He being thus recovered, wondzed 
tnts what place he was bꝛought, becauſe c was dark, and in a 
Cave, having in his pzeſence a.company ot rude and Gaghair'd: 
fellows, he was half perſwaded he was metamozpholed; but re- 
taining his manly courage:, he boldly demanded of them how he 
tame into that place, and what thep were that had thus pzeler⸗ 
ved his life. At laſt he that bought him thither told him, that 
walking into the Wood:, being directed by anoſſe that he heard, 
he found him covered. with Boſs and Leaves almoft paſt hopes 
ol lite, and pittying his condition, bꝛought him to that place, be⸗ 
ing all the habitation they had ; fo2 that they were ſuch as wan» 
ted wealth, and were dziven to take that courſe of lite to main- 
tain themſelves : and that he was by the diligent pains of that 
Virgin bzought into the goodeſtate he was in; alſo that they pur» 
poled to elec him fo their Captain. 

Pariſmus thanked him, telling him chat he was a Traveller, 
and having loſt his way in thoſe Woods, met with ſome ok their 
company,. (as he thought) and was by them left in the tale he 
found him, without any cauſe of offence that he had done them. 

Thus ceaſtng to:commune any further with him, he began to 
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meditate how foztunately the Gods had ozdained him to be p2e* 
ſerved by them that had deſtroyed many, and to live in hope to be 
revenged on Siearvus, that had lo diſhonourably intended his ru⸗ 
ine. Therekoze keel ing himſelf in good eſtate ot recovery, he uſcy 
all the means he could to purchaſe the good opinion of the Dut- 
laws, whom he durſt not fruft, becauſe their minds were addi⸗ 
ced to Uillany, But moſt of all he marvelled ſo beautiful a 
Damlel chould frequent their company. And ona time, when 
Pariſmvs ſaw all the Out⸗lawg gone out of the Cave, and he left 
alone with Dina, he enquired of her whence Ce was, and why ſhe 
lived there. Having alſo marked her tchaviour towards them, he 
did admire her vertue ; fo2 che often repꝛoved the behaviour of 
thele rade men. She told him ſhe was Daughter unto a Knfght 
of Salmatia, whom one of thoſe Out-laws had violently taken 
out. of her Fathers Garden, in revenge of a wong he laid fer 
Bꝛother had done him; teflfng him the whole manner of her 
coming thither. Whereby Pariſmus underſtood, that ſte was the 
very lame in whoſe reſcue Oſiris was hurt. 

By this time the Out-laws were come in, (whereby the Uirs 
ginelt off her ſpeech) bzinging in with them great loze of Po- 
ney, which they had taken trom honeſt Paſſengers, Periſmus, 
although he lap very weak, yet marked well their behaviour; 
which made him marvel that men could be fo inhumane as by 
their own repozt they leemed to be; wiſhing himſelf with Lavra- 
na, who he theught would atcuſe him of difloyalty, oz that he 
made choice of ſome other. Ik ſhe did not lo miſdoubt him, then 
the ſlozrow he thought He endured fo; his loſs, which might ſome 
was come to her knowledge, ſo galled him to the heart, that his 
inward paſſion would not ſuffer his out ward Phyſtck to do him 
good. The continual care he was in did much hinder his health, 
being likewiſe as much tozmented with the grant Dionyſius had 
made to Sicanus, concerning the Partriage between him and 
Laurana, who he thought might now be enfo1ced to yield her cor⸗ 
ſent, being out pf hope of recovering him. This grief far exced: d 
all the reſt ; and the whole company began to note his lozrow, 
fo: he was ſcarce able to contain himſelf within the rounds or 


reaſon, - : 
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In theſe perplexities he continued the [pace of thzee Ponths, 
in all which time he could not recover his health. Where-we 
will leave him, to (peak of-Dionyſtus, who by tract ot time having 
mittigated the remembꝛante of Pariſmus want ( moſt of his No- 
bles being returned home into Bohemia, Oriſtus onely accepted, 
who by no means could be perſwaded to leave Theſſaly, becauſe 
there he had lobhis Kozd) began to confer about the Parriage 
of Laurana, being often impoztuned by Sicanus, who cauſed: the 
King of Hungary, and Pzince of Sparta, to be earneſt ſoliciters 
in his behalf; at whoſe inſfance Dionyſius pzomiſed to give them 
anſwer the next day. Therefoze ſending fo2 Laurana , he deman⸗ 
ded of her how ſhe kanſted Loꝛd Sicanus , who. wag a moſt honou⸗ 
rable Gentleman, and every way wozthy to be beloved; teiling 
hex, that he had given his full conſent, and theret ze it did not 
become her to ſeen ſtrange, oz ſhew her (elf undutiful. Lwrant 
hearing her Fathers Speeches, being much amazed, ſtood ſtill 
and gave no ant wer a long [pace ; at [aff kneeling down ſhe be⸗ 
gan in this toe. | 

| moſt humbly beſeech your Majeſty to vouchſafe to hear me 
with patience , and not impute any thing I defire at your Maje- 
ſties hands to undutifulneſs: I cannot yet fancy the Prince, 
though I confets my ſel? far un vorthy of the Honour he profers 
Me , bu: have preſumed, upon your fav ou able promiſe, not to 
Marry me to any contr:ry to my liking,to refuſe the offer Sicanus 
maketh, for my fanſ1: tell me he will bring ſorrow to you and all 
the Court. And | am alſo unwilling to yoke my ſelf to my betters, 
b trather, if your Highneſ will needs have me marry, to match 
me with ſome Honourable Gentleman of my degree: but moſt of 
all my deſire is to cont nue this my happy life, wherein I intend to 
tend the reſt of my days. 

Dionyſius hearing her anſwer , began to be very angry with 
her, and ſaid, it was his pleaſure ſhe ould marry with him, and 
he would have it lo. My dear Lord and Father (quoth ſhe) be- 
cauſe I whotly reſt yours to diſpoſe of, I humbly crave that I may 
have a months reſpite to adviſe my ſelf, and then I will accom- 
pliſhyour demand. To which he conſented, and ſo left her. Lau- 
rana being alone, began to think of the lad condition ſhe was in, 
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ſtudying how ta avoid Sican :s, and keep her pzomile inviolavie 0 
Pariſmus ; reſolving ſooner to deſtroy her lelk, then be cont ent 
to marry him ſhe accounted Pariſmus enemy; and with this re” 
ſolution departed to her Lodging. | 

Sicanus the next mozning attended Dionyſius anſwer : who 
fold him, that Laurana had given her tanſent, upon condition that 
he would give hera months reſpite to confiser of her duty there- 
in ; wherewith he was contented, being now fully aſſuredtas he 
thought) of his deſire, and thereleze began moze boldly fo viſit 
Lurani ; who little efteemcd*his friendſhip, though the uſed him 
kindly,but far ki om any chew of Love, to avoid Suſpition in him 

that ſhe intended. : N

bo buried in oblivion, that his treacherycould by 
o means be revealed) that the Tartarians began 
tio contend about the Poney Sicanu« had given 

them; inſomuch that one of them did ſtrike the o⸗ 

ther ſuch a blow on the head that he had almoſt flain him, x would 

have ſtruck him again, but that Oriſtus coming by, rep2oved the: 
other that had ſtruck his fellew , and defended him that was al⸗ 
rtady Mounded from farther harm: and divers of Dionyſus: 

Anights coming together, conveyed him that was hurt into a 

Chamber , and the other was carried bekoze the King to be exa⸗ 

mfned : who anlwered Dionyſius, he would be examined bygone 

but lis own Pzinee ; which made D:onyſius the moꝛe earneſt to 
know the cauſe. Be therefoze willed Lo2d Remus fo entreat Si. 
canus to tome unto him, to end a doubt which none but he could 
decide, Sicanus marvelling what the cauſe ould be, imme- 
diately tame: but ſeeing one of the Tartarians which he had 
hired to murther Pariſmus ſtanding befoze the King, he _ — 
* | 


* 
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mit oubt (accord (accotding to the gyltineſs of his Conſcience ) 7) th that 
his treaſon was come out: notwithfanding he demanded why 
he had ſo Wounded his Fellow. The Uillain being amazed to ſce 
his Paſter lo ready to examine him, and not rather to excuſe 
him, could not tell what to ſay; but in that little reſpite of deli- 
bexation he anſwered, that he bad done him injury, and that was 
the cauſe he ſtrook hem : which Mozds he uttered with great 
ft ar, dᷣ ar ing upon Sicanus, as it he ſhould habe fold him what to 
ſay, Dionyſius noting Sicanus countenance, end the Uiltaſng 
anlwer, whom Sicanus weuld tramine no further, began to mils 
Loubt that ſome fo:mer miſchief had bꝛed this contention; theres 
fo2ehe commanded the other Tartarian that was Wounded to 
be bzought befoze him: Who feeling himſelf almoſt paſt like, 
£0.1fefſed the cauſe why they fell out, and how Sicanus gave them 
a lum ot money fo Murther Pariſmus, whole want was pꝛocu⸗ 
red by their means. Sicanus ſtanding by, and hearing his Speech, 
luddenly dꝛew his Dagger, and ſtabbed him bekoze he could utter 
any moze of his reachery. At this all the company were fo ama⸗ 
3ed, that fo a ſpace they knew not what to ſap. At laſt Oriſtus, 
being ſtlled with fury; boldly ſtept to Sicanus, and challenged him 
as a villain and traitoz fo conſpiring his Paſters death: Who 
likewiſe being moved with rage, truck at Oriſtus to ſtab him al⸗ 
ſo: but he eaſtly avoſded the blow, and with his fiſt truck him with 
Cuch violence,that the blood ran exceedingly from his mouth. His 
Bulghts perceiving the lame, began to dzawupon Oriſtus, who - 
ad been there flaſn, but that many of D onyſius lanights (dearly 
:obing Par. ſmus, and heat ing the Uillains confeſſion) likewiſe 
de w, and aſſailed the Perſian nights ſo fiercely , that many of 
them were wounded ; and had not Si: anus fled, he had there died. 
Sid notwithtanding D.o1yfius labourcd all he could to pacifte 
4 . , pet befote he could do it, th ee of Sicanus Knights 
ve lain, and the reft fled with their Palter. 

A ter the Tumult was appealed, Dionylius began fo examine 
rhe matte moze ſtrialp, and found by all tirtumſtances that the 
RET 2rian had {aid true. Sicanus with great hazard of his life, 
1:18 eſcaped out of the Court, with ſome fozty in his company, 
beeng aſhamed (ag knowing himlelf guiltyof the act) with al 
the 
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the e haſt he could got to the Rar bolir where his Ships lay, and 
ſpeedily-hoiſted Sail, not once taking his leave ot the Bing: 

Which was a ſufficient perſwaſton to all, that the Pzince of Bo- 

hemia was murthered by his means; the remembtance wheres 

of renewed their lozrow. 

Che ing of Hungaria and Pzince of Srarta, being much as 
ſhamed of Sicanus behaviour, deſtred Dionyſus not to impute his 
impitty any way unto their diſhonour , fo2 that they ſhould ever 
abhoz him fo that monſtrous act, and reſt ready to defend him, ik 
ever he ould ſtand in need of their aid to revenge this injury: 
determining ts tay ſtill with Dionyſus, to d2ive out of his mind, 
if they could, the rememhzante of this miſchance. Dionyſius bes 
tg molt extreamly overcome with rage and grief, began to take 
the Purther of Pariſmas with fuch (oxrow, that he determined 
foſpend the reſt of his days out of the company of all men. And 
the next mozning, giving delap no ſcope to hinder his purpoſe, 
diſguifinghimſelf in Palmers weeds, he departed the Court, and 
fravetied towards Bohemia, to hear whether the Bing his Father. 
had knowledge of his Sons death. 

Dinner-time being tome, Dionyſius was: wanting ,- which 
made the Queen marvel, fo2 that he was not wont to be abſent: 
but thinking he was got alone to meditate, ſhe made no great 
enquiry. After Dinner, going her ſelk to leck him, Ge could by no 
means find him, which made her make open enquiry , but none 
could hear of him: ſo that upon the ſudden there began a lamenta⸗ 
ble upꝛoar: when they had ſearched all the Palace, Gardens, Oz⸗ 
char ds, Malks, and every place; ſuch Extlamationa, ſuch lamen- 
tationg, and ſuch out-cries, that all ſeemed comkoztlels; yea, 
rather mad and lanatſck, ſome running this way, and ſome that 
wap; pet all ts no effect. 

This made both the Queen, the King of Hungaria, the Pzince- 
of Sparta, and all the reſt in misdoubt, that they could neither 
tell what to do; 02 what ts conjegure of his abſence; fearing that 
Sieanus by ſome villany had pꝛotured his Death allo. Divers of 
his Knights went in ſearch of him, but could not find him; and 
ſaw him, but knew him not; fo2 they oft met with him in his 


Palmers diſguiſe, andagked bim fo2 himtelk; which.m made him: 
| oitentimes- 
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oftentimes in mind to return : but his fozmer determination 
coatinued firm, | 

The news of Sicanus departure, and Dionyſius want hapned 
in two daxs, vet neither of them was come to the knowledge of 
Lau rana, who abſented her ſelf from all company, by reaſon of the 
care ſhe endured fo2 Pariſmus. 

Leda out of the tender care the had of her Piſtriſes health, hay 
all this while kept Sicanus Treaſon, and Pariſmus Rurther from 
her knowledge; but contrary to Laurana's thoughts, and Leda's 
erpectation, Oliva the Queen came to her lodging, wzinging her 
hands, and n-aking moft grievous lamentation ; and eſppying 
her, ſaid, O Daughter, what Wall befide ug - that villain 8 ca- 
— having murthered Pariſmus, hath now likewiſe deſfroped thy 
Father. x 

Laurana hearing her Pothers ſpeeches , food as one amazed, 
not once ſtirr ing ſpeałing, oꝛ moving her eyes : at laſt, thinking 

lt was ſtrange news to be true, ſhe ſaid, dear Pother , J hope 

- pour Gzace meaneth not as pou ſay. Whereuponethe Queen told 
her all that had hapned to Pariſmus by Sicanus pzocurement. 

Laurana not being able to hear out the reſt her Pother would 
habe ſaid, immediately fell down dead amongſt the Ladies ; whs 
endeavoured fo recover her, but could not bzing her to her ſenſcs 
again in che ſpace of half an hour: which began a new lozrow a⸗ 

mongſt them, He ſeeming to be paſt all hope of recovery. Thus 
all being tired withertream grief, gave their minds no reſpite 
to conſider the adverſity they were in, but fill continued making 
ſuch lamentatſons, as the place ſeemed a deſolate habitation of 
fozxow, The Pzincels at length coming to her ſelf, could not 
ſuddenly utter a wozdy for the extreamifp of care had (ich full 
poſſeſſion in her heart, that Che could neither eaſe it by lamenta⸗ 
tion no2 tears : and all the whole company were conſtrained to 
employ their beſt endeavours to remedy this pꝛeſent evil, the laſt 
of their hope; fo2 ff che had periſhed, che heir of Theſſaly had 
been loſt. | | 

| LKoꝛd Remus being a man of great Wiſdom and Policy , bs- 

gan ts weigh the fickle eſtateof the People and Countrey , who 

| habing been a long time ſubject unco Peace, therefoze were — 
| able 
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able to endure the bunt of War, and that it was pꝛobable Sica- 
nus would ſeek to revenge himſelfagainſt them, and take, if he 
could, out ot their hands the Pzinceſs Laurana; heir apparent 
to the Crown, and thereby get the Kingdom into his poſſeſſion : 
which the -Thefalians would never endure. Revolving theſe 
thoughts in his mind, he came to the Queen and the reit of the 
Nobles, and requeſted her and them together to have ſome regard 
to their Countrep, and not to ſhew themſelves unpzovided, to de- 
fend themſelves from farther miſchief, Which counſel was very 
well appꝛobed of by all in general, but eſpecially by the Queen, 
who with the conſent of her Peers made him Lo2d Regent of the 
Countrey, Upon which charge committed to him, he pꝛelently 
gave oꝛder fo) the muſtering up ok men, and fo2tifping of Caſtles 
and places of ſtrong defence : appointing Captains and Gover- 
nours, under whoſe charge he committed thoſe places : and 
within a ſhozt ſpace bzought all things to fuch perfection, that 
the Countrep was well foztifted, and able to reſiſt a Potent 
enemy. 

The Queen Oliva being very much toꝛmented in her thoughts, 
was now aſcertained by the return of ſuch as were gone in 
ſearch of the King her Pusband, that he was no where within 
the bounds of Theſſaly alive ; and therefoze aſſuredly thought he 
was dead: which Co inwardly grieved her, that ſhe gave her (elf 
only to mourning , not giving her perplered mind one minutes 
reſpite of quiet. In which eſtate fo2 a time we will now leave 
her to ſpeak of Pariſmus, | | 

CHAP. VIII. 


How Pariſmus in Palmers weeds found means to fee the Princeſs, 
unto whom ke would not diſcover himſelf, hearing of Dienyſius 
abſence; and of what befel Dionyſius in Bohemia, 

WD Ariſm.'s having well recovered himſelf, being able 
SJ] "DD WY to walk up and down, was deſirous to hear ſome 
== news from Dionyſus Court, but could not deviſe 
hop to bzing the ſame to effect: but thus foztu- 

„ nately it fell out. Thoſe Dut-laws were lo kar in 
love wich him, that they with one conſent entreated that he 
would vouehſafe to continue — them, and be their Cap⸗ 


„ tain, 
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tafn,fs2 that they being without a guide, they fhought lo well of 
him, as that above all men they were deſtrous he ſhould be the 
man. But he began to refuſe it, alledging, that being a ſtranger 
in the Countrey, and unacquainted with their Cuſtones,he was 
altogether unfi;:uſing many realons as excules. But conſidering 
with himſelf it might much avail him, at their entreaty he was 
gontent, and ſo behaved himſelf, that within a very ſhozt time his 
wo2d and counſel was an Ozacle amongſt them; and by his wil- 
dome he kept them from doing much harm, and yet not withſtan⸗ 
ding (in their fancy) he feemed to further them greatly. 

_ Offentimes he was in mind to go and make himſelf known 
af the Court, and ſo to enjop his Biſtrils ght, which he was 
grieved to want; buf being diverfly minded, this vas his reſo- 
lution. Me fittedhimCſelf'on a day with Palmers weeds, and dil⸗ 
guiſed himſelf lo artiffcially, chat by realen of his long Sickneſs, 
which had ſomewhat altered his complexion, none could know 
him, telling the Dut-Lawsg that he was determined to ſe& the 

Court, which he had heard was ſo famous, and that he would re⸗ 
turn at night. 

When he was ſomewhat near the Cify, he eſpyed upon a plain 
great peparation fo: Mar, which made him much marvel. At 
laſt, coming to the Palace , he got himſelf to the place where 
Eaurana every mozning uſually at her coming. from. the Chappel 
gave her Alms; and put himſelf amongſt the reſt of the Palmers, 
and being taller then any ok the reſt, he was noted of many. 
When the Pꝛincels came to give her Alms, (being in mourn⸗ 
ing aftire) ſhe called them all unto her, and began to demand of 
whence they were; what Countries they had travelled, and 
whether they had heard anp news of King Dionyſius that was 
ming, oꝛ whether they heard any body in their travel ſpeak of 
the dead body of Pariſmus, who was murChered by Sicanus ; which: 
woꝛds ſhe uttered with ſuch (o2row, that the tearg ran abundant- 
ly down her cheeks. 

Pariſmus was raviſhed with the ſight of Lwrana, fo ſee. her 
weep (02 his (oſs ;- and withal, hearing from her the heaby news 
al Dionyſius want, tould not refrain from letting fall a few tears. 
Which Laurana perteſving, and viewing him withal, — — , 

kel. 
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teel a ſudden alteration in all her parts, io that ſhe was not quiet 
unt il ſhe had found a means to have conference with him; and 
giving all the reſt their Alms they departed, but to him ſhe did 
give nothing, to the intent he ſhould ſtay. But he ſ&ing the reſt 
gone, was departing with them till Leda called him back, whom 
he well knew. 

Pariſmu; being returned, Laurana demanded of hint what 

was the cauſe that he wept when he heard her ſpeak of Diony- 
fius loſs, and Pariſmus death. Pariſmus anſwered, Poſt Uertuous 
Lady, J weep not to hear Pariſmus named, but to hear of Do- 
nyſius loſs ; fo2 Pariſmus J know is at this pzeſent living, and in 
good eſtate of health, with whom J had ſome talk within thele 
thzee weeks in the Country of Salmatia, which was the cauſe of 
my coming hither, being ſent by him unto a Lady of this Court, 
whom J know not how toſpeak withal , neither muſt I tell to 
any her name. 
Laurana hearing his wozds, bluſhed erceedingly and intreated 
him to tell out his news, fo2 that it might be ſhe was the party 
1. 02d Pariſmus meant: fo Jam Laurana; whom Pariſmus did 
once think well of, Whereupon Pariſmus, kneeling down, ſaid; 
Then to your Higneſs will A do my meſſage , lo unto you was 
I ſent. Dꝛince Pariſmus growing into ſome good liking of me, 
and having received my Dath to be his faſthful Peſlenger, wil- 
led me to give pour Pighnels this jewel, whereby you ould be 
allured he was living, but conſtrained fo abfent himſelf fo2 cau⸗ 
leg that he will hereafter let you underſtand: he deſtred you to let 
him, though unwo2thy, enjoy but the leaſt of your Aertuous pꝛo⸗ 
miſes, and he ſhall ever hereafter account himſelf to have received 
his life and liberty from you, 

Laurana feeing the Jewel, which ſhe knew to be the ſame the 
had heloze given him, and hearing the Palmers credible repo2t 
that he was in perfect health: being alſo affured of the truth of 
that Pellage by the certain and firm p2oteſtation of the moſt no⸗ 
ble Paritmus himfelf in the'diſguiſe of a Palmer, ſhe was lo lur⸗ 
p2i3ed with joy, that ſhe could not refrain krom kiffing the jewel, 
laying : Welcome ſweet token from a faithful Friend; andcals 
ling Leda unto her, told * news the Palmer had bꝛought, 


rejoycing 


— 
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rejoycing with ſuch vertusus kindneſs, that Pariſmus thought 
himlelk the happieſt man living fo enſop the Love of ſo Topal 
and conſtant a Ladp, Laurana toming to him, told him that ſhe 
was lo much bound unto him fo2 bzinging her this happy News, 
that ſhe did not know which way ſufficiently to recompence him 
fo2 his pains : and were it not, laid ſhe, but that J ſtand in ſome 
doubt thereof, as being too good to be true, J Gould reſt in ſuch 
hoppy content by thy news, that no adverſity whatſoever Could 
cauſe my ſo2row, but only his abſence ;- though my Fathers loſs 
doth nearly touch me. The Palmer ſeeing her conftancy , uſed 
fuch pꝛoteſtations that Laurana could not chuſe but believe him, 
as alſo by reaſon of the Jewel which ſhe knew ſhe had given unto 
Pariſmus , ſo taking a Jewel from her boſome, ſhe gave the ſame 
to him, which he willingly received, and kiſſing her hand de⸗ 
parted. 

Men he was out of ſight, he began to meditate on the Wer- 
tues of Laurana, and therein took ſuch felicity , that befoze he 
was aware he met with Oriſtus, who had been walking lolitartly 
abꝛoad in great heavineſs. - Pariſmus ſeeing him, was once in a 
mind to reveal himlelt᷑ to him only; but being paſſed by him, he 
tould not thuſe but turn back and look after him, his heart being 
touched with his kindneſs : but the remembzanee of the loſs of 
Dionyſius did (o much grieve him, that waſting- the time with 
thaſe thoughts, unawares in a heavy dump he ſuddenly arrived 
at the Cave ; where he was very kindly Welcomed by the 
Out⸗lawg, to whom he uled ſuch commendation of the Court. 
as it pleaſed chem well to hear ; and alſo he told them that the 
Ming was müſſing, and na man could tell what was become of 
him -; and [aid that he thought there was ſome pꝛeparation fo2 
—— bx the Puſtering of thoſe Soul diers that he law beloze 
the City. - . 

When he was alone; he began to condemn himſelf of hard- 
heartedneſs ; that ſeeing the moſt conffant and vertuous Lady lt⸗ 
ving to mourn fo2.his loſs , and he being lake and in het ſight, 
would not make himlelt known to her, thereby to put a period to 
ber griet. But pet his comfo2t was great on the other ide, that he 
kaw her Lobe ſtedtaſt and firm;: though che was paſt hope or eber 
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ſeeing him again; accounting himfelffar unwo2thy of the favour 
the had already ſhewed him, and growing lo far in admiration of 
her conſtancy, that no thought was lo Pleaſant as the remem⸗ 
bzance of her Love. 

Dionyſius, as is befo:e (aid, having met with many of his own 
Linights that went in ſearch of him, was almoſt, though remem⸗ 
bzance of the ſoꝛrow he knew would ariſe by his abie:ice, altercd 
from his fozmer determination ; yet rememb2ing Pariſmus mut⸗ 
ther, which he knew could not chule but come to the hearing of 
his old Friend the King of Bohemia, wherebp his honour might 
be called in queſtion, of which he was jealous, he reſolved to tra⸗ 
vel thither : and having ſojaurned many days, he arrived in Bos 
hemia; where lighting into company with an Ancient Palmer 
of that Country, he enquired of him what news at the Bohemian 
Court - who taking Dionyſius to be but a Palmer, told him, that 
the news was chiefly ofthe Pꝛinte Pariſmus, who being in the 
Court of Dionyſius King of Theſſaly, was there murthered, oz 
by ſome Treaſon defftroyey; but by whom, oz how. it was, 
vet ig not known. By means whereof there was luch lamentati- - 
on in the Country, .eſpecially in the Court, that he thought the 
like had never been heard ol in any plaes. 

This Repozt cauſed Dionyſius to grieve exceedingly, and he 
was lo much tozmented in mind, that he.reſolved there to ablde 
unknown ts anp, till he ſaw how the King of Bohemia would dis 
geſt his grief, andalſo to hear the general repozt that. would be 
given ot him, becauſe he did not revenge the death of the P2irce. 
on-Sicanus. when he had him in Theſſaly ; as alſo. to ſee the Event 
pf thoſe Stratagems. * 

Having good ſtoze of Poney and Jewels, he got him a Lodg- 
ing in an ancient Burgemaſters houle, where (foz his Poney } 
he was kindlyuſed. . Mis uſual cuſtom was every day ts go to the 
Court, where he heard nothing to comfozt hin-withal, but law 
the King of Bohemia in moi heavy plight fo2 his Sons. death. Al 
the-joy he had was, that he heard all men, notwithſtanding the 
death of. their Pyince,repot very honourably of him; that he cor - - 
tinued, as he-thought ſecure, being not known, oz of any ſuſpta⸗ 


eb to be the man he was. But at laſt thus contrarily it . | 
| * 
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The Eurgomaſter having diligently obſerved the behaviour 
of his Gueſt, found him far differing from all other Palmers in 
perſon and qualities; and beſtdes , ſeeing the daily charge he 
was at, began to ſuſpect him, having ſuch ſtoze of Coin to main- 
fain that charge : lo that when Dion yſius went to his lodging, 
he would often liſten at his Chamber doo! to hear his ſpeeches, 
and mark his behaviour: where he oftentimes heard Dionylius 
bewal ing his eſtate , in moſt heavy plaint, often naming him⸗ 
ſelf and Pariſmus, On a time he declared the lame to a Noble- 
man of the Kings Court; who ſeerefly repairing to the Burgos 
maſters houſe, and obſerving his behaviour, did ſuſpect him to be 
fome Spy, appꝛehended him, and cauſing him to be caſt in pꝛi⸗ 
{on without any examination. 

This unexpected accident cauſed Dionyſus to wonder, fearing 
leſt he ould be known: but pet he thought that could not be, 
therefoze with great patience he endured this impꝛilonment, 
continuing in that moſt vile place, amongſt Rogues and Uagaz- 
bonds , being exempt from the clear light of the Dun tocom- 
fort him withal , fo2 the ſpace of fix days; by reaſori that the Nos 
bleman which laid him there was gone about affairs of his own. 
But at his return he certiffed the King or uch a ſuſpicious Per⸗ 
fon he had found. | 

Upon this Dionyſus was ſent foz , who being examined, told 
the King, That the occaſion of his coming into that countrey 
was to no ill intent, but if it liked him to hear him p2ibately,he 
would declare to him the whole intent of his coming. The Ring 
hearing his ſpeeches,tonmiahibed all to depart : whereupon Dio- 
nyſius diſcovered himſelf, 

The Ming ok Bohemia knowing him, being amazed at his 
ſtrange dilguile, ſuddenly caught him in his arms, and embꝛaced 
him with great kindneſs, Dionyſius then declared unto him the 
heavy lols ot Pariſmus, and his own ſudden departure out of 
Theſſaly; reqttetting hini that he would joyn with him againſt Si- 
canus; to rebengt᷑ Pariſmus death ; which the Bohemian Ning 
did willingly conſent to. So with thele, and many other the like 
fpecches which paſt bet wirt them, let us leave Dionyſius to be 
entectained by the King of Bohemia. | Hap

Therekoze he came unto his father, and fold him, 

that being in Dionyſius his Court, he was accu- 
a a ſed by two perjured Uillains fo2 the Death of 

Pariſmus, P1ince of Bohemia; upon whoſe accuſation, D:onyſtvs... 

having bekoze pꝛomiled him his Daughter, denyed Her unto him, 

and had he not eſcaped by flight, he had been lain in the pꝛelence 
of D.onyſius, with thꝛee of his Knſghts that loft their lives in de- 

fence of his perſon. Mhereupon kneeling down, he. moſt humbly. 
entreated his Father,ſpeedily to raife a potent Armp, to revenge 
the w2ong and dilgrace he had received. | 

The King of Perſia by hig countenance diſcovered the inward 
fire ok his heart, and without any conſtderat ion of the truth of: 
his Sons repozt, he pꝛeſently vowed to revenge thoſe. injuries, 
oz elle bzing perpetual Inkanip to his Poſteritꝑ: and fo that cf 
fect commanded a mighty Army to be levied in readineſs, which 
was ſo innumerable , having called all his contributaries toge-- 
ther, that it was the mightieſt Army that ever went out of Per- 
ſia. He alſo pꝛobided a mighty Navy of Ships, which being rig'd: 
and fitted, they with all the haſt that might be, the Wind lavour⸗ 
1 9 deſtgn, hoiſed Sall, and made towards the Countrep of

A pooz Fiſher-man of Theſſaly that was abzoad at Sea, efpy-- 
ing ſuch a mighty Navy, with all (pred bought wozd unto the 
Court, and certiſted Queen Olivia thereof ; who deſtred Lozd 
Remus to uſe his ugmoſt endeavours fo defence of the Countrey, 
to whole fidelity the charge thereof was wholly committed. Be 
ſuſpecting,as befo2e rehearſed , ſuch a miſchief, of a ſudden raiſed: 
ſixty thouſand Foot men, and twenty thouſand Yazſemen, being 


all expert Souldiers; and ſecretip conveying them to the =—_ ; 
| : vere? 
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where he knew the Perſians would land, there ſtayed, The Perſ*- 
ans thinking themſelves ſecure,and that they might land without 
contradiction, had ſent ſome twenty thouſand Perſians on ſhoze : 
' which Lozd Remus and Oriftus perceiving , ſuddenly iued out 
upon them; who being diſozdered, were unable to reſiſt the 
Theſſalians, who coming upon them unawares , -flew the great⸗ 
eſt part of them. The King of Perſia ſ&ing this, being full of rage 
and fury, violently thꝛuſt all his Ships into the Harbour, and 
with all ſpeed landed his whole Army; in which time the Theſſa- 
lians had deſtroyed of the Perſians , to the number of thirty thous 
ſand, inlomuch that the colour of the Waters was furned-info 
Purple: which lo vexed the Father and the Son, that cauſing a 
trench ts be made fo2 the foztifieing of the place of their land⸗ 
ing, without any further trouble they ſafely landed the remainer 
of their Army; which was ſo huge a Pultitude, that the Lozd 
Remus, thdugh he was a man ok invincible courage; and the 
Theſſaliaas being but a handful in reſpect of ſo mighty a Poſt, 
began to be ſomewhat diſcomfozted , and therefoze retreated to 
the-City.of Thebes, to defend that from the fozte of the Perſi- 
ans, ( who were much pꝛovoked ts anger by the laughter the Theſ- 
ſalians had already made amongſt them) fo:tifteing the ſame ſs 
with all kind of pzoviſtong , that it was invincible , unleſs it 
was deſtroyed by famine. 

.The Queen ſeeing her ſelf thus diſtreſſed, nevertheleſs ſhewed 
Cuch a Pagnanimous courage, as the like had not been ſeen in a 
woman: which ſtirred up ſuch reſslufion in the hearts of her ſubs 
jects, that they had determined to fight it out till the laſt man, 
rather then yield ts their enemies. 

The King of Perſia having landed his Armp, began to march 
info the Country, where they could ſcarce find bicuals to ſul« 
ficeſuch a multitude, the Country being large « full of Delerts, 
Fozreſts, and Wildernefſes. At laſt they came ts the Plains of 
Fharſalia: where in times paſt were the bloody Mars of Czſar,x 
Pompey, being of ſuch a huge length and bzeadth, that they ex- 
ceedall the Plains in the Wozld fo; largeneſs, on the one ſide 
whereof runneth the Rives Peneus from the foot of Pount 
Olympus; and in the Plain the Perſians encamped themſelves,

wherefoze there was ſuch p2eparation fo) Mar. On a day he 
could endure no longer from beholding his Piſtris, but dilgui⸗ 
ſing himſelf in his Palmers weeds,he departed from the Cave to 
the City, with intent to ſee her beſtow her accuſtomed Alms: but 
no looner was he come near the City, but he elpied a Band of 
Sicanus Souldiers: which ſtruck ſuch amazement to him, that 
he food like one without ſenſe; being inraged with fury to le the 
City begirt wherein his dear Lady was.

call her my Beloved , when J have ſhewed my ſelf lo ſtrange - 
Being in her lweet ight,and hear ing the plaints ſhe made f82 my 
abſence ; pet would J not make my ſelf known unto her, thereby 
to dzibe away luch paſſions from her heart: well, inte my unlucky 
ſtars have allotted me this hard Foztune, J will either recom⸗ 


pente the wzong J have done her, and purchaſe her Liberty by

In this lol t he complained, until he was wearied withutter⸗

J maychuſe, (laid the Kaight) and lo dis 
dainkully rode on. | 
Pariſmus was lo enraged with fary at this ſcommul anſwer, 
that catching up a great ſtone, with all his fo ce he thzew it at 
this difcourteous Knight, and hit him withſuch violence on the 
ack, that it made the blood ſtart out of his Noſe. The Bnight. 
ſucnin about, came pꝛelently to Pariſmus, and alighting krom 
his hole, pulled a Cod out of his Pocket, where with he thicat- 
ned to bind him, and lo to dꝛag him at his hozſes heels; and laying 
hands on Parilm's, thinklug eaſily to have bound him, fo2 that he: 
tool him to be a Palgier, contrary to the B'1(ghts expitation, 
Pariſmus ſtrucł him ſuch a blow on the face with his fiſt, that he 
ſtaggered as one amazed; and pꝛelently catching hold on his: 
Swozd, told him, that unlelg he would declare unto him whence 
he was, e what Arm that was that befteged the City oͤk The es,. 
he ould there die with his own weapon. 

The Perſi in took theſe wozds ſo dildainkully, being aſhamed to. 
be over-matfch'd by a Pilgrim, that v-ith his foot he ſtruck Paril- 
mus ſuch a blow on the Belly, that he with much pain could ſcarce. 
ſtand ; which cauſed him to ſtrike the night ſo vehemently 
with the Pummel ok Lis Swozd, that he fell down half dead; 
and leeing himſelf in that eſtate, deſtred Pariſmus to ſave his like, 

and-he would tell him the truth. | 
Jam,quothhe, of perſia, an attendanton the King thereof (my. 
name Toleda) and now come into this Countrey with his Pas. 
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jeſty, his Son Sicanus , and his Contributarp Kings, to revenge 
themſelves on King Dionyſius, who fally accuſed S:canus fo; 
murthering Parilſmus Pyince of Bohemia, who J think is run 
away from the Court fo2 ſome notozious fac he hath committed; 
alſo he is tome to fetch from hence the kings Daughter by kozce 
of Arms; and therefo:e my Lozd is now hiinſelf betoze the walls 
ofthe City with a hundꝛed thouſand armed Perſians, and the reff 
- the | Fozces have encamped themſelves upon the Plains of 
ar fal a, 

Pariſmus being moved with extream choler, could not contain 
himſelf, but his mind being overcharged with fury, he uttered 
theſe ſpeeches ; Traito, although yet unknown to any but thy 
ſelf, behold Pariſmus whom thou haſt lo falſely belyed, and whom 
that Uillain S:canus did intend to murther , though J was p1e- 
ſerved by the Heavens to be the death of twenty thouſand Per- 
ſiars. And ſince J ſee thy graceleſs mind lo far from vertue, that 
in this extream peril of thy life thou wilt lcandalize that honou⸗ 
rable King, of whom thy bale tongue is not wo2thy to ſpeak, thou 
art the firſt that hall dye by the hand of Pariſmus. Wheceuporn 
dꝛawing his Sw02d, he ſoon diſpatched him or his life, and pulling 
the Armour from off his dead coꝛps, armed himlelf therewith,and 
mounting oa his Po!le, ſet his Spear in his Reſt, and Rode to- 


wards the City.

How Pari ſmus ſlew three of the Per ſiun Rnigh's in three ſeveral 
combats ; and ho they had taken kim priſoner, if he had not 
been reſcued by the Lord Remus and Oriſtus; all this being done 
in the ſight of Queen Olivia, and her Daughter the Prince's

KA fitcr that Pariſmus was parted from the Knight, he 
came to Sicanus Camp, and waveing his Spear 
above his head, challenged all the Knights in Sic.t- 
nrs Company. Wherewith one ſiaglinghſimſelt 
trom the Army, came with his Spear couched a⸗ 
1 gainſt pariinus : who ſetting Spurs to his hozle, 
ran at him with ſuch kozte, that his Spear paſſed thzough the 


K:1ights body, and therewith he fell own dead, Then pariſmus 
: Þ 2 catchs 
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tatching(with ſuch nimbleneſs,that the whole Army ſtood in ad⸗ 
miration thereof ) the vanquiſhed Knights Spea r, he waved the 
lame the ſecond time above his head; at the ſight whereof ano- 
ther Perſian ran at him, whom Pariſmus lo valiantly enteuntred, 
that he overthzew both Yozſe and Pan to the ground; in which 
fall the Knight bzoke his Leg, whereofhe died. 

Sicanus ſeeing two of his Knights thus (oiled, commanded one 
Bruſter, a mighty huge pꝛopoꝛtioned man, and eſteemed to be 
(except his two Byethzen) one of the beſt Knights in Perſia, to 
encounter that Knight : who coming fozth on a mighty hoſe, 
met Pariſmus with ſuch violence, that ſhivering the [pels of their 


ſter lay ſenſeleſs backward upon his Yozle Crupper ; but with 
the ſp2zinging of his hozſe was raiſed into his Saddle: and by that 
time he came to himſelf, he ſaw his Adverlary bzandiching his 
Sw92d, which made him dꝛaw allo. Between whom began ſo 
flerte a Combat, that their Armoz began to flie in pieces, and the 
blood iſſued from them in many places, eſpecially from the Per- 
ſian Knight, whom Pariſmus ſo fiercely aſſailed, that he dzave him 
only to ward ſuch blows as Pariſmus lent him; which Pariſmus 
eſpying, ſtruck a fozcible blow at his Arm, and quite parted the 
dame krom his body, 

The Perſian ſeeing himſelf bzought to that low eſtate, turned 
hig Yo!ſe, and fled towards the Camp: which ſo amazed Sicanus, 
he thought the B:ack Knight (fo2 ſo they called him, becauſe he 

was in Black Armour) to be lome Devil in the ſhape of a man, 


ſeemed to be as frefh as he was at the beginning, till waiting 
to encounter the next. | rg 
The Queen of Theſſaly, Laurana, the young Queen of Hyn-

vel who that Knight Gould be, that had ſo valiantly flain thꝛe of 
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having well marked the Black Knight, began to imagine that he 
might be Pariſmus; but again ſhe thought it was impdſſible. At 
laſt the ſaw a great Troop of Knights aſſail him all at once, which 
made her call and cry, help, help, her ſenſes being tranſpoꝛted lo 
with fear x remembzance of Pariſmus, that the neither thought 
of the place where ſhe was, no2 in whoſe company. Tozd Remus 
and Oriſtus, ſeeing this Beroick Knight in ſuch diſtrelg, iNued 
fozth of the City with twenty thouſand Yozlemen, and com⸗ 
manded fo2ty thouſand of the beſt Souldiers to come out at a- 
nother Gate on the back ofthe Enemy, under the conduc of the 
Majo; General, All this while the Black Knight lo Ualiantly 
behaved himſelf, that bekoze the Theſſalians could come to his 
reſcue, he had lain above ſoꝛty Perſians ; but unable to oppoſe fo 
great a multitude, he at length loſt his Weapon, and had there 
been taken Pziſoner, but that Lozd Remus ſuddenly iſſuing upon 
the Perſians made a great flaughter amongſt them, and ſet the 
Black Knight at liberty. Having recovered his Bozle, and being 
cheered with the fight of Lo2d Remus and his truſty Knight Ori- 
ſtus, with his Dwozd he made ſuch havotk among them, that 
none durſt abide his coming; and whereloryer he went; he made 
a Lane oz the reſt to follow him. 

The Perſians by this time having jopned all their Fozces to⸗ 
gether, thꝛonged by ſuch multitudes upon the Theſſilians , that 
they were conſtrained ſomewhat to retire; but an their retreat 
the Black Allight ſent many of the Perſians Ghoſts to Hell, and 
behaved himſelf'with ſuch magnanimity,that alt the whole Army 
was amazed at his valour. By-this time the Theſſalians foot-men 
aſſalleb the Perſians on the other ide , which did dzibe them into 
ſuch a ftar;, that thouſands of them were determined to flee; but 
ſeeing no hope of ſafety by flight, were ſo amazed, that their fozce- 
was quite turned into cowardize ; which the Theſſalians perceiv- 
ing, aſſailed them with ſuch fury, that in a ſhozt ſpace they had: 
deſtroyed a great number ok them. The BlackKnight till purſy- 
ed his enemies with ſuch fury, that by the death of many he was: 
gotten into the midſt of their Army; where he found Sicanus ens 
couraging his Souldiers , and knowing him by the richnels of - 
vis Armour, ran at him with (ich kozce, that with a mighty blow - 

he 
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he beat him quite off his Yoyſe ; and had it not been fo2 the two 
hzethꝛen of Bruſter, who attended on him, he had been trodden fo 
death. The Black Knight ſtill ruſhing amongſt the thickeſt of the 
perſianꝰ, came to the place where Oriſtus was unhozſed,and ſtrong⸗ 
Iv aſſailed ; who ſeeing him in that diſtrels, laid on with i:ch 
kur, that happy was he that could get the fartheſt from him: 
by which means Oriſtus recovered his hoſe. 

Thus all the day the Battel continued, to the terrour of the 
perſians, comfo.t of the Theſſalians, and the Honour of the Black 
Jnight, who Cill behaved himſelf with ſuch an undaunted cou- 
rage, that all that beheld him admired his deeds of Chivalry : and 
che Queen and Laurana, who all this while beheld the Battle, 
couldnot otherwiſe but judge the Black Unight to be the ſtouteſt 
man in the wozld. 

Thus the dap being ſpent, the Theſſalians ſounded a Retreat, 
which their enemies were glad o; onely the Black Knight des 
parted away diſcontented, becauſe he thought he had not ret luk⸗ 
ficicntly recompenced his [weet Loves favours: and afterwards 
he ſecretly conveyed himſelf,unſen of any,unts the Wood wheres 
in his Cave was. Where we will leave him to be entertained by 
the Dut-laws , and to be cured of his wounds by the Airgin J 
r vs NN 

The Ls2d Remus and Oriſtus having bought theix Fozces in- 
to the City, ſonght fo2 the Black Bnight,but tould not find him, 
which made chem marvel what was become of him; whole be- 
haviour had been lo magnanimous, that he was tahen notice of 
by the whole Army: but ſceing their exptctations kruſtrated in 
{ceking him, they gave ozder fo2 ſuch as were, hurt oz maimed: 
and having muſtred their whole Armp, found but a;Foulany 
Theſſalians miſſing : and alter wards with great joy went to the 
Palace, where they were jopfuliy received by the Queen and Lau- 
rana; and relating the whole circumſtance of that days er- 
ꝓloit, their chiekeſt diltourle was of the wozthy Foztituve of the

moſt. The one half marched under the command of Dionyſus, 
and the other half he led himſelf, Thus having all things in a 
readineſs , within aſhozt [pace they arrived at the Coaſt of the 
City of Thebes. 

Dionyſius by his Spies being advertiz'd where the Perſian 
Camp lay, conveyed his men into the Wood where Pariſmus 
Cave was: and the King of Bohemia with his fifty thouſand 
« marched over the plains of Pharſalia , and encamped themlel ves 
near unto the City, hard by the Perſians : of whole appꝛoach Sica- 
nus& his Father had ſon Intelligente. The ſame day the Pꝛince 
pf Sparta had landed thzeeſcoze thouſand men of Arms under his 
own conduct, and encamped on the other ſide of the Perſians , alſo 
the King ol Hungary with fifty thouſand men had likewiſe pitch- 
ed his Camp on the back of the Perſians : ſo that they were in⸗ 
vironed round with Bohemians, Hungarians, and Spartans, and 
- befoze them the City, which much amazed che Perſians ; nevers 
— by reaſon of their multitudes they thought themlel ves 

ecure. | 
Olivia, Laurana, and the Theſſalian Lozds,ſeeing ſo many new 
come Souldiers encamped neer the Perſians, ſuppoſed them like⸗ 
wiſe to be enemies, and being much perplered thereat, ſent out 
a Peſſenger to know the cauſe thereof; wis returning with joy, 
certified them , that onely the blew Tents were their enemies; 
that the red Tents were the Bohemians, the white Tents the 
Spartans, and the green Tents the Hungarians: which News lo 
tomkozted the Queen, that ſhe could not have refrained from 
exceeding rejoycing, had not Dioniſius been wanting. Laurana 
hearing that Pariſmus Father was come fo defend her, and re- 
venge his Dons wong, who all men thought had been dead, 
continually pꝛaped to the Gods fo? the pzeſerbation of that woꝛ⸗ 
thy King : and oktentimes her Petitions pzoceeded from ſuch 
kind vertue , that what with the remembzace ok his great kind- 
neſs, her Fathers loſs, and her Loꝛds abſence, the Chꝛyſtal tears 
ran in abundance down her crimſon cheeks like dꝛops of Pearl. 
The Queen determining to ſend one of her Gentlemen with a 
Pellage of thanks, to the Camps of her friends, Oriſtus deſtred 
that he might be the Pelſenger, which the Queen granted. 
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Atte he departed out ot the City, he went fictt ts the King of 
Bohemia, and delivered him the Þcllage the Queen had given 
him in charge. The Bing knowing him, and withal cemembying. 
he was the man his Son moſt cſtremed, welcomed him very 
kindly ; the remembyance of whom made the tears to trickle 
down bis white Beard, being not able ts utter his mind fo2 
grief. And Oriſtus was alſo ſo moved to [ce the King ſo kind that 
be wanted wozds to expꝛeſs his ſozrows ; but ſadly taking his 
leave of his Pajeſty, he ent und Caluted the King of Hung:ria 
and Paince of Sparta, and fo returned again unts Olivia the 
Queen, 

Dionyſius had (o ſecretly lodged his Fo1ces in the Wood that 
the perſians had ns knowledge of his being there ; but he often 
diſguiſed himſelf in Palmers Weeds , and beheld the City how 
it was encompalled with Douldiers : which ſtruck ſuch ſozrow to 
his heart, to ſee his Countrey ready to be waſtzd, his Subjects 
in diſtrels, his Queen and his fair Daughter lite to be ſyrpyizev; 
and taken by the enemy, and ſuch a multitude of bloody⸗minded 
perſians „. unto whom he had never done wzong, ready to deſtrop 
all things: that he coyld nos refrain from exclaiming againſt 
Foztune and his own Deſtinies, that had allsted, * — mil⸗ 
chances; and habing diligently viewed the Camp, he clpped the 
Tents of the King of Hungaria and Pilnte of Sparta, "who had 
given him their faiChful pzomiſe to aid him. 

At laſt he eſuyed Oſiris riding towards the City, who had pꝛe⸗ 
pared in . twelve thouſand Thefilian Pozſemen, and 
had quartered them ſome ten miles from the City; and knowing

Verp early the next mozning.the Bohemians, Hungarians, and 

Spartans, by the ſound of a Dzum which they heard within the 
City, underſtood that their fozces were in-readineſs to Sally 
fojth.: chereboze they marched all af. once again the Porſians, 

being upon @&g9oodly Plain about half a mile diſfant from the 
City: and fo fur iouſiy aſſailed the perſians, that thouſands of 
their Ghoſts were ſent to Elizium. The fight continued fs2 the 
fpace of two hours , in all which time neither party had advane 
tageafcach other; and the perfians kept ſo cloſe together, that 
the-adverſe party could not bzeak their Ranks.

tome ta ſatiate-himſelf with the blood of the perſians, ruſhing in 
amongſt. the thickeſt: : .

| 4: bing viewed their Fozces, found them ſo much 
' weakned by the laſt days infinite laughter , that 

they thought themſelves unable to withitand another allault, and 
therefoze began to entrench themſelves ; by which means the 
Theſſalians had free acceſs to the City, 4 by the appointment of 
Dionyſius all the ſouldiers were conveyed thereto : every Band 
lodgedſeveral by themſelves,+ all things fn a readineſs fo2 a ſud⸗ 
den alley, ił need required. The Bohemian King requeſted the 
King of Hengaria 4 Pꝛince of Sparta, ts accompany him to the 
palace to viſit the Queen, among whom was Dionyſius, unknown 
to any buggthe Bohemian R. who all marched in their armour with 
dzums beating trumpets ſounding, e colours flying, as victozious. 
The Queen having knowledge ok their coming, came to meet 
them in mourning attire, and with her Laurana and othec Theſ- 
{alian Ladies, the fair young Queen of Hungaria, the Lady Iſa⸗ 
bella, and many noble Lo2ds, who had all this while remained in 
the Theſſalian Court, ſhewing by their outward habit their in⸗ 
ward ſozrow fo2 the want of him that was amongſt them. Be⸗ 
ing met, and hayyng courteoully ſaluted each other, the Queen 
gave them moſt hearty thanks fo2 their friendly aid andſuccours 
gave them mot heart thanks fo2 their friendly aid and ſuccour: 
and they faithfully pzomiſed never to fo:ſake her in time of need.

Thtis he ſtayed until it began to be vark, and having no other

- Pariſmus was no ſooner tome out of the Perchants doo? , re- 

Jjoycing at his pleaſant banquet,but with all ſp&d he haſted to the 

Cave, where he found the Dut-laws in ſadneſs. erpecing-his re- 

turn: of whom being kindly welcomed, he betook himſelftohis 

reſt : and with the contented Peditation of the Perchants 
Daughter,

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| Daughter. had not the remembzante of Laurana s vertues lome⸗ 
what reſtrained his affection, he had fallen to a looſe & laſcivious 
conceit. But calling to mind her perfections, and his unconſfant 
att, he tozmented himſelf with griek that he had done her ſo much 
wꝛong; but yet it troubled his mind the leſs, becauſe he knew it 
was not revealed to any but himſelf only; andlikewiſe it fome- 
what urged his mind of ingratitudge if he ſhould altogether fo2- 
ſakethe Perchaat's Daughter, whom he had bereft ok her Uir- 
ginity. In which diverſity of thoughts he ſpent that moꝛnings re- 
pole: where we will awhile leave him, to ſpeak of Sicanus and 
his Father. 

The King of Perſia calling his Contributaries together, by 
the advice of all concluded to ſend into Perſia lo moze Forces, as 
alſo to requeſt dibers of his Alliante to aid him, in revenge of the 
injurious wꝛongs he allevged that he and his DW. Sicanus had 
ſuſfaſned at Dionyſius hands. 
This Mellage was lo ſecretly and ſpeedily diſpatched, that the 
Theſſalians had no knowledge thereof; by which means they con- 
tinued in great ſecurity and joy fo! the great Uinozy they , with 
the ald of the Black Knight, had obtained againſt the Perſians ; 
pea; ſo ſecure would they have been Chad not the remembzance of 
Pariſmus death ſomewhat calmed their exteeding jop) that the 
Perſians might many times habe ſurpꝛized them: but the Black 
Anight was ſuch a Lett to them, that they tould attempt nothing 
againſt the The ſſalians, but he would by kangmeans oz other dil⸗ 
tober their intent. 

Many days continued the Perſians heloze the walls of the City 
of Thebes, never gibing any aſſault;noz once toming foꝛth of their 
Trenches; which cauſed the Theſſelians to count them half van- 
quiched. During which time Pariſmus (known by the name ok the 
Black Knight) did fight m bꝛave Contbats with the per- 


ſians: by which means the Cort of Diohyſr s was filled with 
exceeding pꝛaiſes made in commendation of his ; P2owgls any un⸗ 
conquered Chibalry : bitf moſt of all they wondzed at his ſtrange⸗ 
neſs to be known: and the rather, fo: that none could learn where 
he made hig abode , „knowing chat ic tould not be far from the 
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The perſian Pelenger made luch haſte in per kozming his 
Pellage, that in ſhot ſpace there were gathered together ol ſevo⸗ 
ral Nations. another mighey Army. Firſt, came che Bing ol 
Natolia, heiug nearly allied to the perſian, with a great Army 
of Natolians: the Ring of Libya with thicty thsuſand Libyans, 
and the King of Lycia with fozty thouſand.men at Arms, and of 
plirygia twenty thouſand ; and to. repair the decayed Camp of 
the King of perſia came fifty thouſand, Thele laſt- Armies · ſoon 
landed in Theſſaly, and: pitched their Tents on the Plains of 
pharſ.:lia :. of whole appꝛoach bath the Thefſſf. lians and Perſi ins 
had le wledge, to the comfozt of the one and terrour ofthe other; 
by means whereof the Theffalians that were befozg in jop and 
mirth, began to le careful of their Eſtate, and therefoze ſent 
twenty thouſand Yozſe-men-well armed out of the City, that at 
all times they might ſuccour them with a freſhſupply , fo2 that 
they knew they ſhould need great help: who being abzoad took 
ſuch an oꝛder, that the Enemits. could ſcarcely.find any Cactel, 
other U'atals.. | 
Theſe new Foꝛtes being all joyned together with the perſiing 

beſet the City a new with double Trenches and Foztiflcations 
rgund about, fo that there could none paſs in 02 out; which cau⸗ 
ſed Dionyſius and the King of Bohemia (having-made ſurvep: of 
their ſtoze) to conſider that there was not Pzoviſton enough in 
the Citp ko ſuch a number of Souldiers to la one. Ponth , ma⸗ 
king account that it was their onely way to dꝛibe back the Ene⸗ 
mp, rather then ſgn9nfnouflp to abide their meccy : and there⸗ 
foze.they determined the next dap to iſſue gut upon them: which 
they did in polſcy:not with hope to vanquich luch an Axmx, but tes 
let the Enemp know thep were not diſcouraged with the huge 
multifudes.UWhich purpoſe of theirs was furthered by the black 
Bnight, who early that mozning had buckled on his Armour, and 
was come befoze the Tents of the perſians, and eſpping ſuch a 
mighty multitude ot new come Souldſers that had joyned them⸗ 
lelbeg to the Enemy, marvelled greatly: but at laſt by enqufry

The King of Perſia eſpyſng the Black Knſght, made ro 
x therecg: 
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thereat unts the King of Natolia, and allo of the admirable deeds 
he had perfozmed .;*entringfo far in commendationof him, thac 
the Bing ofLycia ſtanding by, being of a-pzoud and-haughty dil⸗ 
polition, began to diſdain-to hear him lo highly commended, 
thinking:himſelf able to conquer and overcome anp, fo2 that he 
was eſteemed to be one of the beſt Knights in the Mozld: which 
did make him thus reply unto the perſian King. That he would 
ſoon pꝛove there was no Knight in Theſſaly able to combat with 
the King ofLycia, Therefoze agming himſelf, he rode 'fozth to 
meet the Black night: who no ſooner ſawhim, butt he let Spurs 
to his Yozſe, and ran at him with luch fozce , that he overthzew 
both Pan and Þozſe to the ground.

How P.r:/mics met with Pollipus of Phrygia, and knowing the de- 
vice in his Armour, refuſed to combat with him: and tow a 
Peace, with certain eo was concluded betwixt the 
King of Perſia and Theſſaly, 
SEIISDArilnus being ready fo) the next encounter, there 
were in the Tent of Phrygia two gallant Knights 
Ke eſtcemed the onely men in the woꝛld fo2 valdur: 
at one whereofhad befoze ferved the perfian King 
in his Wars againſt Bohemia, whole name was 
Pollipus, the other named Zoilus , whoſe match 
02 equal in Arms he had never met wfthal : being allo lo unmer- 
ciful and tyꝛannous, that by his treachery in fight he had lubdued 
many thouſand Knights in his travels. = 
This Pollipus , defirous to try his fozce againſt the Black 
Knight, ſoon mounted himſelf, being a moſt goodly pzopoztioned 
Knight. lack Knight being ſeill ready fo2 any encounter, 
met Pollipus withſuch fozce , that both their ſtaves were ſhi⸗ 
vered in pietes:the Black W not once moving in his * 
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The Black Knight having dzawn his Swozdvready to combate. 
Pollipus, eſpyed upon his Armour thee Faulcons, and pzeſently 
put up his Swozd again which when Pallipus perceived, he mar⸗ 
velled cher eat, and bold{y demanded ol him the Combat.

Pollipus wondzing thereat, at laſt remembzed, that when he 


was with the Perſian King in Boftemia, he made a covenant with. -

ariſmus alſo pꝛomiſed him the lame. Therekoze he thought that 
the Black Knjght was either Pariſmus himſelf, 62 ſome Knight

Now paſſing between Pariſmus and Pollipus was: grown thzough 


the exceeding love that had paſt between them from their youth, 
being bzought-up together in the Univzrſity. Where ſtudying 
what he might be, and rejoycing he had ſo woꝛthy a Knight to 
his friend, he returned back to the Porſians Tent : who ſtood gaz- 


ing to ſee che ebent ofthis combat,but.marvelled that they parted. 


Pollipus being returned, M0 of perſia. and Natolia, 
that he thought the Black Knight knew him, becauſe he refuſed 


the Combat: ofherwiſe he could not tell the cauſe, Dionyſius, 
the Ring of Bohemia, Olivia, Laurana, and the reft, all this while

-- Whileft they were in this admiration, they beheld the valiant. 
Zoilus ready to encounter the Black Knight, the Perſians now 


thinking to ſee his downfal, fo2 that Zoilus had vowed never to 
depart unt il bg had deſtroyed him, with whom the Black Knight 


met-withſuehadbantage, that he overthꝛew him to the Gzound, 

and-himſelf with the fozce bzoke both his Stirrups.

The Black Knight caſting his eyes towards the Tower where 


his beloved Laurana ffood beholding the Combat, and waving 
his Swozd couragioufly above his Head, made this. Reply + 
No, Phrygian, (quoth he) J ſcom thy: piotfer ; and thereupon 
lo freſhly aſſailed him, that in ſhoꝛt (pace he dove him how to de⸗ 
vile to ſave his own like; fo2 he had mangied and cut his Body 
in ſs many places, that his hozte was all coloured with the blood 
that ran from his wounds: Which cauſed Zoilus to thzuſt at the 
Black Knight with ſuch fozce and fury,that he wounded hinfmott- 
grievouſly : the linart of which, and withal the remembzance the 
Black night had who beheld the Combat, cauſed him with both 
his hands to ſttike ſo deadly a blow at Zoilvs, that lighting 
full on his Bever, the fo:ce thereof burſt the ſame, and cut off his 
right ear, and wounded him ſo loze on the Face, that he fell on 
his Yozle neck[enfeleſs ; and then again heſtruck another blow 
at him with luch main fozce, that had not the Phrygians Yozſe - 
ſtarted with the glimmering ſight of the Swozd coming, he had 
parted his Head from his Shoulders, and his hozſe ran looſe a⸗ 
bout the Fields. At laſt the Phrygian recovered himleif, and 
losking about him elpyed the Black night with his Sword put 
ug; and leeing himle!f without a weapon, with rage and fury he

Theſe Champions were no ſooner parted, but the Theſſalian

minds otherwiſe buſfed:(o that befoze they could handle Arms to 
.Befend themſelves, the Theſſalians had.flafn a great number of 
them. Which the Black Knight perceiving, (although he was 
grievoufly wounded) made ſuch a maſſacre amongſt the Enemy, 
that all men deemed him rather. to be a Devil then a Poztal 
.creafure .; with whom pollipus met, but would not-once offer to 
offend him. * 


D.onylius, 'the King of Bohemia, the Ring of Hungaria, 10 . 
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Þtince of Sparta, Lozd Remus, Oriſtus , and Oſiris, like 

_ .tNued out upon the perſian Fozces in ſeveral Troops: whic 
amazed the Natolizns, Prygians, and other Nations of the Ar⸗

DO uch aid. But their toming amongſt them on ſuch a ſudden made 
leo ctuel and mighty a flaughter, that by that time the day was 


ended the Tbeſſallans had Rain abobe fifty thouſand perfians :

vigilant of their ſafety. 

All the Souldſers being retired unto their places, the Black 
Knight likewiſe withdzew himſelf to the Mood. Pollipus has 
ving all the day ſecrefly followed him, ſet Spurs to his Yozſe 
and obertook him: who elpying im, ſtaid his coming,and know- 
ing him bythe chꝛee Faulcons on his Armour to be the Knight

Laurana having a while bicwed tge ſame , and read the Uer⸗ 
ſes underneath, delivered them unto the Biag her Father; who 
when he had peruled the lame, moſt kindly thanksd-the Damlel 
fox her pains, and referred the anſwer urto his Daughter: who 
deflred the Damlel to tell the Kiight that ſent her thus; That 
ſhe did moſt willingly accept him fo2 her Champion, willing her 
lo deliver unto him a Scart, which ſhe requeſted him to wear 
fo2 her ſake, The Damlel, having received her anſwer and rich 
reward, depacted. 

When ſhe was gone all the Court was comfozted by this me? 
ſage, and p;epared to affire themſelves in their tatelieft Robes 
the next day to diſcourage the enemy, The Damſel being re- - 
turned to Pariſmus, delivered the Peſſage Laurana had ſent him, 
and the Scarf which the requeled him to wear ag her Favour -: 
which he kütt and re-kift, becatiſe it came from the moſt vertuous 
Millris of his afftaion. 

The next day the King of Theſſily, the King of Bohemia, the 
King of Hungaria, and the res, ſeated themſelves on a Scaf- 
fold; likewiſe Queen Olivia, the fair Queen of Hungaria, and 

the beautiful Lavrana , whoſe ſplendoz ſo darkned all the reff of 
the Ladies, that ſhe ſeemed ({ke Goten Cynthia amongſt the 
twinckling Starg, the Crimſon colour ſhining lo frelh in her 
Chiyſfal Cheeks, as Claret Wine and Pilk mixt together, 
being ſo fair arid comelp, ſe vertuous and chaffe , {o courſe- 
ous and conſtant , ſo mild andmerciful, as that ſbe wag no way 
to be equalled ; and pet bearing a mind ſo far from P1ide, that 
the dildained not the meaneſt Perſon in Theffaly ; whoſe Paje- 
ſtical and Ropal perſon ſeemed a Glozioug Sznament to all the 
whole Aﬀembly. . 
The King of Perſia, the Bing of Natolia, the King of Lycia, 
the King of Libya, were ſeated on the Scaffold, and next under 
them the Perſian Contributaries: which when the Theſſalians 
beheld. they thought the greateft part of the Wozld was tome to 
deſtroy them, ® | 

The Ferſian Knights —_—_ Lifts; the firſt being we"

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Liant Zoilus, attiredall in Red, with moſt rich Capariſons of 
beaten Gold. Then came the two bꝛethꝛen, Brardor and Ramon, 
both attired alike in moſt rich colours of Blew : Who managed 
their Steedg lo bꝛabely, that one would have judged thee come- 
lier Knights could not have been found ; and riding thꝛee oz four 
times about the Liffs; wondzed that they law no Enemy «ps 
pꝛoach them, and ſtared and gazed on one anocher, as if they 
thought ſcozn to ay their Adverſartes coming, But ſtare, gaze, 
and ſtay they might, fo2 the Theſſalian Champions came not in 
an hour after that, which dꝛobe Dionyſius into luch a furp,that he 
- £ould have tozn his hair from his head, fearing leſt the Peſſage 
that the Damoſel had b20ught might be deviſed ebe Enemy 
to delude him withal: So that he and all the reſt were dziven 
into ſuch a ſudden ſadneſs,that they ſat there like men filled with 
amazement, not knowing how oz which way to ſave themſelves 
from dichonour. | 
Laurana ſeeing her expectation croſſed, began fo doubt the 
woꝛſt, waxing faint with inward grief, and che lively Red bevy 
gan to fave in her Cheeks, that Ge hay faln from the place where 
the lat, had che not been revived with a luͤdden ſhout the People 
made, who then eſpyed.the thꝛee champions come galloping along 
the Plains; which lo revived the abated hearts of the Theſſalians, 
that they ſeemed like men newly raiſed from death to life. This 
Cudden rejoycing ſomewhat: daunted the Perſians, becauſe they 
were befoze perſwaded that they ſhould have the Conqueſt with- 


out Battel : withal they feared that the Wlack Knſight-was as 


mongſt them. 


By this time, Pariſmus, Pollipus, and the Dut-law, were tome 


to the Lifts, their Armour being alvered all over, their Apparel, 
Plumes, and Hozles all Mhite, their Stabes, Capariſons, and 
Furniture all alike, nothing differing in all their Oznaments: 


only Pariſmus had on the Scarf Laurana ſent him, and Pollipus. 


in his Creſt a frech bzanchof blomed Palm. Andhaving in moſt 
gallant manner marched twice oz thzice about the — l 
came back to the Nates end, and there ſtayed ta know Dio 
pleaſure, a. | 

Parifmus all this while had

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Laurana, fill ſuch time as King Dionyſius came down from his 
Seat of State, and moſt kindly laluted him; telling him ſince it 
was their plealure to do him lo much honour as to become his 
Combatants, he would (it if pleaſed the Heavens to grant them 
the Uico2y) not be unmindkul of their courteſte, no2 ungrateful 
fo2 their pains, - | 
No ſooner was the King ſeated again, but the Trumpets (ac⸗ 
co2ding to the wonted manner) began to ſummon theſe Cham⸗ 
pfbns to the Battel. Pariſmus looking back upon Laurana, (ag 
from thence he had received his being) waved his Spear above 
his head; and the Champions met with ſuch fury, that ſhiber ing 
their Lances into many picces , they palled each other without 
any harm at all. Then d2zawing their Swo2ds, Pariſmus encouns 
tred Zoilus, Pollipus fought Brandor, and the Dut-law Ramon; 
between whom began a moſt terrible Battel, that in ſhozt time 
their Armour ftew in pieces, and the blood ran abundantly down 
from either party: Jn which moſt cruel fight they continued to⸗ 
gether fo2 the (pace of two hours, At laſt, Pariſmus being enra- 
ged at the valour of his Adverfary , and knowing that it was 
now no time of dgl[ſance, becauſe hefaw the Dut-law begin to 
faint, alſafled Zoilusſs flertely, that he could ſcarcely withſtand 
his fury,and there had dled by the unconquered arm of Pariſmus, 
ut that the Out⸗law had received ſuch a wound by the hand of 
amon, that he fell down dead under his Yoxſe; Which lome⸗ 
what rekreched Zoilus, fo2 that Ramon, taking the advantage, 
alſo aſſailed Pariſmus: which put him to his uttermoſt ſhifts. At 
laſt he eſpied a piete of Armour bzoken from Ramon's Arm, in 
which place he gave him ſucha thuff, that he let his Poze reins 
fall, and his hozſe being at liberty, ran diſozderly about the Liſts, 
Zoilrs in the mean time being well refreſhed with the aſd of Ra- 
mon, ſtrook ſuch a fozcible blow at Pariſmus, that it pſerced the 


Armour on his lett Arm and lighted co full on his Thigh, that he 


was moſt grievoufipwornded:Which blow turned Pariſmus ſen- 


ſes to ſuch fury, that with all bis ſozte firſking at Zoilus, he 
ſCmote Ns ead with luch fury, that he fell down from his 
— 


ow all the ned ſhouted, and Fatifmus ſwozy 
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All this while the other Champions continued combating 
each other moſt bzavely, and with great commendation : but to 
che diſadvantage of Brardor, who was mighty ſtrong, and a big- 
bon'd Knight; who ſcruck his blows with ſuch kozce, that had t 
Pollipus nimbly avoided them, he could not have withftood him, 
At laſt Pollipus having eſpied his advantage, chꝛuſt at him with 
uch kozce, that his Swozd lighting on a bzoken plate of his 
— ——* pierced him quite thꝛough the body, that he died imme⸗ 
diatelp. | . 

By this time Raman had recobered his ſenſeg, and ſeeing Pa- 
riſmus to have vanquiſbed Zoilus, aſſailed him, weaponlels as he 
was and wounded him in two oz thzee places. But ſcon Pariſm 3 
got within him, claſping him in his Arms, and with main fozce 
thiew him out sf his Saddle, and in the fall he b;oke his Shoul- 
der, whereof he died. Whereupon the whole Aﬀembly gave ſuch 
another ſhout, that the earth ſeemed to ſhale. 

The Theſſalian Potentates pzeſently roſe from their Scats, 
and conducted the Combatants with all ſolemnity unto a rich pa⸗ 
villion, erected onely fo the ſame purpoſe : where they dere no 
fooner arrived, but the King moſt lovingly embyaced them in 
his arms, and with many courteſtes thanked them koz their 
pains : deffring them to unarm themlelves, that the Phyſkcians 
might ſearch their wounds. Which chep refuſed to do, until the 
conditions and copenants of the Combat were perfozmed by the 
Perſian ning: who hearing their juſt requeſt, could not in that 
Royal Aﬀembly ſo much diſhonour himſelk as fo bzeak his 
-woꝛd, but pꝛeſently gave oꝛder that all his Foztes (ould be re- 
moved. And calling unto him his Son Sicanus, he commanded 
him, upon his Duty and Reverence he boze him, to confeſs the 
certainty indeed, whether he, oz any by his pzocurement , had 
flain Pariſmus. 

Py Led and Father,(quoth Sicanus)by theReverence J owe 
_ pour Pajefky and the reit of the Kings in this Aſcmbly , 4 de- 
nounce him fo; a Uillain and &. Traitòͤ that accuſeth me fo2 
Pariſmus murther. | 1 5 1 | 

In like Keverence to this mot Ponourable Aﬀembly (Lald 
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Pariſmus) Jreturn that Uſllain and Trajts2 to thyſelf Sica- 
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nus, fo that thou lieff ; fo2 thou didſt Hire th2ee of thy Tartari- 
ans, with pzomiles of great pzeferment, who the ſame day that 
Par iſmus was miTing, would have murthered him moſt treache⸗ 
roufly in the Wood hard by:my ſelf found his body cut and mans 
gled. And here I ſtand to pꝛove if againſt thre, that like a Uil- 
lain and Traitour thou didit this deed, in whoſe bchalf I dare ther 
to the Combat. And ſozaſmuch as thou thinkeſt that Par iſmus 
had no Friends to maintain his juſt Quarrel , J charge thee as 
thou-art a Knight , and honoureſt- Arms, not to refuſe the 
Combat. This challenge Sicanus accepted in great rage, and 
pꝛeſently went to arm hiniſelf - thinking that he might eaũly be 
obertome, by reaſon he was lo grievouſly Wounded, Do what 
Dionyſius and the King of Bohemia could, yet Pariſmus ffill de⸗ 
manded the combat of Sicanus, whoſe conſtancy and reſolution 
they wondzed at, and the whole Aſſembly were ſo deffrous of his 
congugh, that all applauded and extolled his honourable Reſo-. 
utſon. , | 

Lavranaſceſng her Champion ready ts undertake a freſh Bat / 
tel, came to him, and gave him hearty thanks koz his pains tas. 
ken in her behalt, and deffred him to defift the combat, fo2 that it 
might much endanger his perſen. Pariſmus all ighting from His 
Moꝛzſe kiſt her hand : the very touch whereof revived his Senles 
with ſach joy, that he told her, That if it were her pleaſure - 
Pariſmus w2ong {hould go unrevenged, he would deſiſt ; others - 
wiſe,bring towed her pw) Anight, he would either at that infant - 
make S:canus tonfcſs his Treaſon ,; oz ſpend his laſt breath in 
ptirſuit ot the quarrel ; and therefoze he moſt humbly craved her 
pardom | 

The Þ:inceſs&ll the. time he talked to her noted him with a 
curſous epe ; and though he were much altered, and changed his 
boice as cunningly as might be, pct ſhe deemed it like the voice 


ok her dear Pariſmus : which ſhe was the rather enduced unto, | 


foz that ſhe eſpyed a King on his Finger which ſhe had befoze gi⸗ 
ben unto him: which dzave her into ſuch an agony between hope 
and deſpair,that had not her Father and many others been by, ſhe 
had then reſolved her let ol that doubt: wherewith, and with the 


ght of the blood that (Mued out of his wounds, che 8 = 
| nward 
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inward affliction and toꝛment of mind, that her ſpirits were 9- 
vercome witha tender regard ok his eſtate. But pꝛelently (as all 
the Aſſembly thought) Sicanus mounted on his Hole; fo Pariſmus 
mounting on his, took his leave of Laurana, and riding towards 
his Adverſary,began to unbuckle his white Armour, which was 
ſo artificially made, that it was but a caſe to his armour under⸗ 
neath; which was no ſconer off, but he was known ts be the black 
Right that had fought lo valiantly in the behalk ol Theſſaly, and 
had ſlain in ſeveral combats an incredible multitude of Perſians: 
which ſo amazed the eyes of the beholders, that they all allotted 
him the Congueft befoze that he began the Combat. 


The Black Janight at the firft encounter bzoke two of the 


Combatants Ribs : and in ſhozt ſpace with fo2cible blows he 
beat him off his Hozſe, and alighted to have parted his head krom 
hig Shoulders. Bul the Perſian Ring, ſeeing his ſon in that peril, 
ran from his Seat, and defired the Black Knight to [page his 
life : which when he had obtained, he unlaced his Helmer to give 
bim bzeath; and found that it was uot Sicanus, but another 
Anight that Sicanus had Hired in his ſtead, fo2 that himlelk durſt 
not meet ſo valiant a Knight hand te hand. Which the Black 


Bnigbt perteiving, in great rage would have flain him, but he 


was difſwadedby Pollipus, 

This cowardly jeſt was ſo odijous, that afterwards Sicanus 
was accounted the unwozthieſt Knight living, but being of a baſe 
diſpoſition, he nothing regarded the lame. 
| CHAP. XV, 

How Pari ſmus and Pollipus were conducted to the Court in tri- 

umph ; and how Pariſinus diſcovered himſelf ; and of the joy 

. Laurana made for his return: alto how O/iſtus was the cauſe of 
his own death, 

Sar Ye Black knight having ended this combat(tohis 
| "unſpeakable commendation) was with Pollipus 
in moſt bjave and triumphant manner conducted 

W to the Palace with the beating ok Dꝛums, 
N ſounding of Trumpets, and Ringing of Bells. 


| PERS? The Kings of perſia and Natolia liked the Black 
nights behaviour ſo well, that they reſolved to ftay ſome Ways 
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in the Court of Theſſaly, to be acquainted with this wozthy 
Champion, and allo to do him all the Honour they could, though 
by his valour they had loft the victo2y. 

The Streets where they paſſed were by the Citizens ſfrewed 
with flowers; the Windows, Doo2s,and Boule tops were filled 
with abundance of People, (that they ſeemed like Stages) 
that came to behold theſe Conquerozs : Some preſented them 
with Garlands of Bays in token of Uiavzy : Some with Roles, 
come with Gilts,lome with Commendation, and every one with 
exceeding p2aiſes of their Chivalry ; that it were a tedious toil 
to rehearſe the manifold honours that were done them. As they 
went by the Merchants houle where Pariimus had lately elcap⸗ 
ed the danger of the dogs, he elpied Violett. ſtanding at her Fas 
thers doo! attended by two Paids, who pzeiented him with arich 
embzoidered Scark, lo artiſtcallp w:ought, that it excelled all 
the curious wozks in Theſſaly , wherein the had molt punctually 
dawn out the whole adventure of Pariſmus in her Fathers 
Houle; which gift he moſt kinbly accepted. By that time he had 
viewed the ſame, they were come to the Palace, whither they 
were welcomed by the Queen and Laurana, with ſounds of [wet 
Puſtck and exceeding joy. After the Nueen had uſed ſome [pees 
ches,Laurana moſt heactily thanked him that had vouchlaked to be 
her Champion: but her countenance dilcovered her inward care, 
and her lad behaviour her mournkul thoughts ; her mind being 
dꝛawn to the extreameſt limits of reſpite , and the having given 
over her telfto endure the moſt bitter pangs of lozrowkul medi⸗ 
tation: ſo that Pariſmus marvelled much to ſee her conſtant relo⸗ 
lution, that ſhe could not be altered by any means of jop, no2 
once foꝛget him that had been lo long miſſing. D:onyſ1us likewiſe 
welcomed thither the King of Perſia and the reſt of the Kings in 
his company ; whoſe Nopal entertainment was well accepted 
of, and commended by all, 

The Champions (actozding to the tuſtome) were ſeated at a 
Table ozdained fo2 the ſame purpoſe with great ſtaͤte; and Dio- 
nyſius and the Bing ol Bohemia tame unto them (es the manner 
was with them) to diſarm them, koz their moe honourable ene 
lectainment. 


N Pariſmus 
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Pariſ uus ſeeing his Father come to do an Office of duty unfs 
him, roſe from his ſeat, and requeſted a boon at his hands, The 
Ling of Bohemia ſeeing him kneel, willed him to ask what he 
would. By Lo2d, (ſaid he) my humble ſuit is, that you would 
forgive Pariſmus enemies, The King of Bohemia, little think- 
ing that would have been his requeſt, wondzed what reaſon he 
had to agk par don foz his Sons enemies, and laid unto him, Sir 
night, J would be glad to know why vou agk par don foz thoſe 
that have Purthered my Son. By Lo2d (quoth hey becauſe 
Pariſmus is living, and thereupon he pulled off his Helmet. The 
King knowing him to be his Son, caught him in his arms with 
fuch joy, that the Tears ran down his white Beard in abun⸗ 
dance. 

Dionyſius and Olivia fee ſng him, welcomed him with a thou- 
land hearty we comeg, and the whole Court was filled with joy 


to hear of his return. The King of Perſia likewile and all the 


Teſt ot his party came unto him, and deſtred him to remit all dil⸗ 


content that had paſt between them, fo2 that now they did repent 
them foz the injury they had done him. The like honour wag. 


uled to Pollipus. Albadmiring the wonderful vertues of Pari- 


mus, and recounting the famous acts he had done,ſcened to be ra-. 
vſſh' d in mind with joy that it was he that had ſo honourably de⸗ 
fended himſelf againſt all that did combat with him. Afterwards. 
they were ſeatedat a moſt Royal Feaft, where Pariſmus befoe- 
the. Aings p2eſence rehearſed the whole truth of Sicanus Treaſon - 
againſt him, and how he was pꝛelerved, and how ever ſince he 


had lived in the Woods in a Cave. amongſt certain Qut-laws, 
and allo how he came by the Black Armour. Which Diſcourſe 
did la much diſgrace Sicanus, and extol his own commendations,: 
that every one rejsyced at his good foztune,and much contemned 
Sicanus falſhood,- 

Mhen he had ended his diſcourſe he marbelled that He could 
not ſee the Pzinceſs Laurana to welcome him: but (he being dey 
lighted in nothing but to hear of his return, little thinking 
Pariſmus. had been her Champion all that while, abſented her 
lelt kcom their company, foz that her fancies were otherwiſe bu- 
fed; and had withdꝛawn her lelk to her Chamber, only attompa⸗ 
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nied by Leda her Pald. Dionyſius 
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Dionyſius leeing that Laurana was not there, willed one of his 
Gentlemen in the hearing of Pariſmus to go and tell her that 
her Champion ſtayed her coming. Pariſmus hearing his ſpeeches, - 
deſtred ſo much favour that he might go and viſit her hiniſelf ; 
and her Father was well contented therewith. Pariſmus and 


Pollipus being unarmed, p2eſently went to the Pꝛincels Cham⸗ 


ber, whither being come they found it faſt ſhut ; but Parilmus, 
longing to ſee her perfections, by whom his life was maintained, 
knockt at the doo} ; whereupon Leda opened the ſame, who ſ&ing 
him, was fo ſurpzized with joy, that without ſpeaking a woꝛd ſhe 
ran in again, and told her Pariſmus was at the dooz. At which 
word Laurana ſtarting ſaid; J pꝛethee toꝛment me no moe, fo2 A 
know it cannot be true; fo2 thou haſt too often thus deceived my 
expectation. Dear Piftris, (ſaid Se)indeed it is moſt true; and 
again ran to the dooz, telling him, her Piſtrig would be yery 
glad to ſee him. 


Pariſmus having entered the Chamber, with ſuch kerbency he 
delighted himſelf to behold her p2eſence , that his wits were ras 
biſhed with a heavenly joy: and Laurana ſeeing him, was lo ſur» © 
pꝛized with a vertuous anmzement to behold his Perſon , that 
the tears ſtood in her eyes, and her heart leapt in her breaſt. They 
being moſt lovingly met, kindly ſaluted each other, ſo much lur⸗ 
feiting in delight of each others pzeſence., that their Speech was 
turned into a delightful embzacing of hearty content, not fb be 
expꝛeſſed: which being ended, Laurana came to Pollipus, any 


| welcomed him with lo ſweet a kiſs, that had che not been belo- 


bed of Pariſmus, he would have vowed himſelf her Servant: 
Laurana being raviſhed with beholding her dear Lo2d, faking 
him by the hand, ald: 

Moſt vertusus Pꝛince, your p2eſence and pꝛeſervation hath 
bzought me moe contentent then J am able to expeſg.Pour wel⸗ 
come is a Paidens humble and hearty thanks fo2 pour pains 
taken in my behalt, which is all the reward that J can make you:

J had entertained ſozrow, but you have baniſhed the. lame from 
my heart, and bzought me that happy content, that J account 
my ſelt᷑ co far indebted unto you fo; the ſame, as J ſhall be never 
able to requfte you. Which wo2ds he ſealed upon her lips with 
manp killes, ® 

Dear Lady,(quoth Pariſmus) whatſoever J have done J reck- 
on ag nothing, in reſpec of that my willing heart would have 
attempted fo2 pour ſake, and my deſerts are nothing wozthy the 
thanks you render to me fo the ſame , being lo far bound to you 
in the bonds of perfect duty , as J atcount my lite and all that J 
dave wozthy to be ſpent in recompence of the leaſt of your fa- 
bours : humbly thanking you fo2 retaining (o good an opinion of 

my unwozthinels. 

Laurana, knowing that her Father and the Ring of Bohem'a, 
ſtaped fo) Pariſmus return, with a jopful countenance accompa- 
nied them down into the Hall: and being come to the King , the 
fafy - Py Lozd and Father, Jdelkre pour gracious Pajeſty to 
let theſe wozthy Champions be delivered unto my charge and 
cuſtody,to have their wounds tured, which thep have received in 
mp behalf. 

Daughter, ſaid he, J commend the regard thou haſt of their 
Health, and commit them into pour hands; being a charge of a 
high accountipzaying thee to uſe them in the kindeſt ſozt; fo2 they 
have 'wozthilp deſerved to be eſteemed.

Laurana then pꝛełently tonducted them unto two kalr Rooms, 
which the had moſt richly adozned and let och with Jewels. and 
coſtly Furnifures ; wzought ok the moſt "richeſt Wozk in the 
W013, all oł green and .crfmſon Satin, bozdsred with Gold 
and azure, his Bed was framed moſt curfouſly, ſanding in the 
manner of a Pavillion; and the Poſts that bare it were framed- 
of. 
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of Jvozy, beſet with Rubies ; the Cozds of Szeen Silk, the 
Cover of rich. Arabian Silk, beſet with Pearls ; the Curtains 
ok the lame, and the Malls hung with moſt beautiful Pictures 
to delight the eye, The ſtatelineſs of this Lodging ſeemed in 
richneſs nothing inferfour fo the Ponument of Mauſolus, one of 
the Mozlögs Wonders. 

They hadnot long remained there,admiring the beauty of the 
plate, but their ears were delighted with the ſound of moſt plea- 
ſant Puſfck ; to which having a while liſtned, Laurana deſired 
Pariſmus to accept this fo: his Kodging, and told him pollipus 
Lodging did 8djoynunto his, that at their plealures they might 
enjop eachothers company : whither pollipus was honourably 
conducted, 

Pariſmus moft kindly thanked her, whoſe heart was extred⸗ 
ingly raviſhed with beholding her pzeſence. By this time the 

Kitts Phyſtcians were tome, which cauſed Laurana with a kind 
— to bid Par iſmus adieu ko that night, whoſe heart waxed. 
ſad at her departure. 

The Phyſicians had ſoon dzeſt his wounds, which were many, 
but none moztal; and being wearied with that days exertile, 
theſe two Mozthy Knights willingly gave therflzlves. to ret: 
where koz that night let us leave them. 0 

Oriſtus hearing that his Loꝛd Pariſmus was returned, (being 
then in the extreameſt danger ok his Life, þy reaſon his wounds. 
were then freſh) could by no means be pertwaded but that he 
would go to ſee him and therefsze the next mozning very early 
(without the knowledge of any) ſtole down to go to his Paſters 
Lodging: and being. weak and feeble he received a-fall, which 
made a Rupture in his wounds in luch extream ſoft, that they 
fell again to bleeding a kreſh:but having a ſtrong heart, with much 
ado he recovered his feet, and got ts Pariſmus Lodging: by which 

time the Phyſtcſans that attended him miſt him, e ſuſpecting the 
truth, followed him · by the trac of blood unto the Pzinces cham⸗ 
ber; where although the Phyſicians uſed the-beſt skill they had, 
they could not poſſibly ſtaneh his blood, ſo that there he died in his 


Loꝛds arms. : whoſe death truck ach a paſſionate ſozrow to Pa- 


rilmus heart, that in many days he tould not baniſh the remem⸗ 


hzante out of his mind. | - This. 
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This knowledge was ſoon come to the King of Bohemia any all 
the reſt, who generally lamented his death, fo2 that he wag a 
Bnight of good and honourable qualities. Pariſmus continued mas 
ny days in the Beavenly Paradiſe, where he wanted koz nothing 
that might bꝛing comfozt-tohis diſquiet heart, being carefully 
tended by the Pzinceſs Laurana until he. had fully recovered his 
health. During which time be often enjoyed che Pzinceſs Pꝛe⸗ 
fefice, and told her the whole truthof all that had hapned ſince his 
abſence from the Court; (onely he left out the diſcourſe concerns 
 ingthe Perchants Daughter : ) which did much rejoyce the Lady 
Laurana fo hear the ſame , who with moſt kind and loving kiſ- 
les blamed him fo2 that he would not make himſelf known in the 
Palmers weeds ; with many other affectionate ſpeeches. 


CHA P, XVI. 
Of Sicanus death; how Pari ſinus wedded the Princeſs LMrana, 
and of a general triumph that was held for ſeven days, 
TARSE Any days continued the King of Perſia, e the other 
(IQ Potentates in the Court of Dionyſius, in which 
time many were enſnared with the Beautp of 
Laurana, which was ſuch as it dazled the eyes of 


ple judgements with Divine conteit: inſomuch 
_ - that the King of Natolia was determined to require and demand 
her ot her Father in Parriage, had he not been kept back by Si- 
canus, who deſtred his Father the Perfian King ts ſolſcite Dio- 
nyſius to that effec. But he told him, that his pzomile relſed up- 
on his Daughters choice, (though indeed he intended he would 
never marry the Perfian, fo2 that his behaviour and Treachery 
had made him hated in all mens fight.) 5 

Pariſmus being now determined £0 woꝛk his own and Lauras 
na's content, and walking very ſolitarily in the Kingg Garden, 
ſtudying how to move his Fathers good will to this match, in the 
midſt of his dumps he was entountred by the Pzinceſs Laurana, 


who, only attended by Leda, was come down into the Garden to 


take the Air, who awaked the Pzince out of his tudy, with a 
courteous greeting, (aſd : PL a * 
"Pp 


all beholders,and aſtoniſhed the hearts ok no ſum⸗ 
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Py dear Pariſmus, (quoth the) may J be ſo bold as to bear pot 
company in this your Solifarineſs ; oz would you but vouchlafe 
tompart your ſadneſs un(o me, that J might be partaker of 
your ſozrow , then ſhould pou ſoon perceive that whatſoever can 
pꝛocure pour diſcontent will likewiſe purchaſe my diſquiet, The 
Pꝛinte then, taking her by the hand, ſaidunto her: Poſt vertu- 
ous Lady, J acknowledge my ſelf ſo far bound unto you fo many 
wozthy favours undeſervedly bedowed upon me, that J know 
not which way to yield pou [ufficient thanks fo the leaſt of them, 
much lels to requite them: and if J Gould deny to fulfil your 
requeſt herein, unto wham J am perpetually bound, J ſhould . 
ſhew mp Celf altogether void of Manners :  ftherefoze know, 
courteous Lady, that my ſuppoſed diſcontent was a pleaſant and 
delightful meditation; and calling to remembzance your mani⸗ 
fold Gertucs and undeſerved favourable aſſurance pou have gi- 
ben me of your affection; J was now determining to fpeak to 
the King my Father, to requeſt a conſummation of our happi- 
neſs af the King ydur Fathers hands, ſo it may ſfand with pour 
good liking. g 

Py Lozd, (ſaid Laurana) J wholly commit the matter unto: 
pour wildome, whom in obedience J am bound to obey, by che 
choiceA have made of you to be my Loꝛd « Pugband:: therefoze - 
J-defire you to uſe that pꝛerogatibe over me that by right belongs - 
ethunto pou. | 

In theſe and ſuch like kind conferences they continued talk⸗ 
ing in the Garden, (to both their unſpeakable joys) being ſa 
united in the bonds of Amity , that it was impoſſible to remove 
their ſetled friendGip. Dinner-time being come, they both de⸗ 
parted their ſeveral ways, each being contented with the others 
* faithful pꝛomiſe. 

Pariſmus no ſooner found oppoztunity, but he made his love to 
Laurana known to his Father; who was glad of his Sorg vertu⸗ 
ous choice , and pꝛomiled him to motion the ſame to Dionyſius: 
which he pzeſently did on this octaſlon. As he was walking a⸗ 
tone, he was entountred by Dionyſius and Olivia, none bei u with: - 
them : and having kindly laluted each other, Dionyſias began to 


tal kot the wozthinels of Parilmus, and told him, that he Pw 
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med him the foztunateft man living, to be the Father of ſuch a 
Child; entring ſo far in commendatſon of him, that the King of 
Bohemia thought he could have no fitter time to. motion the 
Parriage then that, and thereupon returned this anſwer, 

Py L 02d, Jthank you fo; having ſo good opinion of my Son, 
whom J cannot diſcommend, foz that he hath well deſerved Ho- 
nour ; but J have an humble ſuit unto you and the Queen here 
pꝛelent in his behalf, which if you will bouchſafe to grant, both 
he and J all be bound unto you fog the ſame. Dionyſius and 
Olivia earneſtly requeſted him to manifeſt the lame. My Son, 
ſaith he, intreatad me to requeſt your Ponourable favour to con⸗ 
tra a Marriage between him and pour vertuous Daughter, un- 
to whom he hath ſo dedicated his affeatfons, that Jam become an 
humble luiter in his behalf. Dionyſius and the Queen, hearing 
hig requeſt, were ſo exteeding glad thereof, (being the onely 
thing they deſired) that taking the King of Bohemia by the hand, 
they fold him, that they were highly conteyted it Gould be 
ſo, Thug all things falling out accs2ding to theft minds,they pars 
ted fo} that time. 

The next day Dionyſus aſſembled all his Council and Noble- 
men together, and there mentioned the Contract unto them, who 
moſt willingly conſented thereunto: by means whereof the news 
of this Parriage was ſoon publiſhed, ſo that it came to the hear⸗ 
ing of Pꝛince Sicanus : who being enraged with grief and ſhame, 
abandoned the company of all Knights: and in ſhozt time grew to 
ſuch a deſperate conceit of his impaſred honour, that with grief 
thereof he died; which bzought ſome heavineſs to the King of 
Perſia and the reſt, But his death was ſoon fo2gotten,fo2 that his 
Father eſfeemed him not Mozthy the name ok aKing, and had 
lately grown into great diſlike of him, and altogether favoured 
— next Son Lennalus, who far exceeded his Bꝛother Sicanus in 
Uertue. 


The appointed dap fox the Marriage was fo be within fozty 


- days, (to the unſpeakable joy of Theſſaly , but eſpecially unta 
the two young Pzinces;) in which time Dionyſius ſent Peſſen⸗ 
gers ts invite thither many Kings and Potentates, by means 
whercofthe fame of theſe Nuptials was ſp2ead in ſeveral Nati- 


ons,

ons, many hundzed Anights determined to be there to do honour 
9 Dionyſious, whoſe vertues by repozt had been made known to 
them, 

To this Parriage came the Emperoz of Conſtantinople, with 
many other K:1ights ; the Cmperozs Son of Greece, named Si- 
cheus, with many other Knights; Prolomy the Kings Son of 
gypt. the Ring of Frize, and the moſt famous Champion in the 
Wozld, Guido of Thrace z with many others, too tedious to re⸗ 
hearſe: who on the appointed dap were Royally entertained by 
D. onyſius. | 

Pariſmus and Laurana were with all ſo lemnity bꝛsught unts 
the Temple of Diana, where their Rites were pecfozmed with 
admirable Pomp; the Bzidegroom being accompanied by eight 
Rings, and the 3Bzide being led by two @mperoursg, and attended 
by two Queens ; the Rites and Solemnities being perfozmed 
with ſuch dignity, that it excelled the ſtatelineſs of Hecuba 
Queen of Troy. 

Thus all things being ended foz that day, the night app2oach- 
ed, mot part whereof was ſpent in Pagks and other Courtly 
paſtimes, needleſs to rehearſe. At laſt, the Bzide was conducted 
unto her Bed-chamber by the two Queens ; where we will leave 
her in all content to entertain her dear Pariſmus, who behabed 
bimſelfſo kindly, that Laurana's Foztreſs of Uirginity was 
beaten down, and he had the ſcaling of that ſweet Fo2t and ſpot» 
leſs Purity, ofa chaſt Uirgin ſhe became a Uertuous Wie : 
and that night he made her the happy Bother of a goodly Bop, as 
ſhall be declared heceaffer. 

D.onvſius fo the maze Royal entertainment of the States 
there alembled, cauſed a ately Tilt to be erected on a Gzeen be⸗ 
foze the Palace, the Stages being moft cunningly made by ex⸗ 
pert Wozkmen, and pꝛoclaimed a Triumph to be held there foz 
ſeven dais againſt all comers. The fi: ft days :riumph the Pzince 
of Sparta and his Knights held as chief Challengers, who appears 
ed befo:e the whole Aſemblp of States that were ſeated on the 
Scaffolds in ſuch Royal manner, that c be glo»y of them ſeemed 

- _ the ſtately Pomp ot that mighty Ponarch Alexander 
eat. 
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Laurana was ſeated in the midſt of them in a Chair of State, 
with a rich Diadem on her head, (as Lady of the Revels, who had 
piepared ſeveral gifts foz the Tonquer62s ) ſhining like golden 
Phoebus, and her eyes twinkling like Stars; inlomuch that her 
ſurpaſſing beauty made all the ſtrange Knights to admire the ex- 


cellency thereof. The Pꝛinte of Sparta had his Tent pitcht at the 


fic entring into the Lifts, being as white as milk, chewing his 
Ample eſtate; on the top whereof was artificially framed a Gol⸗ 
den Sun, the ſplends2 of which beautiffied and adozned all the 
Liſts. 

This days Triumph was perfozmed by the Prince of Sparta 
and his Knights with great valour ; hiniſelf having unho2led a⸗ 
bove ſozty Knights of ſtrange Countries; whom the bzide pꝛe⸗ 
ſented with a pair of Silver Gloves, made by the cunningeſt 
Wozkman in the wozld, 

Thus in great Royalty, to the exceeding pleaſure of the be- 
holders, the firſt day was ſpent, till the dark evening cauled the 
Knights ts give over; and then they betook themſelves to their 
Nights repole. 

Early the next momning the Knights were ſummoned fo the 
Al iffs by the ſound of Trumpets. The firſt that entred the Liſt 
that day, was the Lozd Remus of Theſſaly, gallantly mounted on 
a Theſſalian Pozſe of Jron-gray : his Tent was pitched near un⸗ 
to the others, being ofſeveral rich Colours; on the top whereof 
was artificially framed a ſwift running Bart, fo2 which the 
Country ot Theſſaly was Famous, Befoze him went four Pa⸗ 
ges richly attired, carrying four ſeveral Scuttheons: on the firſt 
was d1awn fozth his Piſtriſſeg Picture : on the ſecond thee 
white Doves, ſignifying his Jnnocency : on the third a bleeding 
heart: and on the laſt a man ſeeming deſperate. Ye behaved him⸗ 
(elf with no leſs valour then the Pzince of Sparta, to the great joy 
of the Lady 1!abella, 

The third day Pollipus was chief Challenger, who had his 
Tent richly piteht over-againft the Stage, being of the colour of 
Blood: on the top whereof ſtood a Lion rampant : his hole was 
garniſhed with coſtſy habiliments of beaten gold, and his Armour 
aller the Phrygian manner; whoſe matchleſs Chibalrp the 
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day unhozled a hundzed Knights, and he foiled all that encountred- 
with him. 

The fourth day Lozd Ofiis 9f Theſſaly was chief Challenger; 
whole Tent was pitched in the manner of a hollow Tree, from 
whence he iſlued, ſo artificially overſpꝛead with Polz, that he lrems 
td to be nothing but a lump thereof, running up and down the 
Fleld : but ſo honourably he behaved himſelf, that he was allot- 
ed that days Conqueſt. 

The fifty day Pzince Lennalus, Son fo the Bing of Perſia, was 
\ chief Challenger: whoſe Tent was ok the Colour of the Sap, 

bis Mabiliments of the Colour of Azure, belet with Stars of 
Gold. He behabed himſelfwith great honour moſt part of the day; 
but at laſt he was encountred by the valiant King sk Frize, by 
whom he was unhozſed , by reaſon that his hozſe tumbled , and 
ſo the Conqueſt returned to the adverſe party. The King of Fricze 
afterwards unhozled many wozthy Knights,to hiserceding tom⸗ 
mendation, 

The ſixth day the King of Frize wag chief Challenger oder the 
adverſe party; who had not continued long but he was unhozſed 
by the King of Libia , who moſt part of that day bare away the 
pꝛize; until he was entountred by Guido of Thrace, and by him 
unhozſi d. Guido fo2 that day did bear away the p2ize , Laving 
overthzown many hundzed Knights , and was likely to atchieve 
the greateſt honour at the Turnament. 

The ſeventh day Guidoof Thrace was conducted to the Liſts 
in great Triumph, having his Tent pitcht in the full view of all 
the whole Allembly, ſhining like Gold, and ſuppozted by four Tle- 
phants: himſelf being mounted upon a black coloured hole, 
molt ri:h'p behung with habiliments of beaten Cold. Ve be⸗ 
haved himſelfſo valiantly that day,foiling many of the Theſſalian 
and Perſian Knights, that the whole Aſſembly admired his Chi⸗ 

balry. Which Pollipus ſeeing , (notwithſtanding his laſt days 
triumph, yet he) arm'd himſelf, and encountred Guido moſt 
bzavely. Che firſt Carrier they met they bzoke their Staves on- 
ly: andafterwards had ſome five 02 Ur courſes moe, in which all | 
Guido's gkill and fozce could not orice diſahbantage Pollipus, 
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them being ſufficiently ſtirred to wꝛath, addzefſed themſelves foz 
another encounter , and met with ſuch fury, that they unhozled 
each other: which Guido ſeeing , fozgitting where he wag, and 
dil daining to be encountred by Pollipus any longer, dzew his 
Swozd, and he did the like, whereupon they began fo Combat: 
which Dionyſius leeing, commanded the Beralds to part them, 
but in fury they both mounted themſelves pꝛelently again. The 
Judges conftdering the miſchief that might ariſe, koz that there 
began fd be a tumalt in the Field) ſought to appeaſe the Cham⸗ 
pions, and perſwaded them to give over, and ſo let the honours of 
thoſe Triumphs reſt to both of them; which the Thracian in great 
diſdain refuſed., without. hearing what anſwer his Adverlary 
would make. 

Laurana hy the adbice of Pariſmus, ſent Peſſengers to Polli- 
pus, to deſire him fo2 her ſake to let Guido end that days Chal⸗ 
lenge, faz that himſelf had ſufficiently ſhown his valsur; withal 
ſhe ſent him one of her Gloves. Whoſe command Pollipus pꝛe⸗ 
lently obeyed, fo2 that he was a Knight of exceeding courtefte ; 
whereby he won moze honour then Guido could atchieve by the 
Conqueft, | 

The reft of the day Guido unhozled many Knights; and was 
like to bear away the honout of the Triumph, and foiled all the 
Knights that afterwards encountred with him: which grieved 
Parifmus to behold ; andnoting his Pꝛide, he ſecretly got from 
che Stage, and pꝛeſently went and armed himſelf in Armour 
which he had cauſed ta be made foz the lame pucpole , ſeeming to 
be old, tozn, and ruſty, but yet of as good pꝛoot᷑ as might be, be- 
ing made of the pureſt Lidian ſfeel : his Babſliments and Furs 
niture ſeemed to be ſuch as had been lald up, and not uſed in ſe- 
ven years, and all-to-be-eaten with Poaths ; his Bozle he made 


to frotlike a Country Cart-hozſe , his Plume was of Ruſlfet 


Feathers, Accompanied withſome thirty of his Kights; ac- 
tired like rude Country fellows, with Batts and Staves on 
their Necks: in the midf of the Thracians Uictozies he enfred 
ſuddenly and rudely into che Lifts : ſeeming indeed to be a very 
Natural Country Peaſant, ereaed by a company of rude fellows 


to. make Paſtime.;.and being eſpſed. by the people . de was. 
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welcomed with exceeding ſhouts and laughters, ſo that the eyes 
of all the beholders were fired upon him. Being come to the Liſts 
he ollered to run: but G-ido dildained to cope with one ſo baſe. 
Which Pariſmus Knights ſeeing, camg to him and told ven, that 
their Paſter came to run with none but himſeif; and cher rene 
he ould either bꝛeak a Lance, oz ciſe they would beat him out ot 
the Field. 

Guido then, (with a fcoznful laughter) taking a Staff, ran at 
this Ruſtick night: who notwithſtanding his outward ſhew,ens 
countred Guido ſo val iantly, that had he not been an appꝛoved 
good Knight, he had mealured his length on the ground: which lo 
vexed the Thracian, that he ran at him the ſecond time, think⸗ 
ing then verily ts overthzow him. But it tell out contrary to his 
expectation ; fo; he could not with all his power move the Touns 
trey Champion in his Saddfe:but at the third courſe he was uns 
hozſed himſelf with (uch-vislence that man and hozle lap tumbling 
on the ground, 

Guido having receſbed this foil, in a great rage departed the 
Field; and none of the contrary party encountred this Bajght, 
but they were all foiled and overthzown, ſo that at laſt there was 
none would run againſt him any moze, which he.perceiving , a⸗ 
lighted from off his. hoꝛſe, and went up the Scaffold whereon the 
2 ide ſat, and rudely offered ts have kiſt her: but ſhe courteouflp 
repꝛoved his boldneſs ; Mhereupon all began to laugh at his 
rude behaviour, and ſome began ta thzuſt him away. At laſt 
he diſcovered himlelf, and Laurana knowing him, wondꝛzed to ſe 
him armed. 

Thus th? whole honour of the Criumpb redounded ts Parit- 
mus, as moſt wozthy of the ſame, whole behaviour was lo highs 
ly commended, that all men applauded his laſt device: and Gui- 
do knowing him, was not much diſcontedted to be foiled by lo 
baliant a Knight. 

By this time the Nights black mantle began to ober-ſpzeay 
the whole Earth. which made Dionyſius with the reſt of the Po⸗ 
tentates, conduct Laurana unto the Palace: where after ſupper - 
was ended, they ſpent a good part of the igt in Dancing and 
other Courtly paſtimes; their entertainment being (o- g; 
Dit, 
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ble, t that they adntired ed the Royalty of the Court, where t they pafs 
terwards continued many daps,tpending the time in many Par -

ſivenels foꝛ the want of their Captain, mar vel⸗ 

e WI ing what was become of him: but at laſt they 
a 18s $2 were caled of their care; fo; Pariſmus remembers 

T ing th: bencfit he had received at their hands, de- 
fret Dionyſius ts remit their Offences : who 
willingly granted his requeſt, and theretoze Pariſmus ſent fo2 
them: who befoze having knowledge that he was the man whom 
they had pꝛeſerved, willingly came, and at his hands received 
theic Pardons, with large and bountiful rewards, The Damſel 
alſe coming along with them: Pariſmus cauſed her to be well u⸗ 
ſed, repoꝛting very honourably of her vertues. The Emperours 
and Kings of Perſia and Natolia being pꝛeſent at the Out⸗laws 
coming, greatly commending Pariſmus fo2 the tender care he 
Had of thole pso2 people. 

Amongſt the number of Knights there aſſembled, the Father 
pf the Damſel chanced to be pzeſent , who very diligently beheld 
his Daughter, but knew her not, fo that ſhe was mightily alte⸗ 
red:but at laſt, Hearing Dionyfius make recital of her foze-paſſed 
niisfoztunes, and how that Oliris was wounded in her reſcue, by 
circumſtance, and comparing the time of her departure with the 
ſame, he knew her to be his own Daughter, and in the pzeſence 

of them all, with weeping eyes foz joy tmbzated her: and ſhe was 
much comfo2ted wilh his preſence, Pariſmus ever aſter that uſed 
her Father moſt kindly, and much eſteemed her, fo2 that Ge had 
taken great care to heal his wounds. 

| During the time of Patifinus abode in the County of Theſſa- 

150 alter that * two Emperours of Conſtantinople and Greece 
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were departed, with the reſt of the Knights that came to the (ys 
lemnization of of the Wedding, and likewiſe the Perſian King, 
and the reſt of the Famous Potentates on his party, had taken 
their leave, (only Pollipus accepted) the chief Governours of the 
City of Thebes invited their King and Queen, the King of Bo- 

hemia, the two new Parried Pꝛinces, the Pꝛince of Sparta, the 
King of Hun aria and his Nueen,the Lady Ila ella, Lozd Remus, 
Pollipus, Oſiris, and many other Pobles, unfo a great Feaſt, 
which they had pꝛepared in a large Hall, called the Touncil-houſe: 

whoſe gentle courteſte was kindly accepted; and at the appointed 
day they went thither in great Royaity ; where they were ſy 
heartily welcomed, and honourably entertained by the Citizens, 
as it were a tedlous thing to rehearſe; ſuch Pageants, ſuch 
delightful Shows , fuch Puſick, ſuch gencral rejoycing , and 
ſuch Gifts and Commendatiolis given to the young Pzinces, 
as the like was never p2eſented to any Pzince befoze by Subs 
jects in thoſe Realms. Amongſt the reſt of the Citizens, the Fas 
ther of Viclctta (the Damſel whom Parifinus had kindly uſed, as 
is ſaid befo2e)was one of the chieteſt that ozdajned this Banquet, 
with whom alſo was his Daughter: who as ſoon ag Pariſmrs 
eſpied, a Ruddſe bluſh began to overſpzead his Cheeks, being 
touched with the remembzance of the injury that he had done 


her 

This Damlel Violetta behabed her ſelf with ſo much modeſty 
in this Royal Aſſembly, that ſhe was generally noted; iaſomuch 
that Laurana having viewed her comelineſs, began greatly to 
conmend her to the Queen her Mother, who elping occaſtsn, 
called Violetta unto her, demanding of her whoſe Daughter ſhe 
was, Violetta, humbling her [elf upon her knees , made any 
fwer, that ſhe was the Daughter of Seignis} Andrugio, an'ans 
tlent Citizen. 

Mhileſt ſhe kneeled befoze the Queen, Pollipus toł ſuch a view 
of her Perfections , that he was ſuddenly ſtrucken with Cupid's 
fler y Dart of love, and began ſo vehemently to affec her beauty 
and — that his heart was enſnared in the intricate Laby⸗ 


; rinth of Love:and ſering her derart. he thought his vital Spirits 
(th aheavy ſigh he bzeath d out his longing 
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deſtred to be acquainted with her. Pariſmus likewiſe ſtood in a 
= » deviſing how he might make ſome amends co Violetta; 


nd theretoze ſeeing her talk with the Queen and L:urana', he 
ame to them asked what Damolel that was that talked with 
them. By L82d (quoth Laurana) it is a Berchants daughter; 
whoſe behaviour ſo well pleaſeth me, that J could wtſh her to 
ſpend her time in ſome honourable place of P:eferinent, It you 
pleaſe , (ſaid Pariſmus) J will ſpeak to her Father, that he 
may attend on you. Mhereupon he came to Pollipus, who ſtood 
like one Petamozphoſed , and defied hiny to enquire who was 
the Facker of that damoſel, and tell him he would requeſt him ts 
tome and ſpeak with him. Pollipus being glad of luch an oppoz⸗ 
tunit p. laon found out Violetta, and greeting her with a kind kiſs, 
cold her he was ſet by the Pꝛince of Bohemia, to entreat her 
Father to come and ſpeak with him. She replyed that her Father 
was hard bp. and ſhe would pꝛeſently let him underſtaud his pleas 
Cure : who having knowledge thereof, immediately went unto the 
Pꝛince: who uſed ſuch entreaty, that (although very unwil- 
ling} he yielded ts his requeſt : and when he came back, he 
told his daughter to what effect he was (ent foz : which che was, 
— a „though outwardly the made a ſhew of unwilling⸗ 
nels. | 
Pollipus having underſfood the cauſe why the Pꝛince ſent fo2 
her Father (Pariſmus lobing him ſo dearly that he could conceal 
nothing from him) revealed to the P2ince the love that he bare 
to Violetta: who pꝛomiſed to further hin what he could. By this 
time the Banquet being ended, and the King departed to the Pa⸗ 
lace with great joy, and exceeding triumph, they (von took ozder 
to have Violetta ſent foz. But her Father ſeeing the Pellengers 
tome, began to make ſuch ſozrow fo her abſence , that it would 
have melfed a heart of Adamant to hear his plaints ; ls that the 
Pellenger, pittying the ſozrows old Andrugio made, returned 
without her, which dꝛove Pollipu; to ſuch an exrtaſte of ſozrow, 
that he (ſeemed altogether impatient to endure her want. But 
ſeeing no other furtherance ts his love, he often repaired to old 
Andrugio's houſe,and manifeſted his ſuit unt᷑d her; who uſed him 
Moſt kindly, but delayed him wich ſuch excuſes, that he was th 
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moe entrapped in the \nare ofLove, and pet nothing the nearer 
ofobtaining his [nif. £1 

At laft it was concludey between Pariſmus and Pollipus, that 
the Pꝛinte ould accompany him in ſome diſguiſe,andmake him⸗ 
ſelf known to none but Violetta, thereby to pꝛoture the ſwner her 
good liking to Pollipus, which he was the moe willing ts do, fox 
that he thought upon manifeſting himſelf unts her, che would not 
deny Pollipus requeſt: and therefoze finding a convenient time 
they went to old Andrugio's houſe, where they were kindlp wel⸗ 
comed by them both, who uſed them better then ever ſhe had 
done befoze , being dzawn thereto by an inward fozwardneſs 
which the felt, contrary to her fozmer diſpoſition ; where they had 
not long continued, but Pariſmus found oppoztunity to greet Vios 
letta in this ſo2t ; Fair Damoſel,quoth pe, J am come an humble 
Petitioner unto you inthe behalf of my friend Polli pus, whoſe 
love is ſo fervent towards pour (elf, that unleſs pou pitty him, 
and pield ſome comfo2t to his care, you Will be the death of the 
wozthieſt Knight living; therefs2e I defire you that J may be the 
happy D1acle to declare unto him his good foztune , pronounced 
from pour Sacred Lips. | ; | 

Violetta food all this while as one amazed, feeling ſuch an ex⸗ 
teeding thꝛobing at her heart, that ſhe could not tell what to ans 
{wer : at laſt, being touched with the remembzance of his love 
that had cropt her Uirginity , the replied in this ſozt : Gentle 
Knight: J would not willingly be any mans death, if J could 
otherwiſe chuſe : but J cannot grant to his ſuſt , J have already 
placed my affections, and bowed never to alter whilft life doth 
talk in me. 

This ſudden and reſolute reply of hers Pariſmus mnch tom⸗ 
mended, yet uſed many perſwaſſons in the behalf of Pollipus, and 
began to demand of her to whom ſhe had vowed her love; uſing 
manp infreaties , that at laſt he ſaid : Jt was but folly to ask 
that queſtion! But, ſaid Pariſmus , what if I ſhould name the 
man (wherowſth Violetta bluſht) and ſo pulled out of his Bo- 
ſom the Scarff which the befoze had given him. Behold (aſd he) 
pour elf hath let down a Deſcription of your Loves firſt 
coming unto zou, which was Ly Þaince of Bohemia gg 

unt 
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unto whom vou pꝛelented this, who leaping down the Pallace 
Wall ſiew pour Fathers Dogs » what kindneſs he received at 
your hands your ſelf knows beſt : and ſince it is impoſſible to ob⸗ 
fain any recompence at his hands (being Wedded to the Pꝛin⸗ 
ceſs Laurana) det Pollipus., who in Chivalry is inferio2 to none, 
= — man that ſhall. poelg the ſecond room in your good 
ſking. 

Violetta hearing him make lo true a rehearſal of that Adven- 
ture, and hearing him affirm by lo many reaſons that it was Pa- 
riſmus, was ftruck with ſuch a ſudden fear and ſhame to lee her 
ſecrets diſcloſed , that che was ready to ſound with grief, and 
kneeling down with the tears ſtanding in her eyes,Ge deſired him 
not to reveal. the ſame to any, fo2 ſhe was fully reſolved to [ove 
none but him, althougb he were a Paſnce , and unlikely to at⸗ 
tain anp favour af his hands. J will not, quoth he, reveal if to a⸗ 
ny, koz none but Pariſmus knows thereof , who is here pꝛeſent 
with thee, wherewith he folded her in his Arms, and killed her: 
ſhe pet being in ſome doubt that it was not he, until at laſt Parit- 
mus made himſelf known unto her, and by ſuch pꝛivate tokens as 
hy both certainly and alluredly knew that it was he, which lo re- 

ted her heart, that ſhe moſt humbly upon her knecs: entreated 
him to pardon ber boldneſs, and vowed never to love any but 
biunſelf; which pꝛoteſtation ſo grieved him, that he began to per⸗ 
[ade her not to wꝛong her ſelfſo much; ko that he was no way 
te bꝛake his Medlock vows to pleaſure her. 

Py dear Lozd (quoth che) if J had a theuſand lives, and ever 
Iffe ten thouland times dearer then this my life , J would moſt 
willingly ſpend them in meditation on the firſt Fruits of peur 
kindneſs towards me. He ſing her ffrm love, could. not tell 
what means to uſe to alter her ſtedfaſt relslution, but paſſed 
ſeme time with her in pꝛivate talk, till he ſaw Pollipus with hea- 
by ſighs:expec. his happy oz unhappy news; therefoze- he left 
her, and coming to him did tell bim; there was ſome hope of obe -

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with him; and on a convenient time, ſhe attired her (elf like a 
Page, which habit Ge became ſo well, that ſhe ſeemed to be the 
bet Mozkmanſhip that ever Nature had framed, her Cuſt being 
G1een Satin, her Bugkin of the fineſt Spaniſh Leather, kaſtned 
to her dainty Leg, with Chzyſtal Buttons; her Hair Mzeathed 
with a Carnation Ribon , and all things elle ſo neat and decent 
upon her comely bodp, that it was pleaſant to behold her. Jn this 
changeable apparel , fe ſtole ſecretly from her Fathers houſe,

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Che Bohemian Bing had not ſailed above two days (pate, in 
great hope to recover the Coaſt of Bohemia, but the Winds be- 
gan to blow aloft , and the Seas ts rage and ſwell, a n ſuch an 
exceeding tempeſt aroſe, ag it the Gods had tonſptreù their utter 
overthzow; ſo that the Ships were dſperſed from oc another, 
and the Parriners expected nothing aut death: Pariſmus, Lau- 
rana, Pollipus, and Adonius, were [evered from the reit of the 
company, all being in deſpair of ever ſeeing each other again. 
The cruelty of this tempeſt continued fs2 the (pace of chzee 
days in ſuch raging and extream ſo2t , that the Parriners were 
compelled to cut their Sails, and thꝛow their Paſts over-board; 
and by the violence of the Mind were dziven paſt their know⸗ 
ledge, but when the ſtozm ceaſed, the Warriners eſpied a far off 
an Jfland, whſther they ſailed with luch pꝛoviſlon as they had. 

Pariſmus being glad that they had ſo well eſcaped the fury of

comfozt pour ſelf in theſe ertreamities with hope of better ſuc-- 
ceſs. ?- foz J doubt not but we hall recover the company of my⸗ 
Lo2d and Father, and J hope the Deas will not be ſo unmerci⸗ 
ful as fo dꝛench his aged yrars in their ſpacious gulphs: But, oh 
my dear Lady, wert thouſafe on ſhoze, then would my heart be 
at reſt; J 

Pany other ſpeeches he uſed to comkozt her in her ſadneſs; 
who was the moze comfozted with beholding him. They had 
not long tantinued in this good hope of recovering. Land, bur 
they tſpied a Ship making towards them with all ſpeed, and be⸗ 
ing tome near unto them, they pzeſently knew them fs ke Pi⸗ 
rates, and they began to board the Ship where the Pzince was, 
but were valiantly refiffed by the Parriners.

them: Being landed, they found the Country waſte and deſo-

Adonius ſeeing his Lozd in this extream caſe, uſed all Skill 
poſſible to recover him to his (ences, and leeing it nothing avail : 
began to make ſuch lamentation as would have kozced a heart ot 
Adamant to pitty bim, where 2 continued rubbing his pale 
Cheeks with her ſoft hand, a thouſand times kifſing of his cold 
lfps, and waſhing the ſame with her bziniſh tears, that Pollipus- 
ſeeing his friend in that ſozt raging againſt foztune,and ſeeing the 
moan the poo2 Page made; (little thinking. who it was) by view⸗ 
ing their infirmities moſt pzudently governed:himſelf, and did 
what he could with Adonius to recover him, but all was in vain;.. 
then he began to meditate on his affliction, thinking that ik he 
Houtd rage ſs exceſſively as the Pzince did, he ſhould be no whic 
the:nearer of any. hope of remedy, but ſhould thereby: give 
example to him to continue in his ſozrow , which was beyond the 
compaſs ot compare.

Pp ZLo2d (quoth Pollpius) let us do the beſt we can to get 
out of this lolitary place, which once attalned, there is no doubt 
but we might in continuance of travel, ineet with ſome that can 
give us knowledge of whence thoſe Pirates were; which, if by 
happy chance we can once find out, then we ſhall ſoon hear what 
is become of her; and in the mean time let us ſearch diligently 
fo2 her; foꝛ J vow , that if (he be fo be feund, J will never diſiſt 
travel, till J hear ofher abode. 

Theſe ſpeeches o revived Pariſmus , that he abandoned hig 
effeminiate grief and lamentation , and with a mind full of fo2- 
row, kindly thanked Pollipus : and withthis reſolute determi⸗ 
nation, theſe two wozthy Knights unarmed, fabe only their good 
\wo2ds , haveing no company but the Page, traveled a long the 
Coaf-fide, to ſee if they could happily find any ſhipping that lay 
there in harbour. 

In whith travel we will leave them a while, to ſpeak ofthe

that moſt of them were lain in this rage, not knowing what 
they did, and the reſt that (urvived deſperately murthered themes. 
felves , which Leda beholding, alluredly thought they were-be- 
traped, and with abundance of tears went to her Piſtris again; 
who ſtill was faſt aſl@p, but when che awaked and ſaw Leda 
weeping, her heart began fo kail yer, and demanding the ccuſe of 
her, Ge could nob anfwer.a wow ; wherewith Laurana was dzi⸗ 
nen into . ſuch an extrean paſſion of fear, that all her joynts be-- 
gan to quake and ſhake; - but at laſt with great entreaties Leda 
declared unto her the cauſe of her [ozrow. | 

When Laurana heard.herſap. they were befxaped ta the Tar- 
tarians, and that the Part iners had in an upꝛoar flain one ano⸗ 
ther, ſhe fell down into a deadly trance, that do what Leda could

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the reach of the two Knights, began to lift up the Batches, and 
tall to thoſe'that were below, but hearing none make anſwer, one 
of the Pirates went down, where he beheld all the Bohemians lyr 
nurther ed, and with great+joy he ran up again and-totd-his fel- 
lows. | | 
One that was the:chiet Captain over the ceſt, allotting every 
man his ſeberal Otkiee, went down where Laurana was , whom 
he found making ſuch moan, that he ( though he was of a Barbe 
rous diſpoſition could nof-refratn from pittying her grief; and in 
that eſtate, without ſpeaking a wozd to her, he left her, and re⸗ 
turned again within two'honrs, khinking by that eme The had 
ceaſed her complaints, but ſhe not giving her thoughts any res 
fpite of conſideration, but only ts think of her dear Toꝛd, conti- 
nued ſtill her ſozrows, altogether refuſing to be comfozted by anÞ 
perſnaſſons, and foz two days (pace would not receive any luſte⸗ 
nance, by means whereof ſhe was bzought to-extream peril any 
_ of her life, which cauſed Leda to utter untoher thefe 
peeches. ; 
Dear Piſtris, if you will vonchlafe ts hear me Tpcak, then 
J ſhould not doubt but to eaſe you ot᷑ ſome sf the care you ſs im⸗ 
patiently endure ; Bou know that my Lozd Pariſmus, Polli- 
pus, and Adonius, are pet living, and no doubt in god eſtate, 
but only foz the loſg-of you, fo whoſe ſake my L oꝛd J know will 
pꝛeſer ve his tife : Why Mould you Chen deſtroy pour fel, whom 
He ſo much tendzeth - and not rather uſe all pofſibte means to 
pꝛeſerve your life, until pou can by ſome means hear of him, fo 
chere ig no doubt but that he will ſearch moſt part of the Wo71lv 
to find pou, and by his Malour where he finds pou ſet pou free ; 
to2 without doubt he will find you; but if you deſtrop your ſelf 
you will deſtroy him alſo, whereas otherwiſe you may happily 
meef to both ysur comfoxts : Pour vertues have the power to 
vule ffranger affections, let them then reſtrain pour (elffrom 
doing harm: What will my Loꝛd think » and what think por 
Will be his grief, when he hath travelled many Countries in 
ſearch of pon ; and in threndfinds that you have made pour (eff 
away - A beſeech pou, dear Piftris , weigh thefe things artght, 
and conſtder the fate we are in, and then, J do not doubt, bert 
98 2 - pour 
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pour wildgm will allow it better fo pou to pzeſerve your t ſelf fo 
his ſake, then by deſtroping your ſelf, to be guilty both of pour 
own death, and his too. 

With theſe perſwaſtons the Pzinces then began fo pacifle her 
ſelf, and with a ſettled reſolution determined to endure what mi⸗ 
ſery ſoever ſhould light upon her; and theretoze began to confer 
with Leda about her hard hap, and miſerable eſtate; which did 
d2ive her to her very Wits end, to think of. In the midſt of theſe 
thoughts came the Captain, who beholding Luranas Majeſli⸗ 
cal countenance, and exceeding beauty, was lo amazed therewith 
that he condemned himfelf of villany , foz pzocuring ſo Divine a 
ereatuces diſcontent. 

Laurana ſteing him ſtand gazing upon her, demanded what he 
would have: Me humbling himſelf upon his knee, ſaid he Had pꝛo⸗ 
bidedher Dinner, if ſhe pleaſed to eat: which ſhe willingly ac- 
cepted of, and began conſiderately to recal her fozmer (ences, as 
it was a rare vertue ſo ſuddainly to over⸗maſter her ſo2row. 

By this time the Pirates had ſafely landed their Ship in the 
Illand where their Paſter Andramart was, which was intom⸗ 
paſſed with lueh mighty Kocks of Stone, that a few men might 
eaſily keep out a great Army, and ſoon they conveyed Laurana 
and Leda to the Caſtle, and bzought them befoze Andramart, 
who being a man of a pꝛoud and haughty diſpoſition , and ſitting 
on an imperial ſeat, was ſo enamoured at the ſight of Laurana, 
that he ſtood a long time beholding her ; at laſt he came to her to 
embace her tender body in his rough arms, but ſhe thzuſt him 
from her with a dildainkul ſcozn, wherewith he began fo ſhew 
great kindneſs, and bꝛought them into moſt ſtately Chambers, 
moſt richly furniſbed, and ſoon all things needful were there pze⸗ 
ſent unto her. 

When Laurana ſaw her ſelf thus kindly uled, ſhe was lome⸗ 
what comfozted, and uſed her ſelf acro2ding to the conditfon ofthe 
time and plate, and kindly accepted all their courteſtes :. but the 
love which Andramart made unto her was ſo hateful in her eyes, 
that it ſeemed wozle then death ts her to endure his ſight. 

The night being come, and after they had ſupped(being ſerved 


um moſt ately manner, and with moſt rich and coftly Diſe7)he 
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and her Paid, who lodged with her, betok themſelves to their 
repoſe, where ſhe could by no means give reſt to her (elf , but ut⸗ 
tered ſuch heavy fighs and lamentations, bewailing the loſs of 
her dear Lozd, that the very Walls ſeemed to groan fo:th the 
Ecchoes of her Complaints; in which nt the contiued moſt 
part of that night. 

Early the next mozning ſhe was ſaluted by Andramart; why 
could give his mind no reſt no2 quiet but in her company, and his 
love was ſo txterding towards her, that he could net do her any 
offericce ; In this miſerable eſtate Laurana continued ſoꝛ the 
ſpace of a month, in which time ſhe had knowledge of a namber 
of Pꝛiſoners that this Tyrant had encloſed within the Caſtle, 
by the grieveous crys the heard, ſome fo2 want of Fod, ſome 
with pains of Tozture that he inflicted upon them, being hiniſelf 
hated of all men, and theretoze he hated all men that accozded not 
to his Tpzanny. 

Lavurana in this time uſed her ſelf ſo that ſtill ſhe deferred his 
ſuit , and had him lo enſnared to her beauty, that whatſoever ſhe 
tommanded he would do; but lo odious was his love unts her 
heavy heart, that ſhe was ready to dye with the rementbzance of 
the ſame, but fill by the advice of Leda ſhe held it her beſt tourſe 
to keep themſelves in his favour , until by lome means they 
might eſtape from thence ; where we wilt leave diffreſfed Lau- 
rana amongft rude and uncivil people night and dap, her Ears 
being filed with the miſerable cries ot pod) Pʒiſoners, andclog- 
ged with the love of Andramart, nieditating how to eſcape that 
place ot cruel bondage; there you map judge the wird to be 
luch that ſhe endured as is not to on xemc - 4111 


C HAP. XX. 

The miſerable Travel that Pariſmus endured in the Defolate 
Hand: How he was ſuccoured by Antiochus.; and. afterwards 
how Pollipus and he were impriſoned in the Enchanted Caſtle by 
Be fond the Enchantreſs. 

V V Hen theſe two nights had traveled many days along 

the Coat of the Delolatt Ifland, their cheifeſt Fwd be- 
wad Wav Fruit that ger upon Trees, * — 
dunkaln 
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Fountain Water, and their Lodging the told Earth: At length 
they beheld many godly Towns but not inhabited, which cauſed 
- them toth£0:marvel., and being deftrous fo2 to know the cauſe 
thereof, remembzed that the Pirates had told them, that there 
was a ſtately Caſtle ſcituated in the midſt of the Country which 
was by ſome inhabited, and therefoze they determined to travel 
thither, ſoz they ſaw no hope how to get away from that Iſland, 
being grown very weak , by reaſon st their faint Fod and hard 
- Lodging. 

This travel Adonins. willingly-endured , thinking all pain a 
pleaſure in his Palters company, unto whom he behavedhimſecll 
wich ſuch a tender care , that Pariſmus would oftentimes extol 
and commend him to Pollipus ; fo; when Pariſmus at any time 
ep , he would cover his face with his thinneſt garment , and 

make a Pillow ofthe reſt fo} his head, and ofteritimes dzive fron 

bis mind many ſad thoughts with his ſweet ſongs, that Pariſmus 
thought he could never have endured that tedious travel if his 
Page had been abſent. | 

Theſe wozthy Knights having continued a long time in this 

their ſolifary walk, twk their journey by gueſs to the midft of 
the Country, in which travel they continued ſome thiee Weeks, 
being often in danger of dzowning ; by reaſon of many deceitlul 
Daick-fands, and often line to be famifhed foz want of ſuſte- 
nance , and-often in danger to be deboured by wild Beaſts that 
were.abundantly inthat Country, and yet fill they were fruſtc a⸗ 
ted of their expectation : at laſt they began to diſpaſs ofever ac- 
compliching means to get from this unfrequented plate; and 
they travelled a day and a vight over a mighty Plain, hating 
neither Water to ſquench their thirſt, noꝛ Fruſt to aſſuage theic 
hunger.

Early in the Bozning they eſpyed a mighty Mod, where 
they thought, although there were no other comfozt , yet that 
there they ſhould find kruit , but being come thither, their hopes 
was deceived , fo2 there was nothing but Thozng.and Bziars, 
and they ſo thick that they could by no means eater the (ame, 
that then they ſurely-exprcted nothing but Famiſhment : The 
P1ince, what with.ertrenz(ty er hunger, and grief lo; —_—_ E 
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bis d dear Lady, and the care he to foz his 5 friend and his Page, 
(at him down under a (pzeading- Dke ; and with a heavy heart 
uttered theſe plaints, 

Pow unkoztunate am Jabobe all ments be dziven fo this 111 
gence of miſerable calamity, that by ill Foztune hath bet ray: d 
the moſt Aertusus, Chaſt, and Beantifut- Lady liveing into 
the hands of the Tyzants, and by my mitang have beught my 
good friends in danger ol death by kamiſhment had all thele been 
pꝛoper to my ſelt, then would in deſpight of my crooked deſti⸗ 
nfes have endured them; then Gould not theſe my friends tom⸗ 
plain, then ſhould Laurana have been ſill in the Court of Diony- 
frus, whole tears at my departure did pzognoſticate my tunlcky 
ſitcceſs ; In this extremity what hope is left fo; my comfo:t - 
How map Laurana curfe my unfoztunate Deſtinies ? Bow may 
Dionyfins accuſe me of diſhonour ſoʒ looſing his Daughttr⸗Wow 
map the Phrygians condemn me ko; the loſs ofthe wozthp Polli 
pus / How may I ſufficently recompence all theſe wzongs - oe 

di⸗ 


ſpair ſhall attend my ſteps: Sozrow ſhall be my food, A 

on ſhall be my compantsn, and care my reſt; the Day will Iſpend 
in tears, and the Night in Gang, let the heavens pour down 
their vengance on my Head, and the Earth wozk my ſozrow, fox 
I the moſt unkoztunateſt of all men have deſerved the greateſt- 
puniſhment that ever was inflicted upon man. 

In this vexatlon of mind continued Pariſmus, and Adonius 
lap weeping at his keet, almoſt dead foz want of Food; Pollipus 
went up and down, raging inwardly in his mind, his heart being 
ready to burſt with ; griet. 

All the while that theſe wozthy Knſght#had continued in this 
ſympathy ofſozrow , there was an aged Hermit had heard their 
complaints ,and underſtanding by their behaviour that they were 
diſtreſſed rangers, pityed their paſſion , and came towards 
them, and ksund them all thꝛee lying under che Oke, whom he 
thus ſaluted. 

Wozthy BDnights ( ſaid the Hermit) becauſe J ſee vou are 
diſtreſſed, if nip pooz Cell may any way eaſe you, and ſuch diau⸗ 
als as that yields, refreſh you, o it my ſelf, oꝛ counſel may any 
wap pleſure yotr, 4 desire au to- go with me thither , and vou 
Hall be welcome. Fariſmus 
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Pariſmus hearing the-aged man utter ſuch kind ſpteches , as 
one raviſbed with joy, roſe from the ground and fold hin, that 
be kindly accepted his pzoffered courtefie ; foz , Courteous old 


man (quoth he) vou cotld never have tome in a kime of moze 


ned, fo; we are readp to periſh, therefoze we map (lap, happy 
old man, you will do us a friendly dEd, which we ſhall Chankfully 
accept and willingly requite ts the utmoſt ot our powers. Then 
go with me (quoth he) fo2 J perceſbe your bodys are wearitd 
with travel, and pour hearts tired with grief. thep.joptully 
went to his Cell, being glad of this comfozt , and in little ſpace 
got thither , which was in a large Cave under the earth, moſt 
ſecretly contrived ; where they refreſhed themlel ves with god 


Wine and fat Weniſon which the old man had alwaps ready 


die ſt. 

When they had well ſatified their hunger with this god 
victualg; the old man requeſted to know of whence they were, and 
by what diſaſterous miſchante they were arrided on that unhaypp 
Jfland. Pariſmus fold him that he was Son to the King of Bo- 
hemia , and that his friend was a Phrygian night, rehearing 
unto him their whole miſadbenture and the lols of Liurana, ut- 
tering the ſame with ſuch ſozrow that the Hermit could not re- 
frain from tears. Eb, 

By that time the Pꝛinte had ended his diſcourſe it grew dark, 


and therefoze the old Permit conducted them to their Lodging, 


which was the. ſame bed whereon he lay himfelf (chere being no 
other ) on which Pariſmus was very unwilling to [ye , thereby 
to diſplace this god old man: But by the manifold intreaties 
of the Hermit, he yielded, and ſon addzefſed himſelf thereunto, 
dellring Pollipus to be his Bed-fellow, and becauſe Adonius was 
ſomewhat Cckly, they laid him in the midft-betwen them, fo2 
t hat he had done them many pleaſures in their travel, Pariſmus 
being ſs far in love. with him, that he would have ventured his 


like to do him god. : 
Adoniu, with bluſhing Gheks put off his Apparel, and ſer⸗ 
med to be abaſhed when he was in his Shirt, and tenderly leapt 


into the Fed between the ts Knights, who little ſuſpeged that 
is was Voletta, wheze the (poi ſoul.) lay clole at Pariſmys 


. 
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bac k, the touch oł whoſe ſweet body ſeemed to ravich her with joy, 
but the being not acquainted with ſuch Bedfellows, ſremed ag it 
were metamozpholed with a kind of delightful fear, buf had 
Pollipus known it had been his dear Violetta, he would have moze 
— regarded his Bedfellow, who ſeemed to art when he did 
but ſtir. 

Thus they all tosk their reſt that night, the Knights be ing 
glad of this quiet repoſe after their long travel; and Adonius 
being much delighted to have couched himſelf co near Pariſmus; 
therefoze early in the mozning he got up, being afraid to uncover 
his delicate body, and wſithſpeed arrayed himſelf; ſo neatly pꝛo⸗ 
viding all things againſt Cheſe two Knights ould riſe, that both 
o them admired his behaviour , fo he had pꝛobided cool Batches 
ox their Feet,which did them much eaſe, fo2 they were ſoze bzui⸗ 

ſed with travel. 
The Hermit ſeeing theſe wozthy Knights ready to fake their 
leave ( fo2 that they were unwilling to ſtay to trouble him) re- 
queſted them that they would ſtay with him ſome days to refreſh 
themſelves. Good Father (ſaid Pariſmus) if we be not trou- 
bleſom then we will tay, and bzing our leldes further in your 
debt, Not do wozthy Knights (quoth he) fo2 J know pou will 
not go from fo2th of this Countrey unleſs you ſtay ſome while 
with me, fs2 J aſſure you there is no wap but one, which muſt be 
atchieved with much hazard of pour lives, which manyhave ats 
tempted, but none could ever effect. A pꝛay pou good Father (aſd 
the Pzince) let me be lo happp as fo know the means, fo be 
it never ſo dangerous J chall willingly undertake the ſame, ſecs 
ing there is no other means to eſcape, fo2 J greatly deſtre to 
know what is become of the bertuous Lady Laurana, whereupon 
the Hermit thus began: 

Moſt wozthy Pzince (quoth he) J now begin to tell a Þf- 
ffo2y ofthe moſt vileſt Trayto2 living, whoſe name is Drubal, 
ſometimes a Dubjec of mine, but now my Superiour, fo know 
wo2thy Knights my name is Antiochus, once the unhappy Ru- 
ler ofthis Aland: This Drubal enge ſerved me, unto whom A 
committed mp ſecrets, as the man J.vtoft truſted, who in time 
grew lo pꝛoud, that under 1 of my favour, he would com⸗

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mit many bad actions, whereby he was much hated amongſt my 


Noble-men,and my Subjects began to accuſe me as acceſſary to 


his facts , and becauſe J was lo blinded with his flatteries they 
began to rebel, and being repꝛobed of my eldeſf Son koz his miſ⸗ 


demeanours, he offered in my pꝛelence to have ſlain him, which 


made him lo odious, that at the entreaties of my Nobles J ba- 
niſhed him my Court, which ever after he tok in ſuch dildainkul 
C62t, that he always deviſed how to do me miſchief, and joyning 
himſelf to one Bellona my chiefenemp ,. the wickedeſt Mag living 
upon the Garth, ung Witchcrafts, Sozceries, and Enchant⸗ 
ments, to further their puryoſe agalnſt me : and coming into 
this my Count te, having many Friends, firſt won many of my 
Subjects hearts, and then made open Mar againſt me, who by 


their ſtrength put me to flight: Having gotten my Crown, they 


impꝛiſoned my Queen, my two Sons, and my Daughter, but 
vet notwithſtanding they could never quietly enſoy the Govern 


ment; but were oftentimes diſtur bed by my people, who refuſed: 
to live under his Tyzanny, fo2 dayly he grew moze odious in the 


ſight of them, that by continual War the Countrey was almoſt 
waſted,and by the Counſel of that wicked Bag Bellona, he with 
his Confederates betook themſelves to a high #. mighty Poun⸗ 
tain, and foztiffed the ſame, and by enchantments framed an ins 
bincible Caſtle , from whence they often (Nued fo2th and flew 
Moſt of my Nobles, the ret remaining now in the Caffle under 


their CLyꝛanny : But not contented with this, (they were ſo 


much given to Diviliſh fury, that) they deſtroped all the whole 
Coquntrey , not ſuffering Pan, Woman, oz Child to live, noz 


tan any land here, but by their Sozceries they deffroy them: Jn 


this kind ol cruelty they have continued many years: my (elf is 
ſecretly hidden in this place, from whole hand J have been ſaved 
all this time by Divine Providence, and by the vertue of a 
Ring that was given to me by an Artlman of Tartaria: The 


Caſtle wherein they remain is diſtant from hence thze miles, 


the goodlieft thing to the outward (eto that ever eyes beheld, 


where Drubal and Bellona lide in great mirth without fear, con 

Linually toꝛmenting my Queen and thzee Childzen with much 

*©ruelty ; Now, wozthy Kaſghts, unlels you can by ſome _ ; 
; Ro Ober-“ 
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overcome thele Furies there is no hope to eſcape from hence, ko; 
long pou cannot remain but they will know of your being here, 
{oz all Paſſengers do utterly ſhun this place ag a hateful and o⸗ 
minioug Coaſt. 

When they had heard out his ſpeeches they wondzed much, and 
were confounded in their thoughts to think of the eminent dan⸗ 
ger they ſhould undergo tv conquer the Enchantments, that 
luddenly they couldnot tell what to determine of : but craving 
pardon of Antiochus fo2 their rude behaviour towards him, whom 
befo2e they knew not, moſt lobingly ſaluted him : Pariſmus laid 
to Pollipus that he would the next mozning travel thither , and 
Pollipus returned him this anſwer ; that were he ſure to ſuffer 
a thouſand deaths he would bear his Pighneſs companp, vowing 
not to loſe higtght. 

The next mozning being early up, they determined ts leabe 
the Page with Antiochus , but notwithſtanding all their. pers 
lwaſtons he would not ſtay, but with tears and humble entrea- 
ties he deſired the Pꝛince to let him go, which he was unwil- 
ling to do, leſt he ould be hurt in the attempt; Antiochus cons 
duced them until they were in ſight of the Caſtle, and then re⸗ 
turned to his Cell, invocating and pꝛaping to the Gods foz their 
good lucceſs, 

When they had well viewed the Caſtle , which was ſtrongly 
ſituated upon a high Rock, encompaſſed with a mighty deep 
Lake, they went round about it, but could find no paſſage there- 
fo, having neither Bzidge ns2 other wap to get ober: at laſt 
they heard a little Bell ring within the Caſtle , which Alarum 
was rung by the Match⸗men, thereby givingnotice to the reit 
of the Souldiers to arm themſelves with all ſpeed, upon which 
noile they pzeſently diſcovered a Boat with fix armed men in it, 
making towards them.

lipus dzew their Swozds, (being otherwiſe unarmed) and lo va.

Caſtle; that in a ozt ſpace they were all lain upon the place, the 
Utiao1s receiving very little damage oz hurt. | 
»The Ferry-men ſeeing their lx Champions lye. weltring in 
their purple Goze, ran towards their boatzbut Adonivs ſeeing hig 
Maſter and Pollipys had flain their enemies, was befoze gotten 8 
down into the ſame, and ſeeing the Ferry-men toming towards | 
it. and Pariſmus and Pollipus purſuing them, thzuſt the boat out | 
of their reach, by which means they (on took thoſe ſlaves, pꝛomi⸗ | | 
ſing them their lives, upon condition they would diſcover the le⸗ 
cret.paſſages of the Caſtle, and by what means they might obtain | | 
it; but they denying to diſcloſe any thing that might be pꝛejudi⸗ | 
cial to their Lozd, they immediately diſpatched 
riſmus comming to Adonius moſt kindly imbꝛated him, and with 
exceeding pꝛaiſes extolled his wiſdom in perkozming this exploit f 
to Pollipus, who admired to ſee ſo great Policy and diſcretion in |

ane ſo young : but had they. known the party thep would have far 

moe admired his incomparable. vertue. . By means of this boat 

they had paſſage unto the other ſide of the River,where they were 

ns ſooner landed, but they heard ſuch a hideous noiſe within the 

Caſtle, ſuch Thundzing and ratling in the Skies, that it would r 
„have amazed the ſtouteſt Champions, in the Mozld, pet they f 

were nothing abaſhed thereat; but 4donivs ſtood quaking and t 
 Gaking with ext ream fear. Then iſſued out of the Caſtle two | l 

mighty huge pꝛopoztioned Monſters, ſeeming rather to be De⸗ A 

vils then natural men, who. aſſailed theſe two wozthy Knights 8 

with: ſuch fury, that had they not nimbly avoided their blows, | t 

they had at that very inſtant per iſhed, and.p2oſecnted their blows q 


with ſuch fiertenels, that the very earth. ſeemed to ſhake and el 
tremble thereat , inſomuch that wich extreamity of labour and h 
madneſs that they could not offend theſe Knights, the Sun being 

then at the higheſt , echey were lo hot that their eyes dazled with 10 


the wear that kell krom their bzows, which advantage theſe h 
Champions ſoon eſpyey, and with their Cwozds having gotten 21 
within compaſg-of their mighty aceg, loon ended their wzetched * 


lives, 
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libes, who gabe ſuch groang that all the Caſtle rung with the 
noiſe thereof ; which cry ſs amazed D.ubal and Bellona (being 
then af their plealure) that they came haſtily running to beholy 
theſe two wo:thy Knights, who were then entering the Cattle, 
and no loner came into the inner Court, but they beheld the ra⸗ 
reſt buildings that ever they had ſeen. 
They had not ſtaped long but they eſpyed. Bellona coming to⸗ 
wards them, whom they thought to be ſome Qucen impziſoned 
in that Caſtle , (02 the woze upon her head an Jmperfal Diadem, 
who with her S02ceries ſo bewitched their Senſes, that imme⸗ 
dlately thep fell into a dead and ſound ſleep, and pꝛelently ſhe 
commanded them to be conveyed into a ſtrong Piſon, and there 
(ettered them with Jrons. 
When they awaked, they were greatly amazed to ſ& them - 
ſelves impziloned in that manner, and Pariimus wag lo enraged... 
that he toze his Yair, rent his Garments , ralled on his mil⸗ 
foztune, cur led his Deſtinies, and vered his o wn heart with ex⸗ 
tream paſſion of heart, that his ſpeches was turned into litter 
aghs, and his Senſes kozgot their vertue, inſomuch that he was 
ſo ſozrowful , that no grief might be compared to that he did 
undergo;

much to ſee him govern himſelf lo well, which made her okten 
timeg-accule her ſelf ot unkindnels, ts refufe ſo gentle a Knights 
love: which thoughts touched her lo near that che was okten in 
the mind to peild to love him, and began akterwards to affent.: 
hin exceedingty: 
Thus-thep continued in the dark Dungeon all that night, la 
laden with chains of Aron, that they could. not help one another, 
being without Food, not able to take any reſt. with the care they 
endured ts hear the pittiful cries of a number al diſtreſſed peopla 
which were impꝛiloned hard by them, that it ſeemed moze _ 
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ble then death to poo2 Adonius:But they were comfozted by Pol- 
lipus, who hearing the ſ82zrow the Page made, and ſeeing the hea- 
bineſs of the Pꝛinte, uttered theſe ſpeeches : 

Py Lo2d, do not diſcomtoꝛ t pour ſelf, no2 be diſcouraged at all 
with theſe croſſeg, fo J doubt not but in ſhozt (pace we ſhall be 
free from hence , therefoze bear the abſence of Laurana with 
moze patience then pet pou have done: What though che be in 

the hands of Pyzates and Uillains, Mure pour ſelf that there is 
none ſo Barbarous as will do her injury; and were it not foz the 
care He had taken foz your want, J durſt aſſure my ſelf ſe is in 
good health; and foz pour own ſafety and ours you need not grieve 
ſo extreamly, foz do but follow my counſel, and we will foon ob⸗ 
fain our liberty, and leave this effeminate (ozrow , which makes 
dur enemies rejoyce at our affliction , and not in the leaſt pit- 
tyus. | 
Dear Friſend(quoth Pariſmus) pour wozds are offozce to re- 
* bivea dying heart, but ſo much grief poſſeſeth my mind foz the 
loſs of my fait Laurana, that felt you but the grief of ſucha La- 
dies abſence, and feared never to lee her again, you would ſay A 
didnot grieve enough. ne | 
PpL 02d, ſald Pollipus, J have often made trpal of your Uer- 
furs , which males me the bolder to try your patience ; J con- 

-feſs that the loſs of ſuch a friend as Laurana is cannot ſufficſs 

ently be lamented, foz my (ſelf doth feel ſuch ſozrow foʒ the loſs of 
my dear Violetta, that my heart endureth-moze ſozrow then my 

tongue is able ts expreſs, which makes me filent in my grief, 
left I ould put pou in remembzante of pours by mine; fo 
Violetta ig as dear to me as ten thouſand libes, and A doubt not 
but one day J hall ſee her vertuous ſelf, till when J all not be

Which woꝛds he uttered with ſuch a digdainful countenanee,

. N them, that ſpould fozce them to peild to her 
„Alu, wherefoe Ge ſecretly tommanded. her 
"Servants to load them with moze Jrons, which they perfozmed : 
Where: thefe wozthy Knights lay fox the [pace of a week in the 
moſt truelleſt tozment that might be, their fodd being bꝛead and 
water, cheir bed the hard and told earth, in a moſt loathſom ſtinky 
ing Pꝛilon. Which pain they patiently endured, but were both fo 
«grieved fo2 pooꝛ Adonius, that their hearts were almoſt ready ts 
{burft with grief;who continually (notwithftanving his weakneſs) 
'ſ&emed ts beof god comfo2t:but beingall his life tenderly bzought 
up he began ts war very ſick with the ill favour,x hard kare in this 
-loathſom-Pziſon,that there was little hope of life in im, but Pol- 
lipus with devices and fozce, wzung himkelf from the place where 
he was faſfned, c made ſuch means,notwithſtanding his heavy J- 
-rons,that he came to poo2 Adonius ę unlooſed many of the bolts c

the Rey which Bellona had, which h he had taken up, as being mot 
careful of that, he entred in and locked the dooz again: but the 
Noble minded Pariſmus marking his ghaſtly looks , being lome⸗ 
what affcighted, would not queſtion with him, and pooz Adonius 
was ſomewhat comfozted with his pꝛelence; but otherwiſe ſadly 
grieved in her thoughts. 

As ſoon as he was in, he walked up and down a good ſpace, fill 
the Japloz came with food to byeak their faſt, whom Pollipus pꝛe⸗ 
lently caught hold on, and with threats compelled hin to unloſe 
all the fetters from Pariſmus and Adonius, which when he had 
done, he took up a bolt of Jron and beat out his Bains ; and then 
he told the Pꝛince all that had happened between him and Bellona, 
which when he had declared, Pariſmus with a thouſand thanks de- 
clared his wozthy act, and Adonius was ſo vexed with grief to 
think of the injury he had done him by her jealous mind, that ſhe 
began to weep a freſh, and renew her kozmer kind of ſozrow. 

The two Knights thought it not good now to uſe delay, + there- 
foze taking the keys from the Japloz, they fitted themſelves with 
ſuch weapons ag the place pielded, and having gotten long bars of 
Iron, they went into the Court, where they found no creature 
tiring, at length they eſpyed two oz thee of Drubals Servants, 
who no ſooner ſaw the two Knights, but with open exclamations

g quite thzough by the unconquerable hands of theſe wozthy tham⸗ 
| *&pions, and happy was he that came not within compals of their 


weapons, that by that time the Sun was mounted to the higheſt 
Zodiack, the greateſt part of Drubals ſervants were lain , and 
ſtill theſe valiant Knights continued the fight againſt them, but 
the reſt leeing themſelves likely to per ich by the matchleſs valouc 
ok their Adverſaries, with a general conſent thꝛew down their 
arms, and yielded fo their mercy ; which when Drubal law, 
being of a treacherous diſpoſition, he · ran at Pariſmus with all the 
kfoꝛce. he had, thinking either to kill him, oz die deſperately him⸗ 
elk, but Pollipus with a quick epe perceiving his intent, trook 
him lo mighty a blow on the head, that he ran ſtaggering up and 
down, and by the commandment of the Pꝛince, his own men 
had taken away his weapon, whom Pariſmus cauſed to be put in 
the moſt vildeſt Pꝛiſon in the Caſtle, which ſo vexed Drubal, that 
there he grew to ſuch a'deſperate rage that he would have mur⸗ 
thered himſelf, but that he continned in hope to be relieved by 
Be lon. 

The Knights having impꝛiſoned moſt of che Servants , and 
being moe at quiet, demanded of one of them, if Antiochus hig 
Nueen, his two Songs, and Daughter, were living; who told 
them that they were living, but in a moſt pooz and milerable e- 
Fate : whereupon the Servant conducted them to the Piiſon, 

where they were no ſooner tome, but they heard ſuch grievous 
.groans, crys, and lamentations, that amazed them: and be⸗

Pariſmus and pollipus then commanded the Servants to fetch 
ſome Apparel to cover their bodies, and in the mean time they 
began to commune with the Queen, who (was much aHamid at 
her nakedneſs, but leeing ſome comfot in their looks) told them 
that he was once Queen of that Country, but had long continued 
fmp2iſoned by the treachery of Drubal, 

Pariſmius then told her that now the time of her delivery from 
that bondage was come, which ſo rejoyced the pooz Queen, that 
with a cheerful countenance He [miled on her Daughter.

Ado--- 


nius, who was willing to undertake that office , and there leit 


them, whilft they took o2der ts releaſe the reſt of the Picon ces 


from their miſery, which were a great number, among wham 


were many Knights ot ſtrange Countries, that they admired at 


the Tyzannp of Drubal , whicherceeded the bounds of-realo: : : 


Afterwards they viewed the whole Caſtle , where they beheld in . 
ſeveral places dead carcaſſes. of Pen, Women, and Chil dien. 


conſumed. to aſhes ; fo as ſoon as the Tpzants had ſatisfied their 


appetites in ſundzy abominable ſozts with them, they burnt ; 


their Bodieg : Af laſt they came to the main Caſtle, herein 
the Servants ot Drubal toldthem they never ſaw any to enter, 
which thep found faſt ſhut, and aſſailed by all means they could -: 
fo open the ſame , but. cheir labour was in vain, which cauſed -

whole place where they ſtgod, that they tould not ſee one ano- 
ther; in this ſozt it continued a good ſpace, and pꝛelently after 
the ſmoak vaniſhed awap, and the Caſtle and Tower wag never 
more ofter ſeen, which lo amazed the Knights, that with the ter⸗ 
rotr thereof they ſtood like men aghaſt ; neither was the body of 
Bellona any where to be found, fo2 the term tk her Euchantment 
was ended; the River over which they had paſſed was not to be 
ſeen, noz any thing elſe which befoze ſeemed admirable to behold, 
wherefoze Pariſmus commanded a Tent to be pitcht koz their 
Habitation. 

Drubal being (as A aid he in Pꝛiſon, and hearing a great 
noiſe, and ſeeing the darkneſs, ſoon knew the Enchantment was 
ended (fo2 Bellona had imparted the ſecret thereot unto him be⸗ 
foze that Pollipus flew her) therefoze deſperately without any 
hope of mercy he beat out his bzains againſt the Stone Walls,

> IIs Ariſmus and Pollipus continued all this while in 
the Deſolate Ifland,expecting the happy arrival of 
ne ſome Ship, wherein they might have paſſage to 
ho in kurther (ſearch of Laurana, fo whoſe abſence 
Ice Pariſmvs endured much lozrow:At laſt if chancey 
that a Perchants Ship of Hungaria paſt by the 
Delolate Jandl which they knew to be not inhabited) and ſhun⸗ 
ned the ſame fo2 the dangerous repozts they had heard theres 
ok; but coming againſt the ſame the Pariners above Paches 
eſpyed the white Flags that were ſet upon the City where the 
Kinglay, which they told unto their Captain, whole name was 
Barzillus, who hearing the ſame, wondzing what the cauſe might 
be, and being very deſfrous to know, made thither wards, where 
he durſt not bzing his Ship, but taking his Cock-boat, himſelf,

' Moſt wozthy Knight, J have often times heard of that woz- 
thy Knights name, and of the Renowned Pzince of Bohemia, 
dy many Knights that are in ſearch of them, whom J ſuppoſe to 
be pour ſelf, and therefoze J account my ſelt᷑ a happy man it Atcan 
pleaſure pou in any thing: therefoze wozthy Knight, if my ſelf,

Pariſmus kindly thanked him, alluring him that he was the 
ſame whom he had named, and that a long time he had remained 
in that Ifland foz want of Shipping, to go in ſearch ok Laurana, 
Daughter to the King of Theſſaly, whom they had [off, and that 
il he would do them that courteſte as to leave his further travel 
Foz Perchandize, and accompany them in the Uoyage, he would 
make - ſo large a recompence that he ſhould never alter need

Barzilus repſyed, that notwithſtanding his honeurable pzof- 
fer, he might command all that was his: So giving them all 
the caurteous entertainment that might be,they Cojourned with 
Antiochus until they had furniſhed themſelves with all things 
neceſſary, and finding a time convoaſent they tok their leave of 
the Bing and Queen, and all his Childzen, who tok their depar⸗ 
ture very heavily, fo2 they were ſo gracious in their eyes, that

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whom the Captain pꝛeſently knew to be Ppzates, and therefs2e 
Barzilus came to Pariſmus and Pollipus, and laid: Bolt wozthy 
Knights, p2epare your ſelves to reſiſt the Encmſes app2oaching 
us, whom J know to be ſuch as ſeek the deſtructlon of all paſſen- 
gers, into whole hands if you fall you muſt erp nothing but 
Tpꝛanny. 

By that time he had ended his ſpeeches, the Ppzates had ap⸗ 
pꝛoached cloſe to them, 4 began to board the Ship, but Pariſmus 6 
Pollipus having armed themſelves, with their Swozds dzawn, 
boldly demanded what they would have: The General replyed, 
he would have them pſeld. Pield (quoth the Pzince)that we will, 
whereupon he ſtrook one of them ſo violencly that he cleft his 
Mead, and Pollipus did the like to another, who lee ing theme 
ſelves thus handled, aſſailed theſe two Knights with great fury, 
being a multitude to their ſmall company; but they reſiſted 
them with ſuch valour,that a great number of the Pyzates were 
ſlain, and the reſt much diſconifozted + In this cruel fight, Pol- 
lipus not regarding the danger he was in, no! the treachery the 
Ppꝛates might uſe, was gotten aboard their Ship, and there 
made ſuch a laughter, that the Pyzates diſpairing of vicozy, 
hoiſed their Sails, and bekoze Pollipus could again recover his 
pwn Ship, they were launched from the other a good wax, which 
Pariſmus eſpying. deſtred Barzilus to make after them. 

Pollipus (ſeeing himſelf thus betrayed, laid about him with ſuch 
fury that none durſt come near him: At laſt, the General noting 
his exceeding balour, uttered theſe ſpeeches ; Mozthy Knight 
(ſaid he) pield, and do not dzaw a further miſchiefupon thy (elf 
by pzocuring mp diſpleaſure, other wiſe know that J am of [uffis 
cency to abate thy courage, & b2ing thee ints ſubſection, notwiths 
ſtanding the beſt reſiſtance thou canſt make. Ppzate,(quoth Pol- 
lipus)Y (con chy p2offered friendHip,and dare thee to uſe the beſt 
Skill thou canſt to Conquer me, ko J am reſolved to try thy 
Ualour. 

Theſe wo2ds being ended, they aſſafled each other with ſuch 
fury, that it had been a ſight wo2th the beholding ik any had been 
by )- to ſee the bzaverp of their fight ; but Pollipus aſſailed his 


enemy with luch valour,that he had mangled and cut his body in 
E.2 mann 
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many places, who being grown weak with effuſfon of blood, fell 
down dead at his teet, which the Parriners perceiving , all af 
once aſſailed Pollipus, who valſently withſtsod them, that they 
could little endanger him: One amongſt the reſt offered him a 
thiuft, which lighted on his leſt ſide at the skirts of his Arms}, 
which Cmarted wozſe then all the wounds he had bekoze received, 
and ſo enraged him, that he chaſed him up and down with ſuch fu- 
rious blows, that many of them in ſbunning his keen Swozd, 
tumbled over doard: divers of them were diſmemb1ed, e the reſt 
feeling themſelves unable to withſtand his fozce, hid themſelves 
under Patches, e left Pollipus above, all alone, who leeing none to 
trouble him, and being ſoze wounded and wearp, ſat him down as 
well to reſt himſelf, as to conſider what eſtate he was in. 

Pariſmus haſted after the Pyzats Ship wich all the ſpeed as 
could be, but do what Barzillus could they had loſt the ſight theres 
of, which dzove the Pyince into an exceeding extaſte of ſozrow, 
and poo2Adonius ſeeing the Knight ſhe lo dearly loved fallen into 
ſuch michap, withdzew her lelk to a ſecret place of the Ship, and 
uttered theſe plaints.

Having ended-theſe ſpeeches, ſhe ſuddenly ſfartedup and tame 
(wich abundauce of tears) to the place: where Pariſmus. was,

By this time the Night was appzoached, and they Nil made 
fozwards, till by che counſel of Pariſmus they caſt Anchoz, deter- 
mining ts ſtay their till next mozning. 

Pollipus ling the Sip wherein he was ſailing lo far from the 
company of his friends, cut down all the Tackling and Cozds 
with his Swozd, which made the ſails fall dver-board, and he all 
Night lay hurling upon the Sea, by reaſon the Weather was 
calme;: determining the next mozning fo compel ſuch as were 
under Yatches to conduct him back to the other Ship, whom he 
knew would not ſtray from him. 

The mozning being come, the Ship was with the Tide 
bzought back again, and Barzillus Marriners having eſfied the 
ſame, came and told the P2ince thereof, who was accompanied 
by Adonius , which news lo revived them, that they pꝛelently 
came up, and they aſſured themſelves it was the Pyzats Ship. 
Pollipus ſeeing them, ſtod bzandiſhing his Swozd above his 
Head, in ſign of Uicozy : Being both met, Pariſmus with great. 
joy imbzated him, commending his valour ; and Adonius ſtand-- 
ing by, was affected with luch an inward joy, that my Pen is not 
able to exp2eſs. 

Pollipus then declared unto them the manner of his Uictozp, 
and called upon thoſe that were under Yatcheg,who erpecting no⸗ 
thing but death, were unwilling to ſhow themſelves ;-but at laſt 
they came up like men agaſt, manp of them being ſs grievouſty 
wounded, that Pariſmus pittied the eſtate they were in: He de⸗ 
manded of whence they were, but they laid they were wozn not 
to reveal the truth; pet ſince it was ſs, that they muſt neds, they 
thus began. 

We were ( quoth one ot them) Servants unto Olwald, the 
General of our company, whom this wozthy Knight hath flain,, 
himſelf likewiſe being a Servant unto the mighty Andraimart, 
Governour of the Idle of Rocks; ſo:termed.,. becauſe the ſame 
is to be entered but one way, by reaſon of the mighty Rocks that 
incompals che. Alland, my Paſter continually bzoughtunto = 
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luch riches as he could get-upon the Sea, and had poti falen into 
his hands, thither he would habe conveyed pou as pꝛilonerg, from 
whence you ſhould never have eſcaped, in which we have conti⸗ 
nued a long time, but being now in your power, we deſtre you to 
labe our lives. 

The Pzince hearing their repozt, was wonderfully troubled 
in his mind, and began ts conjecture that the ſame Ppzates that 
had betrayed them in the Deſolate Illand, and fled away with 
the Lady Laurana, were likewiſe Andramarts Servants, which 
cauſed him toconfer with Pollipus, who was troubled with the 
very lame doubt; and both grounding their thoughts thereon, 
they determined to make trpal thereof ; But firſt they queſtioned 
with O:wald's Servants , toſee it they could hear any comfozta- 
ble news from them, who replyed, that it was a great while ſince 
they were in the Aland, and therefoze they could ns way infozm 
them thereof, | 

The two Knights were ſo revived to hear of this Andramart, 
that they fully perſuaded themſelves that there they ſhould find 
Laurana, and with this reſolution they choſe out luch Pzyates 
as they thought moſt fit fo2 their guides, and with all the [peed 
they could haſted thitherwards-, once again committing them⸗ 
ſelves to the mercy of the Sea, 

Not many days alter, thep by happy ſucceſs in travel, were 
come near the Jfland of Rocks, the wiſhed place of their expe- 
dation, and then the two Knights began to conſult between 
themſclves fs2 their beft landing, foz they well perceived they 
could not enter by fozce , by reaſon that the paſſage was always 
ſo ſtrongly guarded, and all things ſo artificially contrived to dil- 
advantage all that Gould attempt any thing againſt the ſame, 
inſomuch that theſe two wozthy Knights ſtood in admiration to 
behg dhow invincible it was ſciCuated, till ſtudying how to find 
an entrance. 

Theſe diſcomfo2ts dꝛove them to the tryal of their uttermoſt 
wits;fo2 by the perſuaſton they had to find this Lady, they deter⸗ 
mined, though the attempt were never ſo dangerous to make tt i⸗ 
al thereof,fo2 Pariſmus rather determined to be detained there as 
a Pꝛiſoner, then to keave any thing unper kozmed, whereby he 


was 
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was put in any comto2t of enjoying his long and wiſhed expeda⸗ 
tion; therefoze calling to them ſuch as were the Servants of 
Oſwald, they told them, That the couqueſt of that place wholly 
conſiſted in their powers : Now(quoth Pariſmus) if pou will con- 
deſend to follow my direction herein, J doubt not but eaſt iy to 
overcome the ſame, and reward you ſo well foy your truth, as yeu 
ſhall need no wap to fear the fury of Andramart, who'thaketh no 
other acount of you but to keep you ag his Uaſſals and Slaves 
in bondage and ſervitude, whereas, if you will be true and faiths 
ful to me, J will ſet you at liberty, and reward you ti yeur own 
hearts content, fo: J my ſelf am Governour ofa Nation far 
erceding this place, whether pou ſhall go with me, if J can at- 
chieve my deſtre herein, oz if my determination fall, you Call 
ſafely return unto your Ships, and be acquſted from all fear of 
his revenge, | 

The Pyzates hearing the courfeous ſpechts of Pariſn:s, and 
having noted his Pꝛincely behaviour , weighed the eſtate they 
were in, and being his Pꝛiſoners, on whom he might inflict a. 
puniſhment if they ould deny his requeſt to ald him, and allo 
conſidering the (mall account Andramart had made of them, and 
the cruelty he had uſed towards them : all theſe conſiderations 
wzought ſuch a change in the hearts of theſe pz Slaves, that 
they frely condeſended fo follow his direction. in any thing he. 
ſhould demand, Pariſmus was glad of their conſent, but fearing 
to truſt them, laid: 

Sirs, J thank vou fo2 your willingneſs to pleaſure me, but 
pardon me if I make ſome queſtion of your Loyalty ,.'tp2 J have 
already been deceived by men of pour pꝛokeſſton, and, as Aſup⸗ 
poſe of Andramarts Servants, by whoſe unfaithfulnels theſe 
miſeries that we are falen ſto are pzorured ; whereupon he then. 
tok occaſton to declare unto them the trearherp ofthote Ppzates 
in the Deſolate-Jfland, thereby to make unkaithkulnels leem odi⸗ 
pus in their ſights. 

The Ppꝛates then vowed with Cuch confldence to be true unto 
them, that they were fully alured of their fidelity, and being 
near the plate ef their landing, admiring: the- ſtrength ob the 
ſame:,. thus they tontribed to get entrance; Paritmus , Zollipus, 

| | and. 


—— — —— — — 
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and Barzillus ( who would needs accomany them) armed each 
other with the beſt Armour. they had, and putting on Night- 
Gowns, (under which they carried their Swozds fo ſecretly 
that none could difccrn the lame) were conducted, as conquered 
by the Pyzates, unto the pallage into the Jfland, Adonius being 
with them, who by no means would leave them. The Guardi⸗ 
ans knowing them to be Oſwald's Servants, and thinking the 
reit to be Pziloners, careleſly laid down their Arms again, 
nothing lulpcaing their intent, kindly welcoming their Fellows, 
and conducted them with great joy paſt their place of reſiſtance, 
which che nights perceiving , ſevered themſelves, + with their 
Swnds dawn valiently laid about them till they had flainſtich 
as reſiſted them. The Ppzats ſeeing this happy lucceſs, went 
fozwards with Pariſmus and Pollipus towards Andramarts Ca- 
lile, which, when they had (þewed them, they deſfred ( being 
terryfied with fear of Andramarts cruelty ) to return unto their 
Ships, who laughing at their timozoulnels , gave them leave to 
depart with Barz llus, who undertok to keep the paſſage that 
none (ould enter to endanger them. 
CHAP. XXV. 

With what danger Pariſmns &Pollipus entred Andramarts Caſtle; 
How Andramart brought them in great danger of their Lives : 
And how afterwards they ſlew both him and his Brethern. 

Ta» Þis Conqueſt thus obtained, and all things as pet 


n

made towards the Caſtle, where, by reaſon that it 
LPS was late they could not enter, but ſecretly convey- 
— ed themſelves into a heap of ſhoꝛt hubs & buſhes 
that grew by the Caſtle Wall, ſufficent to hide them in, & there 
determined to take their Nights repole. 

This exploit was ſo ſuddainly perfozmed, that thoſe within the 
Caftle had no knowledge thereof, which fell out well fo the two 
Knights, by which means they reſted quietly in that place, being 
no wey moleſted that night, but were exteedingly grieved (0 
hear the cries of thoſe that remained within the Pziſon, which 
were to wolul, ag it would be tw lame ntable to exp2els. Early 


riſmus and Pollipus , only attended by Adonius 


falling out attoꝛding to their wiſhed defire , Pay; 
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Early the next mozning, theſe Noble Knights having weighs 
ed ſeriouſly the greateſt peril of this their dangerous attempt, 
waited their firſt oppoztunity, which thus fell out: As they were 
ſitting in their ſecret ſh2oud, they eſpyed ſome of the Servants 
paſs in and out at the Caſtle gate, whither they pꝛelently went, 
and being come to the ſame, Pariſmus ſaid, Pozter, open the dwz, 
and let us in. 

The Potter ſ&ing them ſo reſolute, was ſo amazed, that he 
ſtod like one bereft ofſence, but re-calling his ſpirits, made this 
reply: Sir Knight, quoth he, it is dangerous to enter here, koz 
be allur ed, if you once enter within theſe gates pou will never 
return. Tuch, tuſh, ſaid Pariſmus, open us the Gate: wich chat 
the Pozter began to ring a Bell with all his kozce, but was ſoon 
hindzed by Pollipus, who gave him ſo dEp a wound on Che arm, 
that he was enkozced to let gs, but that little time of ringing 
was ſufficent warning to thoſe within, who by multitudes 
Mocked to the Gate, and opened it; Pariſmus and Pollipus then 
p2eſently began to enter, but they being ſtronger, by reaſon of 
their number, ſhut to the lame again, and ran unfo Andramart, 
who hearing their repozt, preſently conmanded twenty of his 
beſt Knights to arm themſelves, he likewiſe armed himſelf, any 
went down to the Gate, andlcking but two, ſcozned toſpeak ta 
them, but commanded his Dervants to carry them to Pziſon, 
by which means they had occaſion to enter within the Caſtle 
Gate, and immediately dzawing their Swozds they Coodupsn 
theic own defence , which Andramart's men ſ&ing , began ts 
laugh at them, thinking them fooliſh torelit them; but it fell 
put co their (o2row, a 

Pariſmus then began ts lap about him, and Pollipus fo defend 

himſelf, that they had ſoon lain two of Andramart's Servants, 
which the reſt perceiving, all at once began to afſail theſe Cham⸗ 
pions, who placed themſel bes in ſuch oꝛder that they eaffly with⸗ 
food their fozce, and by their good gkill furthered themſelves, 
that fill the aſſailants periſhed, and in ſboꝛt ſpace they had lain 
one half of them: The reſt ſ&ing their party till decreaſe, bes 
gan to dꝛaw back, which turned to their deſtruction, fo2 when the 
Knights ſee them once _— thep lo furious aſſailed ow,

that they all there ended their lives; which others that ſtood by 
perceiving , fled into another Court, and ſhut a ſtrong Gate a⸗ 
gainft thoſe Knights that purſued them, and in the mean time, 
by the commandment of Andramart , they were encloſed with- 
inthe Court, and ſuch as were in the other Court went out at a 
Poſtern Gate, and faſtned that Gate at which they entred lo faſt, 
that it was impoſſible foz them to get out, by which means they 
were incloſed in the Court. | 

The Knights beholding this, perceiving it to be no other then 
a ſtrong Pꝛiſon, foz it was encompaſſed with a mighty Stone- 
Mall, and no paſſage thereto but the two Gates, by which 
means they — into the hand o Andramart, unleſs by 
lame ſtraige means they ſhould be delivered ; this dzove theſe 
worthy Knights into ſuch veration, that they could not Cell what 
to do, no2 how to behave themlelveg. 

Andramart ſcing his men thus flattghtered by two Knights, 
greatly admired their valour, and wondzed what the occaſton of 
their quarrel might be, which he dellced to know, fearing the 
treachery of his Servants that kept the paſſage , by meang 
whereof ,. befoze that time, he ever thought himlelfin fecurity, 
end loking over the Wall, he ſaid : 

Knights (quoth he) what ſk pou in this place - What hath 
moved you to offer ſuch outrage againſt my Servants - Jf anp 
that. belong unto me hath offered you diſcourtefie, J am ready to 
ſ& them make vou ſatiſfacion : It none habe done vou offence, 
Awould wich you to depart without bꝛinging your lel ves in fur- 
ther danger; fo2 ſo muth J regard your god ding your valeur) 


chat J Wall be lsath to (ek revenge fo2 mp Servants deaths, but 


ſet you at liberty, ſo pou boill pꝛamiſe me to depart without of- 
fering me any injury, Pariſmus fixing his Eyes on the Mall, 
made this anlwer. | 

If thou art the owner and Ruler of this Caftſe, (as I ſupe 
poſe) then know , That we are ſuch as go in ſearch of a loſt 
Friend , whom we alluredly think thou unjuſtly detaineff, fo; 
none but thy (elf would do ſuch a diſtout teous deed,and alfo-hear- 
ing the treachery thou uſeft ts Travellers, and the cont inual 
evtrages thou attempteſe by Sea, whereof we have had _ 
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ent trpal; we determinately came as well to find our loft friend, 
as allo to requite the diſcourteſte we have found by thy ſervants, 
ſince our coming ; thou knoweſt what we have began, and our 
determination is to go fo warde, unleſs thou wilt ſhew us that 
tourteſte as to let us ſ the P1iſoners thou detaineſt, which, if 
thou denleſt, aſſure thy (elf we are fully bent to purchaſe that we 
came foz, oz in purſuit thereof hazard our deareſt blood; there- 
foze wilt thou retolve us what thou wilt de, fo2 we charge ther, 
ik thou haft any (park ol Knight-hod in thee, to Gew it honoura⸗ 
bly, and not in this treacherous ſozt, which will whet our:re- 
benge againſt thre. 

Andramart hearing theſe ſpeeches, could not tell what anſwer 
to return them, one while purpoſing to detain them in that place, 
but not confidently truſting in the ſtrength thereof, that thought 
was ſon extinit , then he began to conjecture that Laurana was 
the Lady in whole ſearch they went, who, if ſhe were taken from 
him; would be moze grievous unto him then death:at laſt,a mul⸗ 

titude of thoughts ſo oppzeſſed his mind, that he could not reſolve 
what fo do, but he determined to try the utmoſt of his power, & 

pat them to miſery, therefoze he returned them this anſwer : 

'  PzoudKnights, quoch he, whole mallice J nothing fear, J will 
not in any reſpec yield to pour requeſt , and therefoze content 
pour ſelf wich this anfwer, That J am determined, becauſe you 
have refuſed my gentle offer, fs detain pou here until your pꝛide 
be ſomewhat abated , and by that time I hope you will wiſh pou 
had accepted my p2offer ; whereupon he pzeſently deparfed : 
This vered the two Knights much, by reaſon they ſaw them⸗ 
ſelves void of means to ſeek revenge, being incloſed in ſuch ſozt 
that they could no way eſcape ; where they continued all Night 
in mof heavy caſe, in which time Pollipus, attozding to his uſu⸗ 
al manner, ſtudied how to unkaſten the Gates, and eſcape the fury 
of Andramart. | 

Pariſmus on the other ide had his mind troubled with a thous 
ſand cogitafions of his beloved Laurana, whom he thought afſu- 
redly to be there impziſoned ; which dꝛove him into ſuch god 
hopes, chat notwithſtanding the ſpeeches of Andramart, he ſeem- 

ed to look with a moz e cheerful countenance then he had yoo 
8 2 | . . op 
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foxmerly, which. greatly re jopced both Pollipus and che Page, 
whoſe heart was much grieved ts ſee the peril his two friends 
were like to ſuffer. 

- Now Andramart began to confer, that if Laurana were the 
Lady whom they ſought, then it was his beſt courſe to keep them 
 Paiſoners ſtill in that place, and not to deſtroy. them by famiſh- 

ment, as befoze he had intended; but to rid himſelf of this doubt, 
he pꝛivily called Leda unto him, and bzought her unto a ſecret 
place where Ge might pꝛivately behold the two Knights, with 
theſe ſpeeches ; Damſel, ſaſd he, here are newly arrived at my 
Caftle two Knights, who, A ſuppoſe are come in ſearch of your 
Wiltris Laurana, therefoze J deſire pou to reſolve me, foz (fyou 
know them, J will not uſe them ſo hard as J am determined, but 
fo2 her ſake (in whoſe fight I dellre ſtill to be gracious ) J wilt 
remit the effence J have taken againſt them fo2 the flaughter 
of _ my Dervants, whom vou ſee lie dead at their feet by their 
valeur. 

Leda all this while diligently beheld the two Knights, but 
knew them not, by reaſon of their ſtrange Arms? ; but at laſt he 
elpꝝed Adonius, whom the perfectly remembyed by his habit, al⸗ 
furing herſelf thereby, that the two Knights in Armoz were 
Pariſmus and Pollipus, & fearing that the wozds that Andramart 
laid to her, rather pꝛocteded from policy. then any good intent, 
{fo2 he was full of treachery ſhe knew) made him this reply. 

Sir, A know not of whence theſe Knights are, neither did A 
eber fee. them befoze, but J with J might be lo happy as to carry 
Cuch good news to my Lady, o2, were he ſo happy to arrive here, 
that he might be at your courteous diſpoſition, who, J am ſure, 
ko my Pilkris ſake would uſe him well: But had Andramart 
marked her countenance, it would have betrayed, that ſhe con⸗ 
cealed what he deſtred; fo2 ſhe thought the time very long until 
He were come to her Piltris with this ſopful tydings, and An- 
dramart being fatigfied, let her depart to Laurana, to whom ſhe 


declared the cauſe why Andramart had called her fozth, and was 


aſſured that Pariſmus and Pollipus were arrived there, telling 


der that they had flain above twenty of Andramart's Servants. 
and tat they wore incaſe nan inwark Cars but they reo 


— — — — — 
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Laurana was ſo revived with joy to hear her dear Pariſmus 
named, that her heart leapt within her Bꝛeaſt; a thouſand times 
embzacing Leda fo2 bzinging her ſuch happy news: Then ſhe 
began ts conſider of the eſfate they remained in, being incloſey 
where they could not get out, which thought troubled her exteed⸗ 
ingly, but by the comfo2table ſpeeches of Leda, the remained in 
great aſſurance of their happy eſcape out of all danger, in which 
good hope ſhe continued, with a longiug defire to hear further 
news from them. 

Andramart being determined not to famiſh the two Knights, 
cauſed ſome food fs be carried to them and foztifted his Caſtle as 
ſtrong as he could deviſe, being given to underſtand that the 
paſſage towards the Dea was ſtrongly guarded, and fenced up, 
Co that none could paſs that way, which ttrook a great terrour to 
his mind. 

Ak this while Pariſmus and Pollipus continued in great care, 
earneſtly ſtudying how to rid theinſelves out of thzalbom : At 
laſt they concluded in the flent time of the Night to ſet Adeni- 
us upon the Wall, (who could beſt get down, becauſe he was lit⸗ 
tle ) and go fo Barzilus with this Peſſage ; That Pariſmus and 
. Pollipus would defire him to ſend them ſome Cozds, wherewith 
to make a Ladder; it being the readſeſt way fo further their in⸗ 
tent: Adonius willingly under⸗took this tagk, not at all res 
garding the danger therein, and lo with much ado they got her 
to the top of the Mall, whoſe heart began to fail when the ſee 
the heighth ſhe muff leap down, being unaccuftomed to ſuch; 
peril. But rememhzing the parties fo2 whoſe ſake ſhe undertook 
that hazard, arming her ſelf with an undaunted courage (not 
agreeable to her Sex and weak Nature) the leapt down, and the 
Earth refuſing to harm fo ſweet a creature, ſafely eſcaped the 
danger of the fall, and with a joyfull heart went towards the 
place where Barzilus remained, which ſhe could ſcarcely find, 
becauſe it was ſo dal k, and remembying the danger of the place, 
be thought every buſh ſhe encountredhad been her Enemy ; but 
at length , with moze then accouſtomed ſpeed ſhe arrived at the 
paſſage where Barzil.'s was , whon ſhe found carefully keep- 
ing his charge ; Barzilus feeing Adonivs, requeſted _ 


— 


how the Pꝛince and Pollipus fared, Sir, quoth ſhe, in good health, 
and then declared unto him her Peſſage. Barzillus having ſuch 
good p2oviſions in his Ship, and leaving the paſſage to the cu- 
ſtody of ſuch as he knew both faithful and valiant , he departed 
with Adonius to the Caſtle Mall, and with the Ladcer mount- 
ed to the top of the lame, ſo that both ot them went over into the 
Jz31ights, who with great joy welcomed Barz'ilus, who having ſas 
luted them, and confered about ther expioſts, at their entreaty 
he departed again unto his charge, where upon depended the chiefs 
eſt ſtap of their ſafcties, fo2 they knew that divers of Andramarts 
Servants were abzoad, whole arrival might much endanger 
them, to pꝛevent which, if behoved them to have a ſpecfal regard. 


Having gotten this device, they pꝛelently put the ſame in pꝛaa . 


«iſe and got ser into the next Court, the ſtatel ineſs of which 
exceeded all the buildings that ever they beheld: in the midſt of 
this Court ſtood a ſtately Fountain, whereon was placed many 
beautifiil Images of moſt curious engraven Wozk : The plea- 
ſantneſs of this place much delighted their troubled Senſes to 
beholz ; and under this Fountain they ſtood fs view the gallant 
Buildings, and ſtately Turrets, and ſumptuoug Malls, chat out- 
wardly adozned the place ; expecting the cheerful light of the 
Sun ts comfozt them in their diſtreſs, which pzeſently began ts 


ſhew his ſplendant Beams, which ined lo bzight again the 


Glaſs, that the place ſeemed like a Paradiſe , and there they at- 
tended fo2 the concluſton of their Atcempt , either to their Com⸗ 
kozts o2 Conkuſton. 

The firff that entred the Court they laid hands on, and by com⸗ 
pulffon urged him to declare what fozce was in ſhe Caſtle, who, 
upon pꝛomiſe that they would [ave his lite, told them, That late- 
ly there arrived at the Caſtle two of Andramarts Byzethzen be⸗ 
ing eſteemed men of great courage; which inhabited the further 
parts of that Aland, who were determined to make kryal of their 
valour that day, the eldeſt named Guilmour, the other Bramon, 
and that Andramart determined, if his Bꝛothers failed, himſelk 
would make trpal of his fotune, and ik he were likely to be oper⸗ 
come, he had then a hundzed Servants always in readineſs to al⸗ 
Mit him, E | 

| Pai iſmus 
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Pariſmus hearing his ſpeeches, began greatly to deſpair of vi - 
ctoꝛp, tonũder ing ſuch a number were in readineſs againſt them 
two; but ſuch was the conſtant re{oiution of theſe Rights, that 
chuſing out the fitteſt place fo their furtherance in fight, they 
determined to try the event. 

Andramart being early up the next mozning, and diſcourſing 
with his Bzethꝛen about their affairs, by chance looked out at 
a Window, and eſpyſng Parilmus and Pollipus (whom he did 

think had been ſecure ) walking at liberty, which ſtrook ſuch a 
terrour to his heart, that at the very fight thereof his heart fails 
ed him, which lo altered his kozmer diſpoſition of cruelty, that 
he thought it beſt to uſe ſuch behaviour towards them as would 
agree with an honourable mind, fo2 although fome times he per- 
ſecuted thoſe that never offendedhim, yet he many times ſhe wed 
tokens of a vertuous and- courteous diſpoſition , though altoge- 
ther darkned by his cruelty; but fearing the valour of theſe tw eo 
Knights, becauſe he ſee them ſo reſolute, he came ts his Bze⸗ 
thien, and laid: 

Behold, (quoth he) ponder are the Knights, who have elcaped 
gut of the place J had encloſed them in, +now are come to wozk 
my further danger, having already ſlain twenty of my beſt Ser- 
vants: two goodlier men didJ never lee, which makes me pitty the 
eſtate they are in, being likely fo ſuffer death at your hands, and 
were it not that J had ſent toꝛ you to aid me herein, and that it 
might in ſome meaſure touch me in the name of a Coward, J 
would uſe them in the beſt (ozt I could deviſe, 4 remft all further 
caule of ſtrife, fo2 J ſuppoſe they come in ſearch ofa Lady that re 
mains in this Caſtle, whoſe p1eſence is the only pjeſerver at᷑ iy 
life, which being taken krom me, will ſoon end my dax s, theretoze 
reſolve me, good Bzethꝛen, of the beſt courſe to cake herein. 

Guilmour being of a pꝛoud diſpoſition, ſcozning at the lenity of 
Andrama rt, his heart being void of fear, would make him no ans 
wer: but pzeſently went and armed himſelf, which Bramon 
and Andramart perceiveing, did the like, and ſs went alltogether 
into the Court, and pꝛeſently the two Bzethꝛen alſured them⸗ 
ſelves of viaozy , withal, being full of ſcoynful pꝛide, aſſailed Pa- 
rilmus and Pollipus, J "I 

The 
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The Knights ſceing no 8dds but one to one, entred the com⸗ 
bate very cheerfully, which continued a good while between them, 
without any diſadvantage on either parap ; the noiſe of whole 
Swoꝛzds claſhing on their Armoz, came to Laurana's hearing, 
(who could by no means take any reſt that night, fearing leaſt 
Ancramazt ſhould wozk the death of her dear Lozd and Yuſ- 
band) that on a ſudden ſtarting to a Window that looked into the 
Court, che eſpyed four Knights combating, aſſuring her ſelf two 


ol them were her friends , whom ſhe knew not but as Leda in 


tozmed her, who told her, thoſe in the blew Armoz, whole ſight 
much revived the afflicted heart of Laurana with joy, but onthe 
contrary fide, the danger ſhe law them in, as much afflicted her 
heart with fear. 

Andramart ſtanding bp ts behold the (Nue of this Combat, 
(having an eye to the Window where Laurana wag ) unfoztu- 
nately eſpped her looking out, whereupon immediately he ſent 
four ot his Servants to remove her into a ſtrong and cloſe Pyi- 
fon , far ensugh from their ſight , which lo toꝛmented Laurana, 
together with the fear che conceived foz Parifmus, ( having no 
friend but Pollipus, and enbirsned with acompany of enemies) 
That had not Leda laboured to pzeſerve her Ge had then died. All 
this while the fight continued terrible between theſe Champi⸗ 
Ons, inſomuch that Pollipus feling his wounds (mart, was ſo 
enraged withfury, that at length he thzuft Bramon quite thzough 
Lhe body, and he fell down dead at his tet, which Andramart pers 
— came and new near unto the val iant Pollipus with theſe 
peeches. 

Knight (quoth he) thy tagk is not pet ended, fo2 here am J fo 
revenge the death ol him thou haſt nowronguered -, whereupon 
he began ts aſſail Pollipus with all his ſtrength, who anſwered 
his blows couragiouſly , betwixt whom began a cruel fight : 
By this time Pariſmus had left Guilmour bzeathleſs upon the 
ground, who lay tumbling upon the Earth, trangled with his 
Own blood, 

Andramart ſeeing this, would have fled, ( betauſe he feared his 
own ownfally but Pollipus ſeeing his intent, thought now oꝛ ne- 
ver to how his valour ; therefoze to rid themſelves kram — 
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ther danger, with both his hands ſtrok lo violently upon his 
Creſt, that the weakneſs of his armoz yielded to the Har pnels 
of his Lwoꝛd, and lo aſtoniſhed him that he ſtaggered, whereupon 
Pollipus cloſing with him, thiew him, and ran his Swonzd tn- 
{0 his body quite thozow. 

When Andramarts Servants ſaw their Maſter thus diftreff, 
they all at once aſſailed Pariſinus and Pollipus, who could not 
tell well how fo endure any further aſſault , that dzawing back 
to a comer of the Court, they placed themſelves in ſuch ſo2t, that 
their enemies could not greatly endanger them, but fill recet- 
ved the wozſt, moſt of them being in ſmall continuance of fight 
Coe wounded, and many of them were ſlain, that the reſt ſeemed 
like men deſperate : One amongt the reſt that Andramart had 
befoze taken Pziſoner, but fo2 his Honourable qualities had re⸗ 
leaſed him, # made him one of his chiefeft Servants, whoſe name 
was Tellamor, ſeeing Andramart flain, and noting the Chivalry 
of theſe two Knights, uſed all the perſuaſtons tlet might be to 
withdꝛaw his Fellows from their madneſs , who continued the 
fight moſt eagerly, without any tonſtderation of the little god 
they ſheuld reap thereby: at laſt ſome of them began to liſten to 
him, : y which means Pollipus had time to bzeath himſelf, and 
Pariſmus perceiving them to“ doubtfully debating matters 
between themſelves, began 15 peak thus unto them. 

J wonder (quoth the Pꝛince) that men that are endued with 
reaſon, ag you are, ſhould ſhew your ſelves ſo-tnconfiderate as to 
ſeek cevenge againſt thoſe that never harmed you: What cau⸗ 
ſeth you thus wilfully to endanger your ſelves by offering us vi⸗ 
olence - you will lap, the Deathof pour Paſter: why, what was 
he but a Trayto2 - what account did he make of you, but to keep 
you as Slaves aid Uaſſals,and-fn bondage» Was he not eſteem 
ed of ail to be a cruel Yamicide, a Pp2ate,a Robber,and Spoil⸗ 
er of p3o2 Paſſengers, foz which hinſe!f and his Servants 
were hated of all god people? Did he not continuaily ty2annize 
ober you in molt cruel lot, that many of pou were put to molt 
ſhameful offices , and ko; every diſpleaſure in danger of death 02 
impꝛiſonment by his fury » What do peu think was the cauſe 
of our arrival here: Not as vou [uppoſe, to make pou — 
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tives, „ 02 02 to net 1 your Wealth, oz the Spoil that Thieves and 
Robbers [ok after, no! would we have offcr'd vislence to An⸗ 
dram irt, o any of you, if. he would have ſhewed us his Pꝛiſo⸗ 
ners: Then let reaſon rule pour mind, which ſhould: be in 
Men, and fell us what pou require at our hands, and we ſhall in 
any reaſonable reſpects ſatisſie you: We are not determined to 
ſtap amongſt pou to bear rule over pou, thereby to dekraud 
ou, but will leave che Caſtle and Riches thereok ag pours to dil⸗ 
pole of, which you may quictiy enjoy now pour cruel Maſter is 
dead, whole like would have ben the cauſe of pour ſurther ler vi⸗ 
tude, but by his death pou are freed from the ſlabery wherein pou 
lived befs1e. 
When the Pꝛince had done fpeaking , the Ppzafs, witha ge- 
neral conſent, being much perſwaded thereto by Tellamor , 
(whoſe counſel they always eſteemed) thiew down their Wea- 


who befoze-were in great danger ok their lives, having taken 
their Daths td be faithful. 

Pollipus putting off his Helmet, began greatly to crfol and 
commend their wiſdom, becauſe they had ſo much conſiderati- 
on in them, as to conceive aright of the Pzinces ſpeeches; telling 
them that he would ſo highly reward them befo2e they departed, 
** ſhould fo2 ever account themſelves happy fo) their arri⸗ 
val. 

The Knights having taken ozder koz their ſecurify, not truſt⸗ 
ing them, not withitanding their Oaths, becaule they knew then 
not to be accuſtomed to vertuous humanity, they were conducted 
to fair and ſumptucus Chambers by Tellamor, and there had 
their wounds carefully dzeſt by Adonius, whoſe tender heart b.ed 
dꝛops of blood to ſee the purple go2e that iſſued from their man- 
gled bodies, whoſe diligent attendance was a great comfozt to 
them at all times, by which means they lo efteemed him, that 
they would not have parted from him koz any god in the whole 
Wold.

How Pari ſmus being paſt all hopes to find Lau rana, at laſt (to his 
unſpeakable joy) tound her, and how after wards, leaving the 
cuſtody of the Caſtle to four of Andramarrs Servants, he "de 
parted towards The ſſaly, and by the way viſited old Antiochus,

I then was uſually wont to be, ſtill perſwading 

« himſelf that her abode was in the Caſtle, which 
; cauſed him the next day to reſolve himſelf by 

ſearching, fo2 otherwiſe he could not learn, fo that Andramart 
would not ſuffer any of his ſervants, but only four, to ſee, 02 have 
any knswledge of Laurana, who were all lain with their Pa- 
fter, and coming to pollipus, they went to ſearch the Caſtle, being 
directed by Tellamor, they came firſt to the Pꝛiſoners, where 
they beheld a great many lying in the wofulleſt miſery that ever 
eye held, their Joynts and Fleſh being wo2n with the erceed- 
ing weight of the irons where with they were kettered, who then 
began to fear their utter deſtruction, which long befoze they had 
fearsd;but contrary to their thoughts and expectations they were 
all (et at libertp. 

From thence they went unto the Dungeons of the Cattle, 
wherein were many diſtrefled people remaining, chat in a long 
time had not ſeen the pure light, no2 felt the heat of the Sun, but 
now to their great joy were ſet at liberty, who greatly applauds . 
ed the valour, labour, and exceeding courteſte of theſe two He⸗ 
roick Knights. 

The Pꝛinte not having found the joy he expected, could not 
be quiet until he had ſearched all about the Caſtle, ſaving the 
place wherein the Pꝛincels was, which was ſo ſecretly contri- 
bed among it the other buildings, that the paſſage thereto tould 
hardly'be found, whereby the Prince was deceived, and nes 
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ing verily that he had ſearched all the places in the Caſtle, he en⸗ 
fred into moſt heaby and ſozrowful cogitations, and being void 
ok all comfozt, wandzed from pollipus, who wag ear neſtly in talk 
with Tellamor , and by chance hapned on a dark entry, which 
place ſeemed to agree with his heavy diſpoſition, where being en⸗ 
fred, and having a while watked up and down, he found a doo! at 
the farther end thereof faſt ſhut, which cauſed him fo leave his 
mourning, and ſtudy how to open the ſame, which he had ſoon el⸗ . 
fected, and having entred farther, he beheld a moſt ſtately Room, 
wherein were divers ſigns that it was not unfrequented, but be- 
cauſe he was unarmed he would not too raſhly go on further,fear- 
ing he might unawares run into danger, therekoze ſoftly lifting 
up the hangings, behind which was a Doo! into another Cham⸗ 
ber, he beheld aLady there in great ſadneſs ſiting upon the ground 
with her back towards him, leaning her head upon the beds ſide, 

When the Pꝛince beheld this, he was exceedingly aſtonied to 
think who that ſhould be, and looking moze earneſtly, he eſpyed a 
Damſel with blubbered cheeks, weeping to hear the ſozrow her 
Lady had made: This Lady was Laurana, who, being terriſted 
with bewailing the danger her dear Lozd was in, and grieved 
to be abzidged his fight , was fallen into a fflent lumber, where⸗ 
in ſhe had not long continued, but at that very infant, when 
Far iſmus entred the Chamber, ſhe Dzeamed.that he ſtood behind 
ber, whereupon ſhe awaked, and earneſtly looking about her, ſhe 
elpied him indeed, wherewith ſhe was lo amazed, fearing ſtill he 
had been in a Dream, that her jopnts trembled, between an ear- 

neſt hope and a comfoztable deſpair. 

Pariſmus ag ſoon as he ſaw her face knewher, and took her in 
hig arms and embꝛated her, which fo rejoyced them both, that 
the tears ran down their cheeks abundantly, and Leda behold⸗ 
ing him, came and fell pꝛoſtrate at his feet fo; joy, who then had 
no leiſure to ſpeak unto her, his heart was lo repleniſhed wiſh 
comkozt to behold his vertuous Lady Laurana, whom a thouſand 
times he folded in his arms and as many times greting her Cos 
ral Lips, in which embzates they continued a good ſpate, being 

unable to think ok any thing elle: when they had ſatisfted chem⸗ 
ſelves. with this amozous behaviour , Pariſmus uttered thele 
fpeeches;: | Polt 
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Polt kind and loving Pꝛinteſs ſince we are thus happily met» 
and that we have now no further cauſe of lo row, it would be too 
grievous to make rehtarſal of our ſad miſhaps ſince our parting; 
therefoze now let your heart be at quiet, and fo2get all your to2- 
mer griek, which were unkoztunately occaſtoned by my negli⸗ 
gence, and accept my acknowledgement of offences as a ſufficient 
ſatisfaction, and let pour vertuous bounty ſtill bzing me in kur⸗ 
ther admiration of your vertue, unto whom J am moſt infinitely 
bound in all the bonds of true and loyal friendſhip ; To recount 
my noble friend pollipus his kindneſs, (by whoſe valour J have 
eſcaped many eminent dangers) and the kind attendance J have 
had of pos2 Adonius, crabeth a long circumſtance, and therekoze 
at this time J will omit the lame, only deſiring you to make ſuch 
eſtimat ion of them as being mp deareſt friends, and, but by 
whole means J had never enjoyed the fruition of your heavenly 
company , but now J account all my pains, pleaſures, and the 
reward of my travels lo bountiful , that all the Mozlds wealth 
cannot countervail it, having at laſt obtained the height of my 
deſtre, and kullnels of all felicity, by enjoying your vertuous 
meſence, whoſe abſence was mo1e griebous to me then ten thou- 
land deaths. 

Many other ſpeeches paſt between them; which their lips ok. 
ten interrupteo with many ſweet kiſſes and hearty emb2aces, 
that in this delight they would have continued a long time, bu: 
that the deſtre Pariſmus had to acquaint pollipus with this hap» 
pp news, and Laurana to [ce her friend, cauſed them to bzeak off, 
and go to him. 

It chanced that pollipus miſſing the Pzince, began fo enquire 
earneſtly fo2 him, and in the time of his abſence, had ſearched 
moſt part of the Caſtle fo2 him, but ſtill miſt the dark paſſage in 
which he was entred, which dzove him into a doubtful wonder 
what ſhould be become of hin, whereupon he began greatiy £6 
fear that his perſon was endangered by ſome treachery; but ſiuds 
denly in the midſt of this hig perplerity, he cſpyed him with Laus 
rana coming towards him, which fight exceedingly rejoyced his 
troubled mind. 


Pollipus coming lo Laurana, with great. humllite did her tee 
L2rences 
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erence, whom ſhe moſt kindly ſaluted, giving him many hearty 
thanks foz the honourable love and valiant chivalry he had mani- 
keſted in her behalf ; and then ſpeaking to Adonivs, ſhe greatly 
commendsd him koz his diligent ſervice to Parimus, pꝛonuſing 
to reward him fo2 his kindneſs. 
Then with great jop on all ſides, they ſpent the reft of the day 
in plealant communications, having all things neceCary, readi⸗ 
ty pꝛovided by Tellamor, and diligently ſerved by ſuch Pꝛilonerg 
as had received their liberty, who had now ſo well refreiht them⸗ 
lelves with good meat, that they were of ſufficient ſtrength, both 
{92 their own defence, and the ſafety of thoſe that had ſet them ac 
liberty, whom they exceedingly tendzed, and were willing to un⸗ 
der go any danger fo? their ſakes. 
Fariſmus pztlently Cent a Peſſenger to Barzillus, to certifie 
him of their happy fucceſs, who, leaving the cuſtody of the Paſ- 
lage to ſome of his truftieſt Souldiers, came to be partaker with 
them in their jap. | 
But notwithftanding , when all thought there was no moze 
cauſe ot ladnels, their quiet pleaſures were darkned by the heavy 
tcountenance of Laurana, who could not tfo2get the death of her 
poung Son Pariſmenos , who ſtill was purpoled to conceal the 
lame from her dear L02d and Yugband, which made them greats 
ly wonder. 
Upon a time, when pollipus by the entreaty of Pariſmus had 
"rehearſed che whole diſcourſe of their adventures in the Deſo⸗ 
late Iſland, and the occaſſion of their arrival at that place, Lau⸗ 

rana with thele ſad remembzances was put in mind to compare 
her miſeries with theirs, and found them to be greater, fo2 that 
they were all in lalety but ſhe miſt her young Son, who was un⸗ 
timely loſt, which truck ſuch a terrour to her heart that ſhe 
ſhed abundance ok tears, inſomuch that the whole company ſfogd 
in ad-1iration thereof, and Adonius and Leda ſeeing her loztow, 
could not refrain from pertaking with ber in her ſadneſs, but (ag 
the cuſtom of Women is) wept fo company, 

The Pꝛince mar velling at this her (ſudden ſadneſs, and deff- 
reus to know the lame, (fo2 that his heart therewith was exeeet- 
ingly tozmented) mofi earneſtly entreated her to unfold the 

Cault 
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cauſe ot her grie!, that he mi bk, , leit were poſſible, comfozt her 
therein. 

Laurana being unwilling in the leaſt degree to ſhew her (elf 
undutikul to his will, began £9 declare the manner of her bring⸗ 
ing to that place by the Pyzates, after thep had betraxed him in 
the Deſolate Iſland, ag alſo the kindneſs ſhe had received at A 
dramarts hands, and how that in all that time he had uled hen 
very honourably ; Wut, my L92d, quoth ſhe , Andran.rt hag 
a Siſter, named Adamaſia who many tines did move me to love 
her Bother, which when ſhe ſaw J would not do, the in1p!ifon- 
cd my Servant Leda, and then ſhe took from me mp poung Son, 
that was boni * unlucky place, whom J ca.ſed to be named 
par ſmenos, and with cruel toꝛments afflicted my body, cauſt.ig 
two old TUomen every day to Whip me in molt cruel lo2t, @hich 
I us fozced to endure; But when the ſaw all this would net 
p2evail, ſhe cauſed the Nurſe that kept Pariſmenos to come unto 
me with this meſlage, That unleſs J would in every reſpect, and 
without delay fulftll her command, ſhe muſt befoze iny face mur⸗ 
ther mp Child; and being about that cruel deed,J enfreated A- 
damaſia ts refer his puniſhment and doom until the next day, but 
ſince that time J never ſawmyp tender Babe ; noz is he oz his 
Nurſe any where to be found, and. afterwards again ſhe con⸗ 
tinted her fozmer manner of cruelty : Now Andramart all this 
while,by perſwaſton of his ter, abſented himſelf from me, (foz : 
that ſhe had pꝛomiled him to obtain my conſent fo pield fo his re⸗ 
queſt) he nothing mildoubting the cruelty ſhe daily uſed unto 
me; but at length,ſeing his (uit ſtill fruſtrated, and finding (as 
well by my own report, as other nanifeſt pꝛooks) he offered with 
his ©wo2d to have ſlain her, but Ge haſting to avoid his Fury, 
hzoke her Neck down a pair of Stairs ; the two old Wo:nen he 
likewiſe flew with his own hands, mz Paid he releaſed and ſent 
unto me, and ever after that J was uſed very well, and that very 

bay when you were in fight with his bꝛethꝛen, he cauſed me to be 
lodged where pou found me: The greatet cauſe of this my lad⸗ 
neſs, is the untimely loſs of my dear child whole preſence woul 4 
have expelled ſuch ſad thoughts as do opp2cls my mind, æ diſqui. « 


the happy content J (9ald rece{9e by Pour Hondurable compan, 
Purlſay, 
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Par iſmus having heard the ſum of this Tragical repozt, could 
not chuſe but grieve, eſpecially to think of the miſery ſhe had en- 
dured, and the death of his young Son, whom he had never (een, 
that with his grief, and Lauranasſadneſs, ail the company were 
much troubled, but by the comkoztable perkwaſtons of Pollipus, 
— -——_—_— ok thole griefs were ſomewhat mitigated and 

aid aſide. 

Thus fo2 a long time they continued in the Caffle in good 
health, and quiet eſtate, until the longing deſire Pariſmus had to 
retuen into Theſſaly, cauſed him to command pꝛoviſton to be 
made fo2 his departure. 

Tellamour having knowledge thereof, deſtred the Pꝛince that 
he Aab attend upon him in his Travels; Foz, quoth he, Jam 
of Sqmatia, and travelling in the ſearch of a Sifter that J have 
lo, was here taken Pꝛiloner, rehearſing the whole truth theres 
of, whereby Pariſmus knew him to be Dina's Bzother , in whoſe 
reſcue Oſiris was wounded (as hath been befo2e declared) that 
the P2ince made greater account ok him then he had done bekoze, 
entring into a deep inftght of his fozmer conrteous behaviour, 
and yielded him many thanks fo2 the friendſhip he had chewed un⸗ 
to him and his friend Pollipus ſince their arrival, telling him, 
that he needed not to make any further ſearch fo2 his Siſter, fo; 
that ſhe remained in the Court of King Dionyſus in Theſſaly; 
repeating the whole circumſtance of the manp kind favours he 

had received at her hands; and in what manner ſhe was taken 
by the Out - lu tog. 

This news much rejopted Tellamor's heart, as alſo that he had 
lived to be ſo happy as to be eſteemed of ſo w:2thy a Pzince as 
Pariſmus was; that being aſured of his Sifters ſafety , and his 
own happy foztune, to have ſe fit an occaſton to rid himſelf from 
bondange, he always afterwards endeavoured to grow further 
into his favour. 

Pariſmus and Laurana remaining in a happp and peaceable con- 
fentedneſs , by means of their good ſucceſs, having reſpite to 
die other grieks, began to note the ſad countenance of Polli- 
pus, which bekoze they did not obſerve , which cauſed Pariſmus 


to ſuſpect that his old loꝛe was not pet cured(his love to 33 
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wherein he aimed aright ; koz pollipus ſeeing his travels (oz the 
Pꝛzinceſs Laurana) were at an end, began to deſtre to hear ſome 
news ok Violetta. | 

And though there was no likelihood fo2 him to attain her love, 
yet the extreamity of his aſted ſon was ſuch, that he thought he 
could no way content himſelf better, then to ſpend the reſt of his 
life in her (ervice , ſtill purpoſing (accozding to a moſt conſtant 
and noble Reſslution) never to deſiſt from ſewing the-true zeal 
he bare to purchale her favour : Dftentimes he would ſpend ma⸗ 
ny coinp'aints in ſecret, and pꝛoteſtations of his true and loyal 
love, wherein, acco2ding to che humours of love-ſick people, he 
thought he did ſomewhat eaſe himſelf. 

Violetta well noting his behaviour (as being infected with the 
ſame diſeaſe) would oftentimes interrupt him in his ſad lamen⸗ 
tations, with ſuch conceits , that pollipus wond;:d to ſee ſuch 
wiſdom in a Bop, but by reaſon ſhe was taken fo2 no other then 
a Pouth, and the Pꝛinces Page, he enfred into no deeper conſt- 
deration of her actions. 

In the filent Right Violetta with ſuch kindneſs affected His 
complaints, that when he Cghed the ſighed, and if he chanced at 
any time to complain of his hard foztune,fhe would as often bleſs 
the happy time and hour when ſhe firſt ſaw him, and that ſhe 
was ſo happy as ts be belozed of lo honourable and valiant a 
Lanight. 

The various difference of theſe lovers were quite contrary, 
fo2 pollipus (little thinking his Violetta had been ſo near him) 
continually ſpent his time in heavineſs, not being any way able 
to comfo1t himſelf with any hope of obtaining his wiſh: d deſtre, 
being oftentimes terrified with the rememb:ance of her laſt 
anſwer and denſal of his ſujt, and allo feared that ſome nulad⸗ 
venture might befall her, oz that che had wilful:; done her (elf 
ſome violence, and a thouſand other diſpleaſant thoughts, Luft- 
cient enough to diſcourageany from pꝛeſuming upon good uc⸗ 
tels, by means whereof he continued in a moſt heavy and lad e⸗ 
ſtate, ill deviſing how to eaſe his heart ok that care it endured, 
wherein he much exceiled in conſtancy, the fickle and wandzing 
thoughts of dibers now a * which are eaftiy a 
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from perſiſting in their firſt reſolutions upon every ſmall dil⸗ 
comfiture. 155 

Violetta's jo ps were as much exceeding as his ſozrdws were 
extream, fo2 ſhe beheld continually the conſtancy that raigned 
in his heart towards her , the noble gifts wherewith his mind 
was endued, and the comelineſs ok his goodly pꝛopoztion (which 
was able to pleaſe any curious Ladies epe) His unconquered 
valour and pꝛowels, whereby he atchieved incredible vicozies 
with Fame and Renown ; The great friendſhip and courteous 
behaviour that ſo abundantly: flowed from his gentle heart, 
whereby it was apparent that he dildained not the meaneſt per⸗ 
lan living. 

Violetta hearing the complaints that pollipus continually 
made fo2 her harſh ſentence, was much traubled at if; yet all her 
delight was in his company, being never from him in the Dap, 
and his Bed-tellow at night, that ſhe was witneſs to all his acti- 
ons, uſing many kindnefles, which he little thought pꝛoceeded 
krom ſuch affection, and not at all ſuſpecting Violetta had been 
lo near him, though (he (poo2 Soul) never touched his body but 
with a trembling fear, remembying her own condition, ſtill us 
ſing ſuch a modeſt kind of -baſhfulnels in her actions, as if many 
eyes had been beholding her diſguiſe, and. watchfully obſerved 
her behaviour, whereby her joys continued in luch a ſecret cons 
tent as is not able to be exp2efſed. 

It ſo fell out that one night when Violetta was in bed with 
pollipus, he could not ſleep, by reaſon of the reſtleſs paſſions he 
cantinually endured, and never cealey tumbling and toſſing, in 
the-midſt ol which his ſadneſs,(ſhe pittying his loꝛrows, and)to 
draw the remembzance thereof from him, ſhe uttered theſe 
ſpeeches : 

Sir Knight, quoth ſhe, J do marvel what paſſion that is which 
lo diſtempereth your quiet ſleep, and ik my talk be not otten⸗ 
ſive; J beleech you make me acquainted with the lame, fo2 in all 
my lite time Jnever beheld the like in any man. Poo2 Boy, re- 
plyedhe, it were but folly fo2 me to expꝛels that to thee where- 


ol thou-canft not judge, fo2 that thy years art not ot ſufficiency | 
ta entertain ſuch Divine Cogitations. Divine, quoth be — 
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Divine Cogibationslodiſtemper mens wits - Pea, lald he, fo2 
Love is a Divine and Yravenly gift, and Love it is that tozmens 
tech me; not that J love, but that J am not beloved again: foz 
in Theflaly J loved a Damoſel named Violetta, whoſe extellent 
beautp and virtuous gifts hath inthzalled my ſenſes, that J 
fear me, bop, it will be to me a perpetual heavineſs , whoſe ab- 
ſence is the cauſe of my grief ; not onely that ſhe is abſent, but 
that J know not where to behold her attractive beauty, fo2 e- 
ven at my coming from that Country the was (upon what occa- 
ſton J know not, to my great ſozrow) miſſing, in whole continu⸗ 
al ſearch J am determined to ſpend the reſt of theſe my weari⸗ 
ſom days, 

It is very much, methinks, quoth ſhe, that you will ſo much 
regard her good, that hath ſhewed her ſelfſo diſcourteoug towards 
pou, and ſurelp you are not of my mind, in that you will take 
ſuch pains to find her out, and in the end peradventure reap no- 
thing but diſdain fo2 your good will, foz it is likely ſhe hath made 
choice of ſome other Knight, (though not ſo wozthy to be belov'd 
as your [elf ) with whom the is departed; then why will pou 
hazard your perſon in the dangers incident to travel, and ſpend 
pour time in purchaiing nothing but your own diſcontent. 

Well, replied pollipus, however Jam rewarded, a thouſand 
mo2e perils then J can imagine ſhall not diſcourage me, fo2 if A 
were but lo happy as once to find her, then J would commit the 
reſt to my good foztune , which ſhall be ſufficient , if J-can but 
once again make mplove known unto her , that the may have 
further trial of my ſervice. 

Ik ſe would not reward yout, quoth ſhe, actozding to your 
hearts content, J Could account her the moſt diſcourteous Las 
dy libing , and were J in her caſe J wouldendure a thouſand 
deaths ſooner then ſhew iny ſelf ungrateful to fo honourable and 
kind a friend , and becauſe J would ſee the iſſue of pour love, A 
would willingly accompany pou in your travels; foz though J 
am altogether unwozthy to be eſteemed of you, pet if you would 
vouchlafe me that kindneſs , J would both ſhew my ſelf dutikul 
and diligent, and ever reſt continually bound unto you ſoz the 
ſame ; and thug far J pzeſume (though my wozds may ſeem rf-

diculous) that when ever pou met with Violetta he will yield 
- unto pour juſt ſuit , fo; J know her well, and have been better 
acquainted with her thoughts then J was wozthy of, though (he 
hath now fozſaken her Fathers houſe, and ablented her (elf, upon 
what occaſton Jknow not. 

Pollipus hearing the Pages wozds , ſmiled to think how far if 
was from his power, and to lee how kind he was to put him in 
fuch comcozt : G1amercy, quoth he, fo2 thy good will, and if 
ever 3meet Violetta, J hall willingly yield thee recompence fo2 
thy kindneſs, Then, ſaid ſhe, let pour heart at reſt, and trouble 
not your ſelf with theſe cares, but live in hope of ſome better 
ſucceſs ; fo: mp mind perſwadeth me that pou will find Violetta 
lately returned at your arrival in Theſſaly, and if you find it not 
ſo, then never hereafter crevit mp wozds, fo2 J have already 
made trial of my pꝛeſaging thoughts, which often fall out as J 
imagine. 

Pollipus hearing theſe ſpeeches, tok them at ficft as ſpoken of 
courſe , but calling ts mind all his- kfozmer qualities, began to 


conflder whether he ſhould credit them oz no, that his heart be ⸗ 


gan to he ſomewhat revived, determining to make tryal of the 
Pages Divination ; ſuch virtue had her ſpeeches , that they din 
wo2k an unexpected event in the love-ick heart of Pollipus, who 
was eaſfly dzawa to peild conceit of any comkozt, becauſe be 
thought Violetta might be ſtill in Theſſaly, and ſo his 1Boxs 
wozds might pꝛobe true, ſo that the reſt of the night. he continu- 
ed in llumbzing fleep. 

Carly the next mo2ning Pollipus came to the Pzinces Cham⸗ 
ber with a chearful countenance , which made him to wonder af 
bis ſudden alteration ; and afterwards having ſpent ſome few 
days there in great Pleaſure , they made p2eparation foz their 
departure towards 7 heſfily,committing the Government of the 
Caſtle unto four of Andramarts'Servants, taking their Daths 
to yield the ſame again unto the Pꝛinte, when he would demand 
it, leaving all the reſt likewiſe (s highly contented, that they all 
_— his arrival there the belt good foztune that ever befell 

em. 

They that were fozmerly Pziſoners there then yeparfen,cvery 
one the way they pleaſed.. The 
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The P2ince ſeeing the Wind lye convenient fo their paſſage; 
hoiled Sail, having thzee Ships laden with exceeding Riches, 
being ſuch as Andramarts Servants had taken at Dea , making 
towards the Deſolate Iſland, fo viſtt old Antiochus ; Whereupon 
they ſoon arrived there: They were all moſt honourably enter 
tained by the King and Queen, eſpecially by the Kings Two 
Sons and Daughter, who admired the ſurpaſſing beauty of Li us 
rana, accounting their labour and hardſhip in travel wezthily 
ſpent to redeem lo fair a Lady.

How Frenetta was exceedingly in love with Pollipus, who remem- 
bring his love to Violetta, ſhunned her company; and alto huw 
Frenetta after their departure, being diſtracted with grief, end- 

ed her life. 

Wot Hen Parifmus, Lavrana, and Pollipus had ſojourn 


NESS 5 ed many days in the Deſolate Iſland, in great joy 
Ny, and mirth, then they deſired to depart towards 
e I hfaly : whereupon they appointed to be gone 
x23 within a Month, which grieved Frenetta to hear 
of, fo2 that ſhe was far in love with Pollipus, unto 
whom ſhe uſed many exfrao2dinary kindnefſes thereby to give 
bim knowledge ok her Affection; but fo far was his heart lrom 
thinking of any other love then Violetta's, that he never obſc: - 
ved the great kindnelles (he always uſed towards him, which 
on the other de cauſed Frenetta to encreaſe the. heat of her At- 
fection moze and m92e 2 But in the end ſceing him lo little 1 es 
gard her, 92 ſcarce to entertain her courtefte with good loo ks, ſhe 
determined (though it might be ſome blemiſh to her modeſty) to 
manifeſt her afFection unto him, which the p2eſently affected , fe2 
finding him walking alone, onely attended by the Page, che cams 
into the Gallery where he was, & kindly ſaluted him, as though 
ſhe would have palſed by, but Pollipus being idle, thought to en⸗ 
tertain the time a while in ſome conference with her, and, as 
kindly laluting her, ſaid - Fair Lady, map J beſo bold as to ſtay 
pour journey, o if your buſineſs be not great, touchlafe me pour 
£0mpany that am aione. 
Sir,.quoth ſhe, my bufneſs ig not great, therefozy J am the 
willinger 
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willing to ſtay, eſpecially to bear you company, unto whom J 
am much bound, and a greater favour then my rompany would 
A grant,ſo that if ſtood with pour honour to fulfill: therefoze this 
liberal pzoffer J make undo you ,' who J know will requeſt no- 
thing but what is vertuous, that if in any convenient ſoꝛt J may 
do the thing that can pleaſure pou, it ſhall be your fault if you en⸗ 
jop not the lame. 

J thank pou heartily, ſaid pollipus, fo this kindneſs, and if J 
thould ſhew my ſelf ungrateful J Gould do much amiſs, and 
fo2 ſuch deſert in me as you ſpeak of, J have none at all, but it 
is pour abundant courteſte that vouchſafeth me ſuch favour, 
which Jknow not how to requite , neither can J be ſo bold as to 
bzing my ſelf farther in your debt, until J have by my endea- 
bours laboured ts ſhew mp ſelf thankful fo2 that which you have 
already granted. : 

Many other ſpeeches paſt between them, which if Pollipus had 
diligently marked, he might eaſtly have ſeen the love Frenetta 
boze him, but he having his devotions vowed to another Saint, 
perceived if not, which any one but himſelf might ecffly have 
diſcerned, which ill increaſed her burning affeaion, that at 
laſt, fearing to meet ſo fit a means offered by ſo wert an oppoz⸗ 
tunity , taking him by the hand, and withd:atoing to a window 
that looked into the Garden, witha bluſhing countenance , the 
uttered thele ſpeeches. | | 

Sir Knight, contrary to the manner of modeſt Paldens, Jam 
compelled to hazard the revealing of that which may turn to my 
dionour , unleſs it pleaſe your virtuous wildom to give a fas 
bourable cenſure of my good meaning, which Jam conſtrained 
to do, as p2vcured thereto by the ſhozt abode pou determine to 
make in my Fathers Court, as alſo fo that J ſee pour mind 

cannot conceive thereof, without J my ſelf make demonſtration 
Of the lame; theretoze, moſt Noble Knight, relping upon pour 
virtues , underſtand that love hath leized my heart, with a de- 
ſire to be beloved of you again, which makes me manifeſt the 
thing which Bodeſty wills me to conceal , therefo1e J deflre you 
to uſe that charitable opinion of me, that my honour may no way 
be blemiſhed, and yet my grief relieved, which J would _ 
ave 
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have uttered, but that Fall hereafter be baniſhed pour heavens 
ly company : the affection that J bear you being ſuch, that unleſs 
pou pitty my eſtate, pour departure will be the hoztningof.my 
life, and mp reſtlels pain thereby augmented in ſuch lozt, that 
I ſhall foz ever remain in heavinels. 

Pollipus hearing her ſperches was halfamazed, and calling to 
mind her paſt behaviour, well underſtood that her kozmer kindneſs 
p20ceeded from that fondneſs ſhe had uttered; that on a ſudden he 
cauld not tell what anſwer to make her, that might in ſome - 
meaſure quiet her mind, and rid himſelf from diſcourteſte. 

Uertuous Lady, quoth he, J ſee that Jam moze beholding unto 
pou then J either expected, oz have deſerved, being ſozry that pou 
have placed pour affection on him that hath not merited your 
kindneſs, and is altogether unwozthy to be eſteemed ſo highly at 
pour hands: but Lady, as J am in no meaſure now able to yield - 
pou that thanks J would, lo J truſt hereafter my ungratekul⸗ 
neſs ſhall not cauſe you to repent pour kindneſs. 

As they were thus in conference, Laurana entred the Gallery. 
by means whereofthey left off their ſpeeches , of whoſe coming 
pollipus was glad, anda while accompanied them in uch tom⸗ 
munication as occaſton offered. 

Violetta all this while had noted Frenetta's behabiour to⸗ 
wards pollipus, and liſtned to their talk, which ſtruck ſuch a lud - 
den fear ints her mind, leaſt her ſpeechss might move pollipus - 
lo pield to her deſtre, fo2 that ſhe was very beautiful, and being 
the Daughter ol a King , ſhe ever after grew into an extrem 
jealoufte of her, that pollipus could never in all the time of his 
abode there, be in any place, but ſhe al ways followed him, that he 
wondzed at the Pages diligent attendance, which pꝛoteeded not 
from the awful duty of a Servant (as he ſuppoſed )but from the 
faithful love of a friend. 

Pollipus having left Frenetta with Lwrana in: the Gallery, 
got to his Lodging to meditate on Frenetta's raſh motion, and 
diſtemperate love, and the manifold conveniencies that might - 
ariſe thereby, as well to tall his Honour in queſfion, fo that it 
would be thought it was pꝛotured by his perlwaſlong, as allo fo 


chat it ſeemed ſhꝛ was grown fo that delperateneſs in love, _ : 
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Ge might not enjoy the thing the defired, if would much endan⸗ 
ger her ſelf; and rather then he would think a thought to violate 
his vowed lopaltp to Violetta, himſelf would endure deach fo2 
Violetta: and though Ge were no Kings daughter, vet by reaton 
ok her exceeding beauty , ſhe was much ſpoken of in Thebes, 
and nothing inkeriour to Frenetta in gifts of mind, the remem⸗ 
b2ance of whole perfections, together with his love, had lo much 
tound him fn the ſaviolable bonds of true friendGip to his firſt 
beloved, that fo eber after Pollipus eſchewed all occaſtons to 
come in Frenettaes ſight, but always kept company with the 
P1ince, unto whom he unfolded and told the whole circumſtance 
ot that which had paſſed between him and Frenetta, which, when 
P. riſmus underff@od, he told tim that ſhe was an honourable Las 
dy, and (aid, in his opinion, he ould do her much wzong to reject 
her lode oh ich ſhould pꝛoteed froma virfuous inclination, ufing 
1 to that effect , which, when Pollipus heard, he 
aid 

My L02d, J cannot ls much wꝛong mp dear love Violetta, as 
Io ſon to fir my mind on another, and kozget her perfections, in 
whole (ſervice I have vowed to ſpend the reſt of my lite; Then 
god my E02d, do not injure that virtuous Maiden, who in T hel- 
ſaly hath ſo much honoured pou, fo2 J will never peild to love any 
but her moſt wo2thy lelk. 

Wozthy friend, quoth Pariſmus, J would not any way w2ong 
Violetta, no; pour ſelf, if J ever law any likelihood that pou 
ſhould ever ſee her again, and yet ſo much J commend your reſo- 
lution, that J Gall ever extol thoſe honourable parts that rule 
pour heart, whereby mp ſelf have been pꝛeſerved, and obtain the 
heighth ok all felicity, neither do J utter any wozd to alter pour 
affection from Violetta, but to make tryal of your ver tueg, which 
Nill continue perfect : And ſince our abode in this place may turn 
fo pour diſparagement and hinderance, J witli by all means pol⸗ 
ble haften pour departure towards Thefſily, where, by god hap 
vou map find out the party that with- boldeth pour happy Joys, 
unto whom J will uſe all the perlwaſtons J can to purchaſe voir 
content ; and allo during our aying here, J will endeavour to 
withdzawFr.netta's lobe.

Frenetta heat ing this ſuddain and reſolute anſwer , fell down 
into a deadly ſound, which her Paid perceiving laboured to 
revive her agaln: : in the mean time Pollipus went to * ; 
and having lolemnly taken their leave of the Bing and Queen; 
who endured their departure with great heabinels, haſted to their 
Ships, launched into the main, and with a pꝛolpetous Gail, ſai- 
led towards Theſſaly with joyful hearts, the wiſhed place of all 
their hopes. 

Frenetta being revived from her Trance, and milling Polli- 
pus, whom ſhe thought alluredly had been by her; fell into an 
erfrecm exclamation ok his dilcourteſte, inlomuth that her bꝛo⸗ 
chers hearing her rage, demanded the cauſe ot her lo row, which 
the pꝛelently told unto them, ( ag hath been bekoze declared. ) 
This raſhneſs of hers , her Bꝛothers repꝛoved with ſuch bitter 
terms, as that her care fo2 Pollipus diſdain, did not ſo much 
grieve her as their unkindnels; and the multitude of ſozrows 
and vexatſong ſo overcame her tarelul and tender heart that fo;

to paſs to the Palace. 
Violetta amongſ all the reſt, beheld her careful Father ſtand⸗ 
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ing at his doo; weeping, to lee the mirth all enjoyed but himcelf, 


who continued in great heavineſs fo; the loſs of his Daughter, 
which fight attainted her heart with ſuch grief, that the paage 
of her Chziſtal tears (Mued with fuch abundance , that all that 
company wondzed thereat , when as with great pieaſure being 
come to the Palace, they were on all ſfdes welcomed with un- 
ſpeakable joy. D:onyſius cauſed moſt rich meat to be pꝛobided 
fo: their repaſt, and in the mean time cauſed pa iſmus to itt by 
him, and Laurana by her Pother, accompanied hy Clariana and 
ſabella, ſhtee of the faireT creatures thit eber ee beheld. 

Then Pariſmus at the requeſt of the Ring, repeated the whale

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manner of their miſadventure from the beginning of their chip⸗ 
wack until their return, with fuch exceeding comendaCions 
of the noble valour, and exceeding kindneſs he had found in Pol- 
lipus , that all admired and aplauded his vicozies , and then he 
uttered thele leeches. 

Moſt noble Father, by the valour of my friend Pollipus, have 
we eſcaped. the danger we fell into, theretoze J beſeech pour 
Highnels, eſteem of him is the only pꝛelerver cf pour Childzeng 
lives, whoſe noble wiſdom hath ſtill pzeſerved us, and his pꝛow⸗ 
ela, h2th mightily defended us, without whom we had never en- 
15yed this happy hour, to ſee your honourable pzelence. Dioniſius 
hearing his ſpeeches, roſe from his ſeat , and embzaced Pollipus 
with great kindneſs, yielding him many thanks. 

Thus being met, with exceeding joy on all ſides, they ſpent 
the reſt of the dap in kind falutations , and pleaſant comunica- 
tions, each friend with other, except Pol:ipus, whoſe heart long⸗ 
ed until he had viſited old Andrugio, whom he found ſitting in 
a Chair bewailing his own migfo2ztune , which ſtrook ſuch ex⸗ 
teeding ſadneſs to Pollipus heart , that he could endure no com⸗ 
pan?, noz enjoy no quiet. Tallamor there ksund his Siſter, in 
whole ſearch he had endured many miſeries : Barzillus was ho⸗ 


nourably entertained by Dioniſius, and richly rewarded by Pariſ- - 


mus, beſides all the Treaſure that he had taken in the Iſland of 
Rocks: Leda was kindly welcomed by her fellows. Pariſmus, 
ſpent the time with Dioniſius, the Bing of Hungaria, and Pyince 
of Soarta;Laurana in the company ofClarinda and Iſabella and mas 
ny other gallant Ladies, relating her happy eſcape out of miskoz- 
tune, Pollipus onlp gave his mind to all ſozro w and penſive⸗ 
nels ; induring the abſence of Violetta with much grief, and 
ſeeing that he could hear no news of her aboade, determined the 
next day to go in learch of her. | ö

Moft mighty King, J cannot render zou thanks ſuff.cient 
fo2 the [eaſt favour J have received at pour hands: neverthcicls 
you may think me bold to pꝛelume into pour p2elence, to requeſt 
your conſent to a matter which much conterneth ine, which pars 
adventure you will rather judge ta pꝛoceed from folly than wil⸗ 
dom: fo2 thus it is moſt noble King, that 4 have vowed fo fra- 
vel inſearchofa dear friend, in which travel Jam determined 
to ſpend the reſt of theſe my weariſome days, without whole 
pꝛeſente my life will alwaies be troubllome unto me; then 3 
beſeech your Ma jeſty to ſhew me that tavour to let me obtain a 
free conſent of you to depart at this inſtant; fo2 my heart hath 
dowed never to reſt in any place, until J be ſully allured of my 
friends pzoſperity : Dioniſius hearing his requeſt, was ſozry fo 
ſoon to leave him, and therefoze taking him by the hand, he lald 
unto him: 

Moꝛzthy Knight, to whom both my ſelf, and all that is mine 
are much bound, it were a hard matter J ſhould deny you: But 
in this, let me intreat pou fd ſtay with us a few moze days, that

Pati nus ſeeing. Pollip”s intent, uſed all. manner of frſendly 
and kind perſicaſtons that might be £3 diſſraade him from his 
.xu:poſe , but he mo earxzelilp entreated his conſent, koz his 

heat was lo oppzeſt withcare, that no other thought could tage 
place in his fai.cy , that veipſhoztlyhe determined to begin his 
travels 

Vioioletta ſeeing that now oz never was the time to wozk his 
and her own content, reſa!ved to diſcover her ſelf, and to that 
end carefullp aftented him all that day, fearing leaſt he would 
depart ſecretly ; and at night when he went to vis Bed (not 
with intent £6 lep, but to pour koꝛth his uſual lamentations ) 
Violetta was likewiſe with him, ſhewing a lad countenance to 
ce his (ozrow :; But when (he had tenderly couched her ſelf by 
his manly ſide, che could not deviſe how to giow in conference 
with him, being ſtruck with ſuch a delightcul tear to diſcover 
her (elk, that (Ge had never felt the like, but at laſt Ge uttered 
theſe ſpeeches. 

Poſt wozthy Knight, Jam ſure now pou give no credit to 
my w92ds, becauſe pou find not V oletta here acco2ding as J p18- 
miſed pou ſhould , neither have J any'comfozt to att in the f2- 
vour J expected, becauſe pour penſivenels will not permit me, 

but micht I be ſo bold as to crabe one requeſt at your hands ; 
which if you pleaſe to vouchſafeme, J pzomiſe pou that pou tha l 
find my weods beſte ſpoken true (fs! J know where Violc' ta 
is) and pꝛomiſt pou again ts do moze lo you with her, than any 
creature livixg. | 
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ſpeeches , koz thou ganſt not perfozm any thing fo further r me 
herein. 

Py Lozd (ſad ſhe) do buf try me once moze , and if J fail, 
then let me endure the moſt heavy dom of pour everlaſting dil⸗ 
plealure. 

Adonius (quoth he) if it be to pleaſure thee any way, J weill 
gladly do it, fs2 the triendchip J have found in thee ; then J pzithce 
as thou loveſt me and pitieſt the ſoꝛrows F endure , do not delay 
me with thy ſpeeches, fo2 J know they p2oceed from kindneſs to 
make me fo:get my ſadneſs, and nor to do me any benefit in the 
thing thou ſpeakeft ok, fo2 J ſhall never be lo happy as fo be be- 
loved of her who A fear me hath left her fathers houſe to ſhun my 
company ; but notwithſtanding the little hope of comfo2t J con- 
ceive by thy means, to pleaſure thee befo2e 1 depart, tell me 
what it is thou demande and if it be in my power thou ſhalt 
obtain it. 

Violetta was aſhamed to utter her mind in that place, but be- 
ing ſure he could not behold her bluſhing cheeks, laid: The re⸗ 
queſt that Jmake is this: That you will give me your faithful 
pꝛomiſe, that at what time it is your hap to meet Violetta, and 
obtain her good will, that the firſt Night you will not attempt to 
enjoy the lweet fruition of her love. Apon my honour, laid Polli- 
pus, J will not do any thing whatſoever that diſagreeth to her 
will, fo2 ſo dear do J eſteem her, that J would ſoner deſtroy my 
(elf, then he Could any wap be diſplealſed with me. 

Then know, wozthy Knight, quoth he, Jam that Violetta yon 
ſo earneffly ſeek after, J am the unkind party that hath ſo long 
time pꝛocured your diſcontent; J am ſhe whole abſence you 
have ſo off bewailed, and now J am conſtrained to manifeſt 
my ſelf unto vou, deſit ing you to pardon my hard heartednels, that 
have ſo long concealed my ſelf, and thereby pꝛocured pour dil⸗ 
quiet. Pollipus hearing her ſpeeches,could not tell what to ſap, be⸗ 
ing half perſwaded it was ſhe , by remembzing her countenance, 
and the behaviour ſhe had uſed in all their travels, and alſo calling 
to mind her kindnefſes and ſpeeches,could not reſolve what to do, 
fo2 his fancy ſtill perſuaded him it was not ſhe : then pyeſently 
after he thought it might 72 the ; at laſt, he ſaid, J know 

not 
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not what to conjecture, noz how to behave mp ſelf, noz whether 
J ſhould call you Adonius, 02 Violetta, confideringhow unlikely 
ff is ſhe ſhould be ſo kind to me, and how certain J am Adonius 
bath done me many pleaſures. 

Then ſweet Violetta (if thou art ſhe) reſolve me of this my 
doubt, being thereby d2iven to that hopeful dcfpair,that J know 
not whether my koztune is better oz wozſe. Violetta ſhzinking 
a little back, laid Pardon me, dear Pollipus, fo2 J am your 
unwozthy friend Violetta, that have in this diſguiſe made trial 
ot your friendſhip. 

Pollipus then took her oſt lovingly in his arms, not offering | 
other behaviour then his pꝛomiſe did permit; yet [ce was in doubt 
ſtin, and could not be quiet until he had uled luch means( vet far 
from diſt:anour) as thereby he found ſte was a Uirgin, and no. 
Mage, and therefoze aſſured himſelſ if was Violetta; then fold- 
ing her delicate body in his arms, which he had oftentimes be⸗ 
foze embꝛaced, but not with ſuch kindneſs, baniſhing all [adneſs 
from his ſozrowfulheart , with [weet and delightful content, he 
emb2aced her with that kindneſs that long lovers enjoy when og 
they ſo happily meet, ſpending the reſt of tye night in pleaſant. 
communication and remembzances ok their fozmer kindneſſes, 
which augmented their joys: to an exceeding heighth : Dften- 
times Pollipus would have erceded the limits of his fozmer pꝛo⸗ 
miſe, but ſhe reſerved it fo2 the moze honourable delight of their 
Nuptial Bed, uſing many other ſpeeches , ſuch as true and 
Lopal kindneſs pields. 

Thus-theſe two kind Lovers ſpent the time, Violetta accounts 
ing her ſelf moſt happy to enjoy ſo conſtant a friend as the had 
Mund him by many certainties in his Travels, and he tſteemed 
Himſelf as happy to be beisved of Vicletta, that had not refuſed 
to hazard her lelf in many dangers foz his ſake : At laſt, their 
minds being both at quiet and ſatisfied with 1Sliſsful content, 
they fell faſt afleep. 

Pariſmus enduring much heavineſs fo) his friends departure, 
could hardly give one minutes reſt to his troubled heart, there⸗ 
foꝛe he was early up, with intent to perſwade Pollipus, if he could, 
from under taking his journey: and preſently after wy 1 
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Lovers were alles, he entred the Chamber, where coffrary ts 
his erpecnion, he found him faſt a leep, and Violetta in moſt lo- 
ving lozt, lapiag one hand under Pollipus head, and the other ent- 
bzacing his manly bzea t, ſeming in his conceit, the pleaſanteft 
ſight that ever eye beheld, the ſuppoſco Page being lo beoutiful 
that had he not known him, he wou'd have thought that Venus 
her (elf had been there to comfozt Pollipus, with her [wet embza⸗ 
cings. 

The Pzince ſ&ing his friend in ſuch a quiet flep, withdzew 
himlelf, and endeavou: ed to ſtudy how to wozk his own comfozt 
and ſtap Pollipus. 

Whilſt he was in this meditation, golden Phoebus had light⸗ 
ned the whole Chamber, the clearneld of whoſe ſplendant beams 
awaked Pollipus, but Violetta yet continued with her pure eycs 
cloſed up by Morpheus, and Pollipus ſhadowing her with the 
Curtains arole, and ſoon eſpſed the Pꝛinte at the end of the room, 
who leeing him, ſaid: 

My dear krlend Pollipus, J had thought to have found peu rea- 
dy to depart, acco2ding to pour reſolution yeſterday, but J hope 
you have altered pour mind to tap with us, who deſtre nothing 
moze then pour company, and were not Adonius wck known to 
me, I Gould think you had embzaced ſome Divine Goddeſs in 
that kind ſozt ; but notwithſtanding, let me entreat you to ſtay 
ſome longer time with us, which was the only cauſe of my to⸗ 
ming now unto vou; deſtring you by all the friendſhip that hath 
paſſed between us, to bzing me further in your debt, by obtaining 
this favour at your hands. 

Py L92d ( quoth Pollipus) J muſt confeſs J am foo flugith to 
be found fleeping at this time, whilf my mind ſhould be buſted 
with moze weightier matters: Indeed acco2ding to your ſaying 
my Lozd, I think J have either embzaced ſome Goddeſs , oz a 
moze Divine Creature; foz my fozmer reſolution is diſſolved 
quite, and my heart moze at reſt then ever it hath been; foz mp 
dear Violetta hath been ſo kind as to viſit me this night, ſhew⸗ 
ing my heart that cauſe of joy, as fo} ever whilſt Alive, I 
ſhall account mp ſelf bound unto her, and becauſe your Honour 
hath both been acquainted may mp love andall mp intents, —

have vouchſafed me that favour which J ſhall never requite, A 
will ew pou the cauſe of my gladneſs: Violetta hath diſguiſed 
herſelf and been with us in otir travels and went under the name 
of Adonius, but now hath diſcovered her ſelt unto me, which was 
moe ſtrange to me then it may ſeem to pau. 

Par iſmus hearing his ſpeeches, called her fabour to remem⸗ 
bzance, and (ſon knew her to be Violetta, wondzing that in fo 
long time that ſhe went in the diſguiſe of a Page, he could never 

perteibe the ſame , no2 once ſuſpect it, which affected his heart 
ercedfngly with joy: and faking him by the hand, they both 
walked together to the Pzincels, who greatly rejoyced at this 
happy news , and p2eſentiy commanded Leda to carry Apparel 
unto her, and all things neceCary, which ſhe pzeſently executed, 
and at her coming found Violetta newly awaked, tho told her 
that the P2inceſs Laurana had ſent her that Apparel, which Vio- 
letta kindly accepted. 

By this time Pariſmus, Pollipus, and Laurana, were entredthe 
Chamber; Violetta beholding them with an exceding bluſhing 
countenance ; (like Venus entrapt in Vulcans Net) but Pariſmus 
taking her by the hand: ald: 

Bluch not vertuous Damzel, koz it rejoyceth my heart to ſee 
you here: could you be ſo unkind as in all the time of pour tra⸗ 
vel, never to make pour ſelf known till now - Mell, J ſ& you 
have Wiſdom in making your choiſe , and well have you deſerved 
to be beloved of Pollipus, who J am ſure will perfozm no leſs, 
neither ned you any moze tryal of his love , fo2 that you have 
been pꝛiby to many infallible pzofs thereof; Then Violetta kncel⸗ 

- inguttered theſe ſpeeches : 

I thank your Yonour, that you bouchſafe me this extraozdi⸗ 
narp favour, as to viſit me that have ſhewed my ſelf unwozthy 
thereof :. But J truſt, Jneed not ſtand upon nice terms to this 
Wozthy Knight, fo2 that J may be fully aſſured of his fidelity, 
neither can I ſeem ſtrange, having ſo long time been acquainted 
with his love, but ik my boldneſs hath not cauſed his. miſcon- 
ceit of me, J here offer my ſelf foz ever to be at his diſpoſition, 
deſtring you to pardon whaſſoever pou have found amiſs in me, oꝛ 
dilagreeing to a Paldens chaſte -behaviour,and with a favourable 
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opinion cenſure of my raſhneſs, both to try your vertues, as alſo 
to diſguiſe my felf, whereby J have done ſo near as, à could, no⸗ 
thing that might any way p2ejudice my Chafkity, 02 diſhonour 
my Name, 

Pollipus taking her in his Arms, laid: Sweet and kind 
Love, ſhould A be ſo barbaroug as to mildeem pour vertues, oz 
bear any ot her than the moſt courteous conceit of pour kindneſs, 
then J might be accounted the moſt inhumane creature living, 
but contrary to my deſert, J account my ſelf ſo enriched and ho- 
noured by pour lobe, that fox ever J fhall endeavour. to reſt 
— thankful unto you koꝛ the lame, and J beſeech you thus to eſleem 
of me, that it will be moze grievous to me than death to be out 
of your favour, then J deſtre you ts let pour heart repoſe that 
good truſt in me, that no miſery, calamity, death, noz afflici- 
on, ſhall cauſe me once in wozd oz deed, to be diſlopal to pour 
(elf, that vouchlaked me all the happineſs 1 deſire. 

Laurana all this while, beholding Violetta's modeſt counte- 
nance and baſhfulneſs, came unto her and embzaced her; ſaying : 
Polt vertuous Damzel, be not diltomkozted noz abaſhed at your 
diſguiſe, fo2 if cannot be taken otherwiſe than vertuous, fo2 by 
the ſame, pou have ſhewed a great token of (Wiſdom, to make ſo 
infallible a trial of your friend ; neither trouble your ſelf with 
any miſconceited opinion of your Chaſtity, foz none can be ſo 
diſcourteovs as to diſallow the ſame: and as foꝛ my (elf, Jam fo 
fully aſured of pour vertues, that J ſhall fo; ever hate him that 
ſhall once think otherwiſe than honourable of you, and hereaiter 
make account to find me as your moſt faithful friend, fo2 at all 
times J will eſteem of you as my Siſter, and whatſoever lieth in 
my power to do you good, ſhall be ready at your command... 

Violetta kneeling down, moſt humbly thanked her to2 her ho⸗ 
nourable kindneſs, . The Pꝛincels then taking her by the hand, 
ted her down into the great Ball, where Ge was moſt kindly 
welcomed by the King and Queen, and all the reſt of the No- 
bles, who having knowledge of the truth of all that had paſt be- 
tween her and Pollipus, grew into ſuch a good liking of her, and 
ſo much eſteemed her de ildom, that they did all account him the 


koztunateſt Knight living. |

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Aadruigo being lent fo), with great jop welcomed home his 
dear and only Daughter, who within few days after (by the 
appointment of Dionyſus) was in moſt lolenm manner married 
ts Pollipus in great Ropaltp, to both their exceeding. joys and 
contentment, and allo to the rejoycing of all them that were 
there p2eſent. 

After this time all Theſſaly remained in great tranquility,

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having with him Laurana, Pallipus, Violetta, Tellamor, Birzillus, 
undtwo hundzed Knights beſides, being alſo honourablp accom- 
panied on ward on their Journey , by Dioniſius, Olivia, the 
Aing of Hungaria, the Pꝛince of Sparta, and his beloved Clatiana, 
162d Remus, and the Ladp Iſabella, with thoulauds ok the Citi⸗ 
zens of Tnebes, left the bounds of Theſſaly; to the exceeding grief of 
all, eſpecially the King and Queen, whoſe farewels were expzeſt 
with cxceding lozows, and hearts repleniſhed with ſadneſs, whole 
care foz their welfare, and pꝛapers foz their pꝛolperous ſucceſs, 
were uttred with abundance of tears. They on the other fide, 
with like heavy dilcontentment and ſad ſighs, left their delight⸗ 
lul company, with whom they could everlaſtingly have remained, 
if weighty occaſions had not withdzawn them.

Pariſmus ſ&ing his aged Parents, with all reverence humbled 
himſelf to them; who could have ſpent many hcurs only in em- 
bracing him: Eut ſ&ing Laurana, they both came unto her, moſt 
lovingly welcoming her, cxp2efling the ſame with tears, pꝛo⸗ 
ach from the depth of kindneſs 3 and withall uttering thele

Polt vertuous, kind, and honcurable Pzincels, our wowds 
cannot expꝛels your- welcome, no2 our deeds ſhow our god will;

the hand, and all the Ladies of high Eſtate £{:lutcv her with moſt 
reverend behaviours, The god King knowing Poil:pus, embza⸗ 
ced and welcomed him -with great kindnels. Likewile the 
Qucen welcomed Violctta: And on cvery fide all cxp2e their 
joy fo2 their happy arrival, Benfires were made in the Dtreets, 
Bells rung in all Churches, and Triumphs in the Court, lome 
welcomed them with gifts, ſome with mirch, lome with pꝛailce, 
andall with. joy and cxce&ding refsycings 3 which my dulled Pen 
is altogether unable to expꝛels; the King and Queen cxcxdingly | 

| rejopeing 
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rejoycing in their Dons vertuous Choice, and in the p2eſence of 
the beautiful Laurana, | 

Luuraua was effected with great delight to ſe their kindneſs, 
and Pariſmus had his fill of content: and all in general gr catly 
admired Liurana's beauty, and did their beſt to welcome and 
cutertain the whole Company that came with her, with all cour⸗ 
teſte: Jnſomuch, that the Bohemian Court (which lately had been 
darkned with the miffs of ſozrow ) was now beautified with the 
 plcaſant Aſſemblies of Knights and Ladies that repaired thither 
to welcome home Pariſmus, and behold the Pzinceſſe Laurana; 
in which place they continued many days after. But Foztune 
whole conſtancp was never permanent, at an inſtant diſpoſſeſſey 
their content. 

Pollipus and Violetta, tipon a day walkt fozth foz Recreation,

unto her Pusband, as a token of her ſafety ; whereupon he dc- 
parted back again into the UUwd, and toze the ſame ints man v 
pieces, here ſcattering one, and there confuſedly caſting another;

ed befoze any of the Bohemian Knights were come; by which

that they had miſtaken their Paſters meaning; and withal in- 
treated her to pardon them, and allo to be a means to pacifie his 
wꝛath, whom they were affured would be greatly offended with 
ge which wo2ds altered her fear, and added ſome comfozt to 
her mind. 

Preſently two Gentlewomen welcomed her with great courteſte,

earneſt ſcarch, uttering \uch-inward greans as would have melted 
a Keckp heart into a fla d of tears, 
The Pꝛince being carly up that mozning gave command to all 
the Bohemian nights to arm themſclves and to poſt though out 
all the Ccuntrey in her ſcarch, and to make a Pꝛoclamation, That 
wholocver cculd bzing news of her abade, would be highly re- 
warded.fo2 their pains, that befoze the mozning was br ſpent 
there were a great number cf Knights departed, vowing to ſeck 
her out befc2e they returned. . ; 
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© Pariumus, Teliamor, Burzillus, yhcſently rede tothe x Nod to 
Pollipus, whom they found in ſuch heavy plight, as it made their 
manly hearts to melt with grief; but when he elpicd chem he 
would have fled from their ſight that loved him moſt Tear'y, un⸗ 
til the Pzince overtok him and ſaid 
Dear friend, why are you ſo unkindas to ſhun my Cempanp, 
whole care is no {cſs then pours, who terdereth ycur welfare as 
well. as mine own-? Yave you fozgotten, Banhod , Bricht⸗ 
had, and Courteſie? Where is that vertue now become that 
was wont, to rule pour Aﬀection » Ed friend, fo2 my ſabe, fc2 
all the love, friendſhip, courteſies, pꝛomiſes, and god⸗ will that 
ever paſt between us, lcave of this deſperate foliy and lien to 
my counſel; if not foz my ſake, pet fo2 your Ladies ſe ke pity pour 
ſelf and recall pour fs2mer ſenſes, and let us udp howto recc ver 
her, who is but a little wandzed out of the way, there are Knights. 
that are already poſted unto many parts of this Country, and will 
ſearch the whole Nation thꝛoughout but they will find her, then 
do not increaſe pour further care by this diſtemperate ſozrow, 
but accozding to ycur accuſtomed wiſdom, as you have counſel-

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was not ſubfcet unto, and yet be hidden from our knowledge, 
Neither let that trouble you, ſaid the Pzince, but reit contented, 
end your care that way ſtall ſon be eaſed ; but go with me to the 
Court, and J will pzeſently give ozder to have the Wood fo 
thꝛougly ſcarched that you ſtall plainly find ſhe hach not miſcar⸗ 
rie d. 

Pollipus with his perſwaſions (though un willing) went back 
with them mounted on Tellamors Yozſe, fop that he was much 
wearied with travel. 

Now fo a while let us leave Pollipus returned to che Court 
with Pariſmus, Violetta being ſick in Archas Caſtle, and many of 
the Bohemian and Theſſalian Knights in her fcarsh, to turn mp 
Pen to wꝛite of another ſubject, long time buried in fozgetfulneſs, 
the chick thing whereon this Part of the Piſfozp doth depend.

educated him accozding to the condition of the Place, which 
was with ſuch wild Fruit as ſhe gathered, making many hard 
ſhifts to ſtanch hor hunger, and pzeſerve the wert Kabe from 
famine, until at length hearing of Andramarts death, ſhe deter⸗ 
mined to return to the Caſtle and pzeſent him to his Pother, and 
to that intent Fe fozſook her pooz habitation, and went thither- 


wards, but moſt unfoztunately wandzed to a deſolate and unfre- - - 


quented 
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guented Wilterneſs, where ſhe had not long ſtaid, but ſhe was 
flain-by a Lyon, which when Parifmenos beheld, notwithſtand- 
ing his Infancy, he thought to pzeſerve her, but the Lyon reſu⸗ 
fing to hurt him, withdzew himlelf to his Den, whirher Paciſ- 
menos boldly perſued him, and being entred therein, the Lyon be⸗ 
gan to wag his Tail, and fawnd upon him gently, which made 
him marvail whp he had lain his Nurſe, and would not hurt 
him, and made him moze bold, that being weary with tra- 
vel, he laid himſelf down to fleep, and when he awaked; being

This was his habitation along time, taking great delight 
to hunt and chaſe the Wild Beaſts, from whoſe fury he was

When he awaked, he could not tell what to think ok his dꝛeam, 
no? what ſhe meant by Andramarts Caſtle, no2 which way to go 
thither, being therewith dzawn into a deep ſtudy ; but pꝛeſently 
he eſpied a poung Bear, whole tight made him quite fozget his 


eam, and taking excteding delight to chaſe ſuch Beaſts, he 
tok up his Staff and followed her, purſuing her ſo far, that at 
length heflew her, wherewith he wandzed ſo far, that getting to. 
- top of a Pountain, and loking round about him, he elpied 
t a 


ſtle, thinking that was the place his Nurſe- had told 

him of in his fleep, and therefoze went thither. 
It chanced that ene of the four Knights that Pariſmus had 
left to keep the Caſtle, eſpied Pariſmenosz who begining to with- 
dzaw himlelf, offered to lap hands on him, but Pariſmenos 


being afraid of his behaviour, ſtrok at him with his ſkaffſo vio⸗ 


lently, that had he not avoided his blow, he had beat his Brains 
out 3 the Tartarian being angry dzew his Swozd, and wounded 


Caſtle, his mind was dzawn into an — delight to behold 


the. 
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very hungry, he gathered Wild Fruit whereof there was plcn- 


him on the Thigh, the ſmart whereof ſoenraged him, that he left 
his Adverſary b2eathleſs on the ground: Afterwards entring the. 
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the godly buildings and beauty thereof :2 The Tartarians ſ&ing 
one in ſuch ſfrange diſcuiſe (foz that he was clad with the skins 
of ſuch ſtrange Beaſts as he had flain, and his Mails and Pair 
was of an excteding length) much marvailed how he came thi- 
ther ; withall noting his comelp perſon and ſtatelp ccunte- 
nance, were ſuddenly dzawn into a great affection toward him, 
inſomuch that they uſed him moſt kintly, demanding the cauſe 
of his arrival in that place, and of whence he was; who ſieing 
their behaviour to be moze gentle then the others, with whom 
he had bekoze encountred, made anſwer, That he knew not; 
which blunt reply of his made them greatly 'mule,. and noting 
his. attire, they ſuppoſed him to be a mad-man, oz that he had 
- be&n Savagely bzought up, which they were the rather per- 
* Cwaded unto becauſe he was very poung, entertaining him very 
Kindly : And by his Pajeſtick countenance calling to mind the 
valiant Pꝛince Pariſmus (whom he much relembled) were half 
perſwaded that he was the Son with whom the Nurlſefled, 
One amongſt the reſt uſed him moſt kindly apparelled him 
decently, and inſtructed him in all things belonging to Chivalry, 
ſewing him how to mannage a Yolle and uſe Armour, wherein 
he was ſo apt and twk ſuch delight therein, thatin a ſhozt time 
he came to that perfection, that he excelled his Zutoz in all the 
things he taught him, and was lo generally beloved of them 
all, that none thought nothing thep had to dear foz him. 

Many dapes continued Pariſmenos amongſt the Tartarians, 
increaſing in many Honourable qualities, not finding occaſions 
enough amongſt them to make tryall of his man-hod, Upon a 
time certain Ppzates returning from Dea, in his hearing made 
repo2t of the Pattels they had fought both by dea and Land, 
and how grievouly they had murthered them that reſiſted them, 
and how valiantly others withſtod them, and with what miſery 
they endured the fight. a | 

There was one amongſt the reſt made particular rehearſal of a 
Captain who ſo valiantly withſtood them, that befoze they could 
vanquiſh him he had ſlain above twenty of them; but in the end, 
ſeeing that by reaſon oftheir multituve he muſt needs cither be 
taken Pziſoner oz dye, chole rather an honourable death then to 


become 
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become Captive, enduring the fight till with effuſton of blod he 
fell down dead at their fert, at the very time when he was likt⸗ 
ing up his Swozd to re ſiſt them. | 

This rcpozt.of theirs kindled ſuch ſparks in the Ezcaſt of Pa- 
zxiſmenos, that he extreamly lenged to ſee ſuch Fattels, countin 
it diſhonour, to ſpend his time in that obſcure placc, his thoughts 
ſill aiming at higher matters, and his fancy perlwading him 
that he Nould rather fpcnd his time in Peroical Exerciſes at 
Kings Courts, then at that unfrequented place, where no plca- 
ſing- attempts of Partial deeds were cxerciſcd : Theſe thoughts 
tok ſuch eflect that he determined to leck Adventures abzcav, 
and coming. to Tirefus (who dearly loved him) he told him his 
intent asking his Advice therein. 

Tireſus ſteing ſuch a reſolved Ualour in him, told him that he 
was ready. and willing to do any thing that might agree to his 
fancy o purchaſt his content, and that if he deſired to hazard 
himſelf.at Sea he was rcady to go With him: oz if he would 
leck Adventures at Land he would likewiſe travel with him, 
and fo2fake no peril foz his ſake. 

Pariſmenos ht ring his ccurteous reply, could not chuſe but 
cnbzace him, pielding him many thanks: Tireſus effected all 
things with ſuch fpeedand-ſo well ozdercd their Affairs to fur- 
ther his intent, that within few daxes they departed into a Ship 
well Panned and Uictualed, bring up their Sails with a mer⸗ 
ry Gale, committing themſelves to the mercy of the Sea. They 
ſailed many days Without anp adventure, which inwardly ſret- 
ted Pariſmenos, foz his mind long ed to perfoꝛzm ſeme exploit: at 
laſt they eſpied a far off a godly Ship, and towards it they ſtee⸗ 
red amain, and having appzearhed, it, perceived it to be of Bar- 
baria, and well manned with ffout Moors, notwichſtanding 
Pariſmenos and. Tireſus began to beazd them, between whom 
began a moſt terrible fight, where Pariſmenos Hadmeans cnough 
ts exerciſe his valour, who. behaved Himſelf: with ſuch courage 
that many Moors, loft their {ives: by his mwintible blows. + 
Egradam Captain of the Moors, being a man of exceeding, | 
tourage, aud ſeeing the laughter Fariſmenos had made, come ts 
him and laid: 1 |

J am vetermined to bzing thy life to an end; that thinkeſt

'Fxceeding valour of Pariſmenos, that he ſo bzavely defended him⸗ 
ſelf, and offended Egradam, that it was doubtful which of them 
would have the Conqueſt. | 
In the midft of this terrible conflict, a mighty Stozm began 
to ariſe, the Winds blew ſo violently, that their Cables burſt, & 
the Sun was darkned with thick Clouds, and the Seas began to 
nage and ſwell, ſothat they were enfoꝛced to give over the fight, 
the Thunder roared, and the Lightning flaſht upon their Faces,

Chef, wherewith he preſerved himlelk from vzowning, bat in 
the end the raging Seas ſwallowed him up. Mithin while af- 
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play his golden Beams, inſomuch that the 'weather waxen very 
calm, aud the Malt whereon Pariſmanos late, began to” flive —

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long with the ſmooth Tide: when he looked about him, and el⸗ 
pied his fellows dzowned, an exceeding fozrow overwhelmed his

Amaſcnns hearing bis 
tulwer, and withall noting his tall and comefy pꝛopoztion,

My Lo2d, ſaid he, this is ſome Pyrate that liveth by ſpoyl of 
Paſſengers, and hath heretokoze done you ſome milchtek, which 
maketh him thus cunningly' diffemble, Pariſmenos hearing his 
ſpechcs, could not contain himſelf from making this anſwer :

Pariſmenos hy the way beclared fo well as be cdidd* his 
Bieth, which made Amaſenus make great eſtimation of him, fo 


by all tokens he thought he ſhoutv be ſpzing of Kin x Hae 
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that Amaſenus entertained him moſt kindly, and welcomed him 
in the beſt ſozt he could deviſe ; which made him be much envied 
of the reſt of the Knights that attended the Duke, who ſeeing him 
ſo highly eſteemed, began to ſuſpect that he was the only means 
that they were fleighted ſo by Amaſenus, that always after that 
they began to envy him, conſulting continually how to wozk tis - 
bownfal ; and judging Corus Quarrel already begun, a fit occaſion 
to further their intent, they urged him to p2olccute the ſame, 
who being ready of himſelf, and till moved fozward by them, 
ſent him this challenge. a 


Night, (for ſo I muſt call thee } Thou remembreſt what paſ- 

ſed bet wixt us at our firſt meeting, which thou thinkeſt that 

I have forgot, but ſo far it is from my thoughts, as Courage is in 

thee to perform that which thou didſt threatenzthy fear of Down- 

ing is now paſt, and thy deep Wounds wcll cared; Therefore if 

thoudareſt maintain thy words that thou haſt ſpoken in my diſgrace, 

ſend me word where I ſhall mect thee, and there we will end the 
controveiſie; So Farewel. .

and then dꝛawing their Dwo2vs, they began a moſt terrible fight, 
ſometimes offending, and ſometimes defending, which continued 
ſo long, that their Armour began to yield to their fierce blows, 
and the blod to iſſue from their dep wounds; in which conflict 
they continued together foz the ſpace of an hour, without any

Farewell (quoth the Duke) the moſt pꝛeudeſt and viſcourte-

The nides, diſſembling a friendly counteuance, inſinuated them⸗ 
ſclves into his familiarity, uſing much kind behaviour towards 
him, and entertaining him with great courte ſie, that he t ſteemed 
highly cf their friendſhip, taking great delight in their compa⸗ 
nx, oftentimes tmparting his ſecrets unto them, making them 
-p2vy io all his actions. 

Ar alus upon a time came to Pariſmenos, telling him, {That a 
Squire of his had found a mighty Wild Ecar, and could bꝛing 
them unto his Den, deſiring his company to go with them, to 
chaſe him. 

Pati m nos hcarivg his ſpechcs, was very fozward, and the 


next mozning told him, that he would meet him in the midſt ok 


the Foreſt by the Pals ſide, and carly the next mozning, he got 

up acco2ding to his appointed hour: Eeing ready to de part his 
chamber, ſome five oz Gr drops af blood ſuddenly fell from his 
Noſe, wherewith he Carted, and immediately he felt a ſudden 
"dzonlinels, and thꝛobing poſieſs his heart; which dꝛove him into 
-a deep ſ{udy, to think what [ould be the cauſe thereof ; entring 
into th: ſe meditations : 

Fay not theſe few dꝛops of blad, Divine ſome bad ſucceſs to 
-mpcnterp2ize this day; Jam here in a ſtrange Country among 
ſuch as J know not how to truſt, fo2 J plainly ſe that many of 
them envp me, which they manifeſt by rheir frowning ccunte- 


nance, and Corus behaviour may he a pattern to their diſpefiti- 


ons, there'v2e J were not beftto goat all: Then again, he began 
to think, Argalus and Th:mides are my friends; Then what 


ned J fear any miſap 2 All theſe doubts would not tay him, 


but arming himſclf reſolved to endure all milchances, aud there- 
foze departed towards th e Pal. 

By the vay es he rode; he met a Damzel poſting towards him 
with great ſpeed, wzinging her hands, and making great lamen⸗ 
tation, Pariimenos marvelling at her ſozrow , demanded on 
cauſe 
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caule thereof # Sir Lnight, (quoth ſhe) as J was going unto 
Duke Amaſcnus Court, carrying a Letter, and a Pꝛeſent, unto 
a ſtrange Knight that latcly arrived there, by the wap J met 
with two Knights in Cen Armcur, who diſpoxled me thereof, 
and would have done me further violence, had J net fled away.

ded himſelf ſo valiantly, that his enemies wondred thereat, who 
calling to mind Corus death, fozſok all Knightly Chivalry, and 
uſed all the villanous and cowardly means that might be; the 
one ſometimes getting behind him, would offer him a thruſt, and 
when he turned about to revenge that injurous deed, the other 
would offer him the like, whereby he perccived that they intend⸗ 
ed to murther him, which lo enraged Parilmenos, that putting 
ſpurs to his Yozſe, he ran at one of them ſo violently, that he 
beat him quite out of his Saddle, whole foot being faſt in the 
Stirrop, and his Hozſe dragged him up and down the Field, till 
he had left him foz dead: The other ſ@ing his friends misfo2- 
tune, offered to have fled, but Pariſmenos ſtrook him ſuch a blow

No, diſſembling Thracian , (quoth he) it were a Din unpar⸗ 
donable to let ſo wicked a Uillain live any longer, that art not 
wozthy of Knighthood, much leſs to be eſteemed amongſt Pen: 
Was it thy policy thus to betray my life: Jf J be not miſtaken , 

JI ſhould know thee by thy voice, and thy name is Argalus, my 
counicrfeit friend: Am J the Boar that thou intendeſt to flay ? 
Unwozthp and baſe Traytoz, do not think me ſo ümple, but J. 
Perceive thy Treaion, and well underſtand thy drifts, and now 
thou (alc not eſcape my hands. 


This night indeed was Ar galus, who hearing his * 
| was 
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was ſo overcome with rage, that marking where his Armour 
was bꝛoken, he gave him ſo deep a wound, that the purple blood 
followed his ſharp Swoꝛd, the ſmart whereof turned all his ſen- 
les into fury, that at length he beat him quite off his Pozſe, and 
— his Beaver, kuew him, whom when he beheld, he ſaid 
unto him: 

Argalus, Mhat offence have J done thee, that thou ſhaulde ſt ſeek 
mp ruine - Oz wherein did J merit other then friendſhip at thy 
hands: Py unkind difſembler, thou ſhalt receive a juft reward 
fo thy Treaſon, whereupon he th2ult his Dwod into his th2oat, 
and ſo ended his life; and being very weary and faint with effu- 
ſion of blod, his Eyes began to dazel, and he fell on the ground 
ſenſeleſs, 

Amaſenus all that day miſling the Knight of Fame, began to 
ſuſpect that ſome other Challenge had cauſed him ſecretly to de⸗ 
part, bnt hearing that Argalus and Themides, were in his com- 
pany (whom he thought loved him moſt dearly) his care was 
ſomewhat deminiſhed : but when it grew dark and none of them 
pet returned, he then vehemently began to fear the wozſt, and 
calling foz his Steed, he p2eſently went fozth well accompanied;

when he ſaw that Violetta vas not to be heard of, noꝛ anp comfoz2t.

hat ſhould become ck her, his heart was ſq overcome with trou⸗ 
bleſome. thoughts. and doubtful cares, that he.could not reſolve. 
what to do, but reſted like one utterly given over to carcleſs miſe- 
ry, dayly frequenting thoſe ſolitary Walks where helcfc her, and 
hourly reviving his ſozrows. by the ſad remembzance of her ab⸗ 
ſence , uttered ſuch lamentatious, that the Birds that haunt- 
ed thoſe Woods, ſeemed to mrurn with him: Scmetinies he 
accuſed bhimſelk of negligence, fo2 Icaving her to purſue the 
Tear, klaming her that would not Nay untill he had re⸗ 
turned; and then again freting his heart foz accuſing of her; 
lometimes thinking he was dead, and then again * 
| m⸗ 
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himſelf ſhe was alive, and then muſing why (Fe did not re- 
turn to him again if ſhe were alive, that by contrarieties and 
doubts he could add no caſe to his cares, noz reſt to his heart: At 
laſt, he determined to ſcarch-thzoughout.all Greece and Germa⸗ 
ny, to find her, fo2 He- aſſured himſelf ſhe was not dead, 'becauſe 
he could ſe no likelihod thereof, being perſwaded by Pariſmus 
that ſome diſcourteous Knight had met with her, and would not 
let her return, therefoze within few days, Pollipus arming 
himſelf in G2zen Armour, which he cauſed to be made of purpoſe 
bearing this Device, A Knight perſuing a Wi'de Bear; aud left 
the B-hemian Court, making none privy to his thoughts but 
the Pꝛince, who determined not to ſtay long behind him: Whom 
we will leave onwards on his journey, to ſpeak ok Violetta 
whom we left ſick in Archas Caſtle. 

As ſon as the two Gentlewomen had conveyed her to Bed, 
(wich their comfoztable means) ſhe began to be ſomewhat revi- 
ved and calling her Sences to their fozmer uſe, began to make 
ſuch lamentation, that no eyes were able to behold the ſame, but 
with abundance of tears, oftentimes offering to do her (elf vio- 
Lince, but that ſhe was firſt pzcvented by the two Gentlewomen, 
elpecially one of them was ſo careful of her, whoſe name was 
Sorana , that ſhe luffered not a Pin to be about her, whereby ſhe 
might do her ſelf harm: But when ſome thee days were paſt, 
and tle extremitp cf paſſion ſomewhat calmed, the deſired 
that Archas would convey her to the Bohemian Ceurt, if not, to 
find F-Ilipus, yet to enjoy the comfo2table pzeſence cf the Þzince 
and Painceſs ; Eut notwithſtandeng her nanifold entreattes, 
they uſed ſome excule 02 other to iruſtrate her expecation, telling 
her, That it mas dangerous foꝛ her to travel, pct by rtaſen of her 
late ſickneſs ; and that it was ſo that her Pusbaad being dead, 
ſhe might ſtay with them ſome few days, until he were better 
able to endure ſo long a journey, foz, quoth they, the Bonemian 
Court is farther off than pou think, | 

Theſe anſwers full increaſed her moze earneſt dcfire; but fill 
they delayed her with many excules: In the mean time, the ha- 

ving weighed the matter how ſhe was bꝛought thither, (being 
. of an excellent wit) began to expect Archas diflimulatiun , to

find out the truth whereof, ſhe began to frame a cheerſul counte- 
nance. and comfpztable diſpoſition, thereby to know their mind, 
which wzought ſuch effec, that within a while after, Archas of- 
ten frequented her company, and in the end pꝛokered love to her, 
uſing her moſt kindly, carefully, and tenderly, ſeming above 
all things to regard Her. quiet and content, whoſe ſpecches ſhe 
endured guietly, and took all in good part (as. he thought) in⸗ 
ſomuch that upon a time, when they were Liſcourfing together, 
he laid unto her: | 
Moſt beautiful Lady, J have ever ſince the firſt view of pour 
excclient perſon, been troubled with the paſſions of entire love, 
that J have taken no reſt but in the, ſweet remembzance of pour 
perfections, which have bound my devotions unto you in ſuch a 
firm and conſtant league, that J am reſolved to ſpend my life in 
any peril whatſoever, to pꝛocure your content, thtrefo2e thus far 
I pzelume to manifeſt my affection, truſting that your Clemen- 
cy will add ſome caſe unto my gentle heart, by ſewing ſome 
favourable ſign of accepting this my humble ſuit; and though my 
merit hath no way deſerved ſuch favour, yet let me beſecch vou 
to make trial ok mp loyalty, and vou ſhall find me inferiour to 
none in good will, no2 violate my p2oteſted loyalty, in any duti- 
ful reſpec : J have the bolder p2eſumed to detain you here, becauſe 
with your abſcence my life would depart, chen conſtrue it not as 
mils, that true Love, and ſincere affection, hath. cauſed me te 
offend, but J hope you will think it no offence. Mere you ſhall.cn- 
joy as much content, as any part of the Wozld can affozd; then 
I beſ&ch pon, add ſome eaſe to my troubled heart, and by your 
gentleneſs, releaſe me of thoſe cares that poſſeſs my Breaſt, 
only pꝛocured by pour ſurpaſſing beauty; which wozds being 
ended, he offered to have ſaluted her, but ſhe gently refuſing 
him, made this reply. 
. Sir Knight, mp ſozrows will not ſuffer me to believe pour 
ſpeeches, no2 my late loffcs ſuffer me to entertain pour love; foz 
yori map then eſteem me light, and as lightly won, as little 
to regard me: Eut to put you. out of doubt, mp reſolution is ne- 
ver td love any but my dear Inight Polipus , wherewith the 
Chzyftal tears with a violent paſſage, fell from her-grief ſwoln 
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That grief, ſaid. Archas, is needleſs ; therefoge baniſh the 
ſad remembzance thereof from your heart, and entertain a god 
opinion of my Aﬀection, which will cver remain both conſtant 
and loyal. 

How can J, (quoth he) in Conſcience , and without ever⸗ 
laſting ſtain to mine Honour: When J have neither perfozmed 
his Funeral, noz ſhewed any tcken of duty to his dead Cozps, 
who in his life time loved me fo dearly : Eut pet Chew me bu: 
this favour, as to let me go to the Bohemian Court ts bewail his 
death, and foz a while to enjoy my dear friends company, and 3 
will pꝛomiſe you, and pꝛoteſt, next to Poilipus, to love none but 
pour ſelf, 

Archas hearing her make ſuch a reaſonable demand, ſfod like 
one amazed, not knowing preſently what -anſwer to make her; 
thinking that if he ſhould. deny her that ſmall requeſt, ſhe would 
judge his love to be but flender 3 andif he ſhould pꝛomiſe her, and 
not perfozm, that might be a means to bzed a further ſuſpicion 
in her, that what he had told her beto2e to be falſe, that he ſtod 
muſing a great while, confounded in his thoughts, what to de⸗ 
viſe foz a ready anſwer. 

Nay, ſtudy not foz that (quoth Violetta) but anſwer me ano- 
ther time, which ſaid, ſhe withdzew her felt into her Cham- 
ber, where ſhe began to meditate of his Speches, and how he 
was alloniſhed, when ſhe deſired him to let her go to the Bohemian 
Court, which dꝛove her into maup cogitations; but pꝛeſent⸗ 
ly one of the Gentlewomen came to her, whom ſhe uled very 
familiarly, which ſhe did of purpoſe to fel her mind: And a- 
mongſt many other Speeches, quoth Violetta, J pꝛay tell me 
what Archas hath repozted unto you concerning Pollipus, foz he 
ſcemeth unwilling to impart his mind to me, Me told me no⸗ 
thing, replied the Gentlewoman. 

Theſe wows came from her with ſuch fluttering, and change 
of countenance, that Violetta began to miſtruſt, that Archas all 
this while had diſſembled with her, and that Pollipus , contrary 
to his repozt , was living; therefoze the next time Archas was 
in her company, ſhe asked him ſo many queſtions, and found him 


lo contrary in his own wozds, _ he aſlured her ſelf Pollipus 
| was 
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was living, which much revived my heart, continually ſtudying 
how to eſcape out of that piace, and ſun the. p2ofiered love of 
her impoztant Suiter. 

Archus ſtill pꝛoſecuting His ſuit with great earncſtneſs, mas 
king many frivolous excuſes to withhold her from the Bohemi- 
an Court, growing into ſuch boldneſs that oftentimes, when fie 
refuſed his offered embzacings, and uncivil behavicur, he would 
by fezce kiſs her, and fold her in his arms, which rudencſs he fo 
often uſed, that ſhe began to hate him, and could not endure his 
pꝛelence. 

Dftentimes Violetta did walk into a pleaſant Ozchard, ad- 
joyning to the Caſtle, as well to recreate her dulled ſcuſes; in 
theſe pleaſant ſhades, as in ſolitarineſs to reccunt her mileries, 
and caſe her careſul heart, by inventing means how to rid her 
felf from that labyzinth of ſozrow., and alſo to avoid Archas 
odious ſight , who inwardly luſted to ſatiate his inozdinate ap- 
petite, by obtaining the fruition of her ſweet body 3 and though he 
knew Pollipus was living, and heard the lamentations that vio- 
letta made, which was able to extenuate any Tyzanous dil⸗ 
poſition, pet he perſiſted fill in his Deviliſh refolution, that 
neither regarding Laws Yumane oz Divine, he itil ſought out 
lecret oppo2tunitics to diſtonour her; and on a time, . obſerving 
when ſhe went into the Oꝛchard, as ſhe was wont, in the midſt 
of her ſilent cogitations, he came to the place where ſhe late, 
whoſe heart began to faint with fear, and comming unto her, he 
uttered theſe ſpeches : 

Pou know dear Lady, how long J Have ſued to obtain pt ur 
love, being compelled thercto by the extremety of my paſlion, that 
bopleth in my troubled Beast; but hitherto pou. have hardned 
pour heart againſt me, and vouchſafeth not to yield any pitty to 
my dilkreſs, but contrary, accozding to the kind Nature that 
ſhould abound in yott, ſeem not at all to regard my paſſion, which 
breeds ſozrow- to my tdament : Now lweet Lady, ſiring with 
what Devotion J have attended pour liking, vcfer-me no longer 


but let me obtain that which J have ſo long. loked faz, which 
would both eaſe my heart, and remedy thoſe ſoz20ws you ſo 
impatiently endure, | , 


Violetta 
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Violetta hearing his ſpeeches, made him this anſwer: Sir, 
J have already told you my reſolution, which was ſufficient to 
ſatisfie any reaſonable man, beſides, my vowes paſt to my dear 
| Knight Pollipus, hath bound me from yielding my ſpctleſs Po- 
nour, to be ſtained with the blot of infamy ; then J pzay leave off 
to pꝛolecute pour ſuit, which you ground upon loves foundation, 
being indecd nothing but the filthy concupifence of thy Luft ; 
the remembꝛance whereof addeth new care to my painful. heart, 
and every day afirighted me wich diſcontent ; and if you do ſo 
much regard my content, as pou pꝛetend peu do, deteſt to trouble 
me with peur love, and give me lcave to depart from hence, that 
I may ſpend the reſt of my days in fozrow fo2 his loſs, that was 
mo2e dear unto me than my like. 

But Lady (quoth Archas) calm this diſcontent with remem- 
bzanee of an impoſſibility , in obtaining ought at his hands, 
and go not about to conſume thoſe Peavenly perfections with 
ſozrow, and ſeem not ſtranger then reaſon rcquireth, to him that 
loveth pou as well as ever Pollipus did; and now that occaſion 
bath ſs fitly offered the time and place, let us ſpend the time in 
love, and not in contention : Theſe unfrequented paths do add 
means to further our joys : Mere are no eyes to behold us, noz 
any to betray our ſecrets, but the ſecret Trees, and ſweet ſmel- 
ling Flowers, and that which is not known is as uncommitted, 
and in the requital of pour kindneſs, J will perfozm whatſoever 
you ſhall command me; were it to run thzough thouſands of 
deaths to pꝛocure pour content; then fair Lady be not lo unkind, 
but yield ſome pitty to mp releaſe, and detain not from me that 
which J have ſo long defired. | 

When he had ended theſe ſpeches, he caught her in his arms, 
impzinting a Laſcivious kiſs upon her [wert Cozal⸗Lips, twi⸗ 
ning her Golden Locks about his rough Fingers, and boldly 


handling her Jvozy Bycaſts, offering other fozced behaviour: 
in the mean time Violetta ſtrived to get from him, which when 
the had obtained, caſting a diſdainful countenance upon him (like 
as Diana caft upon the woful Acteon) with her Checks as red as 
Scarlet the laid: | 
Diſeourteous Uillain, hath mp lenity enfozced thee to offer 
2 me 


me this abuſe 2 Oz is thy mind ſo far from pitty, that thou wilt 
nat deſiſt from pꝛolecuting thy Deviliſh Luff 2 Know this; that 
rather then J wilt yicld my Ponour to be blemiſted by thee, . J 
will rather tear mp Eyes out of my Mad, and end my woful 
life. Is this the friendſhip thou didſt pꝛoteſt ? Mas it thy poli⸗ 
cy to entice me hither to dill onour me: Padſt thou left me in 
the plate where J had loſt my Knight, then J might have been 
happy, if ſome UUild Beaſt had devoured me: J now perceive 
that all the behavicur thou haſt uſed unto. me, hath been deceit⸗ 
ful; to2 no doubt but Pollipus is alive, and in god health; whom 
thou thinkeſt to diſhonour, by dilpopling me of that which J 
p2eſerve fo2 him, accurſed wzetch that J was, foz to fall into 
thy hands, who art void of humanity. 

Archas hearing himſelf ſo reviled, abandoned ſhame and pittp, 
violently pulling her to him, and told her, That the ſhould ſub- 
mit her ſelf to his will, offering by fozce to attain the fruition 
of her dclicate body.. 

Violetta ſ&ing her ſelf thus abuſed, labcured by all the means 
the could to diſappoint. him of his will; but tn the end, keeling her 
ſelf unable to reũſt him, ſhe yielded fozth ſuch ſhzieks, that all 
the Caſtle ſounded with the noiſe thereok: Sorana hearing the cry 
of Violetta, and knowing the UUalks that ſhe uſed, came this 
therwards 3 but Archas beholding her,withdzew himſelf, and Via 
letta roſe from the place, tired with extream vexation, and ſwoln 
with grief, to be ſo baſely uſed: to whom Sorana ſaid ; Pow is 
it Kady, what cauſeth your fozrow : Math Archas offered you a- 
ny violence: | 

Violetta hearing her ſpeches , with the tears ſtanding in her 
Epes, ſaid: Yea; that Uillain Archas would have Raviſhed 
me, had pou not fo foztunately come to mp reſcue, but A think 
Divine. Pꝛovidence hath ſent ys* Hither ſo happily, to p2eſerve 
my hanour, whole baſe mind is fraught, with all villany: Accur⸗ 
ſed be the day that ever he b2ought me to this hateſul place, to fall 
into his loathſome yower, that contrary to Nature offers me this 
outrage : Sweet Sorana, quoth ſhe, convey me ſecretly into the 
Caſtle, that Jmay no moze behold him, but in ſozrow end my 
- life, Sorana taking her by the Arm, led her to her Chamber, and 


Archas 
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Archas ſ&ing himſelf thus fruſtate of his intent, went into the 
Caſtle, vowing in his heart never to deſiſt, untill he had accom- 
pliſhed his Deſire, S 

Violetta being come to her Chamber „ declared to Sorana 
how Archas had uſed her, intreating her counſel how to avoid his 
ſuit, which ſhe knew he would fill pꝛolecute ; but Sorana utter⸗ 
ed to her thele ſpeeches: 

Lady, I pitty peur eſtate, but am ſo far from adding means 
thereto, as that J know no means how to comfo2t you, foz Ar- 
chas his diſpofition J know to well, who is far from any ſpark 
of honeſty, who hath in like manner, behaved himſelf to meat 
my firſt coming hither, which was in the flower of my Youth, 
neither give any credit to his repoꝛt, foz he hath told me, Polli- 
pus is pet living; and long ſince J ſuſpected he would uſe pou in 
this ſozt ; eſcape from this place pon car ust, fc2 the Caſile is. 
continually'gnarded, being but ene entrance thereto, whereby 
none can eſcape” undeſcried 3 therefoze J think it beſt to yield to 
his love, and then ron may be quiet, dtherwile J know pour life 
will be moſt miſerable. | 

Violetta was ſtrucken into a deep and ſudden amazement. to 
hear her deteſted counſel, thinking to have found ſome comfozec 
in her ſpeeches; inſomuch that with extremity of paſtions, ſhe 
was ready to give up the Ghoſt 3 which Sorana beholding, revi- 
_ as well as ſhe could with rubbing. her Zemples , the ſaid 
thus: i 
If pou will follow mp advice and counſel, J may peradven⸗ 
ture eafe pou in ſome reſpect, which is this. That the next time 
Archas comes again to ſolicite his ſuit , condeſcended to his re- 
queſt upon this condition, that he would come to you in the {- 
lent time of the'night,ſo ſecretly that none might know thereof,and 
that he only ſatisfie himſelf with pour love without asking que-

Archas pꝛeſently (with a joyſul countenance) went to Sorana 
and told her all that had paſicd between him and Violctra , the.

tuate upon a high Kock, ſo well fenced by Nature, and ſtrength⸗ di 
ened by the Art of Fan, that it was uncenquerable, and not to be n 
ſubdued by fozce: and coming to the Baivg, he found the ſame bi 
faſt daun up, by means whercsf, he thought it in vain to at? at 
tempt any thing that night, but was fozced to ke the cold A 
Earth foz his Bed, and the large Fozreſt foz his Chamber”, hi 
where he ceuld take no reſt, by reaſon his heart was ſo oppꝛeſt, bl 
comfozting himſelf with hopes to find Violetta there, which ad⸗ th 
ded great courage to his Reſolution ,. that viewing well the .. th 


Caftle, he conſidered he might mach advancage himſelf, if he 
could get the Gyant to fingle fight ;: Jn theſe and. ſuch like 
thoughts he fpent moſt part of che night, tilt at length laping 
himſelf down, he gave lumber to his Eyes. 

The next mozking he mounted on his Þozſe, e bid him un-

The firſt that came out that mozning was Argalt , mounted 
upon a godly Courſer, armed in very rich Armour, whom Pol- 
lipus thought had been the Grant the Damzel told him of, whom 
he thus greeted :

Argalt hearing his ſpeeches, was ſo enraged , that ſuddenly 
he dzew fozth his mighty Faulchion, and ſtrook ſo furiouſlp at 
him, that it pierced his Armour, and the blood iſſued from him 
molt grievoufly. 

Pollipus ſœing how treacherouſlp he had ſmitten him, d2ew 
his Swoꝛd and revenged that blow, between whom began a ter- 
rible fight, which continued fo2 a long ſpace, giving each other 
dep wounds. Argalt marvelling at his enemies valour, being 
never befoze ſo ſtoutly matched, laid on his blows extream faſt; - 
but Pollipus ſometimes avciving one, and cunningly warding 
another, till kept himſelf from much harm, and in the end tircd

Brandamor hearing the noiſe, pꝛeſently haſted to his reſcue, 
and with his Pate, ſtruck ſo full a blow upon Pollipus Creſt, that 
the fozre thereof made him ſtagger; and Brandemor ſaid : Why 
offered thou this outrage to my Bꝛother. Pollipus beholding 
his great p2opoztion 3 and _ ſomewhat dazeled with the _

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retired a little back, and having recovered his Senſes , made this 
anlwer: 

J will not tell thee whereſoze, fo2 thy guilty Conſcience re- 
pleat with vice , can bear witneſs of thy degenerate cruelty of- 
fered to all that come within thy power, but eſpccially to the 
fair Lady Venola, whom thou haſt in thy Caille, andJ am come 
to redecm.. 

Brandamor hearing his ſpeeches moſt cowardly aſſailed him, 
being befoze moſt grievoullp wounded , who notwichſkanding 
reſiſted him ſo valiantly, that Brandamor could hardly ſtand, and 
ſtaying himſclf , ſaid : 

Anight, I pitty thy eſtate, and therekoze wiſh thee to pield, de⸗ 
foze I chaſtiſe thy boldneſs any further; foz J ſe& thou art alrea⸗ 
dy wounded, and unable to withſtand my ſtrength; beſides A 
ſcom. to cope with one already vanquiſhed, then take my offer of 
mercy , oz J will ſwn give that bodp of thine to feed the 
Beaſts of the Field. 

Uain boaſting Ponſter (quoth Pollipus) know that J dil⸗ 
dain both thy friendſhip and thy pꝛoffer, and will ſooner die by 
thy 1 hand, than pield to thy courteſie; therefoze do thy 
wozit. 

Brandamor hearing his rcſolute reply, being curaged with 
choller, ſtruck at him moſt violently , but Pollipus avoiding his 
blow, made a thzuſt at him, and wounded him lo deep, that the 
blood followed his Swozd. Argalt ſeeing his Bꝛother in ſuch 
danger, calked fo2th a great number of ſervants in Armour, who 
ruſhing all at once upon him, with their thong beat him from 
his Yoaſe, and carried him tato the Caſfle, where he was unar⸗ 
med and put into a cloſe Pziſon, having an old Woman to dꝛels 
his wounds. | 

Carly the next mozning, he was bꝛought into the Pall befo2e 
Brandamor, who had Pajeſtically ſeated Himſelf in a Chair, 
with fiery red exes, uttered theſe ſpecches 2:

Then he bzought him into a goodly Mall, hung with ancient 
cloaths of Tapeſtry, out of which he went into a meſt pleaſant 
Galterp, furniſhed with all ſozis of moſt beautiful Pictures of 
ercellent wozkmanſhip, from whence he went into a Chamber 
of great largeneſs, ſo rarely furniſhed, that Pollipus marvelled at 
the riches thereof, at the end wherecf ſate Venola , with her 
Pair hanging about her ſhoulders , her rich and coſtly Oma⸗ 
ments tozn , her crimſon Checks belpzinkled with old died 
tears, and freſh d2ops falling from her pure Eyes, leaning her

tion and beauty, that had they not known to the contrary by his 
chivalry, they would have fudged him to be a Lady diſguiſed : but 
whilf he remained in the Dukes Court, the King of Thrace cauſed 
a general Triumph to be held foz certain dapes, the occaſion where⸗ 
of was this; | | 
He had one onely Daughter named Philena, whole beauty was 


inkeriour to none, and her gifts of Nature were ſuch that ſhe was 
= | G ſpoken 
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Auilmenoe (no otherwile known but by the 
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ſpoken of in my Countries, inlomuch that many Knights came 
as Suitoꝛs to obtain her Love, but fe had ſecretly betrothed her 
elk to Remulus, one of the Knights that belonged to her Fathers 
Court, without her Parents conſent, by means of whoſe Divine 
perſon, the Thracian Court aboundech with many honorable Per- 
ſonages, that the King her Father was much troubled how to be- 
ſtow her, and ſ&eing that ſhe did not fancy one above another, (as 
he perceived ) appointed a general Triumph to be held foꝛ ſeven 
dayes, and wholoever could win the p2ize the laſt day ſhould have 
his Daughter in marriage, intending thereby to eaſe his care that 


way, thinking with himlelfthat if ſhe Fad not a Rich and Pꝛincely 


Hushans, yet ſhe would have a Champion to vefend her. 

Among the reſt of the Buights there aſſembled, there was 
Guido, who had long time ſued to obtain her love, and rejoyced 
at this Decr&, hoping by his Ualour to bear away the Bꝛide; there 
was Trudamor of Candy, who thought none equal ts him in 
ſtrength, andtherefoze none moze foꝛwarder againſt the appointed 
Triumph then he; there was like wile Drio of Sicil; who had 
ſailed from his own Country thither,and had lain thze Lions, who 
came with intent to win Philena, and ſo did divers others of high 
Account. 

The repozt of this great Triumph came to the knowledge of 
The Knight of Fame, whoſe mind was kindled with an earneff 
deſire to go thither, that he requeſted Amaſenus conſent, who be- 
ing deſirous any way to plealure him, gave him ſufficient coin to 
furniſh Him with all kind of things, fit foz Tuch an attempt, who 
" cauſed a moſt rich Armour to be made, chadowed with Tres of 
Gold p2eſenting a Fozreſt, and in the Shield he bare this deviſe, 
A Naked man leading a Lion, With this Potto underneath, 
OVERGONE WITH DISCONTENT; where- 
in the expert Artſman had ſs cunningly imitated his fancy, that a 
— by his Armour and Shield might well underſtand his mean⸗ 

ng. | 1 

The appointed time of Triumph dzawing nigh, Amaſenus with 
a gallant Train of Knights, amongſt whom The Knight of Fame 
was chief, came to the Thracian Court. M 
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Amaſenus having done homage to the King, pitched his Tenc 
without the Court Gates, upon a little Pill hard by the appointed 
place foz Triumph, by whom were pitched the Tents of Guido, 
Trudamor, Drio, and the valiant nights of Candia, Tryſtramus 
Tennulus, and Bubulus, in whole company were many gallant 
Kiights that came to make trial of their valour, and to win the 
fair Philena 3 likewiſe there were the Tents of the young Ring of 
Arragon, who came with a gallant Train of Noble-men, hoping 
to bear away the P2tze, infomuch that all the Plains were cove- 
red with Tents : There might vou behold the Knights bzeaking 
Staves, puctifing themlſelvs againſt the day of Triumph: Pere 


- migcht pou lee others recreating themſelves in Partial crerciſes; 


there might one hear the neighing of Yoſes, claſting of Armour, 
cracking of Staves, and ſuch companies ofKnichts allembled, that 
it was a gallant fight ta behold. - 

Mhilſt theſe things were acting, Philena was in great care 
fo Remulus , whom the ſo dearly loved, that rather than ſhe 
would part with him, ſhe would endure any miſery whatſoever 3 
who likewiſe add2eſſed himſelf to try his foztune amongſt the 
reſt, and the day befoze the Triumph, Philena ſecretly getting 
oppoztunitp to ſpeak with him, gave him this aſſurance of her 
conftancy. 

Pp dear Lo2d ( quoth ſhe ) fince my Father hath decred this 
publick Triumph, fo2 the beffowing of me in marriage, becaufe 
amongſt ſo many Knights as have ſought my love, J have affi- - 
anced my ſelf to none but you; be aſſured then that thouzch £572- 
tune mapallot me to be anothers by Conqueſt, yet noe but your 
ſelf hall enjoy my love; and though another may challenge me by 
right of my Fathers Decre, yet none but'yvur ſelf hall have 
true intereſt in my love; and rather than J will yield to love any 
but pour ſelf, J will endure both death, and tozment, *foz vou are 
the man that hath conquered my love, pou have by ceurtrefie won 
it, andthoretoze thou ſhalt enjoy it; £52. neither Knight, Lend, 
Duke, oz King, ſhall rob pot of that J have given you, then be 
not dilcomfited,oz any way diſquieted, but try your Foztune again 
—_— and Fate may aſſon alfot yon to have the Conqueſt as

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Remulus hearing his Ladies conſtant reſolution, was overcome 
with exceding joy, reſolving to venture as far as any to attain 
the Conqueſt; and ſolacing themſelves ſo long as their ſtoln time 
would admit in each others company, being of neceſlitp compelled 
thep departed.. | 

The next mozning the Bing of Thrace, accompanied by a great 
many of his nobles, bzought fozth his beautiful Daughter the 
Lady Philena, moſt richly adozned with coſtly Robes, wearing on 
her head a Crown of Gold, attended by a hundzed Damlels clad 
in white, and ſeated upon a Scaffold in the full view of all the 
the Knights there aſſembled, whoſe hearts were enamoured with 
the ſweet view of her ſhining beauty, and their courages revived 
with hopes to think of.ſo pꝛecious a P2zize : Amongſt the reit there 
was the Lozd Remulus, whole heart was ſo poſſeſſed with fear to 
ſee the Lady he ſo dearly loved ſet as a Pꝛize fo; any to win, yet 
being comfozted. with her faithful pꝛomile, he tok great felicity 
to ſee that beauty made famous, which he hoped to enjoy. 

The Thracian Knights began the Triumph, and the firſt that 
entred the Liſt was Andreas, who was at two courſes unhozſed 
by Cleanthes, who continued Conqueroz by the overthzow of 
many Knights, until Bubulus one of the thze bzethzen of Can- 
dy with violence beat him from his Yoaſe, and bzoke one of his 
Ribs, Bubulus unhozled many Knights afterwards both of 
Tarace and other ſtrange Countries, but inthe end he was un⸗ 
hozſed by Remulus, who behaved himſelf ſo valiantly in the ſight 
of the Pzinceſs, that with foiling many Knights he ended that 
days Triumph to his exceeding honour; reſting Conqueroz till 
the next moꝛning. 

When the Right was overpaſt, the King. conducted Philena in 
the ſame manner as he had done the day befoze to the Scaffold; 
and then Remulus entred the Liſt, b2avely mannaging his pꝛan⸗ 
ting Pozſe whom the fair Philena beheld with a curious Eye, 
bzeathing fozth many a devout ſigh foz his happy ſucceſs, whs 
having vanquiſhed ſome twenty Knights, in the end was foiled 
by Tnenulus, and ſo with a heavy heart left the Field, Thenulus 
continued conqueroz afterwards, till he was unhozſed by the Ar- 

| | rago- 
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ragonian Bing, who ended that dayes Triumph and continued 
Conquersz the next day; but cn the fourth day he was un hozled 
by Triſtramus, and co he loſt the Conquell which he had ſo much 
deſired; and alter wards Triltramus' continued that days Tri- 
umph moſt bzavely, but the fifth day he was unhozſed by Annu 
lus a Libian Knight, who overthzew above fozty Knightsto his ex.: 
ceding honour, - 

The Knight of Fame all this while kept himſelf ont of ſight, 
lodging at a Uillage ſome two miles diffant from the Thracian 
Court, and accozding to Amaſenus appointment came riding up 
to the Lift gallantly mounted all alone, and by reaſon of the 
ſfrangeneſs of his Armour he was generally noted, and entring 
the Liff, bowing himſelf with great reverence towards the King 
and the P2inceſs, he ſct Spurs to his Yo2ſe and encountered An- 
nulus, but (as Fortune intending at the firſt to do him ſome dil⸗ 
grace) miſt his courſe, and Annulus bꝛoke his Staff meſt bzavely 
wherewith the whole multitude p2eſently ſhouted. The Knight 
of Fame being much vered at his overſight, ran another time at 
Aunulus with ſuch fozce that he overth2ew him with his heels up- 
wards, whercat the Aſſembly gave another erceeding ſhout, every 
one thinking that he had miſt his firſt courſe purpoſcly, all being 
deſirous to lee him run again, which he perfozmed ſo gallantly 
that he unhoꝛled another Knight of Libia that came to revenge An- 
nulus overth2ow. 

Guido diſdaining thereat, and ſeing hom the people were af- 
fected towards him thinking by his overthzw to win the. moze 
Ponour, and with the moze bꝛaverp to. continue the ref 'of the 
Triumph and attain the Pzize, taking a ſtrong Staff, pꝛepared 
to met The Knight of Fame, who by that time had diſmounted 
thee oz four other Knights. : ; 

When the People ſaw the valiant Guido enter the Liſt, (who 
was well known to all) thought ſuxely to lee the Dilcontentey 
nights honour at an end, foz on him aud Dio did the Conqueſt 
depend, 

Guido encountring The Knight of Fame, could not once ſtir 
him in his Sadvle, which inwardly vexed him to the heart, that

vantage him. The Knight of Fame ſ&ing the foztituve of his 
enemy, was much enraged, that fetching another carter they met

The King ſ&ing che day lo far ſpent, ſent aMcſlenger to en⸗ 
treat them to leave the further trial of the Conqueſt, until the

: The next moming theſe two Companions came again to the 
| Field, being both eager to revenge and met two courſes ſo va- 
-liantiy, that the behulders much applauded their chivalry: And 
now The Knight of Fame chuſing the ffrongeſt Staff that he 
could find, reſolved now oz never to give oz take the foil, there- 
foze running fo2cibly againſt Guido, he met him ſo raliantlp, 
that his Yozſe pielded, and Guido falling down bzoke his Leg, 
-_ all the Aſſembly marvelled, who this ſtrange Knight ſhould 
Philena was likewiſe much tozmented in her mind, allotting 
him the chiekeſt Bouour, and ſ&ing that he was ſome _ of 
a ſtrange Country, feared when he had won her by Conqueſt, he 
would carry her from her Fathers Court, and ſo quite from the 
company and ſight of her dear friend Remulus, chat ſhe was d2i- 
_ into ſucha ſad conceſt, that her heart ſemed to melt there- 
wi Lag * | 

Trudamor ſ&ing. Guido ſo foiled, entred the Liff, and fiercely 


that all people doubted which of them would have the Conqueff, 
ſtill continuing the fight with great courage, that Trudamor with 
all his ſtrength could not diſadvantage The Knight of Fame, but 
at lat Trudamor thirſting foꝛ the honour of the Title, and long⸗ 
ing to enjoy Philena foz his Bꝛide, tracing towards the Races end, 
went to The Knight of Fame, who with like behaviour met him, 
to whom Trudamor ſaid: | „ 

Knight, J ſe we have no diſadvantage againſt each other at

The King of Thrace beholding the noble valour of The Knight 
of Fame, was much affected towards him, inſomuch that he veſi- 
red none might enjoy his Daughter but he, between whom and 
Trudamor continued a bzave Combat; till in the end, The Knight 
of Fame had ſo grievouſly wounded him, that all the beholders 
counted Trudamor half vanquiſhed ; and being faint with effuſton 
of blood, and his Armour pielding to his Adverſaries blows, he 
fell upon his Yozſe neck, which The Knight of Fame perceiving, 
laid: bY 

Poſt noble Knight, I ſe the danger thou art in: therefoze J. 
wich the to pield thy ſelf; fo2 it is nat your death that 4 ſk; 
and rather then J will be guilty thereof, J will pield up che ho⸗ 
nour I ſhall win by pour Conqueit. 

Trudamor hearing his ſpeeches, admired his exceeding cour⸗ 
teſie, and being ready to ſpeak, his ſenſes failed him; whereup- 
on he was taken from his Yozſe to have his gaping wounds. 
cured, 

The whole multituded of behoſders noting che exceving va- 
{our of The Knight of Fame, and how courtcoufly he had abſtain⸗ 


ed from killing Trudamor, Whole life was in his power, were 


ſo well affected towards him, that they ſhouted and rejoyced at his 


vickoꝛp. 


The Knight ſ&ing the day ended, role krom the Scaffold, and 
comming to The Knight of Fame, deſired him to accompanp him 
to the Court, where he was moſt honourably entertained, and had 
his wounds carefully ſearched by the Kings. Phyſttians, but non:

Amaſenns ſ&ing that the Knight of Fame had won the Tri⸗ 


umph foz that day, came to the King and told him how long he 


had been with him, and the manner of his firſt arrival in that 
Country, feeking to increaſe the Kings affection toward him, 
entring into many commendations of his valour , vertue, and 
Courtefte 3 that the King did him all the honour that **

him. There was now no talk but of The Knight of Fame whole ip 
renown had filled the Eares ofall, inſomuch that ſuch a number of hi 
people thꝛonged to ſ& the laſt dayes Triumph, that the place Af, 
would hardly contain the Pultitude.

ol Fame aſſailed Guido, and when he reſiſted Drio, lent his blows 
to both, and then The Knight of Fame intending to revenge him⸗ 
ſelf on Dcio, was aſſailed by Guido, 

The Bing ſeeing the danger that might happen, commanded 
the Champions to be parted, which being done, the Judges gave 
oder, That The Knight of Fame ſhould continue his courſe with 
Drio. | 
This concluſion being made, The Knight of Fame ſheathing 
his Swozd, went to the Races end, being ſo full of fury, that his 
Epes dazled with vexation 3 and Drio likewiſe was ſo puft up 
with extream choller, that he was reſolved at that time to endthe 
combat, ſo both of them dzawing back to meet with-the greater 
ſwiftneſs, they put Spurs to their Yo2ſes, and with exceeding 
violence, ſhivered thir Lances into many pieces; but befoze their 
Pozſes met again, Drio winding his Reins, intending to over- 
' thzow his Adverſary unawars, aud his Yozſe unacquainted to ſuch 
a cuſfome, held his Head ſo aloft, that The Knight of -Fames 
Steed keeping his continued conrſe, overthzew both Pan & Yozle, 
that Drio lap almoſt-bruiſed to death with the weight of his Steed, 

Guido attending the next encounter, had ready couched his 
Lance, but The Knight of Fame being extreamly enraged, not 
well knowing oz caring what he did, (and having ſecrec intel⸗ 
ligence befoze given him that it was Guido, whom he had befoze 
vanquiſhed ) ſet Spurs to his Yoaſe, and ran at him with his 
Swozd point, that had he not ſoon avoided him, he had pierced it 
quite though his body; who turning himſelf reũſted him coura⸗ 
FKiouſly, between whom continued D bzave combat, until

vy his kozcible blows, was grievouſly wounded, who intending to 
revenge himſelf,. ſtrok at his Adverſarp with ſuch violence, that 
be bzoke his Swo2d, which The Knight of Fame ſeeing, thaew 
down his, diſdaining to have the odds of Weapons, and jopning 
himſelf cloſe to Guido, with main fozce he th2ew him out of his 
Haddle, wherewith the people gave ſuch a ſhout, that the Earth 
feemed to ſhake, | . 

By this time the Nights black Mantle had overſp2ead the whole 
Earth, and there remained none that would Combate with The 
Knight of Fame, but to his great Yonour he remained Uictoz : 
Then pꝛeſently he was in Triumphant manner (acco:ding to 
their cuffome) with a ſound of gallant Trumpets, conveyed to the 
Kings Pallace, where the King and all the vanquiſhed Knights 
honourabty received him. Amongſt the reſt was the King of Ar. 
ragon, a moſt bzave Knight at Arms, who greatly deſired to be 
acquainted with this bzave Champion, uſing him with all cour- 
teſte and kindneſs. After many ſoſfmn welcomes paſt on every 
fide, and he unarmed, the King uttered unto him theſe Speeches : 

Moſt noble Knight, whoſe P2oweſs hath deſerved everlaſting 
commendations, accozding to my p2omiſled Decree, and the pꝛo⸗ 
miſled Reward to the Conqueroz, A yield unto pon my Daugh- 
ter the onely Heir of my Kingdom ; then taking Philena by the 
hand, he delivered her to him; whereupon The Knight of Fame 
with great reverence killing her hand, laid: | 
Divine Pzinceſs, how can A ſufficiently rejoyce, that am this 
day extolled to the higheſt tipe of Yeaventy felicity, by being un- 
wozthily pꝛeferred to enjoy ſo{weet a Lady as your ſelf + Pet J 
humbly beſeech you vouchſafe me (though a Stranger) that bleſſed 
bounty, as to eſtem of me as one that hath devoted himſelf fo; 
ever to pour Sacred ſelf; and though by right of Conqueſt, J 
may juſtly challenge you foꝛ mp own, pet be aſſured ( G2acious 
— that J will never obtain any thing without pour fre 
- Theſe wozds being ended ( he that never befoze kiſt Ladies 
Lips) with great reverence, tok of her a ſwer kiſs, and ſhe 
with a heart ſemed to pield to him as his to diſpoſe of, whey he 
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come tothe knowledge of his Parents: In theſe cogitations he 
ſpent the reſt of the night. 2 

Early in the mozning, he was honoured With all diverſficies of 
courteffes, and moſt Nopally feaſted by the King, - who within- 
fix dayes appointed his Daughter and he to be affianced together, 
but the Knight of Fame remembꝛing his Uiſion, «diligently obler⸗ 
ved which was the Knight Philena loved, and ſon perceived it 
to be Remulus, who amongſt other Thracian Knights, had ſought 
means tohonour him, but little thought The Knight of Fame had 
noted the kindneſs between him and Philena 3 but he noting all 
1 ſaw that Philena was deeply inthzalled in Cupids:

This wozthy Knight perceived, that when ſhe was talking with 
him, her Epe would be on Remulus, glancing ſo many ſweec 
loks, intermingled with ſighes, towards him, that he thought it

The old man hearing her ſpeeches, made this anſwer : Fair 
Auady, mp homely Cell is not wozthy to receive pour perſon, but 
ſuch as it is, pou ſhall. he heartily welcome thereto: Foz J deſire 
to live no longer, then to extend mp ſmall afliſfance to ſuch ag 
are in diſtreſs, but eſpecially ſuch harmleſs creatures as pour

ving allotted ſo much milery, that J am ſcarce-able to bear it, 


noz is Death ſo gentle to me, as to imbzace me in his colo 
Arms, but ſtill Þ live in perpetual ſozrow ; foz know, moſt 
Courteous Lady, that J did lately enjoy all felicitp, but now 
am enthꝛalled in all diſtrels; and truly Lady, J am fozced to 
put on this habit to ſhwoud my lelk from perils, which J have 
been to ſubject unto 3 fo2 Jam M unfoztunate Lady*as you 
are, by cxtream miſhap dzawn from mp Dignity, Friends, and 
Acquaintance, and fo2ced to ſeck foz refuge in this place, where 
by pour kindnels J am well refreſhed, neither will J conceal 
any ok my misfoztunes from you. 

Then Violetta repeated the whole truth to her, as (ic had done 
befoze to the Hermit; which when Clarina heard, with tears 
the did pcrtake in her ſozrow, and taking her again by the hand, 
deſired her to be excuſed foz not uſing that behaviour towards 
her as ſhe deſerved, p2omiſing her with willingneſs to further 
her ſaſe conduct towards Bohemia, which ſhe told, her 1B2sther 
Panvamus would undertake at her requeſt. In this and ſuch like 
diſcourſe they ſpert the reſt of the time till Panvamus return, 
who ſhoztly came without any hopes of redeeming the Lady Ma- 
dera his Mother.

Tellamor ſ&ing their ſadneſs, centred into delightful diſcourſe to 
bꝛeak off the ſame, but all that he could do would not once re- 
move their caſt down ccuntenances, but Violetta leaning upon 
her Clbow fell faſt aſleep, and left Tellamor to comfozt Clarina, 
which he perceiving left off His talk and fell into a deep ſtu⸗ 
dy, from which be ſuddcnly revived himſelf, thinking Clarina 
had noted the ſame, and caſting his Exe upon her, beheld how 
buſie ſte was to collect the ſweet Flowers together to make a 
delicate Noſcgay.

verwhelm his heart, that he knew not what to think, whercupon 
he cropt off a Roſe, which he melt to, and marvelling at that

mo2e gracious in pour fight ; koz my heart defirethnothing moze 
than to be at peur ſervice, and to be at your command, Clariana 
hearing his ſpeeches, could not chule but take them very kindly, 
and marking with what eftectionate devotion they p2oceeded from 
him, made this reply. 

Gentle Sir, to withhold that ſmall favour yon demand, were 
to ungrateful; therefoze becauſe pou p2offer friendſhip ſo kind⸗ 
ly, J give you leave to aſſure that name upon you which is far 
unfit fo2 your dignity, and if J find pou hereafter perfozm pour 
wozds, pou ſhall find me nothing unmindful to reward you : 
Zheſe wozds being ended, Tellamor with great reverence ſalu- 
ted her, and ſo departed,

to him, that was void of mercy, pzeſently both at once moſt 
fircely aſſailed him, and within a ſhozt ſpace had got him down : 
but when he ſaw himſelf ſo deſperately handled, and in ſo emi⸗ 
nent a danger, he ſaid : Ualiant Knights, ſpare my life that ne- 
ver pet offended you , and tell me wherein J have done von 
wzong, that Imap make you ſaitsfaction, 

_. Difſembling Tyrant (quoth Panvamus ) hadſt thou a thouſand 
lives, all of them could not make reſtitution fo2 the leaſt injury 
thou haſt done us: Now thou left thy ſelf in danger, thou treat- 
eff fo2 pitty, when otherwile thou intendeſt nothing but vio- 
tence : Thinkeſt thou our minds are ſo caſilp dzawn to uſe 
mercy toward thee, that haſt filled the Wozld with thy Tyra- 
nies, and ſheweſt no faveur to any that come within thy power : 
No, know wicked Yomicide, this is the laſt hcur that thou fhalt 
death 3 wherewith he advanced his Dwozd, to have thzuſt it into 


his body, The Giant ſ&ing his reſolution, deſired him to hear 


him ſpeak a little further: Say on ( quoth Panvamus. ) Then 
ſaid Argalt, befoze pou end my dayes, conſider whom ycu put to 
death: Jam not Brandamor, whom you ſuppoſe me to be, _ 
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his Brother, and my name is Argalt, that never in my life oflend⸗ 
cd yott 3 therefoze J belercch you ſpare my life, and whatſoever 
you impoſe upon me, J will perfozm ts mp utmoſt power. 

Buzillus hcaring his ſperches, told Panvamus, that he might 
be a means to ſave their further trouble, if he would be a means 
to ſet Pollipus and the Lady Madera at liberty, and thcrefoze\ he 
ſaid unto him, | 

We know not how to truſt a man of thy nature and diſpoſi- 
tion, who thinkſt every diſloyal act lawful to further thy deviliſh 
dzifts, and regardeſt neither Uertue noz Knighthwd, but onelp 
thy own will; therefoze if we ſhould injoyn thee any thing 
thou wouldeſt dillopallp bzeak thy eath, and ſon fozget what 
thou didſt vow to perfozm, and contrary to honeſty,” ſwner betray 
us to thy treachery 3 but if theu wilt ſave thy life aſſure us to ſet 
at liberty the Lady Madera and Pollipus, and on that condition 
thou ſhalt go free. Argalt hearing his ſpeeches, vowed and p20- 
teſted with many pꝛoteſtations, to fulfil their requeſt within 
thi days, whereupon they let him depart. 

Argalt being gone, began to conſider what pꝛomiſe he had made 
them, and by what means he had eſcaped death, and how cour⸗ 
teouſly upon his Dath, they had ſaved his Life, and gave credit 
to his ſpeeches, which he was then reſolved to accompliſþ,. and 
being entred the Caſtle, coming to Brandamor ( wounded and 
faint with bleeding, he then declared unto him all that haps 
ned) requeſting his conſent to accompliſh their demand, which 
he had bound himſelf by Cath to perfozm. Brandamor hearing 
his ſpeeches, laid: 

Why W2other, conſider pou not what dangers may enſue, if 
I ould accompliſh pour requeſt 2 And withal, do vou not re- 
member. the valour that is in this Knight Pollipus, who would bp 
his liberty bzing us in danger? As foz the Lady Madera, J 
regard it nat if ſhe go hence, koꝛ now 4 do not eſteem her daugh⸗ 
ters beauty, which was the cauſe J have ſo long detained her: 
then if you pleaſe, ſend her unto them, and let them ſ&k the per⸗ 
fozmance of the reſt how they can; foz what need pou now mind 
pour promiſe, when pouare got from them ? Argalt hearing his 


ſpie ches, and ling he could not perlwade him, was contented. z 
and. 
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and being eaſily dzawn to foꝛget his folemn Dath which he had 
made, thought that Madcracs releaſe weuld ſatisfie them, and 
be enoughfo2 him to perfozm 3 therefoze he reſolved. to ſend her 
pꝛeſently with this Peſage, That Pollipus could by no means 
be let at liberty, and coming to the Lady Madera (who fill 
continued in her heavy dumps) he told her, that the time ok li⸗ 
berty was come, and that ſhe ſhould be detained no longer there, 
Madera at the firſt believed him not, but when the perceived he 
meant as he latd, ſhe was very glad thereok, whereupon Argalt 
let her out at the Gate, bidding her tell the Knights that ſought 
her liberty, that Pollipus could not be releaſed, but that they 
Might ſpeak with him at a Window over the Bzidge, Madera 
was ſwn eſpied by Panvamus, who knowing her, with dutiful re⸗ 
'verence ſaluted her, with his knee on the ground; whil ſhe with 
mstherly tears rcjoycedto ſee him. And being met with Tella- 
mor and Barzillus, ſhe declared what Argalt had ſaid concerns 
ing Pollipus, which when they heard, they were exctedingly to2- 
mented with vexation, to ſee the Giants diflopalty :? yet notwith- 
Uanding letting all doubts apart, they determined to ſc if he 
meant true, that they might come to his ſpeech, which was a 
comkozt to them; and though they knew he would quit no 
oppoztunity to betray them, pet they went tothe Midge (having 
a careful reſpec to their danger) where accozding to Argalts 
wo2ds they found Pollipus, who knowing them, welcomed them 
with great jop, ſaying : 

Dear friends ( quoth he) pou ſe hom J am encloſed by trea⸗ 
chery coming to refcue the fair Lady Venola Daughter to the 
King of Libia : Jam well uſed here, therefo22 pꝛay tell me the 
occaſion of pour arrival in this place, | 

Noble Knight, ſaid Tellamor, we rejoyce at pour health; 
we have alſo found the vertuous Lady Violetta, who remaineth 
in gwd health at yonder Ladies Caſtle, having endured many 
mileries befo:e that ſhe came thither. De had ſcarce ended theſe 
wozds, but he eſpied Brandamor with fix Knights, croſſing; the 
Channel tn a Boat that encompaſſed the Caſtle, whom Barzil- 

lus knew meant them no god; therefoze they withdzew them- 
ſelves from off the 1Bzidg, the better to withſtand * _ 
IE ollipus 
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Pollipus perceiving, a theuland times wiſhing himſelf among tt 
them, being ready to tcar the Pair from his Vead with extream 
veration Brandamor being landed, pꝛelently with his mighty 
Mace [ct upon them with creat viclence, who to their uttermoll 
power re liked them nioTveliintlp, but by reaſon ok their 2 
od:es (faz all the Knights that were wich him allailed th 
they were in ſboꝛt ſpace ſoze nie unded, and in great danger; which 
Pinvamus perceiving, left his Mother and came to their reſcue, 
till at laſt he began with the reſt to faint and deſpair of victozy; 
yet notwithſtanding they had Kain thie ofthe Giants Knights, 

Whilelt they continued in this Combate, Pariſmus by god 
foztune (hearing by aLnight cf Venolaes impzilonment) arri⸗ 
ved there at that inſtant and elpy ing their cruel Combate, per⸗ 
cctved the Cunt bf his huge pꝛepoztion to be one of them, and 
knowing Tellamor by His Armour, he ſuddenly ruſhiin amongſt 
them, reaching ſo valiant a blow at Brandamor, that his Armoz 
on his left arm burſt, and the blod il ued cut at the entrance his 
Swozd had made, and redoubling, another blow befoze Brandamor 
could lift up his mighty Pace he hit him ſo right upen the cref?, 
that with the blow he made the fire fart out of his cyes. Tella- 
mor and Barzillus p2eſently knew the Pzince by the feſlion cf 
his Armour, which again ſo revived their viſmaped ſenſes, that 
with great ccurage and reſolutien they renewed the fight againſt 
Brandamors other thaw Knights, whileſt the Pꝛince dealt with 
the Giant himſelf, who found his Pꝛowels to be ſuch thai he nc⸗ 
ver felt befoze. 

Pollipus ſtanding at the Window beheld the Pzince arriv'd, 
which irred him up to ſuch courage, that he flew the Jaylo2s 
man his Keeper, ranging from Chamber to Chamber till he 
came to the place where Venola was, who was continually at⸗ 
tended and guarded by ten Knights, whom he aſſailed all at once 
with a Far of Jron, continuing ſo terrible a fight againſt them 
that he had ſon llain one half of them, and the reſt being amazed 
fled from him and boulted the. dw2 with ſuch ſtrength, that_he 
could not poſſibly get out. 

In the mean time the Cowardly Guardians made ſuch a hoz- 
rible ont-cry, that Argalt and all that remained in the Caſtle 
pꝛe⸗ 


pꝛelently armed themlelves, and ſome of them iſſued out any 
let upon the Pꝛince, thinking by main fo2ce to take him Pziſon- 
er, but contrarp to their expectation they withſtod them with 
great courage, and the Pꝛince behaved himſelf ſo valiancly, that 
many of them loſt their lives: The Gianc till continued ſuch 
eager fight againſt him, that he was moſt grievcuſlp wounded, 
which ſo enraged him, that he dꝛove his enemies to their utmoſt 
ſhifts : Argalt likewiſe being tſiued out with others in his cem⸗ 
pany, had Cain Burzillus, and bzought Pariſmus into extream 
danger of his life, and notwithſfanding ling Tellamor down, 
and at the mercy of his enemies, gathercd courage afreſh, aud 
ſaved his life by his pꝛowels. 

Brandamor by this means having time to bzcath himſelf, and 
ſeing his Knights dzop down ſo faſt, came cowardly behind the 
Pꝛince and advanced on high his huge Pace, thinking at that 
blow to end his life, but bekoze it could deſcend, there came a 
Knight with great ſwiftneſs, who charging his Spear againſt 
him, thꝛew him to the ground; which done, d2zawing his Swozd, 
and diſmeunting himſelf with great nimblenels, he let his fat 
on the Giants Neck, and had not his Eꝛother pꝛevented him, he 
had cut his head off, wherefoze turning upon Argalt, he ſtrok ſo 
violent a blow at him that he made him rel, Now the fight be- 
gan afreſh, which was ſo terrible to bchold that J want skill 
to exp2els it. 

The Paince ſe&ing ſo valiant a Knight come to his reſcue, re- 
vived his courage, and although. he was moſt gricvoufily wound⸗ 
ed, & never befoze in all his life bzought to that extream danger, 
yet his noble ſpirit gathered ſuch new courage, that bzandiſh- 
ing his ©wo2d, and ſkepping from Tellamor (who by his luc- 
cour was well refreſhed ) pꝛelently ſent the Ghoſt of one of Bran- 
damors Servants to Bell, and after him another: In the mean 
time, Brandamor and Argalt continued fight againſt the ſtrange 
Knight, who both at once aſſailed him, till at length Argalt un- 
able to endure any longer by reaſon of the grievous wounds he had 
received, with hideous groans he gave up the Ghoſf, The new 
come Knight perceiving the danger that the Pzince and the o⸗ 
ther two Knights were in, and obſerving how grievoully they 

were 
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were wounded, with all his fozce ran at Brandamor with the point 
of his Dwowd, which lighting on a bꝛoken place in his Armour, 
pierced him to the Shoulder⸗bone, where it ſtuck ſo hard that he 
could hardly pull it out, where with the Gtant let fall his Pace. 
This done, he elpied the Pꝛince fall down in a wound, pꝛocured 
by the abundance ok blod he had loſt, and Brandamors Servants 


ready to put a period to his days; amongſt whom he ruſhed with 


ſuch fury, that he made them fly from that intent to ſave them⸗ 
ſelves, inſomuch that none durſt come within the compals of his 
SDwozd, but betwk themſelves to flight ſcveral ways. 

Py this time the Giant was gotten to the Bꝛidg, thinking to 
have attained to the entrance, which this Knight perceiving, ha⸗ 
fed after him, and overtok him on the midſt thereof, and with 
his Dwo2zd gave him four oz five Poztal wounds, The Giant 
perceiving Himſelf ſo hard beſet, and now fearing his everlaſting 
downfal, ran upon this Knight , and with main fozce grapled 
him in his boyſtrous arms, who being of an-undaunted courage, 
and fearing no fozce, got under the Giant, and with long ftri- 
ving thzew him againſt the Rails of the Bzivge, which being 
rotten , and not able to hold the weight of his carkaſs , falling 
ſo foꝛcibly, they bꝛoke, and he fell into the Kiver : When he had 
done this, he purſued the reſt of the Giants Servents, who fled 
ints the Caſtle intending to ſhut him out, but he being vigilant 
to pꝛevent ſuch a deſign, flew one of them as he was entring the 
Gate, who fell ſo directly therein, that the reſt were diſappointeo, 
and by that means could not get in, which they perceiving were fo 


terrified with extream fear, that they ran and hid themſtlves from 


Madera and her two Maids ſceing the Giants sverthzown, and 
his Servants fled, came to her Son, who of all the th2e was 
neareſt death, to whom ſhe gave bꝛeath by-pulling of his Helmet. 
Then came the two Paideng to the P2ince, and unlacing of his 
Helmet gave him freſh air, who was fallen into a trance though 
extream heat, want of heath, and effaſion of Blod, but by the 
diligent care ok the Maids, he was pzetty well recovered , and 
coming to- himſelf, began to lok about fo2 the Knight that came 
ſo pꝛolperous to his relcue, and — ſ&ing him noz the Giant, 
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marvelled what was become ok them, that raiſing himſelf up he 
went with Tellamor towards the Caſtle Gate, where he found 
the ſtrange Knight bzeathing himſelf, whom the ,Poince embza- 
ced in his Arms, ſaying: - N 

Poſt Noble and couragious Knight, whole Pzoweſs.hath re⸗ 
demed-my life and deſtroyed sur enemies; what pꝛaiſes may 3 
give 10 pour victozy With what thanks can J congratulace 
your courteſie towards us, that by pour happy arrival here, hath 
ſhielded us from Tyranny, and cut him off from doing any moze 
outrage 2- Ik ever it lie in my power J will requite pour kind- 
neſs with alt friendſhip :- whereupon the ſtrange Knight. made 
this reply: | 

What J have done A count not wozth eſtimation, much leſs 
to deſerve ſuch thanks at pour hands, who.befoze my coming had 
ſo: weakned my enemy, that it was an eaſie matter to overcome 
him; but if it were in my power to do any ſuch died as you aſcribe 
to me, J would molt willingly do it to pleaſure you, who attri- 
butes that commendation to me, which belongeth to pour ſelf, A 
thank you heartily, ſaidthe Pꝛince, hereafter truſting to be both 
better acquainted with pon, and of better ability to requite pour 
kindneſs, 3 

By this time Madera had bought her Don to his @enſes, who 
was now entred the Caſtle, being led along between his Pothers 
two Maids, foꝛ of himſelf he was not able to ſtand, . . 

The Paince ſeeing his weakneſs, demanded ok Tellamor whe- 
ther he knew him? Py Lo, quoth he, he is Dan to the ancient 
Lady, who came. hither with me and the valiant Burzillus ts re- 
deem her that was this day Pꝛiloner in the Caſtle, and bpus re⸗ 
leaſed, as J will declare ts. your Honour hereafter, in whoſe Ca⸗ 
ſtle remains Violetta in ſafety and god eſtate. Indeed, reptyen 
Pariſmus / Js ſhe pet living and in ſafety *- what joy will that be 
to Pohipus when he comes to the knowledg thereof, who no 
doubt is travelled far hende in her ſearch. - Not ſo m "6 Pat 


Tellamor, he hath: kyqwledg of her being there, ; who is 
ner within this Callle, and this day was in god healch.. Then 
(quoth. the Pzince) what further cauſe have we of ſadneſs. , but 


only foz the death of Barzil'us > whom J was every way bejuld- | 
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ing unto, which we mult overpaſs with patienre, and let us leck 


cut Pollipus, who J know will rejoyce to ſ& us here: Then ta⸗ 
king the ſtrange Rnight by the hand, he defired his company to 


(ek foz Pollipus, -aud the Lady Venola, (whoſe impꝛiſoument was 


the cauſe of both their arrivals ) who willingly went with him: 
betoze their departure making faſt the Gate, that none could cn- 
ter in 92 out. 

When they were entred into the Yall, the Giants Servants 
humbly ſubmitted themſelves unto their mercy , and Pariſmus 
told them if they meant faithfully, he would foꝛgive them; which 
they affirmed by many pꝛoteſtations: Then, quoth he, one of you 
direct us to the place where the Lady Venola remaineth; but they 
pꝛeſently made this anl wer: 

Truly Sir, we dare not go thither, foz there is a Knight re⸗ 
maineth with her, that hath ſlain five of our fellows, who likewiſe

Then both to⸗ 
gether, ſtepping to the Window, ſaw the Combatants, and beheld 
the danger Pariſmus was in, and eſpied the ſfrange Knight when 
he came to his reſcue, and oblerved how valiantly he overthzew 
the Giant, dieming him to be the comlieſt Knight that ever he 
beheld; and noting the careful regard he had ok the Pꝛince, ex⸗ 
cedingly wond2ed who he was, that his heart was dzawn to 
8 ou an affection towards him, that he encred into theſe 
peechcs 2- 

Sacred Pꝛincels, Did you ever behold a godlier, oz moze va⸗ 
lianter a Anight then ponder is, who by his Pꝛowels hath over- 
come the Giant: Do you not behold how careful he is ts reſcue 
the Prince: J marvel who he ſhould be, foz never in my life did 
Je him bekoze, noz ſo much valour , courteſie and comlineſs, 
did J ever behold. in any man; foz with the one he hath left his 
foes ſlain, and with the other reſcued the Pꝛince. 

hen he had ended theſe wozds, and Venola ready ta make 
anſwer, they heard ſome body unbolt the doz, whereupon he be- 
gan to ſnatch up his Ear; but when he beheld Pariſmus and the 
reſt cntring, he ran to him c embzaced him with all friendſhip, 
uſing the like behaviour to the ſtrange Knight and the reſt. The 
Paince ſ&ing ſo beautiful a Lady in his company , ſo richly at- 
tired, and attended by ſo many Damzels, ſuppoſed her to be the 
Lady Venola, whom he moſt kindly ſaluted, whole heart leapt

The Paince beholding his peuth, admired his valour to be ac⸗ 
companied with ſuch young years, that he embzaced him in his 
Arms, pet could not by that means, exp2eſs his god will towards 
him: The Knight of Fame likewiſe -reverently kiſſing Venolacs 
hand, ſaid 2. 

Noble Lady, my coming to this place, was to ſet you at liber⸗ 
ty, and allo to revenge the death of the Knight Tirides, Don to 
the god Duke Amaſenus of Thrace, unto whom Jam lo infinite- 
ly bound, that had J a thouſand lives, J would venture them all 
in his behalf, that is now dead: And ſeeing by the danger and 

valour of theſe Knights, vou are ſet at liberty, be of god comfozt 
to2 the King pour Father will ſuddenly be here, with thouſands 
of-Buights, to conduct you ſafely into Libia, who at my laſt being 
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in his Court, was making great preparation. 
The Painceſs made this reply: A yield to you and this noble 
Prince all thanks foz your kindnels, being all dhe Reward that 
my Paiden eſtate can affozd , and fez the news you bꝛing me of 
my Fathers appꝛeach, that can yield no ſuch quiet to my heart, 
as your happy victoꝛy hath done, which hath cxpelled choſe infi- 
nite troubles, wherewith J was on every ſide encompaſſed, and 
in ſtead of care, repleniſhed my heart with comfozt. 

When theſe ceremonicus ſalutations were paſt, they went to 
Dinner. Pollipus diligently noted the ſtrange Knights behavi- 
our, pꝛopoztion and geſture, thinking in his fanſie, that he ne-

countervailed her perfectien: And that viſion cannot pꝛove fal⸗ ſh

ſeldom given, which makes me lend fo2 yon, deſiring to be ſatil⸗ 
fied hercin, and alſo-to know of whence and what pou are, if 3 
may without offence obtain the lame: whereupon he made this 
.an{wcr 2: 

Moſt High and Mighty King, J will ſatisfie your demand: 
J confcſs pour Pajeſty did ſo much honour me, in requital where- 
of, J will venture my life to p2ocure pour content; and pour 


Pꝛincely ccifts are of ſuch eſfimation , that J count; my ſelf far 


unwoꝛthy to poſſeſs them; but that. they might have ben beſlower 
on the greateſt Potentate in the Wozld, . which J neither refuſed 
oz lighily effeemed, but always regarded, as pꝛecious and of 
incſtimable value, no2 d2zawn thereto by any want of conſidera- 
tion of their wozthineſs, but fo2 the honourable reſpect: J bear to 
JI oyalty : Foz ſhould J have pzeſumed to have wedded your 
Pꝛincelp Daughter, J ſhould have done her great injury, and 
thereby parted the hearts of true Lovers: At the firſt J intended

UWhilft they were in this communication, there entred inte 
the Hall four Knights in Pourning attire, carrying on their 
Shoulders a - Coffin covered with Black, "whoſe countenance 
ſemed to diſcover ſome Tragedy. The King of Thrace ſing 
this Courſe, greatly marvelled of whence they ſhould be, and

paſt between them, that Clarina overcome by his intrcaty , vield⸗

- Knights doff th:u ſuppoſe it is? Mill you pardon me, ſaid An- 
ma, if J give my opinion: J will quoth Angelica. Then J 
think, laid Anna, it is the bzave porting Pzince Camillus. Ca- 
millus, replied Angelica, it is rather the ſtranger. Indeed, 
quoth Anna, that Knight ſurpaſſeth all the men that cver J be⸗ 
held, foz Courteſie, Comlincſs, and P2zoweſs, Eut J am 
ſtire, ſaid Angelica, thou [peakeſt this rather to flatter me, than 
aͤccozding to what thou thinkeſt; fo2 otherwiſe why didſt they 
lpcak et Camillus ? Faith Piſtrels, J named Camillus net foz 
any thing J ſ& in him comparable to that ſtrange Knight, but 
that J would thereby know your mind; which now that J un- 
derſtand, if you would vouchſafe to follow my counſel, you ſhould 
not only like him, but alſo love Him? fo2 no doubt but the cauſe 
of his coming hither, was only foz your lake, who in mp raſh 
opinion, will pꝛove both con ſtant and loyal, foz his very counte- 
nance ſheweth, the united Eſſence of true Robility to be placed 
in him.

all evil foztune, but now exceeding foztunate by pour favour aud 
kindneſs, 

I could wiſh it were in my power ( quoth Marcellus) to de- 
ſerve ſo well of yon, being moze willing then J am able to plea⸗ 
ſure you, fo2 the repo2t of your Yonourable gifts hath made me 
long ſince deſirous ok your acquaintance, that if you pleaſe to 
ſtay with me in my Fathers Court, J will endeavour to ſhew 
my god will towards you, and if you will accept of my plain 
meaning without any further trial, J will hercafter pꝛove pour 
faithful friend, 

Courteous Pꝛince, laid he, J can yteld you no other recom⸗ 
pence then hearty thanks foz pour great kindnels, which hath 
extended it ſelf far beyond mp deſert, with ſo willing a heart ac- 
cepting your kind pꝛoflers, that befoze J will p2ove dillopal, J 
will tear my Peart from fozth my Bꝛeaſt. Then quoth Mar- 
cellus, let us agree to this ſudden conſent of geo will which foz 
my part ſhall never while life doth laſt be diſcolved : And J de- 
ſire you hence fozward to make ſuch account of me, wherein ſo- 
ever Imap in any degree pleaſure you, 3 will ds fo2 you my beſt, 
ſo far as in my power lieth : whereupon they embraced each o⸗ 
ther, between whom continued afterwards ſuch amity and true 
love, as is not to be expreſſed,

ig they are now fcaſfing by themſelves, The Knight 
Fol Fame being glad thercof , willingly gave his 
, ctonleut; as the only thing that contented his 
mind; and being come ints the pꝛelence Chamber where the 
Quten was , he did her humble reverence , and ſhe kindly wel- 
comed him; but calling Marcellus aſide, he told him that his 
coming was to ſ& the young Ladies: Marcellus ſmiling thereat, 
went with him to a ſtatelp Gallery, where were a multitude 
of. fweet Beauties, excerciſing themlelves at ſcveral paſſimes z 
ſome at Cheſs, ſome at Cards, and ſome in plealant cammuni⸗ 
cation, whom Marcellus bzavely courted, but The Knight of Fame 
by reaſon he was a ſtranger, would not pꝛelume lo far, and having

Excellency, not to think any wo2ds to p2oceed from fained Affe 
ion, but from the heart that hath bowed to be perpetually con-

Angelica hearing his Speeches, withal , noting with what 
paſſions his heart was oppꝛeſt, which the well perceived by the 
often changing of. his countenance, and being her ſelf every way 
ag much enthzalled to love, as he was, hoping that his heart (ik 
it harboured true Lopaltp) would net deem amiſs of her ce ur⸗ 
teſie, ( fo2 the Nobleſt minds are ſoneft dzawn to pity ) gave

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love, -( wherecn his life depended) therefoze coming ta him any 
ſeing him in talk with his Daughter, ſaid : Kuight, what ma⸗

my like befoze mp arrival in this place, that thereby J might 
not be ſo unfoztunate, as to be the cauſe of her care and pour 
diſquiet, fo2 A ſ&@ the King is angry with pou tw. 

As foz that ſaid Marcellus, take no care, no2 be not ſo much 
grieved foz my Siſter, foz theſe troubles will ſon be calmed 
which to effect let me alone; In the mean time, what thoughts 
ſoever pou conceive, pet ſmother your diſcontent, and ſew your 
ſelf cheerful as herctofo2e you have done, foz J perceive ſome 
envieus perſon hath incenſt my Father thus, the truth whercof 
J will find out.

Lozd, J do aſſuredly believe that you are miſinſozmed of che 
Strange Knights meaning, whoſe intent is Yenourable, and 
free fromthe leaſt thought of * to my Siſter, But * are

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tome in credit with your Pajelties Bighnels, who trouhle you 
dw much with their flatteries, and will rejoyce rather to ſ& all 
things fall out accozding to their Repozts, than be any ways 
fozry to ſee the ſame, whoſe ſpeeches and falſe Infozmations 3 
hope will not alter your god Dpinion of mp Loyalty, whoſe 
conſtant Love, Duty, and Obedience, ſhall continue firm, when 
their Treacheries ſhall be revealed, and they found Traptozs; 
therefoze J humbly beſ&ch pour Yighneſs, both to alter pour 
concetved diſpleaſure againſt me, and The Knight of Fame, of 
whom, ſo honourable Repo2ts hath been ſpꝛead in many places; 
fo2 it will be counted by all, an Act of great diſcourteſte to uſe 
him unkindly, | | 


Maximus hearing his Bons ſpeches in accuſation of them he 


molt favoured, and in defence of The Knight of Fame, againſt

PYencefozth pzeſume no moze into mp 
ſight without my Licence; foz J will foner eſtem thee as a 
pꝛivate Enemp, than as my Son: Which when he had ſaid, 
turning aſide, Marcellus departed, marvelling who it ſhould be 
that had ſct the King ſo againſt him, being fo inwardly grieved 
in his mind, that he reſolved to leave no means unattempted, 
to find eut the truth thereof, 

Angelica being conveyed by Collimus into ſafe tuſtodp (as is 
befoze rehearſed ) began to conceive fuch ſozrow fo2 her Fathers 
diſpleaſure, taken againſt The Knight of Fame, unto whom the 
began to bear an exceeding love, ſuch effect had his gentle ſp&- 
ches wꝛought in her tender heart, that ſhe centred into much ſoz- 
row fo2 his ſafety, therefoze calling Anna unto her, ſhe deſired 
her to learn how he tok the Kings diſpleaſure, but ſo ſecretly

Wc {rom Libia, and Venola had kucwledge of it by 
Fiavia , ſhe continticd many days in great ſoz- 
row: Kut afterwards calming her grief, pet 
no whit her affection, by Flavia's perſwaſtons, 
who was p2ivy to all her Actions, turned her 
from god will, that was grounded upon Uertue, to hot Luſt, and 
foul deſire, that ſ&ing ſhe could not by fair means win him to 
love her, ſhe thought to leave no means unaſſaied either by 
foxce to compell him thereunto, oz be revenged on him foz his 
diſcourteſie 2: Do caſting about many devices (as the mind is 
caſily dzawn with little perſwaſion to yield to any means to 
wozk . deſired content) Flavia one day came unto the King ( ſe- 
cretly watching foz ſuch an oppoztunity, when he was melan- 
cholly to think of his Daughters ſickneſs ) and told him, that

that ſhe had taken by the diſcourteous uſage ok the Knight of 
Jaume; who foz that cauſe was lately fled from the Court, which

When theKing heard theſe ſpeeches, he was excedingly en- 
raged with fury, commanding his Knights to poſt to ſeveral 
Countries to find him out: Kut it chanced at that time there 
remained in the Libian Court a Knight of Natolia, who hearing 
this news, came tothe King and told him, That he n&ded not 
to make any further enquiry foz him, foz that he was at the Gol- 
den Tower, The Bing being glad thereof, pzeſently pꝛovided 
Peſſengers to carry a Letter to Maximus, which he had waitten

Paving witten this Letter and ſealed it with his own Sig⸗ 
net, he fent it away with all ſp&d tothe Golden Tower, and 
the Pcllengers being arrived there, gave the Letter and deliver⸗ 
ed their charge unto Maximus; who cauſed him befoze their Fa- 
ces pꝛeteuiky to be appzehended 7 without judgment oz know- 
tng'the'cauſe ) and to be chꝛown inte a Den of Lions to be de⸗

departed. | 55 
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but the Lions (whole Nature is to harm none t at are ſpꝛung 
of Royal Blood) ſpared his life, and not ſo much as offered to 
touch him, but were rather terrified with his pzeſence : He be- 
ing glad of this happy eſcape, began to aſſure himſelf that he 
was ſpꝛung of Kingly Race, which greatly comfozted his heart, 
and added a perſwaſive hope to himſelf that thereby he might the 
ſoner attain Angelicacs love, if he could wozk his releaſement 
out of that place: Fut molt of all he marvclled why King 
Maximus had offered him that outrage 3 and in thoſe and ſuch like 
thoughts he ſpent the reſt of the dap. 

Marcellus, ſeeing the Knight whom he ſo dearly loved de ſtroycd 
without Judgment, Equity, oz Cauſe, was ſo inwardly cnra- 
ged, that he was oftentimes in the mind to wozk himſelf injury 
and ſeek means ol revenge, if he knew who had been the cauſe 
thereof, and not knowing what to do, noz in whole company to 
ſpend his time, he pzeſently thought to go to Angelica, who he

in pieces, without Juſtice, Judgment, oz Equitr; dut J with 
the Gods to revenge it on his Head: Dear, Diſter, the Strange 
Knight i is dead. 

Angeliea hearing his Speeches, was rendy to wound with grief, 
but that fear to diſcover her le ve withheld her, vet being not a⸗ 
ble to conceal the ſame, ſhe iſſued kozth abundance ok tears, 
which Marcellus eſpying, caught her in his Arms, ſaying : Nap 
Angelica, conceal not your: grief fo2 his death from me, who lo- 
veth thee ſo much the better; and if ever pou conceived any god 
liking - of him, J will honour thee fox the ſame, foz he was wo2- 
thy to be beloved of the beſt Lady in the Wozld, foz in him ſi- 
nedalk points ot Ponour and Nobility. Bꝛother, J cannot de⸗ 

np, replyed ſhe, but that A did both like him and loved him, nei⸗ 
ther ſhall I do otherwiſe whilſt J live, though he knew not ſo 
much, 'foz whoſe death my Heart ſhall never harbour guiet, no; 
never ſhall a thought of any others love, ſink into my Bꝛeaſt, fo; 
J will keep my vow immoveable. 

Dear Angelica, quoth Marcellus, had I known you had loved 
him ſo well, J would have died with him, but J would have 
ſaved his life, which was ſo ſuddenly and unexpectedly done, 
that befo2e J could call mp Senſes from amazement, he was 
paſt my reach: What cauſe had my Father think pou to ſeck 
bis deſtruction, but becauſe he ſaw him in ſpeech with von. Aye 
me, ſaid Angelica, was A the cauſe of his death, J will then 
follow him, whereupon luch grief oppzeſt her heart, that the 
fell into his Arms, 

Marcellus thencalled to her Paids, who preſently came thzong- 
ing about her, marvelling at her ſudden ſickneſs , eſpecially

Kings Court, till it was his ill foztune to arrive here to end his 
lile by Tpzanny, not by Juſtice. 

Marcellus, ſcandelize not your Fathers Hencur, which map 
bing you in danger, fo2 he hath done nething without conüde⸗ 
ration: Behold this Letter, and thou ſhalt \ſ@ what a counter- - 
feit he was, | 

Marcellus having read the Letter, was at the p2eſent ſtrok 
with amazement, pet notwithſtanding he ſaid : Upon my lite, 
this Accuſation is falſe and untrue. Angelica taking the Let- 
fer and reading the ſame, was cxcedingly aſfoniſed thereat, to 
whom Marcellus ſaid ; Siſter, believe it not, fo; if peu do, port 
will to much wzong that Yonourable Knight, . who if he were 
living, would ſon rep2ove thele falſe accuſations : But he god 
man is now dead and paſt recalling, whole death will bzing 
perpetual diſhenour upon the Natolians. ; 

Why, quoth the Quen, what maketh thee Marcellus fo in- 
conſiderate, by taking a Strangers part to endanger thy own 
life, who knows the Kings humour: Love, ſaid he, to that 
Stranger maketh me bewatl his untimely death, whom J wiſh. 
IJ could have ſaved, | 

The Quten ſ&ing Angelica ſomwhat, welt recovered, depart 
ed unto Maximus, who by that time had knowledge of Collumus 
death, and was ffudying. how to chaſtiſe Marcellus foz his pꝛe⸗ 
lumpticn, but the Queen upon her knres entreated him 10 par- 
don him, alledging that Collimus had done him wzong : So at 
laſt he was appealed, | 

Marcellus having ſomwhat comfozted Angelica, in a heavy 
and lad effate departed to his Chamber, leaving her with Anna, 

| being 


being ready to picld up the Ghoſt, and night bein come fe re- 


fuſed her Fod and went to bed, not to fleep, but to bewail the ab⸗ 


ſence of her Dear. | 

The Knight of Fame, all this while remained in the Lions 
Den, continually deviſing how to get ont of the place, tiring 
his Senſes with meditating how to eſcape : One while accu- 
ſing his hard fortune, and the Kings cruelty, fearing to be fami- 
thed in that place; then again he comfozted himſelf wich hopes 
of his delivery, which pꝛeſently he thought to be impoſſible de⸗ 
ſpairing now of ever beholding the countenance of his [wert 


Piſtrels, whole reſtraint of Liberty, grieved him to the heart: 


And in this ſozt he continued ſo long, till he was ready to be 
ſtarved, and was fozced to cat ſuch unſavozy meat as was calt 
ts the Lions, to pꝛeſerve his life. 85 

Angelica likewiſe no whit mitigated her grief, but rather aug⸗ 
mented the ſame, being much comfozted by Marcellus, whoſe 
mind was not yet ſatisfied with conſideration of theſe miſchan⸗ 
ces, that both he and Angelica began to entertain a hope of his 
ſafety, but when they conſidered the peril he was in, it was ſon 
extinguiſhed, #4. 

Maximus having conſidered with what ſeverity he had uſed the 
Strange Knight, (who was ſo well beloved by all) and that he 
had condemned him without trial of his accuſation, began to 
fel his Conlcience repꝛove him, but by the ſetled opinion he 
conceived of the falſe Pꝛopheſie, he ſon thok off the ſame.

pꝛovide fog his own ſatety, ſnatched from his ſide a hanging [wozd. 
The Keeper knowing him, marvelled to ſx him alive, held up 
his hands foz mercy; to whom The Knight of Fame faid: My 
Friend, AI ſeek not thy life, but my own. ſafety, being as theu 
ſ&ft pzeſerved by Divine Pꝛovidence, koz J was caſt into this 
place without any cauſe of offence, as thou mapeſt imagine by 
my ſtrange p2eſervation ; fo2 if my fact had veſerved puniſhment, 
no doubt J could not have eſcaped the cruelty of theſe mercileſs 
Executioners, having endured extream hunger: now my requeſt 
unto the is, That thou wouldeſt but ſuffer me to depart hence 
without diſcovering me, fo2. J have no need to truſt Maximus 
tourteſie, having already endiired ſo much miſery by his cruelty ; 


which thou mayelt do without endangering thy ſelf any way, foz 


none but. thee knows that J am living, Bs 
The Keper Hearing his ſpecches, and withal ſeeing how admi⸗ 


. rably he was p2eferved, beſides fearing his own death, aſſured 


dim by mauy vows and pꝛoteſlations, not only to do chat which 


he had deſired, but alſs' Would do koz him what other thing elle 


he commanded to the utmoſt ok his power. Wilt thou then 
( quoth he) do this koz me, Give me the keys, and make faff the 
dozs, fo as thou canſt not get from me, and call down thy Boy 
and ſend him to Pzince IE him tocome unto = 
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but in ſuch ſozt that the Boy may nat ſ me, and alſo to do his 
Meſlage ſecretly 3 which the Keeper told him, he would moſt 
willingly perfozm : Then directing The Knight of Fame how 
to lock the dez that be could not eſcape, he raiſed his Boy; who 
pꝛelently came down to him, whom he commanded ſecretly to 
ſind out Marcellus, and defire him to come to him abcut a matter 
al great concernment. The Loy having received his Peſſage, 
immediately haſted to do the lame, and moſt fozmmatcly met 
him at the cuter Court, to whom he declared the cauſe of his 
coming. Marcellus wondzing the Keeper had ſent foz him p2eſently,

* Moſt honourable Pꝛince ( replied he) J know my ſelf ſo free 
from all ſuch villany, as that J ſwear and pꝛoteſt by my life, by 
the Gods, and all the god that ever J expect, which I deſire may 
turn to my utter deſtruction if J tell pon not the very truth of 
your demand, 

Then (quoth Marcellus) the ſame day that the King my Fa⸗ 
ther cauſed pou to be thzown into the Lions Den, the King of 
Lybia ſcent hither Pefſengers with a Letter, wherein he accuſed 
vou of diſhonouring his Daughter Venola, defiring my Father 
to diſpatch you out of the way, foz your loſs of life, and nothing 
elſe would appeaſe his ire, which was the cauſe of his cruelty, 

My L02d, ſaid The Knight of Fame, upon my Monour this 
Acculation is molt unjulk, falſe, and untrue ; which ik J may by

berty to dilpꝛove, J will maintain the ſame to be. falſe at the 
Gates of the King of Lybia, and cauſe my Accuſers to confeſs 
the contrary 3 neither did J ever ſeek love at that Ladies hands; 
by whoſe diſhonourable means this accuſation is raiſed againſt 
me. Dear friend, replied Marcellus, pou have ſaid enough, and 
J reft afſuredly ſatisfied of your Loyalty, | ; 


The Knight of Fame was ſo inwardly'vered with this Acru⸗ 


ation, that he was almoſt viſtracted with grief; but chiefly , ts

Siſter, replied he, it is ſo; ucicher marz 
vel thereat, fo2 his innecencp in the fact laid to his charge, hath 
cauſed the Gods to pity him; rides, thercby peu map be akurey 
he ts bom of Nopal Elod, who is now in the Keepers Boule in 
ſafety, with whom J have been theſe two heurs; now caſt oft.

Parents dom, was put into that hazard of his life; pꝛay W2other 
be careful of his god, and whatſoever pou counſel me to do J will 
da it; ik my Father ſhould know of his ſafety, then there would 
be no hopes fo2 him to elcape death: Foz ſuch a bad opinion doth 
poſſels his mind, that he hateth all thoſe that bear me any ſhew of 
od will, 

: Well (quoth Marcellus) reſt pour ſelf contented, and encreaſe 
your Love towards him, who is by Deſtiny allotted to be your 
Þusbaud, the care of whoſe welfare Call be my charge, foz J ſo 
much love and eſteem him, both foz His own and pour ſake, that 
J will leave no means unaſlated , whereby to do him god: 
Thich, when he had ſaid, he departed pzeſcntly to The Knight 
of Fame. 

Bp this time the dark night app2oached, and Marcellus being 
come to his loving friend, deviſed with him what means to wozk 
fo2 his ſafety, and pꝛocure the content his Siſfer expected, who 
befoze had given her conſent to be ruled by her Bꝛother, that by 
the aſſurance he had ek her pzomiſe, he put The Knight of Fame 
in great hopes of sbtaining her love, by relating in ſome lost the 
contents of Angclica's conference befoze had with him, which 
affected his heart with greater joy than ever befoze he had known 
fozrow, that his eſcape from death did not lo much revive him, 
as this happy news 3 at laſt, Marcellus ſaid: | 

Noble Knight, you ſee how ftrictly my Father guardeth An- 
gclica, that there is no means left to caſe your grief and her care

J am ſure ſhe would undertake any thing to enjoy her liberty,

The Knight of Fame hearing his ſpches, which only tended 
to wozk the content, he above all things in the Wlold ſought, 
could net contain himſelf from expꝛeſſing immeaſurable jop, but 
picld.mx many humble and hearty thanks to Marcellus, both 
commending his device and love, deſiring him to go fozward 
with the ſame : Then Marcellus called the Keeper, asking him ik 
he knew any way whereby The Knight of Fame might get out of 
the Tower, pꝛomiſing him a god reward, and pulling from his 
Neck a Chain of Gold, gave him the ſame.

King's diſpleaſure moze heavy us, whole cruelty pou fe is 
| ſuch, that if he Gould find out our plot he would puniſh us les 
| verely; and ik it ſhould come to paſs, what excuſe could vou 
make to pacifie his ire, therefoze J think it beſt that we do not 
hazard our ſelves, but reſt contented in this eſtate , leaſt a wozſe 
milchiek light upon both of us thereby.

Inſtead of the ſweet content J expected by enjoying his Noble 
preſence, Jam returned to ſtricter bondage, and ſe my friends 
murderep and environedby Foes, . . . 

Peace, quoth Marcellus, god Angelica, ceaſe theſe Com- 
U - plaints, 
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plaints, and in this extremitp imitate the old Pzoverb, Make 2 
vertue of Neceflicyz and with patience give attendance foz 
better furceſs 3 fo nom in theſe perplexicies there is ſmall hopes 
of pꝛeſent amendment; :fo2 that wazthy Kaight no doubt is of 
ſuch wildem and clemency that he will judge the beſt of our e⸗ 
ſkate, and caretullp pzovtde foz his own ſafety ; with that ſhe burſt 
fozth into abundance ol tears, ſaying : Aye me pon wꝛetch, A 
fall never lee him again : whereupon ſhe departed, winging 
her Hands and making great lamentation, that Marcellus ſging 
her grief was ready to wozk his own death. 

Now thoſe bands of Souldiers belonged to Camillus, who 
pꝛeſently after his departure from the Golden Tower ( enduring 
many reſtleſs paſſions foz the want of Angelica's pzeſence, with

- whoſoever cometh in his name ſhall by the love A bear him be 
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very welcome. 

Afterwards they went to Supper with ſuch ſpare Diet as the 
Piꝛieſts uſed, and then to ed; where The Knight of Fame 
could take no reſt at all, but lay very quiet, becauſe he was loath 
to trouble his Hoaſt; fo2 that with reſtraint of liberty ofſpachee, 
he endured that tedious night in great miſery and tozment, 
which ſeemed longer then many nights weuld have done if he 
might have had the liberty to utter his lamentations, whict 
boiled in his PBꝛeaſt like the violence of a mighty flame pennen 
in a ſmall compaſs. 

Early the next mozning Jabin went fo2th to pꝛovide Fod, lcas 
ving The Knight of Eame alone, who then uttered many com⸗ 
plaints, but at laſt finding fault wich himſelf fo2 uſing that Cf- 
feminate kind of lamentation, he Crove to over-maſter his paſ- 
fins, which the moze he laboured to aſſwage, the moze they en⸗ 
creaſed, 

In this ſozt he continued that dap and the next, ſfiil' hoping 
foz Marcellus app2oach 3 but when he ſaw ſs long time paſt and 
could hear no news from him, he began to accuſe him of diſcour⸗ 
teſie. and dillayalty foz bzcaking his pzomiſe, growing into a full 
perſwaſion, that both he and his Siſter had fozſaken him, which 
added grief to ſozrow and vexation to his mind, not knowing 
what to do, oz which way to take his courſe 3 and one day arming 
himſelf, he.wandcred in a melancholly ſtudy towards the Golden 
Tower, and by chance met with two of Maximus Knights, who

maincth very weak, by reaſon of many wounds he received late- 
Ip, telking him the whole truth, which had hapened by Camillus 
means; ſince which time, ſaid he, the King hath ſet ſuch (tric and 
Fecret watch about the Tower, that none goeth in and out with- 
aut being ſearcht. 

The Knight of Fame having heard theſe ſpeeches, let him go, 
and departed to Jabin, to whom he declared all that he had heard, 
being very ſozry foz Marcellus hurt, and conſidering every cir- 
cumſtauce of the Natolians ſpzeches, he thonght that when Mar. 
cellus and Angelica were out of the Park lo flightly attended, 
it was their intent to come to him; which added ſome com- 
fozt to his Peart to think of their Loyalty.

fo2 him, who when they find him will bzing him kack, oz by vio-

ruine, koz J will not live an heur after him : Thus ſhe com- 
plained continnallp, | 

It foztuned molt happily that Jabin was gene fo2th of Saint 
Auſtines Chappel, and left The Knight ot Fame in his Cell, fez 
he met with many of the Natolian Knights, who demanded of 
him if he ſaw not ſuch aman, deſcribing The Knight of Fame, 
whom. he anſwered all alike, ſaying, he had ſgn none ſuch : Eut 


marvelling at their earneſt enquiry, he asked what he had done? 


One of them told him, That he was called The Knight of Fame, 


who lately arrived in that Country, and was kindly entertained - 


by Maxuwus, eſpecially Marcellus, and having in ſome ſo2t af-

-fo2 this place is void of ſuſpition 3; Then )ibia declated to him 
-All that he had heard, | 

The Knight of Fame finding him ſecret and [faithſul, told him 
the whele diſcourſe cf his travels, only leaving aut the Uifion 
«that he had len in Thrace, asking him counſel what to do, en- 
tring into many complaints of his hard Foztune ; withal, he told 

Him, that he knew not which way to travel in ſearch of his Pa⸗ 
rents, to whoſe knowledge if he could once attain, he doubted 
not but to revenge the injuries done him. 

Sir, quoth Jabin, J think it beſt that you travel in ſearch of 
them now; in the mean time theſe troubles by fo2getfulneſs 
will be well over-paſt, and then pou may have the better oppoz⸗ 
tunity to go fozwards with any intent you fall Hereafter put 
in pꝛactice, fo2 if you tap here, pou map by misfoztune be diſco- 
vered, the King's wzath being ſuch, that he will leave no means 
unattempted to find pou out. 

Father, ſaid he, your counſel is very god, which J will put

I. will, quoth Jabin, do all this; but firſt J think it moſt 
convenient that pou change pour Armour, foz in that you have 
on you are easily known, and J have one within that is every 
wap of as god p2of, | 

The Knight of Fame liked his device exceeding well; and ar- 
med himſelf in that Armour, which was Lery rich and coſtly guil⸗ 
.ded.over, and bzavely Enamel'v, without any device tobe 
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by; and in that Armour the next night he departed, taking his 
leave of old Jabin, with many courteſies, being unwilling to 
leave his company. 

The Knight of Fame departed with a heavy Peart, foz that he 
had undertok a new travel, which might detain him leng from 
returning to Angelica: By god foztune that night he got out of

and by the voice dzawing nigh unto to place, he eſpied a Lady 
lying under a heap of Elms at the feet of a Knight, which Lady 
was the ſame that he heard cry; and coming towards them, they 
both eſpied him, whereupon he that was with her tok up his 
Shield to defend himſelf, - | 
The Knight of Fame noting the * countenance, n_— 
: 2ed 
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bed that he had ſ&n her, but could not fo2 the pꝛelent imagine 
where, which cauſed him the more willingly to help her, being 
otherwiſe of his own vertuous inclination ready to ſuccour any 
diſtreſſed Lady, and coming to her, demanded the cauſe of her 
ſozrow? but ſhe being ready to make anſwer, and holding up 
her Hands to crave his alſiſtance, the other Knight put his Swoꝛd 
point to her Bzeaſt, and vowed if ſhe ſpake but one wod, he then 
would kill her: The Knight of Fame ſteing this, (thinking he 
went about to -flay her) with his Swoꝛzd d2awn ran at him, and 
thꝛew him to the ground, but giving him leave to recover his fert, 
laid, Pale Uillain, why oflereſt thou this Lady ſo much inju⸗ 
ry, as to be aſhamed ſhe ſhould declare thy treachery , which J 
am reſolved to know befcze we part, o2 aſſuredly thou alt die; 
with that he gave him ſuch a blow that he made him ſtagger, 
The Kuight notwithſtanding foz a ſpace reſiſted his Adverſary 
with great courage 3 but The Knight of Fame being much cn- 
raged, ſon b2cught his enemy in danger of his like, which, when 

this diſcourteous Knight perceived, aud feeling himſelf begin to 
' faint, ſaid x 

Knight, befoze the Combat continue any longer, let me know 
thy name; J will not ſhew thee that favour, replped The Knight 
of Fame, but with ther to yield thy fell. Neither will J ſhew 
the that favonr ( quoth the diſcourteous Knight ) whercupon 
he began to combat again, being ſcarce able to lift up his Swoꝛzd 
he was ſo feeble, intending deſperately to end his life, which The 
Knight of Fame ſ&ing, graſped him in his arms, and by violent 
foxce wzung his @wowd out of his Hand, leaving him without a- 
ay Weapen to defend oz offend. 

The Lady fe&ing her ſelf thus foztunatelp delivered, came to 
The Knight of Fame, and deſired him to pity her eſtate, and not 
to fozſake her till he had ſeen her ſafe at the Bohemian Court 3 with 
that he was crceving glad, ſaying , Lady, J will not fo2- 
fake pon till J have ſen pou there in ſafety, fo2 thither am J 
bound; but A pꝛap, quoth he, tell me your Name, fo2 I think 
J have ſien you in the Fo2reft of Ard? 


Violleta being dzawu into a great admiration who he ſould-

be, anſwered : 
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petual miſery, and was by the treachery of a dilopal Knight na: 
med Archas, dyiven to wander thither. 

The Knight of Fame then immeviately rewembzed her, but 
being not willing to dilcover himlelf, queſtioned no farther, only 
asked her if ſhe knew the Knight - 

Sir, queth ſhe, J know him not, noz the cauſe why he hath 
offered me this violence. When he heard her ſay lo, he forced 
him to go along with them, and p2eſently departed towards che 
Bohemian Court, where they ſon arrived, 

Now it hapned that Pariſmus at that very time was ſanding 
at the Court Gate, who efpying Violetta accompanied by two 
Lnights, one of them being grievoufly wounded, and as it ap- 
peared by his ceuntenance and fierce coming , ſemed Captive 
to the other, and not knowing of any evil that had befallen her, 
marvelled thereat : therefoze coming to her (not knowing in 
what manner to ſalute the Knights, being ignozant of the cauſe 
ef their appzoach ) he demanded where ſhe had been, and what 
had befallen her: 

My Lodd, ſaid ſhe, this Knight (pointing to The Knight of 
Fame) hath p2cſerved me from the diſhonour this diſcourteous

Pollipus ſeeing Violetta amongſt theſe two ſtrange Knights, 
marvelled exceedingly, but ſhe being come befoze the Bing, on 
her knees craved juſtice againſt the wounded Knight, The 
King told her ſhe ſhonld have juſtfce > whereupon the ſaid alter 
this manner: ns 

Moſt mighty King, J beſtech you regard my complaint, revenge 
the monſtrous injury done me by this wicked and odious Yo- 
micide, who hath offered me abominable outrage : Foz. this al⸗ 
ternon (attended by one Paid) J went out of the Court into & 
Gzove adjopning to the Garden to recreate my lelk in the col 
ſhave: J had not ſtaid long there, but this diſcourteous Uils 

lain ſurp2ized me, and caught hold of my Maid, who fearing 
my harm made great outcry, whom he bound Pand and Fe 
E 2 thzeat⸗ 
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thꝛeatning if ſhe made any noiſe to murther her: Paving dene 
this, he pulled me to him very rudely, and would have conveyed 
me J know not whether, till this valiant Knight coming by, and 
hearing my complaints, redemed me from my tyranny. 

The King having heard the ſpeches, commanded the Palc- 
facto2 to diſcover himſelf, but he being aſhamed and loath to be 
known, refuſed the ſame, till at laſt he was unarmed by ſome 
of the Bohemian Knights. Violetta ſteing his face, gave an ex⸗ 
ceding fart, being much affrigghted to behold his countenance + 
Pariimus and Pollipus alſo knew him, telling the King it was 
Archas, that had befoze offered the like villany to her, which he 
well remembzed 2: Then he laid, 

Cruel Zyrant, What excuſe canſf thou allcage to ſhelter 
thy villanp :? What canſt thou invent to ſay in thy defence, but 
thou deſerveſt to ſuffer the moſt app2oachtulleſt death that is 
but this cenſure will J give of thee, not to favour thee, but to 
deal juſtly with that Knight, whoſe p2iſoner thou art, and there⸗ 
fore as he by right hath conquered the, ſo we will that he be thy 


nd, | 
The Knight of Fame had all this while diligently noted Lau- 
rana's beauty, countenance, and behaviour, that he took great 
delight in beholding her; but hearing the King's ſpeches, he un⸗ 
armed his head, whom Pariſmus ſon knew, and moſt loviugly 
embzaced 3; Pollipus and Violetta knowing him, ſaluted him with 
great joy, and Pariſmus told his Father that he was the re⸗ 
nowned Thampjon that was called The Knight ot Fame. 
The King hearing it was he, of whom he had heard ſo many 
Yonourable Repqzts, role from his Royal Th2one, to embzace 
him, and every one ſ&@med to be exceedingly delighted to behold 
his comely perlon. | 
Laurana on a ſudden felt ſuch a thzobbing poſſeſs her Peart, 
that the could not tell what to think; withal, ſuch violent bluſhes 
weuld flath in her face, that ſhe wondzed from whence thoſe paſ- 
Sons thr karg, inſomuch that ſhe was conſtrained to turn 
afive, leaſt any Gould behold her, and ſo ſhe went to a Window : 
This alteration being wzought in her by natural inſtinct, which 
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The Kuight of Fame not unmindſil to ſatigfie Violetta's 
w2ong, by ſome revenge againſt A ches, molt humbly thanked 
the King foz honouring him ſo much, in giving him Authozitp 
to give him his dom But quoch he, 5 biinibly intreat pour 
Mighnels to pardon me, and deſire peur wildom to whom he 
bath been offenſive, to ule bim as yet pleale; fo2 it weuld be 
great pzeſumprion in me in this ficeange place to cenſure him in 
your Pajeſtics p2eſence. 
Then the King called Archas, commarding him to declare 
what moved him to commit that outrage to Violctta; but he al⸗ 
ſuring himſclf of no lels than death, would make no an{wer; the 
Ling thcrefoze commanded him to be had to pꝛilon, and appoin⸗ 
ted that the next day he ſhould have his Head cut off, and was 
accozdingly perfozmed, who might peradventure have been par- 
doned, but that his conſcience accuſed him moze than theſe whom 
he had offended, and ſo accozding to his own felly, which had 
bzought him to commit all thoſe wicked acts, cven fo he was his 
own Judg; fo his guilty Conſcience would not ſuffer him to ask 
pardon fo2 himſelf : After this Sentence was given, cverp mans 
mind was at quiet, having ſiifticiently ſcanned the circumſtance 
of Violetta's misfo2tune. 
The Knight of Fame was honourably entertained, and Ropal- 
ly keaſted by the King of Bohemia, cſpecially Pariſmus and 
| Laurana uſed him with great kindneſs, being foz that night dzi⸗ 
ven to part from him without conference: Eut Laurana was ſo 

poſſeſt with his remembzance that ſhe could take no reſt that 
| night foz thinking on him, not knowing what ſhould move her 
| to the ſame 3; but in the mozning when Pariſmus aud. ſhe were 
| to talk about The Knight of Fame, fe ſaid; ; 

My Lo2d, (J know not what ſhould move me. to any ſuch. 
theught, but) J am perſwaded his arrival. will either bzing us 
unexpected joy, oz ſudden ſozrow, fo2 ſince J firſt ſaw him J have 
not been at quiet; neither can J (though J iriveso the contrary) 
once to put him out of my mind, which hath ſo poͤlleſt my. bꝛeaſt, 
that J could take no reſt this night. 

My ſelf, replyed Pariſmus, have felt the ſame paſſion, not only 
now, but at my firſt meeting with him in the Fozreſt of _ 
which 
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which maketh me of the ſame opinion as pon are, and alſo vcfire 
to know of whence he is. : . 

In this and ſuch like communication they ſpent the time, till 
Pariſmus left her, and went to The Knight of Fame, who was 
already in company with Pollipus, whom Pariſn,us moſt kindly 
uſed, and invited him to a Royal Feaſt, which was p2epared on 
purpoſe fo2 him. 

After Dinner, being regueſted by Pariſmus, (who was deſi⸗ 
rous to know of whence he was, there being the King, Queen, 
Pariſmus, Laurana, Pollipus and Violetta, and many others) be 
began to relate unto them the whole diſcourſe of his Travels, in 
this manner : 

If J Gouldtell vou my Name and Eirth ( quoth he) J know 
not how to begin, foz that my ſelf am ignorant thereof, but that 
which J can remember J will not hide from pou: J was bzought 
up in a Country of Tartaria, called The Iſland of Rocks, my 
Parents being of what Degree J know not; but when J was 
of ſome remembzance, either my Mother that bꝛought me vp, oz 
rather my Nurſe ( fox ſhe would not ſuffer me .to call her Me- 
ther) departed from her Pabitation, with what intent J knew 
not, but by the way ſhe was lain by a Lyon, whom J purſued to 
his Den, where being come, and confidering that J had loſt my 
Nurle, ſfayed in that place many pears, until on a time ſhe ap- 
pear'd to me in my lep, warning me to fozlake that irkſome 
place, and go to the Caſtle of Rocks, which J pꝛeſently did, (yet 
then J knew not what a Caſtle meant) where at the firſt J was 
roughly handled, but at laſt J was kindly uſed by one Tireſus, 
who tutered me along time, with whom J departed to Sca, 
where, by reaſon of a mighty tempeſt that aroſe, the ſhip was caft 
away, but my ſelf did ſwim, and attained to the Thracian ſhoze, 
where J was ſuccoured by the god Duke Amaſenus, in whoſe 
Court J was often like to be deſtroyed by ſome ok his Knights 
that envied me: From whence J departed to the King's Court, 
hearing of a General Triumph that was held there, the King's 
Daughter being appointed the Conquerozs Reward, which J 
won, and was determined to have married, from which J was 
fozewarngd by a Uiſion, which willed me to ſurrender * = 

itle 
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Title in Philena to Remulus, to whom ſie was before betroth- 
ed, which J did, commanding me allo to travel in ſearch of my 
Parents, which Jthink told me were of Nopal lod; withal , 
JI was commanded to ſ&K out a Lady, which at that time was 
ſlewed to me, and to love no other; this did greatly trouble me: 
then p2eſently news was bꝛought to the Court of Tirides death, 
Son to Duke Amaſenus, who was flain by Brandamor in the reſ⸗ 
cue of Venola, whom he had the cuſtodp of : Upon this occaſion 
I trabelled firſt to Lybia, and then to rhe Fozreſt of Ard, think- 
ing Venola had ben the Lady that appeared to me in thc 
Uiſien, where J met with pour Pighneſs, and with you depar- 
ted tothe Court of the King of Lybia, after Venola was redæmed, 
Cas pour Grace may remember) who was not the Lady J went 
in ſearch of: Afterwards when J determined to dcpart with 
you towards this Country, Venola by lubtilty cauſing me to 
dzink a ſleepy Potion, friftrated my deſire, which ſhe did to ſtay 
me there, upon a pꝛetence of great love ſhe boze me, (as one ak⸗ 
terwards told me all:) When J heard this, being enjoyned to 
ſettle mp afiections upon another, fearing ſome miſchance might 
ariſe by her love, and finding out by what means they had diſap- 
pointed me of your Yonours company, A departed ſecretly from 
thence $ At length, after a long travel, J arrived in Natolia, where 
ling down to reſt my wearied Limbs, it chanced that the Pꝛin⸗ 
ceſs Angelica paſt by, whom when J beheld, remembzed her ta 
be the very ſame which J had ſeen in the Uiſion, and had af- 
terwards ſuch foz2tunate ſucceſs, that 4. was entcrtained by 
Ling Maximus at the Golden Tower, and was there in great 
favour with Pzince Marcellus his Son: J had not long re⸗ 
mained there, but the King of Lybia (as J ſuppoſe perſwaded 
thereto by Venola) ſent a Letter to Maximus to deſire him to 
lend me unto him, oz elle there to revenge on me in his behalf, by 
putting me to death; alleadging, That J had deſhonoured his 
Daughter, which Acculation was falſe and untrue: The King 
therefoze without hearing what J could ſay. in my own defence, 
immediately caufed me to be thzown into a Den of fierce Lions, 
but they refaſed-to hurt, me, where J remained foz the ſpace of a 
week, living upon ſuch unlavozy fod as was call. to them, _ 
whence. 
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whence afterwards JI eſcaped by the Keepers meaus, whom 3 
compelled to ſend fo2 Marcellus, who freed me cut of the Golden 
Tower, and ſent me to an ancient friend of his named Jabin, 
Pꝛieſt of St. Auſtines Chappel, pzomiſing to come to me the next 
day, but was diſappointed thereof Dy ſuch means as is not come 
yet to my knomledg: And one day J went a little diſtance off 
the Chappel, and by misfoztune was ſeen by ſome of the King's 
Knights, who pzeſently certified him that J was alive, where- 
upon he again moſt unjuſtly ſought my like, and ſent out thou- 
ſands to ſcarch foz me, from whoſe hands J have eſcaped, inten⸗ 
ding to ſeek out my Parents, and ſo travelled hit her wards: 

This, laid he, is the true relation of my bzinging up, and travels, 
having nothing wherebp to be otherwiſe known than a Jewel, 
which my Nurſe always charged me to keep, whoſe mind J have 
fulfilted z whereupon he pulled out of his Foſom the Jewel, 
which continually hung about his Neck. 

Lzurana diligently obſerving the Jewel, both remembzed and 
knew it be the ſame that ſhe bad left in the Iſland of Rocks 
with her Sen Pariſmencs 3 which ſhe was aſſured of by divers 
ether p2obabilities, thas ſuddenly ſhe caught him in her arme, 
and cryed, Dh Pariſmenos, thou art my Son; many times kil⸗ 
ſing and embzacing him. 

Her ſtrange behaviour d2ove them all into admiration, which 
to encreaſe the ſame, the place where they were began to war 
dark, that fo2 a ſhozt ſpace they could not ſe one another, bearing 
a voice, but none could tell from whence it came, which nttered 
theſe wo2vs : 


PARIS MUS, 
Wins thy Son Pariſmenos, who hath been a long time ab- 
ſent from thee ; ** needeſt not to doubt of it, ſor none 
is ſo like thee in Heroick Qualities. 


At the endof which wows the darkneſs vaniſhed, and all then 
pꝛeſent did aſſure themſetves that The Knight of Fame was Don 
to Pariſmus and Laurana, and he rejoycing greatly that he had 
found his Parents, kuteled down, and did his humble duty, _ 
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che King, Queen, 'Pariſmus.and Laurana pzeſently cncompaſ- 
Ced with their kind ienrbzacee, being unable in 'wozds toerp2eſs 
their joy : Pariſmus greatly rejoyced that he had ſo valiant and 
vertuous a Don, the King and Nuen glad that in their old age 
they ſaw ſo vertuous a Child ſpzung from their Illue; Laurana 
alſo wich tears of jop expꝛeſt her content in chat the had found 
her Don, whom ſhe thought had been deſtroyed long ago, that 
no Pen was able to exp:eſs all their jopcs :. Pollipus and Vio- 
letta likewiſe embzaced him, being as glad as any of the reſt of 
This happy news was ſon ſpꝛead thꝛough the Court, from 
whence it was noiſcdall the City over, which, when the Citi⸗ 
zens heard, they cauſed the Bells to ring, Bonfires to be made⸗ 
and Triumphs to be held? Indted there was ſuch rejoycing, 
that it would be to tedious to relate. 

Manp days afterwards The Knight of Fame ( who new ſhall 
be called by his right and pꝛoper Name Pariſmenos ) continued in 
his Gzand⸗ſires Court, Yoxeurably entertained, and highly e- 


ſteemed of amonglt the BohemianÞtates, they grew into an ex- 


cieding love towards him : He was very kindly beloved alſo of 
the old King and Quten, eſpecially by his Father and Pother, 
who thought themlelves moll happy and bleſt to have ſuch a ſon, 
whole Renown was ſpzead in moft places of the Uozld, inſo⸗ 
much that every mans ears were filled with the repozts of his 
Ponourable Deeds. | 

Now after that Pariſinenos Had thus Yappilp attained to the 
knowledge bf his Parents, ( the want whereof had long time 
filled his heart with care) no other thought but of Angelica's 
love could take rot in his bꝛeaſt, which (though his cauſe of joy 
otherwiſe was ſufficient -) filled his Senſes wich ſadneſs, and 


quite extinguiſhed. thole delights, that they ſeemed to trouble 


his mind, being rather tedious then comkoztable, adding no eate 
to his care, which was augmented to an-exceving heighth, by 
reafon of I L cruelty, whom he perceived was much efira- 


ed againſt him, therefoze he thought it impoſſible to attain any 
— 3 foz he kept her guarded ſo ſtrongiy, that it 
was impoſſible to come to her oz lend to her. Theſe 
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Theſe thoughts troubled his mind, darkned his countenance, 
andcanſed himtoſpend. his time in ſadneſs, being ſeldom dzawn 
to any mirth,. which was generally obferved by all; eſpecialiy by 
Laurana, who could never be quiet but only in his Company ; 
And. on a: dap mifling him, the reſted not till ſhe had found 
him out, being gotten into the moſt ſolitarieſt place in all / the 
Garden, leaning himſelf: upon his Elbow; who elpying her, 
raiſed: himſelf from the Ground, bluſhing at her appzeach, to 

Why how now Pariſmenos, what ſadneſs is this that poſleſ⸗ 
ſeth your mind, that:maketh.you ſo eſtrauge your ſelf from com- 
pany, and delight iu ſolitarinels:? Js there none here ſo much in 
Four: favour that they may know the caule thereof 2 Oꝛ is pour 
care ſuch that none can remedy, oz counſel-you fo2. your eaſe: J 
am ſure there are many here that will refuſe no peril to pleaſure 
rot, and my ſelf will do the beſt J can to comfozt you, being 
very deſirous to know the cauſe, if it be not to fecret, Parit- 
menos, then made this reply, 

J beletch ycu do not think me ſo undutilul,  noz my cauſe of 
care ſo ſecret, that J will conceal the ſame from you ; but were 
it ot much mo2e ſecreſte J would reveal. it to. pou, having only 
emitted the ſame as lcath to treuble you, 

Then J pꝛap, quoth ſhe, tell me: Js it not love? Pes, moft 
dear Mother, ſaid he, it is Love, and to that beautiful Lady 
Angelica, who bcareth me the like Affection; but lo far am J 
from enjoping, that it-grieves me to think thereof, which 
is the tauſe ot my fadneſs, and it wilt increale moze in abound⸗ 
ance ik J do not ſhoztly travel thither, being now afſured of-othcr 
doubts,. and having finiſhed my travel in ſearch to find you out, 
therefoze J moſt humbly beſ&ch pou to pzocure my Low and 
Fathers Royal confent to my ſpeedy. departure, foz withcut her 
preſence I cannot live, | | N 
.. Lwrana hearing his ſpxches, perceived that his Affection 
was immoveable, and knowing by her: ſelf the paſſions of Love, 
told him che would do what lay in her power to further his de- 
ſire, Mhereupon he returned her humble thanks, and ſo they 
beth departed.

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CHAP. XXII. 

How Pariſmenos departed into Natolia, and arrived at St. Auſtives 
e How he met with Mareelus, and what aftecwards 
ell. .

By this time Pariſmenos was arrived at the Golden Tower,

Wozthy Knight, replyed ſhe, pcur wozds J do believe, then

Sweet Madam, ſaid he, there wanteth nothing but ycur cons 
ſent, which if you will vouchſate to grant, J will ſoon bzing you 
ſafe from this place. 

Dh Pariſmenos, the thzawidom J have long endured makes me 
deſirous of liberty, fo2 J am almoſt tired with conceit of my Fa- 
thers cruelty, who is much adicted to vain repozts, eſpecially 


concerning pou: J am deſirous to be ruled and governed by 


your wildom, whom J have choſen as my beſt Friend, there- 
foe I ſhall be willing to do whatſoever pou command me, reſt⸗ 
ing in aſſured confidence that you will no way impare my Yo- 
nour, which J eſteem moꝛe than mp life, yet reſt at your diſpoſi- 
tion, not ſeeking any other aſſurance than my p2omile, 

J beſtech vou, quoth he, let no miſconceit of me take place in 
your heart, fo2 ſo long as J bzeath J will never err from - your 
command, but reſt lo fully and wholly to your requeſts; that 
ſoner: than J will do oz think a thought that ſhall diſagree to 
your deſire; this bꝛeath ſhall leave my bꝛeaſt, and my vital ſpits 
rits fozkake me. | SHS 

After theſe ſpeeches were ended, and Angelica's mind fully 
ſatisfied, they ſpent ſome time in familiar tonketence, luter⸗ 

- | - mingled 
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mingled with many kind behaviours, to the confirmation of both 
their loves, till at laſt Pariſmenos was fozted in regard of their 
ſafeties, ts depart to his charge, whither he was come befoze 
the Eunuches were returned, who, when they came, finding him 
there, had no miſtruſt at all, but tak the charge upon them a⸗ 
gain, entring into Angelica's Chamber to pꝛovide her things ne⸗ 
ccſſary, who, becauſe they ſhould perceive no manner ok altera- 
tion, put on her fozmer kind of ſadneſs, which, befoze p2eceeded 
from the depth of ſadneſs, but this ſhe did to avoid ſuſpiticn.

Angelica paſt manya- weary ſtep, befo2e they attained to the 
end ok their journey 3 at laſt they arrived at St, Auitincs Chap- 
pel, where Pariſmenos never left knocking till he had awaken'd 
old Jabin, who marvelled to hear one knock at midnight, came 
to the doz, aud demanded who it was, befoze he would open the 
ſame : Pariſmenos then anſwered, God friend Jabin open the 
dw2, here is none but friends. 

Jabin then knowing his voice pzeſently let them in, and light⸗ 
ing a Candle, kindly embzaced him, pet not knowing Angelica, 
but ſuppoling it was ſhe by her exceeding beauty, he with humble 
reverence deſired her to accept of his po2 Cell, where ſhe po;

ze he next mozning the Ctinuchs, accozding to 
\ their wonted manner, came to the place

apt to ſiſpicton ) knocking at Angelica's 
Chamber dez, but not made anſwer, which 
d2ove all of them into an exceeding perplexity 
cf fear, then they began to ſtudy what this might mean, and go- 
ing down they elpied their fellow lie dead befoze them, whom 
Pariſmenos had caſt there, that Angelica might not ſe him: Then 
being jealous cf the truth, they ran down to the Knights that 
kept the entrance, who marvelling at their ſozrow, demanded the 
cauſe thereof, whereupon they declared how they had found one 
of their fellows lain, and the Knight the King had lately ſent, is 
miſſing, Be replied, the Knights hath the keeping of the out⸗ 


er entrance: Whereupon ſome of them ran thither, where they 


neither found him noz thoſe that were appointed to watch with 
him, noz the Keys of the Tower Gate, which tydings they car- 
ried back to the reſt of their fellows, who by this time were all 
met together. Why, quoth a Knight, J ſe no cauſe of ſozrow 
as you make; wherewith one of the three Cunuchs made this 
reply: 

Ob. you know not what we have loſt, we are all undone, we 
all be all hanged when the King hears thereof, Angelica, Ange- 
lica, we have loſt Angelica: whereat thcKnights burſt fozth in- 
to an exceeding laughter. 

Nay, ( ſaid the other two Eunuchs) laugh not at that which 
will bzingus all to ruine. Foz we have loſt Angelica, whole cu- 
ſtudy we had, though unknown to pou, which the King comman- 
ded 
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ded us to kep ſecret, fo2 that he had given out repo2t ſhe was de- 
parted with him, whom J fear the ſkrange Knight that arrived 
here hath-carriedaway from us. * 

The Knights hearing theſe words, were exceedingly amazed 
thereat, and immediately went np to Angelica's Chambez, and 
breaking open the dw2 they found her net, but well perceived he 
was eſcaped: Then began the Eunuchs to roar and cry out like 
mad men, and the Knights ran up and down like men transfoz- 
med intoamazement, at laſt with much ado they fozced open the 
Gate, and found the Dꝛaw⸗bꝛidg let down.

By this time came the King ready Pounted, ſpurring his 
luſty Courſer to make haſte, Commanding his Buights to follow 
him with all ſperd; who haſtedafter him, not knowing the cauſe 
of their ſpeed. | 

The Ladies wond2ed much at this ſudden news; ſome fear- 
ing their Husbands harm, fearing ſome Enemy were appꝛoach⸗ 
ed that would endanger their perſons, others bemoaning the .ab- 
ſence of their Lovers, and all in a wonderful extaſie ot ſozrow ; 
beſides the Nueen rerhained very penſive foz the lols of Angelica, 
which the King told her ok. | 

Marcellus now began to rejopce, foz he aſſured himſelf that 
his deſign had taken effect, But by this time Maximus was ar- 
rived at the Golden Tower, where he heard the truth of all, and 
faw the Eunuch that lap ſlain; withal, thep certified him in

arms with a loving embꝛate: Being all che together, he de⸗ fa 
tlared to Fatiora ali that hapnev to hinflelf, Angelica, and. Dul- 
cia, and told her, that theRnight that lodger in her Poule — 
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him which was called The Knight of Fame, whoſe Name is 
Pariſmenos, Son to the Pzince of Bohemia; wit bal, requeſting 
her ſecrecy and aid toconceal their being there: Marcellus Kays 
ed there all that night and the next dap, ſpending his time in 
great delight with his beloved Dulcia, whom he affected with a 
Loyal Heart. 

Carly the next mozning came the two Nobles from the Bing 
to Arreſt Marcellus foz being guilty of High Treaſon, but going

red by the Kings jealouũe, who left Angelica at the Golden Tower, 
Who is ſtolen krom thence, and now our Son Marcellus is fled 
With Oalcia : Aye me, what ſozrow is this? WUhoſe grief may 
be compared to mind 2 UUas cver any ſo miſerableas J, that 
at one inſtant have loſt my comfozt, my Childzen, my Jop, and 
Delight 2 UUhercupon ſuch paſſtons of grief overwhelmed her 
Peart, that her ſpiech abzuptlp broke off, and moze ſhe would 
have laid, but could not, whom the Ladies tok up, ſeeing her fall 
into a Swound. 

Thus was the whole Court and City repleat with care, every 
one uttering their opinions, the younger accuſing Maximus of 
his cruelty, alleadging he was the cauſe of thoſe cares; the El⸗ 
der condemning the two poung Painces of lewdneſs and light⸗ 
neſs, that would venture to do ſuch things without their Pa- 
rents conſent, 

The two Nobles that came to Arreſt Marcellus, by this time

I have an oppoztunity to ſpcak of them in your hearing: What 
theugh ſhe be not of a Kingly Race, her vertues are ſuchas may 
leſem the greateſt Pzinreſs in the Mozld. Marcellus being 
glad to hear Angelica commend Dalcia, laid: 


Indeed Siſter A have choſen Dulcia J love her, and will here⸗ 


after pꝛove true to her; foz her Beauty, Uertue, and god Parts 
do pleaſe me ſo much, that if ever J live to poſſeſs mp Fathers 
Crown, ſhe ſhall be my Queen ; Withal (Siſter) Jam glad 
that you have mct with ycur Knight, of whoſe company J know 
eu are not a little glad: ( UUhereupon Angelica bluſLed) Nay, 
laid he, bluſh not, fo2 he hath better deſerved pour love, than 
Dulcia hath mine. | 

In theſe and ſuch like communications, they ſpent the reſt of 
the day, t:dying what might be the beſt means foz them to con⸗ 
tinue there unknown. 

After Marcellus had ſtaid ſome time with Pariſmenos and An- 
gelica in Daint Auſtines Chappel, Me departed again in Portellus 
Armour to Dulcia, where he Arrived (to her exceeding comfozt) 
without ſuſpition, who wiſhed that ſhe had been with Angelica,

Married Angelica accozding to your own deſtre, to many Yonou- 
rable and great Potentates 4 What if ſhe be now Married, can 
that endanger pour life, unleſs you be minded to be.the Actez. 
thereof pour ſelf 2 But by pour ſtrict ſevericy you Have done that. 
which pou tw late repen t. 455 ED, 

The King hearing her Speeches, began inwardly to condemn 
bimſelfof cruelty, and repented the ſeverity he had uled, acculing 
gimlelk of great folly, pꝛoteſting, tf tver he had his Childzen a⸗ 
gain, Me would not hinder them from their liberty, but that he 
would let them make a fre choice accoꝛding te their own fanta⸗ 
ſies: And in this ſozrowful eſtate foꝛ a while we will leave them, 
deviſing what means to wok by gentleneſs, ta call them home 

Marcellus all this while continued with Dulcia in Lady Pa- 
nora's Youſe, who hearing that Maximus was returned from: 
the Golden Tower, and: had given over fearch, as Yopelelsto 
find Angelica oz him, determined: to convey Dulcia to Saint

Now Pariſmenos, Marcellus, and Portellus, giving no Ms 
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lay to the neceſſity of time and buſineſs they had in hand, began 
to conſult what to vo, where every one gave their opinions, but 


could not agre upon anything : At laſt, they called old Jabin to 
their Connlel, whoſe wildom they much eſteemed, who preſcnt- 
Ty (determined to tell them befoze ) counſelled them to lend

In theſe and many other ſuch like ſpeeches, ſweet embzaces, 
and ſuperabundant overflowing of pleaſant content, they re- 
created themſelves, until the old Pꝛeiſt came to them, and then 
they went to his Cell: But Foztune, who is ever unconſtant, 
intending once moe to crols their happy Lliſe, bꝛought it thus 
abaut. 

One of the Eunuchs that befoze was Angelicacs Keepcr, bc- 
ing fled from the Golden Tower, after ſhe was miſſing, foz fear 
of theKing/s wzath, which he knew would be no lels than death, 
had hid himſelf in that 'place, where ever ſince he lived upon

By this time the Getulians had beaten down a great part cf 
the Chappel, and ruſted violently upon Pariſmenos, who dil⸗ 
daining to be fozced to pield, (befoze they could overcome him) 
ſent many of their Gholls to Pell; but at laſt, he was ſo thzon- 
ged with the multitude, that he was not able to ſtrike another 
blow, and ſo was conſtrained ts pield, whom Maximus comman-- 
ded to be faſt bound, 

Angelica ſ&ing this, with weeping eyes came to her Father 
and laid: J beſeech your Majeſty uſe that Bnight not to harſh, 
on whole ſafcty my life dependeth. Poze ſhe would have ſaid, 
but Maximus cut her off with theſe ſpeeches 2 | 

Poz, ſjamcleſs and diſobedient Creature, pleadeſt thou foz 
him, and not fo2 thine own pardon 2- Yold thy Tongue, foz A 
will not hear the ſpeak one wozd moze 2: whereupon he com- 
manded them all to be appꝛehended, and ſo cauſed them to be 
bꝛought to the Court, firſt impꝛiloning Pariſmenos, and lading 
him with Bolts and Fetters of Jron, he cauſed him to be calf in⸗ 
to a moſt loathſome and ſtinking Dungeon; Angelica he 
cauſed to be dilrobed of her Rich Dznaments, and caſt into mils 

n. 
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ſon with Anna and Dulcia, untill he had moze lealure to deter⸗ 
mine of them. 

By reaſon of the tarneſt entreatiſe of the Queen and Nobles, 
he did not impzilon Marcellus, but with many rebukes baniſhed 
phim from his pzeſencc, vowing that ik ever he came in his ſight 
he ſhould loſe his head. 

To rehearſe all the ſeverall complaints that Angelica, Dulcia, 
and Anna, made, would be to tedious, foz they were ſuch as would 
have foꝛced tears from Tyzants eyes, pierced the ſtony Rocks, !

and mollified the hardeſt Hearts of the moſt Nude, Cruel, WBar- 
barous, and inhumane Creatures in the Wozld, being hardly 
Uſed, ſcantly dicted, and hardly lodged, 


Pariſmenos miſery was likewiſe nothing tnkeriour to theirs, b 
but rather ten times wozſe, being alone, (they having the bene⸗ b 
ft of each others company, which is a great comfozt in miſery ) b 
without light, fo2 the Uault, oz Dungeon, whereunto he was K 
put, had not ſo much a cranny thzough which any light appear- le 
ed, being large and wide, far from any company, neither could he (r 
hear any thing, having but once a day ſuſtenance, which was v1 
-bzead and water, and of that ſo little, it would ſcarce preſerve * 
his life, being allo heavy laden with chains and Bolts: In this p 
ſo2t he continued many days, Without Pope ever to eſcape from 10 
that place, where you may ſuppole his cares were great and his 1 
comfozts (mall. - 105 


Many dayes being paſt, the Bing aſſembled his Noble Peers — 
and States of the Realm together, to reſolve what to do with C 


Pariſmenos, againſt whom many accuſations were laid, which 0 
tendꝛed to che beach of their Lawes, eſpectally Venolaes Rape, 10 
which was amongſt them puniſhed with death, and ſoſevercly 2 
that none eſcaped it, whom the King in hearing of them all, con⸗ ‚ 
demner to dye the ſame death their Lawcs yielded, which was || * 


to be burnt, 

The Aflemblp then condemned Dulcia to perpetual impz⸗ wi 
ſonment, but the Kings Childzen were to ſtand to the mercy of 
their Parents, 

When Marcellus heard this news, it ſtruck an exceeding ter- 


r03 to his Heart, and ſ@ner then he would ſ& theſe things come 
| to 
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to paſs he reſolved to deſtroy himlelf, inſomuch that he fared like 
a mad man, and whereſoever he came amongſt them that knew 
him, they all wondered at his ſtrange alteration, and he quite left 
the Curt, remaining in the Lady Panora's Youle. ſo ſccretly, 
that none knew of his abode, 

Pariſmenos having continued many dapes in this Dungecy, 
marvelled he could hear no news frem Angelica, and wondzed 
that Marcellus had fo2got to pield him comfoꝛt in his greateſt ex⸗ 
tremity, which made him think that either they were impaiſon- 
ed, oz elle the Bings wath had executed a wozle puniſ;ment 
upou them; Thele on the other fide were ſufficient gziefs; and 
his hard impzilonment and cruel uſage on the otherfide, was 
enough to kill the ſtouteſt Heart; and had he not been pꝛeſerved 
by admirable means, he could never have endured thele calami⸗ 
ties : At laſt, he hegan to deſpair ofall Pope; but recalling his 
ſenſes, he began to ſtudy with ſome comfozt how to releaſe him⸗ 
ſelk; and amongſt manp things that came into his Mead. he de⸗

The next mozning the Jayloz came to bzing him his Diet, he 
fained himſelf exceding ſick, and groaned as though he had gaſped 
fot his laſt bzcath.

To whom he anſwered z; God Jay- 
loz, the date of my like is now J think at an end, ſo that Jſþall 
never ſx the clear light again, being ok all men moſt ur fa2tunate 
to end my like in this wꝛetched place, who might have lived in 

zeat Dignity, but now Jam paſt Pope of any comfo2t onely to 
thee J am able to do god befoze J dye; J have great ſtoze of 
Gold and Süver about me, beſides Jewels, which J will give 
thee ik thou wilt but do thy endeavour to eaſe me, (fo J am pet 
in ſome hopes to obtain favour from the Bing) and J will tell 
where thou ſalt find moze riches than theu wilt be able to 
ſpend; all this thou ſhalt have, if thou wilt aſſiſt me in this my 
extremity, who am now fallendown, and of my ſelf not able to 
ariſe, 

Pany other perſwaſions he uſed, which -w2ought lo effectually 
with the. Zaploz, being enticed with hope of finding wealch, . — | 

pak. 
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paſt fear of him that ſaid he was ſo weak, he opened the Dunge⸗ 
on without fear, being thereto guided by D:vine Pꝛovidence; 
and came to him, who no ſconer law him within his reach, but 
gathering all his ſtrength together, he caught hold on him and 
overthzew him, and getting upon him with [wift crawling, ( foz 
he could neither go noz ſtand by reaſon of his XZolts) and having 
him thus under him, never came off him till he had pꝛeſled him 
lo hard that he died, 

Then taking his Keys from him, he unlocked all the Bolts 
that were faſtned to his Legs, Arms, Neck, and other parts 
of his Wody, and when he had done, he pꝛailed the Gods foz his

Eeing without the Court he ſoon got out cf the City, and did 
fling away his Keys into a Pool of water; going direcly to- 
wards Saint Auſtines Chappel, thinking there to find }«bin 
whom the King had miſt ok, fo2 that he was net in the Cell 
when thep was taken; and carly the next mozning he arrived 
there, where at his coming he found an Army of Yozſemen that 
overſpꝛead all the Fields with their Troops, whom pꝛelently he 
knew to be Bohemians by their Colours, and fome ſeeing him 
took him fo2 a Spy, whereupon they bzought him befoze Pollipus 
their General, 

Pariſmenos being come befo2e Pollipus, was by him firictly ex⸗ 
amincd, to whom he ſaid « Wherefoze Have pou bzought this 
Army into Getulia « Why, quoth Pollipus, haſt thou not heard 
how Piritmenos is accuſed wzongfully by M. ximus, and how 
he hath condemned him to die a vile and ſhameful death within 
theſe ſix days? | | 

When 
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When he had heard out theſe ſpeches , Ye marvellcd hew he 
ſhould come to the knowledge thereof, which intelligence old 
Jabin had given him. Parilmenos, replyed he, is not in Paiſcn, 
but at liberty, which J came to give you notice of, foz whom 
you nid take no moze care. Uillain, ſaid Pollipus, what ſap⸗ 
eſt thou, is Pariſmenos dead: (with that he was ſo enraged that 
he changed his conntenance.) Then he did diſcover himſelf, whom 
Pollipus knowing, caught in his arms with a ſudded embzace, 
all the reſt of the Knights pꝛeſently thꝛonging about him with 
great joy. 

This news was ſon ſpꝛead thzoughout the whole Camp, 
who flung up their Þelmets, ſome their Staves, and every one 
ſomething, yielding fozth a mighty ſhout fox joy: but pꝛelently 
command ( intermingled with kind entreaty, ) was given that 
none upon pain of death ſhould diſcover Pariſmcnos being a- 
mongſt them, they being aſſured of the truth ok his eſcape by his 
own repo2t.

Pr m7 Fr Ariſmenos being thus foztunately eſcaped out 
e BY of the Dungeon, and meting ſo happily with 
TAY Pollipus, Armed himſelf in ſuch Armour as 
be was caſily diſtinguiſhed from the reſt of 
the Bohemians, pet none could tell who he 
was, and p2eſently he and Pollipus marched 
their negiments to the City cf Epheſus, and 
beſieged it round. The King ſ&ing the Ciry begirt round with 
Souldiers, ſent out a Verald to know what they were who 
b2oucrht him wozd, That they were Bohemians that wert come 
to redeem Parilmenos, and. revenge the injury he had done him 
upon the falſe repoꝛts of the King of Lybia, | 
Maximus hearing this, 2 Army of twice as = | 
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uy..Natolians as there were Bohemians to be gathered together 

under the command of ane Duke Pridamor, a moſt valiant; re- 
ſolute, ; and couragigus-Knight, who at the firſt appzeach entered 
Wattle with the Buhre miane, who: being men of good experience 
and expert Souldiotp; as little eſteemed the Natolians, as if they 
had got the odds themtelven. 8 | 

. . Pariſmenos now thought-ita fit time ta wozk revenge, and to 
make p2of of his valout, and being well mounted; he ran againſt 
a-Natalian Captain;: aum piercen his @pear quite though his bo- 
dy, and then he dꝛew his Swoꝛd and met another with do ſull a 
bjow_ that feld him from his.Yoſe, :/iaud was trodden to death; 
another with violence he run quite thzough, the fourth loſt his 
arm, the fifth his Leg, another his Mead, and in this fozt entrey 
emong(t the thickeft-of them, ſpending never: blow in waſte, 
but either a Natoliar loſt His'life,' oz lone part of: his body there- 
by, that on a ſudden che Bohemians had viſranck't the Natoliaus, 
and the Yozſemen had made an excteding ſlaugther amongſt them: 
By this time Pariſmenos was gotten into the main Watt, 
and there met Duke Pridamor, mounted upon a white Poſe, 
his Capariſons being of: beaten Gold, beſet with Pearls and 
Pꝛecious ſfones: his Armour bf the richeſt Mozkmanſhip, and 
a Plume of Spangled Feachers in his Cre 


| who had vowed: to 
ſatisfie his pꝛoud mind with Bohemians 


Bd, at whom Pariſ⸗ 
menos ran with ſuch fozce that he tumbled him from his Yoſe, 
and he was almaſt ſtiſled wich his Furniture, at this the Bohe- 
mians gave a great ſhaut: All this time Pollipus was not idle, 
but ſhe wed ſuch Tokens of Ualour, that all'men fYat ſaw them 
judged there. couln not be matched two ſuch Knights in all che 
Wozld, r | 
. After the Duke did recover his Pozſe again, he kept his 
Douldiers moze carefully in Oder, and ſ&ing what flaughter 
the enemy made, ſounded a Retreat, whilſt the Bohemians pur- 
fued them unto their Camp, and flew ſuch a number of them, as 
the ground was covered with dead bodies: The Bohemians 


then very jspfully returned to their Tents, growing into ſuch 


admired eſtimation of Pariſmenos, that they determined not to 


leave the leaſt part of his deſire unperfozmed, though they hazard- 
; ed 
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ded their lives to obtain the ſame, to whom their Hearts had an 
entire affection, 

The King andNuen ftood all this while and beheld the Bat⸗ 
tel, marvelling what two Knights they were that made ſuch Pa⸗ 
vock amongſt his Spuldiers, and being greatly enraged to ſ& ſo 
much of his Dubjects blod ſhed, he departed in a fury to aſſemble 
his Council together, asking their advice and aſſiſtance in this 
— who with much perlwaſion got him to pield to theſe 

rticles: 

That Marcellus's banichment ſhould be repealed , and that 
Dulcia ſhould be Exiled and ſent ont of the City, with command 
that upon pain cf death none ſhould ſuccour her: That Angelica 
ſhould be releaſed out of Pꝛiſon, and reſtozed to his favour again: 
That he ſhould ſend unto Lybia fo2 the King's aid againſt the Bo- 
hemians, (the Quarrel being partly his) and alſo ſent Am⸗ 
baſſadozs unto the King of Barbary to crave his aſſiſtance a- 
gainſt his enemies. 

Theſe Articles Maximus agreed to rather than he would mi- 
tigate his wzath, oz ſend Pariſmenos back in ſafety, which the 
Nobles earneſtly requeſted ; Then was Marcellus's banihment 
repealed, Angelica releaſed out of Pꝛilon, Peſlengers lent into 
Lybia, and Ambaſſadozs into Barbary : Dulcia likewiſe was 
then taken out of Pꝛiſon, and being diſrobed, attired her in un- 
ſ&emly Garments, and in the Evening turned her out of the Ci⸗ 
ty in a miſerable eſtate. 

M hen ſhe ſaw her ſelf thus uſed, and knew that upon pain of 
Death none were to luccour her, ſhe reckoned her condition moze 
miſerable then, than when ſhe was in P2tſon , by reaſon that 
Marcellus knew of her being there; but in this eſtate, ſhe aſlu⸗ 
redly thought the ſhould be deſpiſed, rejected, and hated of all, and 
fo2 want of food famiſhed: pea, which was wozle, be fo2ſaken of 
Marcellus. 

Then lhe began to ſtudp which way to redeem theſe evils, 
wherein the faw nothing but im pollibilities; foz ſhe thought if 
ſhe ſhbuld be taken by the Nitolian Douldiers they would uſe 
her ag a taſt away, and not pity her, buc rather ſ&@k her diſronour, 
becauſe ſhe was left without means of revenge: theretoz2. co (eek 
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tomkozt there ſhe thought it in vain, having ſo many cares that 
oppꝛeſt hear heart, that ſhe was almoſt overcome with grief: At 
laſt, ſhe determinkd to go to the General of the Bohemian Ar- 
my, whom the thought fpz Pariſmenos ſake, would ſhew her ſome 
pity, which he did the nexe mozwing, and being b2ought beloze 
him, the kuckled down, and laid: | 

Polk Noble General, J beſtech pou ſhew ſcme pity to a po: 
diſtreſicd-Paiden, who, by Maximus cruelty is d2iven to this mi⸗ 
ſerable eſtate without deſert, my name is Dulcia, ſometime ot 
god Reputation in the Nirolian Court, till. Pzince Marcellus 
obtained my conſent to kove him, and afterwards to avoid his 
Fathers cruelty, at that time as Pariſmenos carried Angclica 
from the Golden Tower to @aint Auſtines Chappel; mp dear 
202d Marcellus likewiſe conveyed me unto their company, and 
I was taken with her and committed to Pꝛilon: Now Maxi- 
mus (upon what-occaſion J know not.) hath baniſht me from 
the City, and given command that none upon pain of Death re- 
lieve me; being in this diſtrelled eſtate; J dare not be found to 
of any the Natolians, lcaft they ſhould (although not of their 
own deſire, yet by the King's command) wozk my ſhame that 
Marceilus might fozſake me, and- therefoze am come to-you- fo 
mercy; btſeeching- pou of pitty to ſhelter me with pour gracious 
favour from thoſe wongs; which otherwiſe will fall heavy upon 
me, 

Pariſmenos knowing her, came unto her; and taking her by the 
Hand, ſaid; that the Bing of Natolia ſhould do her no injury in 
that place; 

Dulcia ftedfaſtly beholding his countenance, pzeſcutly knew 
him, and fell at his feet with exteediug jop; but he taking her 
up, led her with Pollipus to his Zent, demanding how Angelica 
fared + UUhom ſhe acquainted with the fozrow ſhe daily made 
foz his impꝛilonment, and fear of his death, and how that when 
the was baniſhed; Angelica was taken into favour, and how that 
none knew of what was become of Marcellus; whercupon the 
wept exceedingly, which Pariſmenos ſteing, cemſozted her by all 
means he could, himſelf gathering much content from her lpee- 
ches ol Angelice*s conſtant love. Th 
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The Peſlengers that went into Lybia, made great ſped until 
he had. delivered his Peſſage, which when the King of Lybia 
heard (thirſting foz Revenge againſt The Knight of Fame, whom 
he knew by no other name, foz. the wꝛong as he ſuppoſcd he had 
done his Daughter, and alſo to revenge ſome part of the grudge 
he did bare to Pariſmus, ever ſince his firſt being in Theſlaly, foz 
the overthꝛow he had received at his hands, which be was min- 
ded to. have done when he had him in his Court, but that he 
feared it would p2ove a great blemiſh to his Yonour, wherevp- 
on) he muſfered up all his Fozces together, and conveyed them 
by Sea into Natolia. 

By this time the Ambaſſadozs that went into Birbary, were 
arrived there, where they delivered their Peſlage with ſuch E⸗ 
loquence:, that Moroco the Bing collected an Armp ok a hundzed 
thouſand Moors, and ſent them by ſhipping into Nato'ia, under 
the conduct of his Eldeſt Son Santodelodoro, a moſt Ualiant and 
Conragious Pzince, where, when they were landed, they pitched 
their Tents befo2e the City of Epheſus, 

Pariſmenos ſeeing theſe new come Fozces , marvelled of 
whence they ſhould be, ſoon learning the truth thereof ; and 
Maximus having knowledg given him of the King of Lybia's 
appꝛoach, and of Santodeloor o's landing, welcomed them with 
exceeding joy, and entertained them with great courteſie, feaſt-- 
ing them Nopallp.

Pariſmus now being come into Natolia with his Army of thꝛee⸗ 
fcoze thouſand of Bohemians and Theſſalians, whoſe coming er- 
 cedingly rejoyced Pariſmenosz and having pitched his Tents 
-near to the reſt of his Yozſemen, he was met and welcomed by 
Pollipus, to whom the Pzince with a heavy countenance, ſaid, 
Oh Pollipus, all the pains we have taken is int vain to ſave mp 
Son's life , only we may revenge his death: What injuſtice 
and cruelty is this the Heavens have impoſed upon his head, 
that ever ſince his Birth hath been mtlerable? UUould the 
Gods had let him till remaine in Bohemia, and never have 
ſought Angelica's love, and that my ſelf with theſe Souldicrs 
had guarded him, ſo we might either have died with him, oz pꝛe⸗ 
ſerved him from that death which he is like to ſufler. 
My Lozd, ſaid Pollipus, he remains in ſafety, Yow can 
that be, ſaid he, fo2 it is repozted in every mans mouth that he 
mult dye a moſt ſhameful death, and they have him in pꝛiſon. 
Pariſmenos then humbled himſelf upon his knee, whom Pariſ- 
mus ſoon knew, and kindly embzaced, who certified him of all as 
had hapned, telling him how the King of Nacolia thought he was 
in Pꝛilon ftill, This news greatly rejopced his Fathers heart,

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and that whereas by reaſon of his ſadneſs, the whole Camp had

Now the time comes on that Pariſmenos is to be burnt, tc 
which purpoſe Maximus cauſed a Stake to be ſet up in the midſt 


ok the City, and an infinite of Citizens were at that ſame 


time of Execution met together to ſee the ſame, that all the 
Heule⸗tops, Windows , Turrets, Streets, aud every place 
were filled with their abundance : Angelica hearing thereof; 


began to exclaim and cry cut moſt bitterly, making ſuch mourn- 


ful >= that it would have moved a heart of fone to 
pity her, 

When the time of Execution was come, Maximus, the Queen, . 
the King of Lybia, Santodelodoro, and many thouſand Knights 
of Nitolia, Lybia, and Barbary, were affemlled and ſcated 10. 
ſe the lame, and Judges gone to the Dungeon to bzing fozth 
the Pziſoncr. 

No the Japloz's UUitfe- befo2e. they came, miſling of. her 
Musband, had bꝛoke open the Dungeon, Doz, where ſhe found 
him dead, and the Pziſoner eicaped, and fearing the King's ſurp, 
durlt not diſcloſe the lame, but having apparelled her Pusband 
in his Garments, told them the Pziſoncr was dead, who think- 
ing it had been the right body, cauſed thzee oz four Slaves to 
take up the lame and bear it in mourning to the place ot Exe⸗ 
cution. 5 

Angelica ſ&ing the time aw ncar, and having woꝛd bꝛought 
her that Paiimenos was already gone with the Judges, Legan - 
to tcar her golden Pair, caſt of all her Dznaments from her 
Pead, and raged ſo extreamly, that her Damzels could not hold 
her, and getting a-Knife in her Band, ſhe deſperately vowed 
that if any did but touch her, ſhe would pꝛeſently end her life with 
the ſame: and ſo ran cut of her Chamber into the Court, and 
{rom thence into the City, and lo to the place of Execution, and 
as the Bing at that time was giving his Judgment accozding 
ta the Law. 

The Ladies ſ&ing her deſperatencſs durſt not ſtay her, but ran 
after her, and when ſhe came to the place, the firſt ran to the fire, 
inten; 
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intending that ik ſhe found him there, ſhe would die with him: 
but ſuddenly eſpying the Pearſe, and Judges ſanding by it, ſhe 
ran thither, and he: Golden curled Locks hanging down her 
ſhoulders, her Eyes ſwollen with griek, her G2naments all 
betozn and tattered, her Pands all beſmeared with blod that 
the had cut with holding faff the Knife, and her face with the 
lame blod all belmeared. | 

The Bing and Queen knowing her, ran to her with great 
haſte, and the Bing of 'Lybia and Santodelodoro were much ama- 
3ed at it, the Citizens in an uproar, and the Judges offered to 
lay hands on her; but ſhe ſtarting back, ſet the Knives point to 
her Jdory bzeak, pꝛoteſting that they offered to touch her, ſhe 
would goze it in her Yearts-blod : But by this time her Father 
and Mother was come to her, but ſhe would not ſuffer them to 
come near her, but vowed if they div, ſhe would be her own death; 
with that they were all aſtoniſhed, and the Ladies ſfood 
weeping and lamenting : At laſt, one of the Judges ſaid, Good 
Angelica be quiet, this Knight is already dead in Pziſon, An- 
gelica then with her hand Ciriking away the hair that cover 
ed ſome part of her face, viewing the Knife' with a fearful lok, 
aud-p2eſently after with an amazed countenance fixing her eyes 
on her Father, laid: 

Percileſs-and cruel Bing; That Tyranny is this pou have 
ſhewed, to be the unjuſt Exccutioner of that moſt Noble Pan, 
who never veſerv'd ſuch rigour, but only came into this Country 
foz my ſake + whoſe Death ſhall be the end of my life: Mea⸗ 
vens grant this ſhedding; of his innocent Blod map not go un- 
revenged : All Plagues of Heaven and Carth light upon their 
accurſed Head that did this deed: Mere lies true Loyalty and 
conſtant-Uertue flain : Here lies Ualour and Knightly Ponour 
Maſſacred: Here lies the Knight whoſe Splendoz did beautifie 
the Glozies of all the Knights in the Wold 2 Mere lies Inno⸗ 
cent pity fallly accufed by the dillopal King of Libya, whom, were 
he living, would with his countenance abate his ccurage: In 
him fined all P2oweſs, and by his death what have pou gained, 
but bale Ignominious Inkanp, and perpetual ame and diſho- 
naur to all Poſterity⸗ . 4 
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As ſte was continuing the length of her Sperch, the peoples 
voices ſounded kozth an Eccho of another diſmal cry; ſoz Mur 
cellus having knowledg of the Execution, at the Lady Panoracs 
Þouſe, being but half Apparelled, caught up his @wozd dzawn 
and came running towards the place, murdering ſuch as hin⸗ 
d2ed his ſpeed, and laming and cutting thoſe that interceptev 
his haſty ſteps, getting p2elently to Angelica, folding her in one 
arm, and grafping his blody Dwozd in another, ſaying, Dh 
Siſter, what joy do J conceive to ſ pour Loyalty » Now J & 
you loved Pariſmenos; be conſtant (dear Diſter ) and let us both 
die with him, who would not have refuſed a thouſand deaths fo 
our ſakes, 

Then all the multituve began tg crp cut with a loud voice, 
Szve the Kings Children, {ave the Kings Children, &c. And 
ſuch a Putinp began to ariſe, that the Earth ſeemed to ſhake 
with the noiſe they made. | 

The Japl2s Wite all this while ſanding by, and ſ&ing the 
two young; Princes ready to ſacrifice themſelves, being aſſured 
that none but her ſelf knew the truth, aud that it reſted in her 
power to {ave their lives, e:pecially being touched with remozſe, 
the ſuddenly ſtept unto the-two poung Painces, ſaying, ſtap, Y 
beſctch you, tap, and hear the truth of all: This dead body, 
which vou fppole to be Pariſmenos, is the Japloz, though clad 
in his Apparel, fo; that wozthy Knight eſcaped out of the Dun- 


geon; and it pau behold the Co2ps, you will find it to be the Bo⸗ 


dy of my VYusvan>: % hereupon Marcellus went to the Yearſe, 
and caring of the cloth that covered the ſame, knew it was not 
Pariſmenos: Then caſting down the Swozd, he embzaced Ange- 
lica in both his arms, who ſceing the truth of all, and that Pa- 
riſmenos was eſcaped, with whom ſhe came on purpaſe foz co die, 
let fall her Knife, and was pꝛelently cloathed by the Ladics that 
attended her. | 
Maximus was ſo amazed with this news, that he ſtod like 
one ſenſeleſs; the King of Lybia foz ſhame of Angelicaes ſpecches 
held down his Head, and all the whole aſſembly of beholders 
were confounded in their thoughts, and ſtod like men transfo2- 
med into admiration, 
Ee Ju 
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In the midſt of this amazement, came a Knight poſting from 
the Camp with all ſpeed, his countenance hewꝛaping ſome Tra⸗ 
gical Peflage, who uttered theſe Speeches? 

Polk Noble King, whilſt thou ſtand here debating matters of 
ſo [mall impoꝛtance, the Bohemians have deſtroyed many thou- 
lands of pour Souldiers, who run up and down like men agaſt 
foz want of their Captains, that all the fields are ſtrewed with 
their dead bodies, the Ualleys filled with blod, and the Plain 
ground d2unk there with; our enemies arms are tired with llay⸗ 
ing, and we compelled to flie fo2 fear, with ſpeed therefoze re⸗ 
turn, 02 the pꝛide of Natolia is loft, 

Then began a new terroz, Maximus, the King of Lybia, 
Santodelodoro, Pridamor, and all the Nobles of Natolia haſted 
to the Camp, and Marcellus in to get him Armour: The Nueen, 
Angelica, and all the reſt of the Ladies, went to the top of a 
Tower to behold this great Wattle z moſt of them to ſ& the, Bo- 
hemians death, but Angelica to behold the Ualour ef Pariſmus, 
whom the heard was come to redeem his Son Pariſmenos, and 
in ſome ſo2t to ſ& him amonglt them, her heart pꝛaping conti- 
nually foz the Bohemians Uictory. I | 

By this time Maximus and the reſt were come to the City 
Gates, where they met with thouſands flying to ſave their lives, 
whom they commanded to. face about, and being without the 
Gates, they could hardly paſs foz the flaughtered Carkaſles of 
Moors, Natolians, and Lybians that lay dead; and in the Camp 
they ſaw ſuch terrible laughters, and heard ſuch grievous Cries 
that it amazed their ſenſes: Bere lay thouſands lain; there 
lay thouſands gaſping fo2 life, and wallowing in their own blod ; 
others lay mangled with wide gaping Wouuds , their Yo!ſe 
and Pen lay both dead together; the Natolians flying, the Bohe- 
mians purſued with their "Dwo2ds died in Blod 2: Then Maximus 
cheered up his Souldiers, and the King of Lybia began to gas 
ther together his ſcattered Foꝛtes; Santodelodoro went amongſt 
his Moors, and thoſe that were almoſt quite vanquiſhed, he dzew. 
up £0 a head, a | 

Pariſmenos. having knowledg of Maximus's appꝛoach, never 
telt ſeeking till they had found him, which, when he had 8 — 

ed 
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ſeemed to ſtretch fozth his Arms with great fury, and bzandiſh- 
ing his Swozd, he ſmote at him with ſuch violence, that he beat 
him off his Yo!ſe,_ aud being fallen from his Yozſe, he would 
have trodden him to death, but that Duke Pridamor ſing the 
King in ſuch diſtrels, with a thouſand of his Souldiers reſcued 
him, but befo2e they could attain to their deſire, many of them 
loft their lives. | 

Pariſmus in the mean time met with the King of Lybia and 
unhozſed him, andafter him many hundzed Knights, ſo that none 
came within compaſs of his Swoꝛd but fell: Pollipus on the 
other ſide continued a cruel fight againſt Santodelodoro, that 
thouſands of Moors loſt their lives by his valour, and ſuch terri⸗ 
ble maſſacres were perfozmed by Pariſmenos, that all that beheld 
him wondzed thereat, who had taken Duke Pridamor Pziſoner 
and ſent him to his Tent, | | 

The Qucen and Angelica all this while ſtood and beheld the 
Eattle, the one with fear, the other with joy; the Queen fear- 
ing Maximus death, Angelica in hope that the valiant Knight the 
ſ& in Azure Armour beſet with Cagles of Gold, was Pariſme- 
nos, which hope was b2ed in her by viewing pꝛeciſelp his p20- 
po2ttonable body, | «i 

By this time the night began to appꝛoach, and the Bohemians 
being weary with purſuing their enemies, withdzew themſelves 


to their Tents, appointing diligent watch to be kept thzoughout 


tha whole Camp. | 

e Natolians and the reſt of the other parties, being glad of 
ſome reſpite, returned to their Tents allo, and numbzing their 
men, found the moſt part of them flain, and many grievouſly 
wounded, that they could hardly bury their dead, 

Maximus was carried into the City grievouſly wounded, but 
the King of Lybia and Santodelodoro ſtabed in the Tents in the 
Field: Angelica was returned to her Chamber very ſickly, by 
reaſon of the extream veration ſhe had endured that dap, but 
afterwards revived her ſelf- again by a 9 that he was 
her beloved Ko2d, whom the ſq lately beheld,; Marcellus was re- 
turned to Lady Panora's Youſe, tozmenting himſelf with great 
grief foz Dalcia's abſence , fearing that ſhe was periſhed, en⸗ 
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tring into ſuch woful lamentations, that the old Lady feared he 
would have vdeftroyed himſelf, Dulcia likewiſe all this while 
remained in the Bohemian Camp in great ſozram foz the want of 


Marcellus: And thus they continued in great ſafety, but doubted 
of ever ling each other again. .

Arly the next mozning, Maximus, the King of Ly- 
bia, and Santodelodoro, with the States of Na- 
q foli2, aſſembled together to determine about the 
10, Doubtful iſſue of this War, and at laſt by a ge- 
TSIK ueral aſſent they reſolved to Parley with their 

enemies, and to that intent ſent out a Verald to 


Pariſmus, who pꝛeſently returned anſwer, That if the Bing of 


Natolia would Parley with him in the Field between both rhe 
Camps, he wonld there meet him, and conclude a Peace foz one 
day, which the King of Natolia accepted; and immediately go- 
ing fo2th to met him, Maximus faid thus: 

Pzince of Bohemia, what is it thou craveſt at my hands + Dz 
wherefoze haſt thou bzought ( contrary to the Laws of Kings ) 
an Army of Souldiers, where thou art not to ſet foting wißt 
my Licenſe ? | : | ” 

Natolian Tyrant, replyed he, J come to redeem my Don, 
whom thou haſt murdered contrary to Law, Juffice, and Cqui- 
ty, whoſe 3Blod J require at thy cruel Yands ; Alſo to revenge 
the manifold wzoug thou haſt done him in the behalf ok the 
King of Lybia's falſe Actuſation. : 

I have (quoth Maximus) done nothing to thy Son but ac- 
co2ding to the Laws of this Land, which punifheth Rape ( e- 
fpecially in a King's Daughter) with death, 

Py Son, laid he, never committed any ſuch foul Act, but car- 
ried away Angelica with her willing conſent, whereby he is un⸗ 
jy Judged : Withal, I demand her of the, as of * 
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longs unto him, kfoz that le is his Betrothed Wife, whom A 


will have bekoze J leave Natolia, oz ſee the ruine of the and thy 
Kingdom, therefoze pield her up into my cuſtody, Santodelodoro 
then ſtepping fo2th, laid: 

Thinkeft theu (Bohemia) to command us in this place 
No, no, thou art to weak; therefoze begon quickly, oz thou 
ſalt ſon ſee many Moors here as ſhgll confound thy ſenles 
with amazement, Know (quoth the Pzince ) that what A 
have ſaid J will perfozm, and ſolittle do X eſtem your Foꝛces, 
that J will give von thoſe Pꝛiſoners again which we have taken 
_ Ranſome-; UWhcreupon he delivered Pridamor unto 
them. 

Many other ſpeeches paſt between them; but in the end Maxi- 
mus wgs fo enraged, that he ſwoze by Meaven add Earth, he 
would ſoner ſe his own death, his Countries wack, and Ange- 
licaes deſtruction, rather than he would pield her into his cuſto⸗ 
dy: Which when he ſaw, he departed, 

Pariſmenos was moſt of all troubled when he heard Maximus 
Speeches, whom he knew to be ok ſo cruel a diſpoſition, that he 
would rather ſ& her death, than be croſt of his will, ſo that he con⸗ 
tinued in a very great perplexity of mind: But as ſon as they 
were departed, Pariſmus, Pollipus, and Pariſmenos, began to 
conſult what to do, every one being defirous of Uictory 3 at laſt, 
Pariſmenos (aid 3 

. Polk Noble Father, if A may pzeſumy to give counſel to you, 
that is of far greater Wiſdom, and better experienced in theſe 
Partial Diſciplines, this is my opinion: The King is of that 
cruel diſpoſition, that rather than he will be croft in his will, he 
will ſ& the deſtruction of Himſelf and his whole Poſtcrity; it is 
not Ualour, but Frenſ& makes him thus reſolute; our Foes like⸗ 
wiſe are ſo weakned by the laſt laughter we made among them, 
thac if we can give them another ſudden Dnſet, they will be ut⸗ 
terly ruined: Beſides, the Kings only Son is my dear Friend, 
in whoſe fidelity J dare repoſe my life, who. (if he could attain 
the City) would be ready to aid us, therefoze the beſt way is to 
give the Dnſet when they are in their ſecure lep, which will be. 
luch terroz ts them, that they will be like men amazed. _ 

Parif» 
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Pariſmus hearing his wo2ds, liked them very well, and thus he 
contrived the buſineſs: The Army to be divided into ther 
parts, the firſt under his own conduct, the ſecond under the Ge- 
nerals, and the third under his Sons, which was ſo ſecretly 
effected, that not any ok their enemies had the leaſt knowledg 
thereof, DE, 

About midnight, when all things were ſilent, and the Getu- 
lians void of ſuſpition, (fe Bohemians left their Tents, and Pol- 
lipus with his Fozces gave the Dnſet, violently ruſhing into the 
Getulians Camp on that fide was next them + Pariſmenos 
went between him and the City, and the Pzince marched about 
with his Fozces, and invaded them on the back-ſide : Eut the 
Getulians being then in their dead fleep, not dzeaming of any 
ſuch Plot, that they ran up and down ſeveral ways, ſome wea⸗ 
ponleſs, ſome half armed, others with their Dwozds dzawn, and 
the Bohemians in the midſt of them, making an exc&ding great 
laughter. 

The King of Lybia and Santodelodoro, were ſo eager that 
they ran up and down crying out, Courage, Courage ; and being 
armed, they began to en:ourage their Souldiers with many com- 
foꝛtable ſpeeches» but the Bohemians were ſo thick amongſt them, 
and had ſo much dilozdered them, that ſome loſt their lives as 
they were putting on their Armour, others were killed whilſt 
ſlep were in their eyes, and ſome killed even when they were 
lifting up their hands to give the firſt blow, and others flain be- 
. foze they could real thefr ſenſes from amazement : There you 

might have heard the cries of murdered ſouls, where Mars was 
ſeated in his blody Thzone , and Revenge filling his thirſty 
heart with blod ; Fear ſtanding on the one ſide, and Terroz on 
the other, whilſt the Moors ſtod with ghaſtly countenances, and 
Uictozp appearing on rhe Bohemians Swozds, The Pzince 
behind him laughtering ſome befoze they could lok back, Pol- 
lipus, befoze them with great fury, parting their Souls from 
their Bodies; Pariſmenos with his blody Swoꝛd cutting off 
their paſſages from the City: The Pzince then met with San; 
todelodoro, making him fly to ſave himſelf from death, Pollipus 
met with Pridamor and gave him many wounds, that he durſt no 


longer 
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longer abide his ſight : Pariſmenos turned back the King of Ly- 
bia, whom he met haſting to the City, purſuing him with ſwift 
blows ſo violently, that — he not withdzawn himſelf amongſt 
a company of Lybians, he had there dyedby his bands, All the 
Natolians were amazed and tcrrified in their theughts, being ſo 
furioufly aſſaulted by Bohemians and Theſſalians, that they began 
to fly and leave the Camp, every one ſhifting to ſave his own 
life, making ſuch a terrible cutcry, that the noiſe thereof was 
heard in the City, and the Citizens thinking there had been 
ſome mutiny in the Camp amongſt the Souldiers, ran out at the 
City Gates, which advantage Pariſmenos eſpying, ſon entered 
and got the poſſeſſion thereof, OR 


Then began the Citizens to cry out, and run ſeveral ways; 


the Beacons were let on fire, the Bells rung with a hideous 


noiſe, and every ſign of ruine aud deſtruction was made: At laſt 
this news came to Maximus, who being greatly enraged thereat, 
ſuddenly caught up His Dwozd, and ran towards the City, the 
Bnights p2eſently armed themſelves, and the Ladies fozſok their 
Beds, wzinging their hands, and making great Lamentation 2 
Angelica being frightned with their Cries, apparelled her ſelf, 
not knowing the cauſe of ſo mighty a Tumult: Marcellus was 
now awakned with the noiſe of the neighing and trampling of 


Pozſes, beating of Dzums, andſounding of Trumpets 3 he ſtar⸗ 


ting, and with his Swozd in one hand, and Doublet in another, 
_—_ into the ſtreet to ſ& what might be the cauſe of that Tu⸗ 
mult. a 

By this time all the City was filled with Souldiers, and Pa- 
riſmenos was gotten to the Court Gates, where he met with the 
Natolian Bing, but would not offer to touch him, albeit he ſaw. 
him run deſperately amongſt the Bohemian Souldicrs, murder- 
ing all that ſtod next him: At laſt he met with his Son Marce!- 
lus, who deſired him to abſent himſelf ; Foz Father, ſaid he, 
you will elſe be deſtroyed by the Common Souldiers : But 
Maximus being the moze enraged than mollified, ruſhed in a- 
mongſt the middle of them, without any conſideration, wounding 


* ſome, and kill'd many that offered not to touch him; but his care⸗ 


lels fury wzought his downfal , and his own folly confirm- 
ed; 
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ed the Pꝛopheſie be had lo long feared, fo2 moſt lamentally in 
the thzong of the Bohemian VYozſemen- he was trodden to death. 
By this time Marcellus was come to the Court, fearing that the 
Souldicrs ſhould enter there and aftright the Queen and An- 
gelica, where he found Pariſmenos, though unknown, keping rhe 
entrance; at whom he ran with his Swod point, Mold, held, 
guoth he, Marcellus, here is none but friends. Who art thou that 
knoweſt me- J am thy dear friend, ſaid he, and wiſh the to 
come ſpiedily into the Court, left thou be hurt amongſt my Soul- 
diers. Marcellus hearing him, knew his voice, and therefoze he 
withdꝛew himſelf, | | 
By this time the Pꝛince of Bohemia and Pollipus, had taken 
Santodelodoro and the Natolian Duke Pꝛiſoners, the King of 
Lybia was fled, and the common Doultiers having ranſackt the 
Camp, began to plunder the City till the day began to appear; 
but the Bohemian Commanders, by D2ders from the Pꝛince, ha- 
ving aſſembled themſelves together, gave charge that no Soul⸗ 
— whatſoever, ſhould enter the Citizens Poules upon pain of 
cath, : 

The Nobles ſ&ing what laughter the Bohemians Had made, 
how the Moors and Lybians were fled, and the City ready to be 
deſtroyed, came and told the Queen the truth ok all, who mifling 
Maximus, pꝛeſently ran into the City to lok him, renting her 
Garments, and making great ſozrow, at length ſhe found him 
where he lay dead, not laughtered by Pen, but by Beaſts, caſt- 
ing her ſelf careleſly and deſperately upon his Cozps, offering 
often to do her ſelf violence, but that ſhe was withheld by thoſe 
that ſtod by her, and taking up the dead body as it was carried 
to the Court in great Lamentation fo2 his untimely end; but 
Marcellus coming to Pariſmus, ſaid: 

Moſt Noble Pꝛince of Bohemia, J beſe&ch pou ſtay pour furi- 
tus wꝛath, and ſeek not the deſtruction of this City aud us; foz 
now Maximus is dead, here is none will make any reſiſtance a⸗ 
gainſt peu, but ſoner entertain you with willing hearts, being 
always unwilling to have moved pou to ſeek his revenge, but 
it conſiſted not in any to contradict mp Fathers will, who was 
.over-ruledby his own folly. 
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Pariſmus having notice given him befoze that he was Marcel⸗ 
lus, who had always ſo dearly loved his Son, made him anſwer, 
Noble Pꝛince, think that J no way ſought to injure pou, but to 
revenge my Don, and redeem his wꝛongs, which now the juſt 
Meavens have done in my behalf; but what reſtitution can be 
made foz his lols, whole untimely death was pzocured by the 
King's cruelty : J ſeek not your harm but his recovery, there⸗ 
foze be you afſured of peace, and reſt confident that J will at 
* requeſtceaſe all further ſtrife, upon your Pzincely pꝛomile 
of ſecuritp. 

Py Lozd, ſaid Marcellus, J have always Ponoured your 
name, much moze do J affect pour pꝛelence, deſiring nothing 
moze then to be well eſteemed ol you, and becauſe che King ts 
dead, and J to rule next in his Thꝛone, whoſoever offereth inju- 


ry to the wozſf of pour Souldiers, J will hate him whilſt 3 live, 


thercfoze J beſeech you reſt in aſſurance of mp pꝛomile, and vouch- 
ſafe ſuch entertainment as our. Court pieldeth, though coo infe- 
riour to harbour pour Royal Perſon ; with that they embꝛacen 
each other, and departed to the Court, having appointed Their 
Captains what to doe IL d e 
The Souldiers that were t! n diſperſed in ſevetar prater ur 
the City, then returned to the Camp, ſaving ſome few that ſaid 
to guard the Pꝛince: Marcellus ſent out Peſlengers to gath 
together all the ſcattered Craops ot the. Getulians, and gave them 
great Rewards: Thoſe that were: alſo mained and wounved, 
he cauſed. to be ' bjought to a great Molpital, where they: were 
carefully loked unto by skllful Phyſicians, and every one kindly 
gratified by Marcellus,

Pariſmenos ( befo2e being not minded to diſcover himſelf ) ſe 
ing the oft change of her countenance, and abundance ok tears, 
whereby he ſaw her Yeart was exceedingly opp2eſt with care, 
now unarmed his Mead, being dzawn thereto with joy foz her 
pꝛeſence, hoping now ko2 ever to enjoy her without contradicti- 
on, and fozced thereto by a reſfleſs deſire to comfozt her and 
himſelf, that when her epes were full of tears, her Heart full of 
grief, and all ſad to ſee her ſozrow, he came and embzaced her in 
his arms: Marcellus then ran unto him with great joy, the La- 
dies were glad, and the Nobles were all pleaſed, and wichin few 
days after caſt aſide all ſozrow fo2 Maximus death, becauſe they 
had lived in diſquiet during the time of his Reign, only the 
Nuten reſted in heavinels.

Court, which Marcellus and Pariſmenos hearing of went 
fozth to met them: Then Pariſmenos yielded Sicheus many 
thanks fo2 his kindneſs, and Marcellus did the like to Camillus. 
Pariſmenos and Remulus then _ to renew their — 

2 at 
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That by the appꝛoach of theſe States, and a gallant number of 
Knights that attended them , the Getulian Court exceeded in 
Royalty, and all in General after Maximus Funeral was pers 
fozmed, remained in great content. 

The King of Lybia after this terrible Wattel was ended, de⸗ 
parted towards his own Country, and Santodelodoro ſent the 
remnant of his diſmayed Moors into Barbary, but himſelf ſtaid a 
while in the Court. 

Manp days together ſtaid this Royal Aſſembly in the Ge- 

tulian Court, ſpending the time in Yonozable Exereiſes 3; and 
Pariſmenos had obtained the conſent of the Peers to marry An- 
gelica, and Marcellus had cauſed Dulcia in moſt ſtately ſozt to 
be fetched from the Bohemian Camp, and to be Yonoured as his 
betrothed Nueen, ſo that by this means all of them enjoyed 
their Hearts content, and delighted themſelves in each others 
pelence. 

The Solemnities of the Weddings being appointed, and 
much ſumptuous p2eparation made againſt the day, the Knights 
making ready their bright Armour and rich Furnitures againſt 
the Triumph, the Ladies erecting choice of coſtly Attires and 
D:naments to adozn their Eeauties, Scaffolds building to be- 
hold the Tilt, and every mays mind repleat with joy, all being 
willing to Yongur their Nuptials ; 535 

Now the Getullays have a cuſtom, which is generally obſer- 

ved amongſt chem, that the Bꝛidee, the day befoze their marriage, 

offer Sackifice in Hymens Temple, whom the married folks a- 

doze as a God, which ſuperſtitions cuſtom is in ſuch regard a⸗ 

mongl them, that they count it not lawful fo; any to marry be- 


that negleg the ſame, and elfeming them enriched with many 
bleſſings that do theſe Þuperſtitions with moſt Devotions. The 
manner whereok is this: 

The Bzideg are adozned with rich aud coſtly Oznaments, and 
Crowned with Garlanys of Flowers, and in tha: ſozt they go 


ſence, which is Balls of Frankinſence and Koſe-water, which 
themlelves calt into the fire that burneth vpon the Alter; then

foze they have perfoumed theſe Kites, reputing them foz accurſt 


to the Temple attended by one Damzel, who carrieth the In⸗ 


Hymens 
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*Hymeus Pzieſt ſaith certain P2ayers, and uſeth to bleſs them 
with certain wozds, pꝛaping a long time unto the Gods of Par- 
riage. 

The time of Angelica's and Dulcia's Wedding being now 
tome, Dulcia was appointed to go to Hymens Temple the firſt 
day (foz but one at once could offer Sacrifice ) and Angelica 
the next, which Solemnity Dulcia perfozmed in great Pomp, 
and the next mozning Angelica attiring her ſelf after the ucual 
manner was conducted to the Temple doz by Pariſmus, Siche- 
us,. Remulus, Camillus, Santodelodoro, Pullipus, Pridamor, 
and many other gallant Knights ; beſides a Train of Courtlp 
Ladies; entring the Temple with none but Anna, whom ſhe 
moſt dearly loved: The do being faſtned by the Pzieſt, the 
Knights and Ladies returned back to the Court till her return, 
which would be about three hours after. 

The Pyeſt having fozgotten ſomething that belonged to the 
Sacrifice, went back ts his Youſe to fetch the ſame, where he 
had no ſoner entred, but he eſpied certain Knights that ſuddenly 
laid Hands upon him; the Pꝛieſt marvelling at this ſudden out⸗ 
rage, demanded what they were, and wherekoze they came; to 
whom one replted : We come koz Angelica, and her we will 
have; and therefoze ſpeak but one wozd moze and thou dieſt: ſa 
then the chiefeſt of them commanded two of his Servans to bind 
him: ſo he did, and with one Knight moze in his company ens 
tred the Temple. 

Angelica ſ&etng two Knights in Armour, was ſuddenly aghafk, 
fearing: ſome treachery 3 (as indeed it ſo fel out) foz one of 
theſe Knights p2eſently came to Angelica and told her the mult 
go along with him; and then tok her by the Arm ts lead her 
gut of the Temple, whereupon Anna began to ſhrick and ery 
out, but the other dzawing fozth his Dagger, \woze that it He 
made any noiſe he would ſtab her to the Heart. Angelica ſeeing 
her ſclf thus betraid, laid: Uillain, what cutrage is this thou: 
oflereſt me 2 whither wilt thou convey me 2 what Treaſon. dof 
thou intend 2 tn «, 

Peace Lady, quoth he, foz pou ſhall go along with me; nei⸗ 
ther make any reſiſtance, foz that which J came foz J will — 

an 
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fozm : then taking her by the Arm, he led her by foxce ont of 


the Temple intothe Pꝛieſts Youſe, where the ſaw the Pzieg 
lap bound, and from out of his Poule they conveyed her into a 
Litter, which was made ſo cloſe, that though the made great la⸗ 
mentation yet ſhe could not be heard, and cauſing Anna to get 
up behind a Knight, they carried them away with the Pzieft ; ann 
which they did ſo cloſely, and with luch expedition, that they el⸗ 
caped away undeſcryed, by reaſon the Temple was on che out⸗ 
lide of the City. 

Now the Bnight that carryed away Angelice, was the are 
barons King of Tunis, named Irus, who long time befoze Pariſme. 
nos arrival in that Country had been a Suiter to Angelica, but 
was denyed by Maximus, and therefoze departed in great diſ- 
content, who having ſojourned a long time in Getulia, knew 
their cuſtoms, and hearing of all that had befaln in che Court, 
and of the King's death, and had many days attended this op⸗ 
poztunity, well knowing befoze that the would come to Hymens 
Temple to offer the accuſtomed Sacrifice; ls came at the very 
inttant and ſurpzized her, and having paſled without ſuſpicion out 
ok the Suburbs ofthe City, he haſted with allſped to his Coun⸗ 
try : But by the way as they went, they entred into a thick 
Md, where lrus purpoſed to reſt himſelf, ſtudying there which 
way to take, fearing to beſurp2ized, foz that he knew ſhe would 
ſon be miſt : He had not ſtaid there long but he was veſcryed of 
ſome Knights that lived in thoſe Mods, the cauſe of whoſe a⸗ 
bode in that place will be declared in the Chapter, who hearing 
the many Lamentations Anna made, ſet upon Irus, whom they 
thought to be a perſon of great Dignity by the richneſs of his 
Armour, which was on the skirts and fides Enamelled and beſec 
with rich Stones, and all over beſet wich bleeding Yearts of 
Azure. : 

Irus ſ&ing himſelf thus beſet, d2ew his Sword, whereupon 
one of the company blew a Yozn, and pꝛeſently there came ten 
men well armed, equalling the number that was with Irus, 
between whom began a terrible Combat, which continued ſo 
long, that there was ſome flain on both fides : Hymens Pꝛieſt 
ſeing this, ſecretly ſtole away, and Angelica hearing the nie 
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looked out of the Litter, wondzing who they were that ſought to 
xeſcue her; but moſtof all what they were that had ſtole her from 
the Temple, at which ſight ſhe was ſo oppꝛeſt with terroz, that ſhe 
was ready to give up the Ghoſt, 

The Combat continued ſo long, that moſt of Irus's Knights 
were ſlain, and grievoufly wounded, ſaving Irus himſelf, who be⸗ 
ing of great courage, continued the fight with much valour ; but 
his Adverſary being a Knight of great policy and ſtrength, locn 
bꝛought Irus within his mercy, who fearing his death, deſired him 
ts ſtay his hand. Tell me (quoth he) then who thou art, J will 
not (ſaid Irus) tell the my name, but J am of Tunis: Angelica 
hearing that, gave a great ſhzick, and the Knight loking back bez 
held her, whom he thought to be rather ſome Divine Eſſence 
than a moztal Creature, her Mead being adozned with a moſt curi- 
ous Garlandof Flowers, whereat being. amazed at her excellent 
Beauty, he ſaid: What Lady is this, that is ſo fearful to hear 
thy name : It is, (replyed he) Angelica, with that he fell down: 
th2ough faintneſs and effuſion of blod: The Bnight then coming 
to Angelica, ſaid : : 

Madam, vou are now mine by Conqueſt, therefoze fear not 
his name, but go with me, where you ſhall not want foꝛ any thing 
you deſire : then taking her out of the Litter, he carried Angelica 
and Anna away with him, and left Irus amongft his Buights al- 
molt wounded to death, whereof there was but. the ot them as 
had eſcaped with life. 1

he Paieſt (as was befoze declared) having 
of! 1992 thus eſcaped, haſted with all ſped to the Ci⸗ 
tp: The Citizens leing him running as 
ni [age if he were aghaſt, whom they thought had 
den at the Temple, ( foz all ſuppoſed that 
Angelica was there) wondered thereat 3 inſo- 
25 8 much, that many ok them ran after him, who 
being come to the Court, met the Bꝛidegrom and all the reſt of 
the states going towards the Temple, who beholding the Pꝛieſts 
behaviour, was d2iven into great admiration; but he humbling 
himſelf befoze them, at the p2eſent being ſcarce able to ſpeak, 
cryed out, The Pzinceſs Angelica, Angelica, (and after he had 
recovered a little mo2e bzeath, he ſaid) Angelica is betrayed, and 
ſtoln away from the Temple. | 
Pariſmenos was fo confounded in his thoughts, that he knew 
not where he was, and all the reſt were ſo diſmayed, that they did 
not know what to think, but the Pꝛieſt to put them out of doubt 
declared the truth of all that had hapned, and how that he had left 
the Painceſs in the Mad called the Deſart. Pariſmenos hear⸗ 
ing his ſpethes, ſaid, what Knight will bzing me to that place! 
with that every one ran foz his Yozſe, but Pariſmenos and Mar- 
cellus being firſt mounted, poſted with all ſpeed towards the 
Deſart 3 Pariſmus, Sicheus, and all the reſt pꝛeſently mounted 
| themſelves, that on a ſudden the whole Country was overſpzead 
| with Knights. | 
| This news being noifed thzough the Court, the Lo2ds betook 
themſelves to their Pozles, and the Ladies ran to the Temple, 
where miſſing Angelica, they filled the hollow Uaults with 
Lamentations; the Courtiers were amazed, the City in an up⸗ 
| roze 
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roze, and the Queen in great perpfexity: Ey this time PariC. 
menos and Marccllus had centred thc Ds (art, where accozting to 
the Pꝛieſts woꝛds they fourd lru am ongſt His ſew wounded 
Lnights almoſt dead, whole cad being: unarmed, Marccllusfan 
knew him, andremcmbzing te Pricſts Speeches how he had 
deſcribed him, kncwthat he was the Knig ht that had carried a⸗ 
way Angelica, whereupon Pi iſnn nos being enragen oſtered 
to have run him thozow, but Marcellus ſlaping his Mand, ſaid . 
This is Irus the Bing of Tunis; with that he laid to Irus (who 
knew Marcellus) King of Tunis, what diſhonour is thi: thou 
haſt done to my Siſter? That which J have dove ( quoth Irus ) 
Jrepent not, only am ſo2ry that à have thus loſt her. Mhere 
is the, ſaid Pariſmenos, which way went te 

She was taken from us in this place, ſaid one of the wounded 
Knights, and thoſe that have her departed out of the Mod an- 
other way. 

By this time Pariſmus and Sicheus were gntred the Delart, 
but Pariſmenos and Marcellus although they ſaw them, pzeſently 
haſted that way the wounded Knight directed them, 

When the Deſart was thus beſet and ſearched th2oughout, 
Marcellus and Pariſmenos ſtaid from the haſte they made, fo 
that they met with divers Knights who told them they could 
not hear of her; Whereupon Pariſmenos at Marcellus entreaty, 
returned back to Periſmus and the reſt, to know their advice 
befoze he departed from them. Mherefoze Marcellus had great 
care of him, foz that he knew his grief was ſuch, that he could 
not return till he had found her, whole abſence would grieve 
them as much. 

The Pzince hearing the Knights repozt that had bien every 
way in her ſearch, could not tell what to think; but he deſired 
thoſe that loved Angelica to poſte again ſeveral ways in her 
ſearch, and commanded his own Knights to ride ſpedily into 
the furthermoſt paris of Natolia, and bowering Countries there- 
abouts, which he thought was the beſt means to find her, toz he 
aſſured himſelf that they could not be travelled far in chat ſhozt 
ſpace, pꝛomiſing a molt bountiful Reward to any that found her, 
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Parilmenos was ſo tozmented with grief, that he theught him- 
ſelf negligent to ſtay there, and not to be in her ſearch, but knew 
not which way to take, his ſenſes were ſoovercome-with ſozrow, 
to whom. the Pzince ſaid, be of god comfozt, Don, f62 we ſhall 
hear of Angelica again, therefoze J pzay'do not you leave us tw, 
l caſt our care be as great fo2 pour abſence; fo2 there are ſo many 
Bnights-in her ſcarch, that in this time ſhe cannot be con vepen 
Co far but we ſhall hear of her. 


My Low and Father, replyed he, J beſech you let me make 


ſome diligent ſearch koz her, otherwile my mind will not be 
ſatisfied; and J beſe&ech you return to the Court with thele Na 
bles, and leave me a while here to ſk her: As foz mp ſafcty- 
take no care, foz be aſſured, that foz her only ſake. J will kep, 
my ſelf fre from all danger, which favour: ik you pleaſe- to grant 
me, will be moze pleaſing to my mind than to be kept at Court 
in caſe. If you will (quoth the Paince ) faithfully pzomiſe 
me to return ſuddgnly again, you ſhall have my conſent, but now 
go with us to the Court, and depart tomozrow. Father,ſaid he, 
J will return to mozrow, fo2 this night J may ſ@ner find her 
than hereafter, fo2 that notwithſtanding our ſearch, pet ſhe may 
be in the Deſart, which if it be ſo, they will convey her hence 
this night. ; 

Pariimus and the reſt ſing his refolutton, and truſting to his 
P20mile to return, left him, and departed to the Court with Irus 
(fo2 the night drew on.) Marcellus would gladly have ſfaped 
with Pariſmenos, but that he perceived he rather deſired to be 
left alone, and he likewiſe having as Heavy a Yeart as any of 
the reſt, departed. 

Pariſmenos being now by Himſelf began to ſtudy what to do, 
oftentimes thinking that ſhe was within the Deſart, where ſhe 
might be he thonght by reaſon of the largenels thereof; then he 
remembzed that one of Ixus. Knights told him they left that place, 
which bꝛed a new perſwaſion in him that they were departed and 
gone ſome where elſe, that in a multitude of thoughts, not know- 
ing what to do, and having in theſe cogitations ſpent moſt part 
cf the night, being tired with grief and care, he allighted from off 
his Pole, and tied him to a Tree, ſeating himſelf e 
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ſpair ; where ( courteous Reader ) foz a while we will leave 
him to ſpeak of Angelica. 

The Bnight that reſcued Angelica from Irus, preſently con- 
veyed her tothe thickeſt of the Deſart, in the midſt whereof they 
had a Cave, (which indeed might rather be termed a Laby- 
rinth) very cunningly contrived, wherein were many Rooms, 
Uaults, and Turnings, not made by Nature, but by Art, with 
great coſt and labour, in which place it is Rece2ded, that in pꝛo⸗ 
ceſs of time the Gyant Malachus kept his ſecret abode, to tits 
Vabitation they bzought Angelica, where comfozting her with 
many fair ſpeeches (which were harſh to her hearing) they kept 
her; but ſhe refuſed all comfozt, denying to taſte any fod which 
they offered her,ſhunning their company 3 till at length the chicleſt 
of them ſaid, : 

Lady, be not thus coy, no2 uſe me thus viſceurtcouſly as to 
' Hun my company, who hath deſerved no ſuch reward, unleſs it 
were foz doing you god, fo2 J have releaſed you from the bon- 
dage you were in; fo2 my ſelf J will uſe you as Yonourably as 
Peart can wiſh, fo2 this place harboureth no Tyranny, but thoſe 
that are of an Yonourable inclination, although by misfoꝛtune we 
are dziven to live here, but not lo much by Deſtiny as Cruelty, 
impoſed upon us by Maximus the Bing: Foz know Lady, my 
name is Iconius, and was once Duke of Scxtos, but now baniſh- 
ed by pour Father from my Dukedom by the falſe accuſation of 
Low Pridamor, who occuſed me of Conſpiracy with the King 
of Tunis, who long ſince attempted by Treaſon to betray his 
life fo2 pour polleſſion, wherein the Gods knew how innocent J 
was; and being not contented with my Eaniſhment and Seque- 
firation of my Wealth, he alſo ſought to put me to death with 
great cruelty: This is the cauſe of my delolate life, wherein J 
find moze quiet than the Court yieldeth 3 then J humbly defire 
vou to be contented with ſuch homely entertainment as my Habi⸗ 
tation affozds, where you are as welcome as pou ſhould be to the 
place you moſt deſire to be in. 

Angelica hearing his ſpeeches, was moze grieved then befoze, 
fearing he would in revenge ef her Fathers cruelty, ſtill kep her 
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there, inſomuch that with the fear ſhe had conceived ſte fell into 
a dead wound. 

Anna [ging this, cryed out most lamentably, doing the Leſt 
the could to recover her, and when the had effected, Iconius hel- 
ped Anna to ggavep her Piſtrels to one of the Noms very ſick 
and in great danger of death, being diligently attended by Anna, 
who had all things neceſſary to comfo2t her, where there was 
nothing wanting. 

Iconius having left Angelica with Anna, came amongſt the 
reſt of his company, who had been once men of god Eſtimation, 
but by Fickle Foztune were dziven to live there, and had conti⸗ 
nued there foz ſeven years, where they were as far from being 
diſcovercd, as if they had not ben, ke&ping themſelves very 
cloſe, foz they knew both Court and City would be in an uproze 
fo2 Angelica's abſence, by which means the diligent ſearch that 
was made was alt in vain; foz divers Knights had paſſed over 
the Cave, but could not viſcern the ſame, the entrances there- 
to was ſo Artificially contrived, neither was there any Path to 
be ſeen, ko; Iconius living in continual fear of his life was care- 
ful thereto. | 

Pariſmenos continued all that night in the Deſart, ſometimes 
reſting himſelf, and ſometimes going up and down, meeting: with 


Birds that flie ab2oad only in the night; uttering to himſelf ma⸗ 
ny complaints and bitter fighs, both fo2 his own and Angelica's 


reſcued her from l1us 3 but moſt of all, could not imagine unto 
what ſecret place they could ſo ſuddenly convey her, either by 
many cauſes of care, and ſo little hope to find her, either by 
day oz night, he wandzed towards the Court as one careleſs, 
not caring what he did, oz whither he went, letting his Yozle 
hang down his Mead as he would, ſothat he ſemedto partake 
in his Riders ſozrow, and keing come to the Court he was kind⸗ 
ty entertained by all, | 

Maicellus and Remulus uſed all the means that might be to 
comfozt him, but it nothing pzevailed, being now a ſtrange al- 
teration in the Court 3, foz the Knights that had pzepared — 
nitures 
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many furious Weaſts, and heard the ſtrange Notes of ſeveral 


misfc2tune : Again, he marvelled what they ſhould be that had 
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nitures to adozn the Wedding, now put on Pourning; The 
Ladics that befoze rejopced, now fell to weping; The Citi- 
zens whoſe Mearts were filled with ſull delight, were now 
become penſive; The great pꝛeparation which was making 
now ſod at a ſfay, none caring whether it went backwards oz 
fo2wards, and all things in ſnchconfuſed alteration, as though 
they had been turned upſide down, that even the meaner ſozt of 
people that take delight in ling ſhowes, were grieved to be fru- 
ſtrated of their deſire, - 

In this ſozt they continued many days, being voidok all he pe, 
but only to hear ſome welcome news by luch Knights as were 
gone in ſearch of Angelica, whole diligence they knew would be 
great in that behalf; but many days continued Angelica in 
that Deſart very dangerouſly ſick, ſo that Anna thought fe could 
by no means eſcape. 

Pariſmenos likewiſe ſtaid in the Natolian Court untill all the 
Knights that went in ſearch of her were returned without news 
of her, which dzove him into new conceits and thoughts what to 
do; foz his care fo2 her abſence, and fear never to ſ& her again, 
made him weary of all company, and weary of the Court, which 
ſemed no other to him then a place of diſcontent, and the ſight 
of ſome of their mirth increaſed his grief, that he reſolved to 
leave the Court, andſpend his time in ſome ſolitary place, there- 
foze finding an oppoztunitp, he armed himſelf in a Purrp Ar- 
mour, and in a dark evening ſecretly left the Court, and went 
directly towards the Deſart. 

When he had been gone the ſpace of fcur hours he was mitt, 
foz whoſe abſence great ſozrow was made; and the next day 
manp of the Knights went in ſearch of him, from whom he le⸗ 
cretly ſhzouded himſelf, and ſaw ſome of them, but had they ſ&n 
him, they would not have known him. 

Wany days being paſt in his ſearch, they were all out of com- 
fozc to find him alſo, eſpecially the Pzince his Father remain'd 
very ſad, but yet they all conceived hopes of his ſafety, although 
they knew not where he was, aſſuring themſelves that he abſen- 
ted himſclf voluntarily. 


Within few days after, there arrived certain Knights, who 
bzought. 
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fied him that the King his Father was very ſick, ond not likely 
to live long, thercfo2e deſired him to return, which cauſed Pari(- 


mus to leave the Getulian Court, giving D2der to Pollipus to 


march away with the Bohemian Souldiers, being very unwils 
ling to leave his Son behind him, but becaule he knew there was 
no remedy foꝛ the leaf ok thoſe evils, he took his farewel of the 
reſt, accompanied by Sicheus (firſt having let Irus depart , and 
foꝛgiving him his offence) he alſo left the Court, leaving Mar- 
cellus very penſive fo2 his abſence : And afterwards Marcellus 
let the Bing of Tunis go free upon certain conditions agreed bes 
tween them: Remulus being ſoꝛry fo2 Pariſmenos and Angelica's 
misfoztune, departed towards Thrace, and Camillus and San- 
todelodoro to their own Countrics. 

Within few days after, Marcellus was with great ſolemnity 
married to Dulcia, the pꝛeparations being glozious to behold, but 
yet it was ſo darkned by the abſcence of Pariſmenos and Angelica, 
and the reſt of the States that were ſo lately aſſembled, that it 
ſeemed like joy and mourning intermingled. 

Irus being departed from the Getulian Court, glad of his own 
ſaſcty, fo2 that he beſoze feared his tife, but yet was till grieved 
that he was ſo diſappointed of Angelica; by the way as he did go 
towards his own Country , being unaccompanied, he entred the 
Deſart, his mind being dzawn to a deſire to ſe the place where he 
loft her, ncar unto which Pariſmenos remained, who eſpyirtg; Irus 


pzeſenily knew him, and thinking that he had eſcaped from the 


Getulian Court by ſtealth, thought now to be fully revenged on 
him, fo2 that he alone had by his treachery croſt his only intended 
kappineſs, that rouſing himſelf he went toward Irus, who likewiſe 
was on foot, fo that he could not enter the Wood on Yozſeback, 
v2awing his Dwowd without ſpeaking a woꝛd, ſtruck at him, pet, 
though it lighted upon his Armour, the fozce thereof bruiſed his 
ficfh ; Irus being enraged therewith, d2ew his Swozd, between 
whom began a fierce Combat, which continued a god ſpace, until 


Irus had received ſome grievous wounds, and marvelling at his- 


Encmies valour, he ſaid thus unto him: 


Knight, 


bought Letters out of Bohemia unto the Pzince, which certi⸗ 
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Knight, who art thou that offereſf me this outrage? J know 
thee not; ueither have Joffended ther. 

Jam, guoth he, Pariſmenos, the greateſt Enemp thou haft, 
and do lo mottally hate thee, that 4 will have thy life beſoꝛe 3 de⸗ 
part, with that he aſſailed him molt furioufly, and gave him ſuch 
deep wounds, that with much efluſion of blod he fell down at his 
feet fo2 dead, 

He had no ſoner bꝛought him to the ground, but he eſpyed one 
at the Mods fide, to whom he ſaid : Knight , who art theu: 
The Knight loking back, ſeeing his Swozd blody, and his Ar- 
Mour battered, ſceming to have come from fome great skirmiſt;, 
and diſdaining to be ſo peremtozily examined ok him, anſwered, 
What is that to the « Tell me who thou art that examineſt me 
in this place: 

Pariſmenos being enraged exceedingly with the ſmart of ſome 
wound he had received, ſaid, Jam one that will know who they 
art befoze J leave thee, and with that ſtruck at him? The Knight 
pꝛeſently dꝛew his Dwozd to revenge that blow, but was ſo far 
unable to withftaud Pariſmenos, that he was ſoon vanquiſfed, 
but he ſtriking another blowat him, hit him julk where his Ar- 
mour was bzoken, the fozce whereof pierced his Yeart, and he 
fell down dead, which done, Pariſmenos pulled off his Helmet 
to ſ& if he knew him, but he knew him not, whereupon he de⸗ 

arted, . 
r Sir Duke lconius hearing the noiſe of claſhing of Armour, be⸗ 
ing then abzoad, dzew toward the place where Irus lay galping 
fo2 breath, whom he p2eſencly knew to be the ſame Knight from 
whom he had taken Angelica, and unlacing his Helmet to give 
bim Air, knew him to be his dear friend lrus, foꝛ whoſe ſake he 
was baniſhed : ſo taking him up, he carried him to his Cave with 
great diligence, labouring to revive him, which by his care did at 
length attain to. | | 

As ſon as Anna beheld this Knight bzought- in, ſhe p2eſently 
knew him by his Armour to be the ſame that had taken her Pi⸗ 
ſtreſs and ſhe out of the Temple, and ſecretly enquiring of the 
Knight his name, they all made anſwer, They knew him not 


(foi inded none but Iconius knew him: ) But Angelica — 
5 ome⸗ 
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ſomewhat better recovered, Anna told her what ſhe had ſeen, ſay- 
ing ſie could not learn his name. 

Oh Anna, quoth ſhe, never enquire his name, but view him 
well, and theu ſalt ſon find him to be the Bing cf Tunis; foz 
did you not hear him ſay he was of Tunis when Iconius tok 
me from him: being much moze miſerable by his appꝛoach, foz 
Iconius and he are of ſuch familtarity, that wherees befoze A 
had almoſt won his ronlent to carry me to the Getulian Court, 
J am now out of all comfozt of that, fo2 Irus will rather ſe&&k to 
convey me into Tunis, ſo that now J ſcar me J fall never ſ& 
my beloved Knight again, but muſt be ſubject to his diſpoſition, 
who, J know, accozding to his Barbarous Nature will uſe me 
badly, that J know net what to do (Anna) in this extremity, 
but rather then J will ſubmit my ſelf to his will, A will be the 
Executioner of my own death, and tear my Peart from fo2th 
my troubled Bꝛeaſt. 

Anna then comfoꝛted her by many perſwaſions, putting her in 
god hopes in the end to attain a happy iſlue to all their unfoztu- 
nate events, 

After that Pariſmenos had flain the Knight, he returned a⸗ 
gain to the place where he left Irus, but found him not, which 
made him wonder what was become of him, thinking that he had 
recovered himſelf and ſo fled : Again, being weary, and ſome- 
what wounded, he got to his ſecret covert to reſt himſelf, deter- 
mining there ts ſpend the remnant of his life, where he continu- 
ed many days : in which time Irus remaining wich Iconjus in 
the Cave, bad recovered his Mealth, and knew him to be one 
ok the chicfeſt that had befoze endangered his life by taking An- 
gelica from him, and at length knew him to be his old friend Ico⸗ 
nius, fo2 which he had now made amends in bzinging him to his 
Cave that was likely to periſh, that having recovered his perfect 
Senſes, he uttered theſe ſpeches : 

Pow foziunate am J, god Iconius, to fall into pour Yands ? 
that otherv iſe could not have ſurvived; J have long ſince heard 
cf pour Laniſhment from the Getulian Court only foz my ſake, 

and heard how ſtrictly King Maximus ſought pour life, which be- 
ing come to my knowledge, A tought diligently to find pou 2 
wit 
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with intent to have carried yog into Tunis, but ſince J have lo 
happily found you, and have much mote cauſe to love pou, let 
me entreat you to leave this Deſart, and depart with me to Tu- 
nis, where J will pzefer you to higher Dignity then ever pou 
bad in Getulia, | 

J humblp thank you ( replied Iconius ) but J marvel what 
miladventure hath bzought you into this Country, eſpecially 
in this place. J will, ſaid Irus, tell the the truth of all. Then 
he declared unto him how he had taken Angelica out of Hymeus 
Temple, and how ſhe was reſcued from him; declaring all that 
he knew of the ſtate of Getulia, and how long ſince he depar⸗ 
ted from the Court, and how he met with a Bnight in the De- 
ſart that had almoſt flain him. 

Iconius hearing him relate theſe Adventures, ſaid + Pardon 
me, noble Irus, fo it was my ſelf tok the Lady Angelica from 
you, not knowing who you were, who now remains within 
this Cave. 

Mp dear friend, quoth Irue, was it pou that tok Angelica 
from me: How came it to paſs that you knew me not, no2 J 
pou £ Pow happy and foztunate may J be, if you continue mp 
faithful friend as heretofoze you have been, by letting me enjoy 
Angelica's p2elence 27 

My Lozd, ſaid Iconius, J have not fozgotten mp fo2mer love 
to vou, and none but pour ſelf ſhall have the cuſtody of Angelica, 
foznone hath ſo well deſerved her, oz is wozthy of her, but pon: 
therefoze vouchſafe to follow my counſel, which is this: Do 
not at firit motion pour fozmer love unto her, but uſe her very ci⸗ 
vily, and fo2 a while diſlemble the extremity of pour paſſion 3 
fo2 J perceive ſhe is deeply enthꝛalled to the Bohemian Knight, 
and to make any other love to her at firſt, will the mote encreaſe 
her affection, but when ſhe is without hope of finding him again, 
ſhe will ſon alter her mind (foz womens affectibns are vart- 
Sits, ) Irus then told him, he liked his counſel exceedingly well; 
withal, returned him hearty thanks foz the friendſhip he had re⸗ 
ccivedat his Hands. 

Iconius being departed from Irus, went p2eſently to Angelica, 
whom he found weeping, whereupon he tok occaficn to ſay An-

gclica, J much marvel why you. tozment pour ſelf with theſs 
griefs, when you ſe pour ſelf tn ety, and out of danger, have 3 
pet deſerved no better opinion at pour Yands that have been ſo 
careful of pour Health and ſafety 2 J beſeech yon abandon this 
pour ſadneſs, and contain ſome quiet, which J ſe is ready to 
gvercome pou. 

Iconius ( quoth ſhe) what Heart oppzeſt with ſo many cares, 
and verations, as Jhave endured, could refrain from grief - 
What eyes that have beheld ſuch cruelty can abſtain from ſhed⸗ 
ding infinite fiwds of ſalt tears 2 What Creature ſubject to this 
milery could contain her ſelf within the Beunds of Reaſon # and 
newall theſe are hapned, and lo many occaſtons of diſcontent 
concurred togecher, pet in the midit, one miſchief greater then 
all tbe reſt hath befaln me + Js not lrus that cruel King of Tu- 
nis within this Cave, my great Cnemy, my living Foe, who 
was the cauſe of my firſt bzinging hicher, pour pꝛokelled friend: 
to wheſe counſel ycu will ſwner pield, chen perkozm pour p2omiſe 
to me paſt, which was to convey me to the Court, but if you re- 
main conſtant, then J have the lels caule to fear Irus, but if you 
condeſcendto be ruled by his wicked perlwaſion, then J know 
my grief will be lengthened. 

Icopius hearing her ſpeches, thought it beſt to flatter her, and 
therefoze made this anlwer: Nap, Lady, caſt away ſuch fear, foz 
none ſtall ſo much over-rule me as to make me falſifie. my pꝛo⸗ 
mile, neither do J think he is of any luch diſpoſition, but ik he 
be J care not, fo2 what J have p2omiſed J will undoubtedly per- 
fozm, and would have done it befoze now, but that foz fear of 


endangering your Bealch. 


Many other Speeches paſt between them, till at Taff Iconius 
leſt her, and going to Irus told him all that had paſt ber wen 
Angelica and him, who by Iconius counſel diſiembled his Affection; 


and though he were often in Angelica's company, Me made no 
ew of ſuch carneſt Love, yet carclefly would make recital of his 


fozmer Devotions, which he ſo cunningly diſſembled, that Anse. 


lica began to reſt in aſſurance of Iconius fidelity, and hoping 
that Irus had given over his hot love, began to gather mozecom- 
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had paſt, and her late ſickneſs, was bꝛought into a weak condi⸗ 
tion, and many days it was befo2e che recovered her Pealth. 
the which Iconius thought a god excuſe to fruſtrate her deüre 
from departing. 

Pariſmenos all this while wandzed up and down the Deſart, 
living upon nothing but wild fruit, having no other Lodging 
but the cold Carth, that the Bair which then began to bud, had 
with negligent care covered ſome part of his face, which was 
grown to a great length, and his complexion ſo much altered, 
that thoſe with whom he was moſt familtar, could hardly have 
known him. | 

Now whil' he remained in this unfrequented Deſart, he had 
at ſeveral times met with many of Iconius his Conſozts, and 
ſlain them, becauſe they refuſed to pield to him, and denyed to tell 
him what they were, having taken an Dath ( vowed to Iconius 
befoze ) not to diſcover his Habitation, which they Neligioully 
kept, though in other matters they obſerved no civility: at laſt 
he met with another of his fellows, whom he aſſailed and ſon 
bzought in danger of his life, but he being of a moze Cowardly 
diſpoſition then the reſt, fled, and with much ado eſcaped; and 
coming to Iconius told him what he had ſeen, and how he had met 
wich a ſtrange Knight (oz rather a Savage Pan) that haunted | 
the Delart, that had almoſt lain him. What Armour had he on 
( ſaid Iconius: ) J cannot tell, ſaid the Knight, fo? it is ſo c- 
'ver-womn, bzuiled and battered, that neither the colour,, noz any 
thing elle is perceivable. Afluredly, replped Iconius, that is 
the Knight that hath flain ſo many ok our company, which we 
have found dead, which makes me think he is ſome diſtreſſed 
man, oz baniſhed as my ſelf is, in regard whereof A pitty him, 
and could wiſh that he were amongff us, which peradventure 
would bzing comkozt to him. 

Many other ſpeeches they had ok him, being pet of no mind 
to leck him out, which Iconius determined to do afterwards 2 
And thus continued Irus conſulting with Iconius how to MI 
Angelica's favour, Angelica likewiſe reſted in hope that Iconius 
would convey her to the Getulian Court, and Pariſmenos conti⸗ 


nued ſtill in the Delart.

How treacherouſly Irus uſed Angelica, and how he was murthered 
by Annz: How Pariſmenos arrived at Iconius' Cave, where 
he reſcued Anna from a moſt violent death; and of other ac- 
cidents that befel.

tcrwards when Angelica had fully recovered 

her Health, then Irus thought the time beſt 

„ lerved to infinuate Himſelf into her favour, fox 

the fierce flames of his foul bꝛeaſt: Eut by 

a Iconius Connlſel he wculd often frequent her 

ws company, nay, and in ſuch ſozt, as that he 

'  feemed to pity, her, and would oftenttmes en⸗ 

ter into diſcourſe of great penitence, fo2 outrage committed a- 

gainſt her, but in the end would alwayes crave her god opini- 
on of him, 

This behaviour he uled ſo long, that Angelica began to con- 
cetve very well of him, and to remit lome part of her conceived 
diſpleaſure, thinking now that he had given cver his ko2mer luit, 
and many times Iconius and all the reſt of his company, being 
out of the Cave, left Irus alone with Angelica, who behaved htm- 
fclf- in ſuch decent lozt, and with ſuch kind behavicur towards 
her in all things, that Ge theught certainty he had abandoned 
his late incivility, 

Afierwards it hay ned that upon a time when Iconius was in 
conference with lrus, he elpyed one of his Allociates come in grie⸗ 
vcuſly wounded, to whom he declared how he had met with a 
ſtrange Knight that aſſailed him ſo violently that he could hard⸗ 
ty eſcape with lite. 

Iconius hearing his lpeeches, was greatly troubled in mind 
to kr om what he ſhould be, that within ſome the days after, 
meking Irus pꝛivy to his intent, he went out of the Cave accom- 
pa nied by all the reſt of his fellows to ſ&@k him, leaving Irvs in 
the Cave, who, after Iconius departure, ſeated Himſelf down in 
8 mclanchely fiudy, thinking himſelf to fwliſh to live ſo long in 
the ſght of Angeli:a, witheut hope of her favour, and alſo began 
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to perſwade him that Iconius had ſome other intent then he 
made ſhew of, which might diſappoint him of obtaining her 
love, recalling to his ſecret view her Divine perfectons, that 
very thought inflamed his wiched Heart wich ſuch deſire, that he 
burſt fozth into hot Luſt, whereupon he pꝛelently went unto the 
place where ſhe was, who expected no other p2offer of behaviour, 
but the ſame he had befo2e uſed, ſuffering him to fit down by her, 
and entred into diſcourſe with him as kozmerly ſhe had done; 
but he having his mind continually meditating how to latisfie 
his deſire, beheld her exceed ing beauty, with a greedy Epe, and 
devoured the lame with luch an Appetite, that it augmented his 
Affection, and ſet cn fire his new invented purpoſe, which was to 
attain the poſleſſion cf her perſon and conguelt of her leve, that 
ſcizing his Hand upon hers, graſping the ſame ſometimes ſtricly, 
and then again playing with her long fingers, firing his Eyes 
upon her, and making a lad ſigh a Pꝛologue to his Speech, he 
ſaid: 

Moſt Divine Lady, pardon me if J pꝛeſume beyond the con- 
ſent of peur favourable licence to touch your precious Yard, oz 
if J enter into Dpeches that may diſagree with your fancy, oz 


to ſhew the integrity of my Devotion, but becauſe A rely upon 


pour Benignitp, and have long time by fear to be offenſive, ra- 


ther endured inward and ſecret tozment, then by my pꝛelumpti⸗ 


on pꝛocure you any dilquiet: J have long ſince concealed mp 
Love, Dutp, and Affection unte pour lwert perfection : Now 
finding you at lcalure, and feeling my paſctonate lozrows encreale, 
do humbly beleech you to pity my long continued gricfs, and grant 
me ſome favour to revive my Heart with comfozt, foz you know 
Abhave long time been enthzalled to pour Beauty,and have alwaxs 
ſtudied how to merit pour fayour, which love hath ever continued 
conſtant and immoveable, and will till ſo remain whil'ſt my life 
doth laſt, which compelled me to that boldneſs to bzing you from 
the Temple, with intent to carry pon into my Country, and to 
make you the Ruler of me and mine, therefoze ling pou have 
thus had trial of my conſtancy, what need pou deny me your love, 
conſideriag there is na Knight bath attended your liking wich 


mare fervency -

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Angelica hearing his ſpeeches, would have taken her Hand 
from him, but he keping ſtill faſt the ſame, ſhe made this reply: 
A thought you had fozgotten pour kozmer defire, and would not 
have troubled me no moze with it, eſpecially now, when rou le 
Jm not to make any change of the choice J have made, there- 
foze J ſbould count it great wiſdome in pou to abſtain from that 
which you have been ſo often denped, and ler ſo uulikely to attain; 
to2 ſhould J now pield my ſelf to pleaſe pour fancy, J ſhould dil⸗ 
honour my Name, mp Stock, and reap continuall ignominy and 
ſ\cendal to my ſelf; beſides, it would bzxd continual Mar be⸗ 
tween you and the Noble Pzince of Bohemia, who is of luch 
lozce and invincible ſtrength, that he would waſte pour Country 
it you attempt any fuch thing. 

Madam, ſaid Irus, J beſeech you let no vain ſuppeſe of Paril- 
mus his ſtrength hinder my deſires, but grant me pour love, 
without which J cannot live, and armed therewith A fall be 
able to withſtand any Foe. 

When he had ended theſe ſpeeches, Paving her Pand pet in 
his, he embz2aced her in his Arms, and fo2ced from her a kiſs, but 
ſte being vexed thercat, luddenly ſtarted from him, and would 
have departed the Rom, but he being armed with impudence, 
held her by violence and bzought her back, whereupon bluſhing 
exceetingly, ſhe laid: 

Irus, ik ever thou expect favour at my hands deſiſt, and ſ&k 
rot to obtain my love by violence, fo2 ik pou do, J will ſoner 
[car my cart in pieces, then to conſent to pour will; therekoze 
il there be either Uertue, Yumility, god Nature oz Love in 
ou, fozbear this rudenels. | 

But he having begun his immoderate Luft urged him to pꝛo⸗ 
c&d, uſing luch uncivil behavicur, that her ſacks were heard 
all the Cave over, which cauſcd Anna to come runing in, who 
ling her Miſtreſs fo ronghly handled, uſed all the means the 
cculd to reſcue her, and pꝛelerve her Yonour, which having done, 
Angelica with weeping eyes, and wzinging her Yands, falling 
en her knees, uttered theſe ſperches: 

Oh Irus, be not ſo inhumane as to deſpoyl me of my Uirgini⸗ 
ty : What pleaſure can peu find with this violence? Oz _

cryed out, Stay, fray, pꝛay Irus, ſtay: Then when he returned, 
ſill holding his Dagger in his and, he pulled her to him, ſap⸗ 
ing, Angelica, my reſolution is to cnfoy thee befo2e J depart, 
and will not deſiſt if it colt us both our lives, Angelica hear- 


ing him ſay lo, replied, lrus, god Irus uſe me not thus Farba⸗ 


roully, and you fall ſee J will do moze with gentleneſs then 
thy rudeneſs can cen yell me to: this laid, He turned from her 
till ſhe roſe from he ground. 


She was noſoner got up upon ber ff, but her Senſes began 


to fail her, and the lively Red left ber Cozab Lips, falling 
pꝛeſently into a deadly lWeund : then Irus and Anna did the beſt 
they could to recover her, and lo ſon as the began to dꝛaw her 


bzeath, Anna ſcated her on her Feds ſide, who with a-grieveus.

Oh Irus, Irus, cruel Trus, J did not. think peu would have 


uled me thus, becauſe pou ewed ſome figns of vertue in pou, 


and rather then you ſhall offer me any moze (ſuch vielence, Jvill 
depart with pou into Tunis, and picld my ſelf in Yonourable 


ſozt to be at your diſpoſition.

Then let me requeſt 
this one favour (ſaid ſhe ) to leave me alone ſome ſpace to confer- 


wich my Paid, and J will ſend fo2 you. 


Irus hearing her gentle ſpeech, was in ſome hope to obtain his 


deſire, and thinking that her Paid would rather perſwade her to

yield. then to hazard her lile with his fury, told her, That at her 
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back, his Doublet unbuttoned, and he ſtill lweating : In this 
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requeſt he would do ſo much, ( if ſhe would perfozm, her pzomile ) 
aud lo departed, 

Ve was no loncr gone, but Angelica with weeping Eyes, 
wainging her Hands, and making greatlamentation, entreating 
Anna to counlel her what to do. 

Miſtreſs, quoth ſhe, it you could with fair promiſes cauſe him 
to deſiſt tiil a more convenient time, or that you would but delay 
_ a while till Iconius return, then there were ſome hopes to 
tſcape. 

Dh Anna, laid Fe, ik he ceme in again it will be impoſſible ;

I proteſt, Miſtreſs, 
to all the Gods and immoital Powers, I will do my beſt to pro- 
cure your content. Then Angelica faking up Iius's Dagger, 
which he carelelly lekt on the Gzound, gave it her in her Vand, 
and laid: | 

I account my Yonour dearer then my life, and had rather die 
in this place, then live in continual tame and repzoach hereaf- 
ter, therefoze (Anna) I charge ther by all the Love and Duty 

thou beareſt me, by the Yoneur thou owelt to Chaſtity, and by 
the Path that thou haſt ſwon, to ſtab me pꝛelently tothe Peart, 
and rid me frem his foul deſire, which if then refuſeft to do, J 
will my ſelf be my own Executioner z Whereupon Anna graſping 
' faſt the Dagger in her Yand, made this reply: | 
Miſtreſs, J vow to Heaven J will never do that deed, nei⸗ 
ther thall pour ſelf do it; but firſt give me leave to try if J can 
perſwade Irus ſrom his purpoſe : And taking the Dagger in her 
Pand, ſhe went to ſ&k him; but he being gene from Angelica, 
woln with Luft, and weary with ſtriving, laid himſelf down up- 
on his Bed, meditating on what he had done, and what further 
pleaſure he {fould reap if ſhe gave her content : His deſire being 
it mewhat aſlwaged with his late ſtriving, and his ſenſes over- 
come with theſe meditations was faln aſleep, lying upon his

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Pes, I fear me he is to ready to ſurfeit with grief, and there- 
It | 
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ſoꝛt Anna found him, and coming to his bed-ſide, ſ&ing him 
aſleep (wich his Dagger in her hand) thinking to ſtrike the 
ſame to his Heart, with that an exceeding fear poſteſt her, and 
all her joynts began to tremble : but remembzing how cruelly 
he had uſed her Miſkreſs, and a deſperate caſe he had left her in, 
and what outrage he might intend, having given them but little 
time of conſideration, and withal, that Angelica's lite and her 
own were likewiſe to latisfie him, and nothing elle: But moſt 
of all, finding ſo fit an oppoztunity to be foz ever rid of him, the 
lifted up her Hands, deſiring the Gods to pardon her, and al-

in a wozſe condition then ever J was, and mo2e unlikely to 
enjoy Pariſmenos then when my Father impziloned me ſocloſe- 
Iy in the Golden Tower:? 

Dear MWiltreſs ( quoth Anna) A beſ&ch pou add comfozt to 


pour Heart, fo J will undertake to ſatisfie Iconius, and make a 


current excuſe fo2 Irus abſence, and whatever hapneth, vou 
thall not be troubled. 


Jn many ſnch ſpeeches they continued untill the night dꝛew 


nigh, and then they expected Iconius return; where fo a while 
we will-leave her.. 

Iconius being gone out of his Cave with an intent to find out 
the ſtrange Knight, wandzed up and down moſt part of the day 
befo2e he could find him: At length, paſſing by the place where 
he had taken Ange hca from Irus, Pariſmenos eſpied him, and 
coming towards him, Iconius laid: 

Knight, J have travclled all this day to ſekyou, but was fru- 
rated till now, the cauſe whercok is, that ſometimes my Knights 
are ſlain, and often wounded by pour valour, which makes me de- 
ſirous to know the cauſe of your diſcontent, being willing to do 
pou what pleaſure J can, and alſo-cobe acquainted with you; J 
pꝛap therefoze tell me what you are:; 

Jam ( quoth Pariſmenos ) a miſerable w2etch, ozdained to 
everlaſting tozment, baniſhed from joy, exiled from content, 
wzetched and. unkoztunate; IJ lek no company, oz deſire ac- 
quaintance 3 J care not foꝛ caſe, but dilcontent pleaſeth me beſt. 

Jendure this life not by conſtraint, but becauſe none agrees ſo 
well with mp fancy ; Care keeps me company, and this Deſart 
is fitting fo2 me to live in. | 

Sir ( replicd Iconius) it ſeemcth ſome great miſchance hath 
dziven you voluntarily to take this courle of life, o2 elle the cru- 
elty of friends have exiled pou their company. Both, faith Pariſ⸗ 


menos; but what are you that ſ&k ſo much my acquaintance and 
knowledge: J am ( quoth Iconius ) one as miſerable as pour 


ſelf, ſubject to as many miskoztunes, and every way filled wich 
|; 


: 
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diſcontent: Ik J (ould name my ſelf, you know me not, ha⸗ 
ving lived many years in this Deſart a Delolate life, my Yaz 
bitation being but pz, whether Jam come purpoſely to bzing 
vou, foz that pour noble Chivalry makes me to honour you, and 
if you pleaſe to live in diſcontent, that place pielts nothing elle, 
but it is oblcure. 

Pariſmenos obſerving his Speches, began to marvel what he 
ſhould be, and hearing him ſay that he had livev iu that place 
many years, thought god to ſe his Yabitation ; Therefoze he 
made this an[wer : 

Dir Knight, although J know not whether J may with.ſafety 
give credit to your Speeches, pet if you will vouchlafe me ſuch 
kindneſs, J will accept thereof, and fo2 a time, contrary to my 
purpoſe take ſome eaſe, Sir ( replyed he) you ſhall upcn my 
faithful pzomile reſt void of treachery, and be as ſecure as 
my ſelk. | 

Theſe ſpeeches being ended, they departed towards the Cave, 
continuing in conference as they went, where they arrived as 
ſon as Angelica had ended her ſperches, and being entred, Ico- 
nius told Pariſmenos that was his Yabitation, whether he ſaid 


he was welcome: Then going to Angelica's Rom he thought 


to have found Irus there, but ſeeing in what Yeavineſs ſhe and 
Anna remained, He came to Angelica, and demanded the cauſe 
of her ſozrow 2 But ſhe holding. down her Mead made him no 
anſwer, then he began toſuſpect Irus had done her ſome injury, 
And finding him not in his own Rom, came to Anna and asked 
her if ſhe knew where he was, ſhe made anſwer, That ſhe could 
not tell now, but it was not long ſince he was there. 

Iconius began to wonder, and calling down his eyes, eſpicd 
the ground blody, and asking what that blod was: Then An- 
gelica began to be afraid, and Anna bluſht. But he being ear⸗ 
neſt to know what blod it was, and how it came there + Then 
replied Anna, It is ſome of Irus blod ſpilt by himſelf, UWrhy 
{ quoth Iconius) did he ſo? Becauſe (ſaid Anna) mp Lady 
would not conſent to his foul deſire, Where is he now ( quoth 
he,) Iknow not ( anſwered Anna) neither do J care.

Iconius percciving the tract of blood that went out of the cham- 
ber, followed the ſame unto his Bed, which he found all beſtain⸗ 
ed therewith, and from thence unto the Caves entrance, aſſuring 
himſelf that lrus was flain, that in a great rage he ran in a- 
gain to Anna, ſaping lrus is murdered, and thou ( Yarlot ) haſt 
done the deed, 

Anna then knowing her ſclf guilty, ftwd like one transfozm*d 
= amazement 3 but at length, reviving her lelk from her dumps, 

e laid: 

Ik J did murther him, it was but to ſave my own like and my 
Ladies Yonoz : whereupon he was ſo enraged, that he dzew 
his Dwozd, and in his fury would have flain her, but that ſhe 
with all ſped ran out of the Rom, and he after her, ready to 
firtke her dead. 

Paritmenos hearing the noiſe , and ſeing; Iconius purſuing 
Anna ( being of a quick conceit ) even as the blow was coming 
ſtept under his Swozd and received the ſame, which otherwiſe 
would have parted her Soul from her Body: Eut Iconius be- 
ing enraged ſtruck at him, untill Pariſmenos drawing his Dwo2d 
uttered theſe ſpeeches, 

old thy hand, and know whom thor fkrikeft - oz by Meaven 
J will ſplit thy Heart. Pardon me, god Knight, ſaid Iconius, 
Kage made me foꝛget my ſelf, What Damzel is that you fol; 
towed to have ſlain? It is, quoth he, one that hath e 
my dcar friend, 

By this time ſome ok them had taken Anna and bought her 
back, whom Iconius offered to have flain; but Parilmenos re- 
membzing her countenance, ffaping him, ſaid + Ee not ſo raſh 
without advilement, to lap violent hands on a ſilly Damzel, and 
befoze thou executeſt revenge "be better adviſed, and know the 
truth of the fact ſhe hath committed, and upon what occaſion ſhe 
was urged thereto. 

J will not, quoth he, follow your countel, but now ſhe hath 
confelt the deed, J will be revenged on her, toy nothing but her 
life hall ſatiſfie me. | 

Diſcourteous Knight, ſaid Pariſmenos, art thou void of Buz 


manity 2 Do J wiſh the to do any thing that diſagreeeth 1 
on 2 
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ſon:? I ſwear by all the Gods, let but one Pair of her Head pe⸗ 
riſh by thy hand, and thou dieſt pꝛelently: Mere J ſtand in her 
defence, therekoze the ſtouteſt and pꝛoudeſt of pou all touch her 
if vou dare: Mherewith Iconius ſaid, Doſt thou requite me in 
this ſozt, ta take part with my enemies: Oz tell me, doſt thou 
know the Damzel, that thou ſtandeſt ſo peremtouly in her de⸗ 
fence. 

do nothing ( quoth Pariſmenos ) but that which all Knights 
are bound tw, which is, to defend Ladies in diſtreſs 3 neither do 
I know this Damzel, pet fo2 all that J will defend her, fo2 J 
perceive ſhe is a Lady, untill J know whether the deſerve this 
outrage you offer her, which being tried, uſe her accozdingly 2 
Then lIconius ſaid, Damzel, tell me why thou fleweft him 2 
He offered to raviſh my Lady ( quoth Anna) and with his Dag⸗ 
ger would have murdered me, which my Piſtrels will tell pou. 
moe at large: wherewtth they went all in together to Ange- 
lica*'s Chamber, 

Pariſmenos beholding her, could harvlp refrain from diſcover- 
ing himſelf, but pet with much patience ſtod and heard her de⸗ 
clare Irus's wicked behavisur, and in what manner her Maid had 
wꝛought revenge againſt him; which made Iconius ſay, UWick- 
ed Strumpet, couldſt thou not have wzought ſome other way 
to diſappoint his intent, (which Jcan hardly believe) but that 
thou muſt murther him 2 Heaven no2 Carth ſhall not keep thee 
now from mp fury, fo2 being the death of my dear friend Irus. 

Then Pariſmenos laid: 

rus ! Was it that treacherous and difſopal Uillain, ( Trus ) 
that Barbarous Traptoz! Damzel, thou haſt well rewarded. 
him fo2 the w2ong he hath done me, fo2 had Jmet him my ſelf, J 
would have done no lels then thou halt; foz he was the moſt un- 
wozthteſt perſon living. But tell me ( ſatd Pariſmenos to Iconi- 
us) what art thou that offereft ſuch violence to helpleſs Ladies, 
and impulſoneſt them in this ſozt, and to bear ſo. diſloyal a mind. 
as to uphold him in his villany 2 Iconius was ſo enraged at his 
Speeches, that he made this reply: 

Wale Gzom, did J but lately take the up as a Run-a-way,. 
and doſt thou thus requite me, as to become mp Examiner 2 f 

Parils- 
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Pariſmenos hearing his Spaches, ſo much dildained them, 
that he ſtruck at him with ſuch fury, that he dꝛove Iconius out 
of the Nom, giving him many wounds, that had not ſome of 
his Aſſociates helpt him, he had been lain, 

Then ther of them together aſſailed Pariſmencs, but by 
his invincible ſtrength they all loft their lives; Iconius ſeeing 
this, fain would have ſpoken to him,; but Pariſmenos being de⸗ 
ſirous to have Angelica again, following his eager blows with 
ſuch ſwiftncls that he had almoſt lain him: But by this time 
ſome cf the others came in, and ſeeing Iconius in ſtich danger, 
endeaveuredto reſcue him from the fight, which when they had 
done, He ſaid: 

Ualtant Knight, tell me, J pꝛap thee who thou art? That 
knowing thy name, J map underſtand whom Jreſiſt. My name 
replicdhe, is Pariſmencs : with that Iconius fiung away his 
Swozd, and laid: 

Moſt Moncurable Knight, J yield my ſelf unto pour mercy, 
koꝛ that very Name do J adoze; pꝛoteſting that it is againſt my 
will that ever Joffended pou. 

Pariſmenos hearing his Speeches, made anlwer: And, if 
thou art my friend Jam not ſozry that J met thee, but that A 
have hurt thee ; which ſaid, he went into the Rom where An- 
gelica was, and pulling off his Helmet that ſhe might behold 
his face, he laid: My dear Lady, be pleaſed to behold pour poz 
friend Pariſmenos. : 

Angelica then knowing him, with a modeſt behaviour clalping 
her arms about his neck, ſealed a number of ſweet kiſſes upon 
his Lips, which done, a flod of tears fell from her eyes, ſaying, 
Welcome my dear Lozd Pariſmenos, (Oh welcome) pet ozdain- 
ed to be my Eliſs: Mell, have J now p2evailed- againſt cala- 
mity : Pow miſerable was my Eſtate once this day : And how 
happy am J now by enjoying your ſight, 

- Uertuous Lady, quoth Pariſmenos, if you effem pour ſelf 
happy to be in my company, fo2 ever thou ſhalt be ſo, foz J will 
not depart out of ycur ſight : But ten thouſand times moꝛe then 
Happy do J account my ſelf, to be ſo eſteemed of you, that have 
never delerv'd ſuch favo2, but by my ill foztune have bzought you 

into 
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into their Calamities. Nap, god Parwſmenos, ſay not ſo; fo: 
not port, but my unhappy Stars have o2tatned me this ſozrow 3 
pet notwithſktanzing new hath paid me with double content, in 
regard that J now have my dere. 

In theſe and ſuch like lpreches did they expꝛels their joyes, foz 
each others pꝛelence and prelervatton, till Pariſmenos buckling 
on his Helmet again, went out to ſee whether Iconius did pꝛe⸗ 
tend treachery againſt him, whom he kound unarmed, and his 
Allociates dzefling his wounds : And ſ&ing Pariſmenos fill 
armed (as being unwilling to truſt him) He gave him ſuch afſu- 
rance ok quiet, both by his own vow, and the pꝛoteſtations of 
all the reſt, that Pariſmenos began to credit him and them: And 
after Iconius had his wounds dzeſt, he came to Angelica, ut⸗ 
tering theſe Dpeeches. | 

Yoneurable Lady, A beſeech'you pardon mine offence ; J con- 
- feſs I loved Irus well, becauſe he was my dear friend, and find 
ing no luch behaviour in him ſince J knew him, J could not be- 
lieve her repo2t until J ſaw yon juſlifie the lame; withal, J be⸗ 
leech von make no doubt of my god meaning, fo2 that J will bend 
my whole endeavours to pour ſervice, with real truth to be at 
pour command, 

When he had ended theſe ſpeeches, he p2eſently cauſed god 


Peat to be pꝛovided fo2 them, cauſing it to be dzeſt as well as 


the time and place could affo2d, 
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CHAP, XXXII. 


How Pariſmexos got ſhipping for Germany: How they were be- 
frayed by Theoretus; and how after a grievous Tempeſt Angelica 
and he were wondrouſly preſerved by a Fiſherman of Theſſaly. 


Ariſmenos having once again attained Angeli- 
ca's polleſſion, (the want whereof had long 
time troubled and grieved his Veart ) and ha⸗ 
ving refreſhed themſelves with the Uicuals 
that was pꝛovided foz them, whilft Iconius 
and his Servants went by Angelica's directts 

on to the place where the dead Lody cf lrus 
lap, to bury the fame, he tok Angelica in his 

Arms, ( ſolacing himſelf in the view cf her actracive beauty, ut- 

tering theſe ſpeeches: 

My dear Lady, Jhope you will pardon mp woe'ts, ik they pꝛo⸗ 
£&d from a bolder familiarity then heretokoze they babe done; fo2 
now having obtained pour gentle conſent to perpetual love, and 
dedicated pour ſelf as mine to diſpoſe of, J ſhall not fear to call 
pou my own, as you have kindly granted me: Now theſe mil⸗ 
fo2tunes being thus paſt, J beſeech you baniſh from your mind 
all fozmer ſozrows, and repole pour confidence in my fidelity); 
fo2 having thus happily found you out, nothing ſhall part me 
from out of your ſight, noꝛ any miladventure dꝛaw me from pou, 
untill J have conducted you to the place J moſt defire : Foz 
notwithſtanding my ſhew of belief, J give no credit to Iconius's 
ſpeeches : But to moxrow mozning, Madam, (ik you pleaſe ) we 
will leave this place, and betake our ſelves to ſome better and 
ſecure place of ſafety, foz ſo long as we continue in this ſame 
Country, we fhall en joy no content: Although J may repoſe 
aſſured confidence in pour vertuous kindneſs, which hath been 
extended far beyond my deſert : and Marcellus friendſhip J am 
ſure is firm, and Jknow J might with confidence put my life 


on theſe foundations; pet J fear that ſome misloztune 02 _ 
i 
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will fill croſs our intent, and again, when we think our ſelves 
in molt ſecurity, to turn our happineſs into adverſity, that 3 
know not what courſe to take that map agree with your liking 
to content us both, 

Angelica ſcing how many cares poſſeſt his heart fo2 her wel- 
fare, —4 ſ&ging with what affection he tendzed her quiet, made 
this reply: 

My *peloved Lozd, how unkoztunate map J account my ſelf 
in this, that my milhap pꝛocures you lo much diſquiet A beſ&ch 
vou reſt in aſſured confidence of my conſtancp, that ſhall conti⸗ 
nue fo2 ever, being ſubject to ſo many miskoztunes, that it is 
only J which have p2ocured pour diſcontent, and am of the ſame 
mind that yout are, that «this Country is unkoztunate to us 
both: therefoze (my Lozd ) if you are minded to travel, be al⸗ 
ſured Jam willing thereto, though it be with hazard of my like, 
which J will perfozm with moze willingneſs then you are able 
to imagine: Therefoze J beſtech you counſel me any way what 
ſhall agree with your deſire, and it will ſatisfie me, fo2 J com- 
mit my ſelf wholly to be at your command; theretoze as pou ſhall 
determine of pour ſelf, ſo determine of me, fo2 J account mp 
ſelf as your ſelf, andno other, Pariſmenos then made herthis 
an[wer. 

Lady, I think it beſt that we fo2ſake this Country quite, and 
begin ta take our journey towards Bohemia, where J dare al⸗ 
ſure our ſelves of quiet reſt, 

J am ( replyed Angelica ) only to be directed by you, and mp 
deſire is no leſs then yours to attain to that place, fo2 J eſfem 
my Parents, Friends, 'and Country nothing, in reſpect of the 
Love and Duty J bear'to'you, 

By this time Iconius was returned from burying Irus, whole 
mind Pariſmenos thus began to know: Now Iconius, quoth he, 
is the time that the Pꝛincels and J muſt make trial of pour love, 
which is your conſent and company to a matter of great Iona 
tance, foz our depatttire out'of this plate. 

c Le®#"reptted Lconius, ' whatſoever it be to pleaſure: vou, 
the Piinicets, if'it lie in my power to further the lame, J vow 
and ſwear to ule my beſt endeavours therein. Then thus it is, 

RK guoth 
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guoth Pariſmenos 2 Angelica and my ſelf have agreed to leave 
this Country; and not return to Epheſus, foz divers things that 
J will hercakcer make you acquainted with, and we deſire to 
travel towards Bohemia, and afterwards give Marcellus notice 
of pour ſafe arrival z Therefoze Jask you Counſel to further us 
herein, | 
My Lo2d ( ſaid Iconius ) to undertake the trouble. by Land

This Founſel I like wondzous well ( quoth Pariſmenos) but 
hom (Gall we come to have confexence with thele Perchants 
Let that be my charge, replied he, and (if you pleaſe ) J will 
depart. to put the lame in Execution immediately, and pou in the 
mean time map ſtay with the Pzincels, and be aſſured of my 
fidelity; Foz all immoztal Powers grant my overth2ow if 4 
deal not faithfully; : with that he departed, and Pariſmenos re⸗ 
turned to the Puncels Angelica, ſpending the time with, her in 
Arcat content.

Carly the next moming Iconius returned to the Delart, and 
tertifſed Pariſmenos of all that he had done, which was this: 
There was in the Yarboz a Ship of Itahy , rrady Rigg'd to 
depart towards the Country, under the command of one Theore- 
tus am Italian Perchant, with wham Iconius had agreed koz their 
psbage, not telling what they were that ſhould go with him, 
yzomiſing the ſaid Theorctus to return again betazc non, oz not 
gail...

25 Pariſmenos hearing his ſycches was very glap; igud pꝛelent⸗ 
in went aun genuainfed Augelica therewith, - wha.moſt. wiflüng⸗ 
I dave her conſent] whereupon they departed toward t Wa 
| en > 
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ven; and being come to the Ship they were kindly received by 
the Maſter of the ſhip, who ſ&ing all things in readineſs, and 
the Wind ſerving, Poiſed up Sail and ſet fo2th into the Deep 3 
but Pariſmenos coming to Theoretus, demanded of him which was 
the neareſt Courſe to Germany:? foz that he ſaid he was bound 
thither. 

Sir ( guoth Theoretus ) after J come on ſhoze in Italy, and 
diſpatch ſome buſines which J have there of great concernment; 
J will then with all ſped convey you to the neareſt Yaven that 
licth towards thoſe parts, p2ovided you will content me foz mp 
Uoyage. 

My friend ( quoth Pariſmenos ) if thou wilt do me that favour 


J will content the to the utmoſt of thy demand: Then he went 


to the place where Angelica was, comfozting her with hopes of 
a ſpeedy landing, 

Thus they ſailed many days with p2oſperous ſucceſs, till at 
length Theoretus told them he was within twenty Leagues of 
Italy, where being Arrived, Pariſmenus and Angelica recreated 
themſelves untill Theorctus had ended his buſinels: but as he 
was making compoſition with Pariſmenos fo; their tranſpozta- 
tion, it hapned that there was in that place where they arrived a 
Salvonian Knight, named Arenus, who had ſecretly beheld An- 
gelica's beauty, as was lo ſurpzized therewith, that he began 
to ſtudy what means to uſe to poſſeſs her, and hecaging that 
they were bound foz Germany (luppeſing that Pariſmenos had 
been her Yusband # he uſed the moze expedition; his deſire being 
grown to that extremity in the ſmall time of their abo de, that he 
thought it impoſtible fo him to live without the fruition there- 
of, And oftentimes growing into conference with Theoretus, 
he underſtod the truth of all by his repozt, and Arcnus ſging ſome 
hopes in him to bzing him to condeſcend to his pzactice, upon a 
time began to confer with him, and in the end concluded with 
him fo2 a lum of money to convey them into what Country he 
pleas'd : with whom Arenus dealt ſo cunningly, that he bound 
bim by many Oaths to perfozm the ſame, which Theorctus pꝛo⸗ 
miled him to do. 

The time of departure being come, Theore us came to Pariſ- 

2 menos, 
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menos, (with a diſſembling countenance ) and told him that 
his buſinels was ended, and the wind fitly ſerved foz their de⸗ 
parture. 
Pariſmenos being glad thereof, and having befoze agreed with 
him fo2 the p2ice ot their paſſage, baought Angelica aboard, with 
Iconius and Anna, where they found Arcnus, whom Theoretus 
told them was one likewiſe that was travelling towards Ser- 
many, and Pariſmenos nothing fulpecing their creachery, uſed 
him very kindly, 

Arenus hearing him ſay he was Den to Pariſmus, grew into 

4; great pꝛoteſtations of Reverence and Duty that he bare to him, 
that P-riſmenos declared to him many of his misfoztunes, tel⸗ 
ling him what the Lady Angelica was. 

Some two dayes they paſt in this ſozt, Pariſmenos and Ange- 
lica going towards their own miſery, who, nothing ſulpecting 
Theoretus treachery, thought themſelves ſatling towards Ger- 
many, when indeed they were carried a contrary way: But ſud⸗ 
denly a great Tempeſt began to ariſe, and the winds did blow 
ercedingly, tbe Rain falling in luch abundance, that it was 
ready to ſink the ſhip, 

This Tempeſt continued the ſpace of two days and two 
nights, in ſuch extream raging lozt, that they all expeced pꝛe⸗ 
ſent death : Then began Paritmenos to rurſe himſelf foz leaving 
the Country of Natoliz, and committing himſelf unto the mer- 
cy of the Sca, of whole fury he had ſuftiviently' taſted : Angelica 
was in great fear of her like: Theoretus. Conſcience began to 
accuſe him of treachery, and Arenus of villany. Mhilſt they 
were in this cxtremity of fear, the ſhip was with great vio- 
lence dziven upon a Rock, and ſplit alunder, that all were fozced 
to ſhift fo2 their lives. 

Pariſmenos being amazed at this misfg2tune, yet had a ſpe- | 
cial regard to the Pzinceſs, whom he caught in his arms, and 

with her got upon a piece of the ſhip that the violence of the Sea 
had parted from the reſt, which was not likely long £o uphold 
them : aud fo2 the reſt, ſome were dzowned, and others pꝛeler⸗ 
ved by admirable means. | 

By this time the Tempeſt began to ceaſe, and it chanced that 
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a Fiſſerman was not far off in Harbour, who beheld this ſhip⸗ 
wack, and haſted with all ſpe, and laing the ſtozm ceaſed, 
haſted with his Boat thither, and ſeeing Pariſmcnos and Ange- 
lica in ſuch danger, firſt came to them, who even then was rca- 
dy to periſh ; fo2 Angelica. aftrighted with the terreur of death, 
being not able to ſuppozt Her lelf upon the picce ef bꝛoken ü ip 
was faln off, whom Pariſmenos held by her Garments, him- 
ſelf being ready to fall with very little motion, and lo to pcriſh 
together; to whom the Fiſherman app2oached, and by Divine 
P2ovidence came at that initant to pzeſerve their harmleſs lives, 
and tok them both into his Woat, and at Pariſmenos requett - 
haſted to ſave as many as he could of the reſt: And pꝛeſentlyak⸗ 
terwards Pariſmenos eſpted Anna tumbling up trom under⸗ 
neath the water, whom by god fo2tune he caught hold of, and 
dꝛew into the Boat, who, by that time ſhe had caſt up abundance 
of water out of her mouth, began to revive : By this time the 
Fiſherman had gotten lconius and Theorctus, both of them be- 
ing in great danger ok death, 62 in a manner quite dead, and all 
the reſt were dꝛowned, and neither they no2 the ſhip was to be 
ſen : The Fiſherman then conveyed them on ſhoze, not far 
off from thence was his houſe, where, after they had recovered 
their ſen(?s, he b2ought them. 

Pariſmenos being glad of this foztunate eſcape, and ſ&eing in 
what weak eſtate the Pzinceſs was, deſired the Fiſherman and 
his wife to ſuccour her in that condition, whereupon his wike, 
named Dorclla, diſrobed her of her wee Oznamencs, and put on 
d2p Linnen to her, and the beſt ſhe had, and carried her to a warm 
bed, which greatly revived her abafed ſenſes : Dorella then did 
the like to Anna, being of ſuch a kind diſpoſition, that ſhe 
would have hazardedher life to ds them god. Iconius by this 
time had recovered his ſenſcs, but Theoretus ſtill remained in 
great danger of death. : 


Chap. 33. 
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CHAP. XX XIII. 


How Ofiris hearing of Pariſmenos landing in Theſſaly, carried him 
to his Caſtle ; By what unexpected means Dionyſins, Olivia, 
Pariſmus, and Laurana met themata Banquet: How they were 
with great ſtate conducted to the City of Thebes, and afterwards 
married in great Royalty. 


Mean us ing preſerved beyond their expectaticn, and 
Wh bz: comforted as well as the place could poſſibly af- 
I. ſoꝛzd, the night began toappꝛoach, and Pariſme- 
nos being in the Chamber with Angelica, dz ing 

bimſclt by the fire, ſaid thus to the Fiſterman: 
| A God Father, wlat ſtall J give to make ycu re- 
quital ſoz this kindnels, by whole means our lives are p2eſerv- 
ed; but aſſure your ſelf, that hencefozth J will p2ove lo grate- 
ful, that peu ſhall ſay, ycur Gueſts were kind in rewarding 
ou: And teceuſe you {all not be ignozant to whom®pou have 
dene this miracle, know, that we are both Pꝛinces. 

The old man hearing his ſpeeches, told him that all that he 
Tad ould be at his command; and in ſuch like diſcourſe they 
{pent the Evening, till Dorella had p2cpared their Supper, d2cl- 
fingthe beft meat fe could get fo2 Angelica, who was well re- 
Fived and chearful, in whoſe company - Pariſmenos, the Fiſher⸗ 
man and his Mile, ftaid that night, having but one Eed, on 
which the Puncels lap, Pariſmenos comforting Angelica with 
loving cmbzaces, delighting in each others lafcty, 

The next moaning early, Theorctus having with much ſtri⸗ 
ving attained to the Nom where Pariſmenos and Angelica 
Kere, and feeling himſcit paſt hopes of life, he ſaid to them as 
followeth 2 | 

Poſt ncble Enight, J humbly beſ@ch you to pardon that of- 
fence committed againſt you, by the enticement of a Slavonian 


Knight, 
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Bnight named Arenus, with whom I had agreed foꝛ a ſum of 
Money to convey you into his Country, his intent being co 
poſſeſs the Lady: but his Luft and my Treachery is by Divine 
Pꝛovidence pzevented, and my ſclf to your mercy , deſiring 
pou to pardon this injury intended againſt peu, which, when he 
had ſaid, he gave up the Ghoſt; whercupon the old Fiſherman 
being by, and ſing che ſame, pꝛelently conveyed his * out 
of rhe Rom and burie it. 

| Pariſmenos then grewing tnt9 a deep conſideration of his 
eſtate, and withal, what he had overpaſt, entred into thoſe 
Speeches. 

Mas ever man lo unkoztunate as J am, to be toſt with ſo 
many mileries, and dꝛiren from place to place, and yet finds no 
quiet? could J but endure theſe tozments alone, A ould with 
patience overpaſs them, but all that are in my compauy are fup⸗ 
ject to the like misfoztune, © Angelica, would we were again 
in Natolia ; we are now dAven into a ſtrange Ccuntry paſt our 
knowledge; Could J but find means to ſend to Bubemia, to 
give my Father knowledge ek my abode, then might J be in 
ſome hope of comtozr, 

Angelica [ging his fadneſs, accompanied his complaints with 
ſalt tears, which augmented his hcavineſs to a higher degree, 
that he was ready to do the like, but that his manly heart would 
not ſuffer him, 

Dorella being by, and hearing his complaints, wherein he 
named Pariſmus to be his Father, could not be quiet till her Hul⸗ 
band came in, to whom ſhe declared the truch of all ſhe heard: 
Whereupon the Fiſßerman p:elently went to" Parilmenos, utter⸗ 
ing theſe Speeches. 

My Lozd, my Wife telleth me how chat ſhe heard you name 
pour ſelf Son to the Prince of Bohemn,: which makes me thus 
bold to ask, to know whether ſhe ſaid true 62 not: whereof I 
deſire earneſfly to know. Indeed, Father, quoth he, Jam Son to 
Pariſmus 3 but tell me what makes the \s-deſirous to know: 

375 ves replied he, J know that Noble Pꝛinte, and doubt not 


lo bo Mig Lou where he is, and will uſe my beſt endeavour. 
| thert in 
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therein; koz know, Royal Sir, that you are now in the King 
dom of Theſſaſy, where Dionyſius the Great Reigns Bing; any 
mo2eover J can aſſure you, that both theſe two Famous Pzinces 
Patiſmus and Laurana, are now in this Countrp at the Court 
of the City of Thebes, the occaſion of whole arrival was, Diony- 
lius became very ſick, and ſo ſent foz them, who not long fince 
came to him, 

Parifmenos was ſo overcome with jop to hear theſe Speeches, 
that he embzaced the old man with exce&ving gladnels, inſomuch 
— he could hardly contain himlelk within the compaſs of Rea- 
on. 

Then coming to Angelica, and taking her by the hand, Ve 
deſired her to be merry, foz their eſtate was far better then he 
thought, who then likewiſe began to revive her troubled heart 
with comfozt; and whereas ſhe was befoze terrified with fear 
of dzowning, polleſt with a weariſome conceit of further tra- 
vel, d2iven into a ſtrange and unknown place, far from her de- 
fire, and contrary to her expectation z withal, ſing Pariſme- 
nos heart abound with ſozrow, was troubled thereat. 

But now being in ſafety in Theſſaly, where ſhe beheld Pa- 
riimus and Laurana (the only thing ſe deſired ) and alſo ſ&- 
ing all her ſadneſs turned to joy, and every thing kaln out moſt 
pꝛolperouſly, even accozding to her hearts defire, ſhe ſ&med like 
one revived from death to life, rejopcing with Pariſmenos and 
the reſt of the company, caſting aſide all ſhew of diſcontent, 
and ſpending; the time they ſtaid there in great pleaſure, the ra- 
ther, by reaſon that Iconius and Anna had fully recovered their 
health. | 

And upon a time Pariſmenos ſging nothing to Hinder his de- 
termination, demended of the Fillerman how far it was to the 
City of Thebes? Wy Lowd, replicdhe, it is ſome twenty miles. 
Which quoth Pariſmenos, is our beſt way to travel thither - 

My Lo2d ( ſaid the Fiſherman ) it will be to far foz this La- 
dp to travel thither on fat. but if, you pleaſe to accept of my 
founſel, vou ſhall go to a Noble-mays houſe hard by, whole name 
ls Ofiris,*( the only man the Bing loveth) who will pid vou wel- 
come, and furniſh you with every thing befitting” your effate, *** 

Angelica, 
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Angelica, quoth Pariſmenos, of this Noble Perſon J have often 
heard my Father and the wozthy Pollipus give many commen⸗ 
vations, therefoze if pou pleaſe we will go thither. Jam con- 
tented, replyedſhe. Py Load, ſaidthe Fiſherman, if you pleaſe 
I will gs pzeſently and give him notice of pour being here, Do 
ſo, ſatd Parilmenos. 

The Fiſherman pꝛelently haſted with all ſp&d towards Oſiris 
Callle, and ſan arrivedthere, and being bꝛoughe before him, de⸗ 
clared all that had hapned. Oliris at firſt gave no credit 's his 
Speeches, ſaying, Mp friend, thou bzingeſt me news Acanuot 
believe; therefoze tell me how thou knoweſt it is arilmenos 2 
He hath told me, quoth the Fiſhermau, he is Son to Parilmus ; 
and that the Lady which is with him is Daughter to the Eing 
of Nitolia. 

Oliris then y2eſently commanded his Gentlemen to meunt 
themſelves, his Lady likewiſe named UdalJa, commanving her 
Ladies to be in a readineſs, and all things ready in a ſtately man- 
ner fo2 their entertainment, and thereupon rode to the pw2 Cot- 
tage that ſhzouded theſe two noble Pzinces, which the Fiſher- 
man ſon gave Pariſmenos notice of, who pzeſently went out to. 
meet Oſiris, and met him even as he was entring the doz, who, 
with a kind ſalutation greeted each other: Oſiris then ſaid, J 
beſe&ch your Yonour to pardon me, if J demand whether you are 
Son tothe Noble Paince of Bohemia, J am the ſame, replied 
Pariſmenos, moſt unfoztunate of all men, that till this hour was 
never happy. Then ſaid Oſiris. In all humility J bid your Roys 
al. perſon welcome into Theſſaly, which will account it ſelf moſt. 
{appy by pour arrival, 

Udalla then came and embꝛaced him, ſhewing by her behaviour. 
the great joy ſhe conceivedat his pꝛelence: Then they the tos 
gether went unto the Pzinceſs Angelica, whom Ofiris and Udal- 
la with great humility embzaced, deſiring and entreating her to. 
leave that place and go ta their Caſtle, whether they told her 
the. ould be as welcome as her heart could wiſh; whoſe kinds 
neſs Pariſmenos and ſhe accepted with many thanks, and ſo thep 
veparted thither, the Ladies growing into admiration. of: Ans 
gelica's Beauty, the like whereof * beheld in anp 2 
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the Puncels Laurana, Pariſmenos would by no means leave 
the old Fiſherman and his Wife behind him, but tok them a- 
long with him, having a ſpecial regard to requite them kindly 
that had preſerved his and Angelica's life, Pariſmenos and Ange ca 
ſon arrived at Oliris Caſtle, where they were ſumptuoufly en⸗ 
tertained, that they admired his bounty, and being entred the 
Wall, they beheld many ſtately Deſcriptions of the famous Acts 
ef the Pzince of Greece 3 and amongit the reſt they beheld the 
Hiſtoꝛy cf Pariſmus Mats againſt the perſi ns ſo lively dzawn, 
that it velighted them to beheld the ſame, and going into the 
inner Nome, they beheld chem ſorichly furniſhed, that they ad⸗ 
mired thereat, where Oli:is and Udalla bid them welccme, 
At the ſame time Oliris Had cauſed a molt rich Banquet to be 
P2epared foz them, where they were within ſho2t ſpace invi⸗ 
ted, and there they heard the (ound of melodius Puſick, behol⸗ 
ding the hearts of ail Oliris company, revived with joy at their 
p2elence, which filled their ſenſes with an unwonted kind of de⸗ 
light, which, by reaſon of the fozmer miſery they had endured, 
ſemed a Yeaven of Pappineſs, anda Paradiſe of pleaſure, 

In this lozt thep ſpent that day, and at night were conducted 
to leveral Lodgings, PYaxiſmenos by Oſiris, and divers Knights 
that ſojourned in this Caſtle, and attended upon him. Angelica 
by Udalla, and many other gallant Ladies and beautiful Dam⸗ 
zels, with great ſtate and Courteſie; and being alone by her ſelf, 
only Anna was with Angelica, by reaſon that (ſhe lay with her, 
which ram Anna kept till her Lozd and Yusband did take poſ- 
ſeſlion of the lame, began to call to mind upon her Pillow her 
happy ſucceſs. 

Me on the other ſide continued meditating on his happy arri- 
val in that place, admiring the courtefie of Olirts, but molt of all 
was affected with joy to ſ& Angelica ſo kindly uſed in that ſtrange 
place, being far from her own frienvs aud Ccuntry, that he did 
vot rejoyce fo much fo2 his own god uſage as he did fe2 hers, fo2 
gat he deſireth her content moze then his own; and being now in 
Tnxſſaly his heart was ſo filled with content, that he ſemed not 
to Iack any thing he deſtred, but only to enjoy Angelica's [wert, 
Divine, and pure loves poſſeſſion, which he allo was in aſſurance 
= to 
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to en joy ſuddenly.. Angelica on the other ſide, ſpent ſome part 
of the night in communion with her Damzel, which added a de- 
light to her ſenſes, relating her misſoztunes paſt, her happy pꝛe⸗ 
ſervation, the courteſie and god nature ſhe had found in the 
Fiſherman and his Wife, which cauſed her to concelve bp the 
kind aud bountiful entertainment ſhe had found in Oſiris, that 
the Theſſalians were people of a god diſpoſition + Whereas ma- 
ny other Nations both pz and noble, was rude and barbarous 
that ſhe might think her ſelf a thouſand times bleſt in making 
choice of lo honourable a Knight. as Pariſmenos, aud one that 
was ſpꝛung of ſuch Noble Parents, and ſuch kind and loving 
Subjects, that her heart ſeemen to be abſolutely happp, and her 
Senſes were filled with ſuch defigghtful content, that in theſe 
Angelical and blisſul meditations, ſte lell into a wert and qui⸗ 
ct ſlumber. 

Carly the nert moming Oſiris and Udalla were up, ready to 
uſe their beſt endeavours tocrp2eſs their god will: but both the 
Piinceſs kept their beds longer than uſual : fo2 that on the cne 
ſive they had ſpene moſt of the night in the medilations afoze⸗ 
ſaid 3 and on the other ſide, have been long oppꝛeſt with carclul cc- 
citations, their ſenſes being now at reff, they flept with great 
quiet, and at ſuch time as they were awaked, had all things in 
ſuch Ceremonious kind, and ſtatelpy manner miniſtred unto 
them, that they could not chule but admire the ſame, being un⸗ 
reilling to motion their departure to the Court, leſt Oſu is ſhould 
think they did not accept ok his kind Entertainment. 

WHINE all remain'd in this great delight in Oſiris Caſtle, 
Kepo2t had blazed into the hearing of divers cf the Nobles and 
Unights of the Kings Court, the joy and great feaſting was kept 
by Otiris „ which was made in luch lozt, that they were aſſured 
fome great Perfonages were arrived there, but none knew what 
they were. This repozt was lo generally ſpꝛead throughcut the 
Court, that it came at length to the Kings Ear, who marvel- 
led thereat molt of all; and having now recovered his Bealth, . 
determined fo2 his Recreation after His long ſickneſs (:zccom= 
panied on{y with Pariſmus, the Lozd Remus, and ſome ſew of his 
Knights ) to Pzogreſs ſecretly ny gc both to recreats 
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himſelf, and to know what theſe Gould be he had entertained, 
and elpecially fo2 that he loves Oſiris, which determination he 
made P:riſmus acquainted with, and the next day accozdinglp 
pertozmed the ſame, which was the third day Pariſmenos and 

Angelica had been there: Being arrived at the Caſtle, which 
was about non, the King and Pariſmus entred, whom the Poz- 
ter well knew, and pzefently Dionyſius (not ſuffering any of 
the Servants he met to give their Lozd knowledg of bis ap- 
pꝛoach) mounted the ſtairs up into the great Chamber, even at 
that very inſtant when both the Pꝛincels were leated at a moſt 
Royal Dinner. 

Pariimus all this while ſtaid without with ſome of the Nobles, 
but firſt Oſuis and then Udalla eſpying him, on their knees did 
him reverence : whil'ſt Dioniſius ſaid, Oliris, you ſee a bold 
Guels comes without bidding, but if you had been kind, you 
would have made me partaker of your mirth, 

Pariſmenos beholding him, was ſoamazed, that he knew not 
how to behave himſelf; but perceiving it was the King, he and 
Angelica with a ſubmiſſive behaviour dzew towards him, humb⸗ 
ly falling befoze him on their tender knees, being unable to ſpeak 
fo2 joy. | 
: Diouyſios not knowing them, wondꝛing to lee them kneel, was 

half aſtoniſhed, which cauſed Oſiris to ſay : By Lozd, this pers 
ſon is Son to the noble Pꝛince of Bohemia. Wetfoze he could nt- 
ter any moze, 02 Dionyſius once ſalute them, Pariſmus entred, 
who at firſt knew Angelica, and by her his Son, whom other- 
wiſe he ſhould not have known him being lo altered, whole ſuv- 
den ſight ſo unexpected, and ſo far from his thoughts, and ſo con⸗ 
trary to his expectation, and ſo impoſltble to his perſwaſion, he 
was transfozm'd into a kind of admiration, whether it was they 
oz ſome other: Eut Pariſmenos ſ&ing him in a dep ſtudy, roſe up 
and did him reverence, and his Father moſt kindlp embzated 


him; Angelica alſo knowing him, bent her devotions in all hu⸗ 


mility to ſhew her duty, whil' he railed her from the ground and 
imbzaced her in his Arms, being unable to exp2eſs his joy to lee 
them there: Diony ſius tkewiſe welcomed them with great kind- 
neſs, oftentimes folding Pariſmenos about the middle A = 
hold⸗ 
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holding Angelica by the hand, being unable to expꝛels his ſudden 
jop, that he, Pariſmus, and all the reſt was polleſt with ſuch 
content, as would trouble. a gkiltul Pen to deſcribe : Their 
welcomes, kind embzacings, gentle [peches, and other ſigns 
of contented joy, was ſuch, as ſurpaſſeth my beſt skill to relate 
and decipher. 

Dionyſus then deſired them to ſeat themſelves again to their 
Eanquet, and he and Pariſmus would bear them company: then 
they again ſeated themſelves, and himſelf by Angelica's fide, 
uſing her ſo kindly, ſo lovingly, and ſo familiarlp, and with 
ſuch exceeding mirth, pleaſantnels, and merry countenance, that 
Angelica's heart was pofleſt with great joy thereat : Pariſmus 
admired, and Pariſmenos rejopted, and Oſiris and Udalla twk 
exceding delight to ſ& their content, having not a long time 
been ſo pleaſant 3 they could have waited, but the King com- 
manded them to fit down and be merry, The Noblemen that 
came with him, which was Lozd Remus, and diversothers, he 
commanded to fit down, uttering theſe ſpeeches : 

My noble Childzen, the great joy J conceive at pour pzeſence 
is ſuch, that it fills my Senſes with erceding content, and were 
Olivia and Laurana here, J ſhould account this were the beit, 
molt pleaſing, moſt contented, moſt Royal and delightfulleſt day 
that ever befel; but ſince they are abſent, let us be merry: O- 
ſiris bid us welcome, foz we are all pour Gueſts : Pariſmenos, 
and Angelica welcome into Theſſaly, welcome to pour Gzand⸗ 
ſire, and ſo exceeding welcome as pour hearts can wiſh; Pariſmus 
who would have thought theſe had been with Oſiris: what foz⸗ 
tunate deſtiny hath bzought them hither ? oz how are they ſo 
happily met to meet us here? Mell, did but Olivia and Laurana 
know of their being here, they would not be long abſent. 

Pe had no ſoner ended his ſpeeches, but Qucen Olivia and 
* aurana entred the Chamber, (the news of his ſecret departure 
the Court, aud his intent being told them, they followed 
to Oſiris Caſtle) to whom Olivia ſaid 2 Py Lo2d, it doth 
god to ſee your Pajefty ſo merry. Dionyſus hearing her ſpe- 

„ loked back, and ſ&ing her and Laurana pꝛeſently replied : 

(marvel though J be merry, having the fair Lady of the Gol- 
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den Tower by thechand 3 . whereupon the whole company role up 
from the Table, aud Pariſmenos knowing his Mother, humbled f 
himlelk bekoze her on his knee, whilſt ſhe embzaced him moſt lo⸗ 
vingly, not knowing ſuddenly how to rejoyce ſufficiently, being 
lo overcome with joy. 
Angelica not knowing her, but ſuppoſing her to be Laurana, 
(ber heart being only vowed to Pariſmenos ) thought it her du⸗ 
ty to reverence: his Parents as much as himſelf, therefoze with 13 
him ſhe did obeyſance to the Queen and Laurana, After many = 
greetings, ſalutations, and welcomes paſt, Diony ſius again utter- 
ing theſe ſpeeches : 
 Iknow that all here pꝛeſent, are exceeding glad fo2 the ſafety 
of theſe two young Pꝛinces; then laying aſide thele ceremoni- 
ais ſalutations, which cannot be ſuddenly expꝛeſt, let us again, 
and the third time ſeat our ſelves to this coſtly Banquet, and to 
leave off all other Ceremonies till afterwards, koz we are deter- 
mined to bid them welcome; and they ſhall know that we do love 
them: But firſt let us refreſh our ſfomacks with Oſiris Nopal 
Dainties, and then we wil. ccfire to know the cauſe and man- 
ner ok their arrival in this Country, which was never happy 
till this hour. | 
3 Then they all-ſeated themſelves again in great content, Dio- 
n. ſius not luffering Angelica to fit from him, but cloſe by his ſide 
between him and the Queen, every one expzeſling great joy foz 
their lafetp. 
After Dinner was well nigh ended, which was overpaſt with 
exceeding content on all ſites, and entertained by Oſiris in great. 
pomp, Pariſmus deſired. Pariſmenos to declare what miſadven- 
ture had befaln him,; ſince his pzivate departure from the Court 
at Epheſus, aud how they chanced to arrive in that place: Then. 
Parilmenos declared the truth of all, how he met with Angelica, 
of Irus death, of Arenus and Theoretus Trealon, and of the 
pꝛelervation bp the Fiſherman 3 laſtly, ok the god Iconiuss 
done them which greatly delighted them to hear: Dionyſius th 
ſaid, which is Iconius? Then Pariſmenos called for Fronius, wi 
preſently came, whom Dionyſins, Pariſmus, and the reſt, uft 
molt kindly : The Fiſherman' aud his Mike were by m_—_ 
' Wy... 
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highly rewarded, and aſterwarts pꝛekerred to great Dignity: 

Dome two days they ſtaid altogether in Oliris Cattle, ſpcud- 
ing the time in erceeding mirth; at laſt they departed in great 
Royalty towards the City of Thebes, where were infinite num⸗ 
bers of People gathered together with joyful hearts to beholv 
them, 

Afterwards Pariſmenos and Angelica, in the pfelente of 
Marcellus, Kemuſus, the Bing of Hungaria, the King of Sparta, 
and divers other noble Potentates, were in great Royalty mare 
riev together, and after Dionyſius was dead, Pariſmenos wes 
Crowned hing of Theſſaly, and lived all his like time after in great 
quiet and bleſled content, with the fair Angelica his Quckn, en⸗ 
creaſing the Yonoz, Fame, and Dignity of the Theſſalien Kings, 
having one only Son and a Daughter, whole Foztunes and A 
ventures filled the whole UWozld with their Fame.
